When  Grand  Chapter  at  its  last  Annual  Assembly 
decided  to  hold  the  Convocation  of  1927  in  the  City 
of  Ottawa  the  news  was  received  with  great  gratifi- 
cation, not  only  amongst  the  Companions  of  the 
Royal  Craft,  but  also  by  those  associated  with  Ma-

Ottawa. 

On  behalf  accordingly,  not  only  of  the  officers 
and  Companions  of  Capitular  Masonry,  but  of  mem- 
bers of  all  degrees  of  the  Ancient  Craft,  we  extend 
our  welcome  to  you  Most  Excellent  Sir,  and  to  this 
Sixty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

We  feel  assured  that  the  bringing  together  here 
of  so  many  distinguished  rulers,  skilled  officers  and 
exalted  Companions  of  the  Order,  give  opportunities 
for  acquiring  knowledge  of  the  affairs  of  Grand 
Chapter ;  and  the  discussions  relating  to  its  progress 
and  the  reports  of  its  affairs  and  various  activities 
will  do  much  to  encourage,  stir  and  stimulate  the 
efforts  of  the  Companions  of  this  District.

We  have  en- 
deavoured to  continue  in  the  practice  of  individual 
good  citizenship,  to  spread  the  spirit  of  universal 
brotherhood,  to  think,  speak  and  act  justly  and  toler- 
antly being  confident  of  the  solidity  of  the  ground 
on  which  we  stand  and  in  the  assured  hope  that  peace 
and  harmony  will  prevail  and  be  extended. 

While  we  fully  realize  that  in  Grand  Chapter  the 
many  matters  of  vital  interest  and  importance,  which 
must  of  necessity  be  discussed  and  settled,  will 
occupy  much  of  the  time  the  representatives  have 
set  apart  as  that  intended  to  be  spent  with  us,  it  is 
hoped  that  none  will  go  away  without  having  seen 
for  himself,  some  at  least,  of  the  many  interesting, 
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important  educational  and  historical  features  of  our 
city. 

This  is  the  Capital  city  of  our  Dominion ;  the  seat 
of  the  Government,  and  your  legislators  are  now  in 
parliamentary  session  assembled.  The  Federal  build- 
ings, Mint,  Museums,  Bureaus,  Parks,  Monuments 
and  Driveways  are  yours,  as  well  as  ours,  and  we 
trust  each  representative  will  seize  what  opportunity 
may  present  itself  to  view  them. 

Many  well  known  and  distinguished  among  our 
Craftsmen  are  officials  of  the  Government  of  Canada, 
and  we  assure  you  that  all  of  us,  whether  citizens  or 
officials,  will  be  most  pleased  to  give  to  any  all 
assistance  and  information  available  so  that  with 
work  accomplished,  labour  ended,  with  much  pleasure 
added  and  interspersed,  you  may  return  to  your 
home  Companions  with  the  report  that  all  is  well 
with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  and  with  the 
Federal  Capital  of  our  Dominion.

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ADDRESS  OF  GRAND  Z. 

To  the  Officers  and  Excellent  Companions  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada : 

At  the  last  Annual  Convocation  you  conferred 
upon  me  the  highest  office  in  your  gift.  It  was  ac- 
cepted with  full  appreciation  both  of  the  honour  and 
the  responsibility  which  attaches  to  the  position. 

I  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  discharge  the 
many  and  important  duties  and  offer  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  the  loyal  co-operation 
received  from  Companions  throughout  the  whole 
Jurisdiction. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  forcibly  the  influence 
which  Grand  Superintendents  can  and  should  exer- 
cise on  the  Royal  Craft  in  their  respective  Districts. 
They  represent  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  upon 
them  rests  the  direct  responsibility  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  true  spirit  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and 
for  the  harmony  and  progress  of  the  Chapters 
placed  in  their  keeping. 

The  fact  that  conditions  are  so  favorable 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction  is  the  best  evidence  of 
the  efficiency  and  painstaking  manner  in  which  their 
onerous  duties  have  been  performed  during  the  past 
year. 

Foreign  Relations. 

The  harmony  which  has  existed  for  many  years 
has  remained  undisturbed  and  the  relations  between 
this  Grand  Chapter  and  Foreign  Grand  Bodies  are 
warm,  cordial,  and  in  every  respect  fraternal. 

Masonic  Courtesy. 

Many  years  ago  a  Brother  received  the  M.M.M., 
P.M.  and  the  M.E.M.  degrees  in  Golden  Chapter, 
No.  90,  G.R.C.,  Kenora,  but  did  not  receive  the  Royal 
Arch  degree.  He  removed  from  Kenora  and  with- 
drew from  Golden  Chapter  on  January  15th,  1901. 
This  Brother  wishing  to  have  the  Royal  Arch  degree 
conferred  upon  him  re-joined  Golden  Chapter  early 
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last  year,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Manitoba  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred 
by  Eureka  Chapter,  Holland,  on  April  15th,  last. 

Grand  Representatives. 

To  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  regretted 
deaths  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  William  Croft,  of  Toronto, 
and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  T.  W.  Chappie,  of  Kenora,  I 
recommended  the  appointment  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  B. 
Cairns,  of  Toronto,  to  represent  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Sackatchewan,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Frederick  W. 
Elliott,  of  Prescott,  to  represent  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Arkansas,  both  near  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada.  These  recommendations  were  approved 
and  the  Companions  duly  honoured  by  appointment.

Acting  on  behalf  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  I  author- 
ized a  grant  of  $1,000  to  the  Country  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children.  I  am  sure  this  deserving  Institution 
will  appeal  strongly  to  all  Companions  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction. 
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Official  Visits. 

It  was  impossible  to  accept  all  the  kind  and  cour- 
teous invitations  from  Sister  Grand  Jurisdictiones, 
but  I  conveyed  in  person  the  good  wishes  and  fra- 
ternal regards  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  the  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Quebec,  Pennsylvania  and 
Michigan,  and  received  at  their  hands  the  utmost 
courtesy  and  attenton.  The  warmth  and  cordiality 
of  their  welcome  could  not  have  been  exceeded  and 
was  fully  appreciated. 

By-Laws. 

A  draft  set  of  By-laws,  prepared  by  a  Special 
Committee  for  the  assistance  and  guidance  of  Chap- 
ters, when  adopting  new  or  revising  existing  By- 
laws, was  sent  to  each  constituent  Chapter.

A  number  of  Chapters  submitted  amendments  to 
existing  By-laws.  These  will  be  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

New  Districts. 

The  division  of  New  Ontario  District,  No.  15, 
into  two  districts,  namely:  New  Ontario  District, 
No.  15,  and  Temiskaming  District,  No.  16,  has  been 
justified  by  results.  The  Grand  Superintendent,  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  J.  B.  Way,  of  District  No.  15,  refers  to 
the  wonderful  potentialties  of  the  great  northern 
section  of  this  Province  and  says,  that  the  ' 'strong 
men  who  have  peopled  these  immense  tracts  of  vir- 
gin forests  and  mineralized  areas  are  of  the  best  of 
our  race,  virile,  resourceful  and  very  human,  with 
the  widest  charity  to  be  found  among  men."  While 
the  old  District  was  divided  yet  long  distances  still 
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obtain  as  his  Jurisdiction  extends  over  Chapters  sep- 
arated by  300  miles.  He  conveys  a  message  of  en- 
couragement as  the  Royal  Craft  is  "holding  a 
spacious  place  in  the  intensive  interest  of  those  who 
have  been  found  worthy  of  advancement." 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  George  C.  Murphy,  Grand  Superin- 
tendent of  Temiskaming  District,  No.  16,  refers  to 
the  difficulties  incidental  to  the  adequate  supervision 
of  a  District  which  is  large  and  irregular,  but  he 
speaks  confidently  as  to  the  future  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  this  vast  northern  area,  of  which  he  is 
intensely  proud. 

Dedications. 

I  had  the  great  pleasure  of  officially  dedicating 
and  consecrating  Nilestown  Chapter,  No.  247,  at 
Nilestown,  on  April  20th,  1926.  Many  prominent 
Companions  were  present.  The  interest  displayed 
was  the  best  assurance  of  a  bright  and  progressive 
future. 

The  newly  enlarged  room  of  Victoria  Chapter,  in 
the  Masonic  Temple,  Thornhill,  was  dedicated  by  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  Walter  G.  Price. 

The  new  Chapter  rooms  of  York  Chapter,  in  the 
Masonic  Temple,  Eglinton,  were  dedicated  on  Sep- 
tember 10th,  and  those  of  Port  Credit  Chapter,  Port 
Credit,  on  October  20th,  also  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Walter 
G.  Price,  Grand  Third  Principal,  who  acted  in  my 
unavoidable  absence. 

Many  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  from  Toronto  and 
surrounding  District,  took  part  in  the  beautiful  cere- 
monies. 

Dispensations. 

One  hundred  Dispensations  were  issued  and  will 
be  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

They  include:  Ark  Chapter,  No.  80,  Windsor — 
To  accept  Exaltation  of  Bro.  George  S.  Porter,  who 
had  lost  his  left  arm  above  the  elbow. 

Ottawa  Chapter,  No.  222,  Ottawa — To  accept  ap- 
plication for  Exaltation  of  Bro.  A.  F.  McCallum,  who 
had  lost  his  right  hand. 
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I  am  not  in  favor  of  Royal  Arch  regalia  being 
worn  on  the  public  streets,  believing  that  it  derog- 
ates from  the  dignity  and  standing  of  the  Order. 
There  are  times  and  places  when  exceptions  can  be 
made  in  the  interest  of  the  Order,  and  at  the  urgent 
request  of  the  Chapter  desiring  this  privilege.  Ap- 
proval was,  therefore,  gven  in  three  instances  to 
wear  regalia  while  going  to  and  returning  from 
Divine  Service. 

Approvals. 

The  following  applications  were  approved : 

Ark  Chapter,  No.  80,  Wind- 
sor, to  accept  an  invitation  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio,  to  visit  Toledo,  and 
confer  the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  Toledo  Chapter. 

April  26th,  1926.  Visit  of  Palestine  Chapter, 
Detroit  to  Ark  Chapter,  Windsor,  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  the  Most  Excellent  Master  degree. 

June  24th,  1926.  Visit  of  Loyalty  Chapter,  De- 
troit, to  confer  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

In  neither  of  the  above  two  cases  were  degrees  to 
be  conferred  upon  real  candidates. 

August  19th,  1926.  Ark  Chapter,  Windsor,  to 
visit  Highland  Park,  Michigan,  at  the  request  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  that  Jurisdiction. 

Rulings. 

The  Main  motion  provided,  that  the  fee  for 
Exaltation  should  be  $35.00,  but  an  amendment  to 
make  it  $25.00  was  carried.  The  original  Motion 
was  not  then  submitted.  Mount  Nebo  Chapter  asked 
whether  carrying  the  Amendment  was  sufficient. 
Under  the  circumstances,  I  ruled,  that  if  the  Amend- 
ment covered  the  whole  subject  matter  of  the  original 
Motion  so  that  it  was  expressed  in  the  same  words, 
except  substitution  of  $25.00  for  $35.00,  it  was 
therefore  self-contained  and  its  adoption  would 
suffice.  If  on  the  other  hand,  the  Amendment  only 
varied  a  portion  of  the  substantive  Motion  then  the 
adoption  of  the  Motion  as  amended  was  necessary- 
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The  proper  procedure  after  passing  an  Amend- 
ment is  to  then  submit  the  Motion  as  amended,  but 
if  the  Amendment  was  drawn  as  stated  above,  I  felt 
that  it  expressed  the  wish  of  the  Chapter  and  that  it 
was  unnecessary  to  insist  upon  a  technicality. 

Revision  of  Ritual. 

The  revision  of  the  Ritual  was  recommitted  to 
the  previous  Committee  for  further  consideration 
and  report  at  this  Convocation.  I  deemed  it  advis- 
able to  enlarge  the  Committee  that  this  important 
matter  might  have  the  full  and  careful  consideration 
of  such  Companions  of  rank  and  experience  as  might 
give  confidence  to  Grand  Chapter  in  accepting  their 
recommendation.  The  Committee  consisted  of  my-

Progress. 

Many  Jurisdictions  have  suffered  numerical  loss. 
This  may  not  be  an  unmixed  evil  as  it  may  only 
mean  the  weeding  out  of  members  who  for  one 
reason  or  another  have  never  been  interested. 

Unless  a  member  contributes  something  to  Ma- 
sonry, other  than  an  annual  fee,  he  adds  little  to  the 
strength  of  the  Order  and  nothing  to  the  great  work 
which  it  carries  on. 
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In  this  Jurisdiction  I  am  glad  to  report  that  we 
have  more  than  held  our  own  in  point  of  membership, 
and  also  as  to  the  state  of  our  finances. 

An  additional  investment  of  $5,000,  in  Victory 
Bonds,  and  $1,000,  in  City  of  Hamilton  Debentures 
has  been  made.  City  of  Stratford  Debentures  of 
$2,521,  have  matured  and  been  paid.  Deducting  the 
decrease  in  cash  and  bank  balances  the  Capital  of 
Grand  Chapter  has  been  increased  during  the  past 
year  by  $2,670.17. 

The  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  are 
fewer  than  last  year.  The  more  gratifying  fact  is 
the  increased  interest  as  shown  by  Chapter  attend- 
ance and  in  other  ways  as  evidenced  by  the  reports 
of  Grand  Superintendents  and  the  records  of  the 
Grand  Scribe  E. 

Recommendations. 

I  would  strongly  recommend  inter-visiting  be- 
tween Chapters  in  nearby  towns.  This  practice  will 
do  much  to  encourage  and  inspire.  It  will  extend  the 
cable  tow  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love.  It  should 
be  of  great  assistance  to  young  and  struggling  Chap- 
ters. It  will  exemplify  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry, 
many  friendships  will  be  made  and  old  associa- 
tions strengthened.  Interest  always  attaches  to  a 
visit  from  an  outside  point. 

I  would  urge  incoming  Grand  Superintendents 
to  give  this  full  attention,  believing  that  with  little 
effort  many  visits  may  be  arranged.  Special  thought 
should  be  given  to  inducing  Chapters  in  the  larger 
centres  to  visit  smaller  Chapters  in  outlying  terri- 
tory. It  is  a  Masonic  virtue  for  the  strong  to  help 
the  weak  and  this  principle  might  well  be  practised 
in  the  way  suggested. 

Attendance  at  regular  meetings  is  one  of  the  best 
evidences  of  the  life  and  vitality  of  a  Chapter.  As 
we  aim  to  promote  true  friendship  and  a  fine  spirit 
of  companionship  it  is  most  desirable,  if  not  indeed 
essential,  that  we  meet  together  at  frequent  inter- 
vals. The  meetings  must  attract,  otherwise  attend- 
ance will  fall  off. 
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Grand  Superintendents  should  be  keenly  alive  to 
this  phase  of  their  work  though  responsibility  rests 
primarily  upon  the  First  Principal  and  the  officers 
of  each  individual  Chapter.  I  feel  that  the  main 
thing  is  to  produce  such  an  atmosphere  of  sincere 
friendship  and  intimate  fraternal  intercourse  as  will 
cause  Companions  to  look  forward  with  pleasure  to 
each  monthly  gathering  in  the  household  of  their 
friends. 

New  members  should  be  shown  particular  atten- 
tion. Their  coming  into  the  Chapter  should  be  the 
occasion  for  personal  introduction  to  all  other 
Companions.  They  should  be  made  to  feel  from 
that  time  on  that  they  were  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name 
Brothers  and  Companions  of  those  into  whose  midst 
they  had  come.  As  new  members  of  the  family  circle 
they  should  receive  special  care  until  they  acquire 
the  habit  of  regular  attendance,  and  have  become 
keenly  interested  in  the  Chapter  and  its  Masonic 
work. 

I  would  advise  the  appointment  of  a  Committee 
to  carefully  consider  the  question  of  Jurisdiction, 
as  it  may  be  that  as  settlement  extends  beyond 
Municipal  Limits,  especially  in  the  larger  cities,  it 
would  be  advantageous  to  give  concurrent  Jurisdic- 
tion over  the  greater  area. 

Conclusion. 

It  is  right  to  ask  ourselves  why  we  are  Masons 
and  why  we  are  here  to-day. 

It  has  been  truly  said  that  Free  Masonry  re- 
sponds to-day  to  the  call  of  human  nature  and  the 
needs  of  the  heart  just  as  readily  as  it  did  centuries 
ago.  In  the  ages  that  have  run  their  course  it  may 
have  presented  itself  in  forms  different  from  that  in 
which  it  is  known  to-day,  but  its  tenets  have  ever 
been  a  response  to  the  world's  needs.  This  is  so 
because  it  stands  for  things  which  are  eternal. 

At  our  initiation  the  seed  was  planted.  It  should 
germinate  and  blossom  as  we  pass  through  the  vari- 
ous degrees  and  live  our  Masonic  career,  but  it  is  only 
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by  carrying  into  our  daily  life  the  practice  of  those 
principles  and  precepts,  learned  within  our  Lodge 
and  Chapter,  that  we  can  raise  a  super-structure 
worthy  of  ourselves  and  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Order  to  which  we  are  privileged  to  belong.  It 
is  for  us  to  pass  on  to  generations  yet  unborn  the 
great  heritage  we  enjoy.  It  should  be  kept  unspotted 
and  unsullied  that  those  who  come  after  may  receive 
it  from  us  pure  and  undefiled,  and  enriched  by  the 
contribution  we  make  to  its  strength  and  power. 

Our  influence  for  good  does  not  lie  in  numerical 
strength,  but  in  the  practise  of  those  eternal  prin- 
ciples upon  which  the  Order  is  founded.  Let  us 
therefore  labour  that  mankind  may  be  raised  to  a 
higher  appreciation  of  the  beauty  of  truth  the  need 
of  kindness  the  dignity  of  labour  and  the  glory  of 
service.  Let  us  strive  to  make  our  Order  a  living 
force  until  all  humanity  is  filled  with  the  spirit  of 
Brotherly  Love,  Universal  Charity  and  World-wide 
Truth. 

The  responsibility  rests  not  only  upon  those  who 
happen  to  sit  in  the  East  but  upon  each  individual 
member  of  the  Craft. 

"For  not  by  Eastern  windows  only, 
When  daylight  comes,  comes  in  the  light 
In  front  the  Sun  climbs  slowly,  how  slowly 
But  Westward  look,  the  land  is  bright." 

To  all  Companions  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  to 
all  those,  who  though  under  other  Jurisdictions,  are 
yet  bound  to  us  by  a  common  tie,  I  extend  most 
cordial  greetings  and  warm  wishes  for  future  happi- 
ness and  prosperity.

GRAND  SUPERINTENDENTS'  REPORTS 

The  Reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  of 
Districts  were  then  presented. 

ST.  CLAIR  DISTRICT  No.  1. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  Cap- 
itular Masonry  in  St.  Clair  District  No.  1,  during 
the  past  year.  First,  let  me  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  honour  done  me  by  my  election  to  this  hon- 
ourable position.  I  have  enjoyed  to  the  full  the  visits 
I  have  made  to  the  various  Chapters  of  the  District, 
making  new  and  renewing  old  friendships  and  meet- 
ing everywhere  that  spirit  of  fraternal  goodwill 
that  makes  one  glad  to  be  associated  with  an  organi- 
zation, boasting  such  a  high  type  of  membership. 
I  have  found  through  the  District  a  healthy  condi- 
tion among  the  Chapters,  the  Scribes  E.  being  par- 
ticularly efficient  in  their  work. 

In  my  visits  I  have  endeavoured  to  impress  on 
the  members  the  importance  of  paying  their  dues 
promptly.  The  position  of  Scribe  E.  is  quite  onerous 
and  much  of  his  worry  and  labour  would  be  elimin- 
ated if  this  little  detail  was  looked  after  by  each 
Companion. 

I  have  also  advocated  a  more  frequent  exchange 
of  inter-Chapter  visits  with  degree  teams  putting  on 
the  work  in  other  Chapter  rooms  than  their  own. 
This,  I  believe,  would  be  of  great  educational  ad- 
vantage to  every  Chapter  taking  part  in  such  visits 
Nor  would  the  educational  benefit  as  regards  the 
degree  work  alone  be  the  only  one  derived.  Such 
visits,  I  feel,  would  bring  home  to  each  Companion 
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a  realization  of  that  true  fraternity  that  character- 
izes Capitular  Masonry,  and  which  we  often  meet  in 
most  unexpected  places. 

If  I  might  make  a  general  suggestion  to  the 
Chapters  of  this,  as  well  as  other  Districts,  it  would 
be  to  set  dates  for  the  official  visits  of  the  Grand 
Superintendents  as  early  in  his  term  of  office  as  pos- 
sible. The  Chapters  for  some  reason  manifest  a 
desire  to  put  this  off  as  late  as  possible  with  the 
results  that  the  Grand  Superintendent  does  not 
become  aware  of  the  needs  of  his  District  or  of  his 
own  opportunities  for  service  until  it  is  almost,  if 
not  quite,  too  late  for  him  to  give  his  assistance 
which  he  is  always  anxious  to  render. 

I  wish  particularly  to  congratulate  Wellington 
Chapter,  of  Chatham,  on  the  success  of  its  Church 
parade  held  on  Sunday,  October  3rd.  This  Church 
service,  which  was  attended  in  Royal  Arch  clothing, 
was  participated  in  by  visiting  members  of  every 
Chapter  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  Chatham. 
Considering  the  benefits  derived,  I  would  almost 
think  it  permissible  for  me  to  congratulate  the 
Grand  Z.  on  the  wisdom  which  prompted  him  to 
issue  the  special  dispensation,  which  made  possible 
the  wearing  of  Royal  Arch  Regalia  at  this  service. 

Official  Visits. 

Wellington  Chapter,  No.  47,  Chatham. — I 
officially  visited  this  Chapter  at  a  special  Convoca- 
tion on  Thursday  night,  October  21st,  and  the  thrill 
of  fraternal  Companionship  was  everywhere  evi- 
dent. Knowing  many  of  the  Companions  personally 
made  the  visit  very  pleasant.  The  Most  Excellent 
Master  Mason  degree  was  conferred  and  I  noted 
several  points  in  the  degree  that  I  passed  on  to  the 
other  Chapters  of  the  District,  I  hope  with  profit. 

The  pleasing  personality  of  Ex.  Comp.  Holmes 
and  the  excellent  work  of  the  Scribe  E.,  Ex.

MacNabb  Chapter,  No.  88,  Dresden.— On 
Thursday,  evening,  November  25th,   I  visited  this 
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Chapter.  The  weather  was  anything  but  agreeable 
and  the  attendance  was  not  large.  The  Ex.  First 
Principal  has  had  considerable  ill  health  in  his 
home  that  has  hampered  his  work;  however,  it  is 
well  taken  care  of  by  his  officers  and  Past  Princi- 
pals. This  Chapter  has  a  wonderfully  well  equipped 
room — bright,  plenty  of  space  and  tastefully  decor- 
ated, and  the  right  kind  of  assistance  on  the  part  of 
the  Companions  will  help  materially. 

King  Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  119,  Leamington. — 
On  Thursday,  November  11th,  I  visited  King  Cyrus 
Chapter.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Awrey 
and  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  conferred.  While  the  degree  was  faultlessly 
conferred,  the  floor  work  and  the  manner  of  the 
Principal  Sojourner  doing  it  was,  without  doubt,  the 
best  I  have  ever  witnessed.

Turner  that  they  are  making  arrangements  to  secure 
more  commodious  quarters  in  the  near  future. 
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Blenheim  Chapter,  No.  239,  Blenheim. —  On 
Wednesday,  November  3rd,  I  visited  Blenheim  Chap- 
ter, the  home  Chapter  of  the  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Ruther- 
ford, Immediate  Past  Grand  Superintendent.  In  the 
unavoidable  absence  of  Ex.  Comp.  McTavish  the 
Chair  was  taken  by  the  Ex.  Comp.  Fellows.  This 
Chapter  is  the  youngest  in  the  District  and  one  of 
the  most  progresive.  It  was  the  occasion  of  the 
annual  election  of  officers  and  no  work  was  done,  but 
from  past  visits  to  the  Chapter,  have  no  doubt  that 
the  work  is  always  creditably  exemplified.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  following  report 
on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  London 
District  No.  2,  for  the  year  ending  1926: — 

I  have  visited  every  Chapter  in  my  District,  at 
least  once,  and  in  certain  cases,  where  I  deemed  it 
necessary  more  than  this.  During  my  term  of  office 
I  have  specially  stressed  the  laying  of  a  greater 
emphasis  on  the  social  intercourse  between  Com- 
panion and  Companion  and  Chapter  and  Chapter; 
the  latter  to  be  encouraged  by  frequent  interchange 
of  visits  and  conferring  of  degrees  in  one  Chapter 
by  the  officers  of  another. 

There  are  two  Chapters  which  are  specially 
worthy  of  comment: — Bruce  Chapter,  No.  53, 
Petrolia,  which  has  had  an  exceptionally  successful 
year,  and  as  far  as  new  members  are  concerned  the 
banner  Chapter  of  the  District,  and  St.  Andrew 
Chapter,  No.  238,  London,  whose  year  has  really 
proved  a  success,  although  a  difficult  one,  by  the 
faithful  and  hard  work  of  the  First  Principal  and 
his  staff  of  officers. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  3,  London.— The  oldest 
Chapter  in  London  District,  whose  first  Principal 
was  Ex.  Comp.  Samuel  McCoy,  was  visited  by  me 
on  Wednesday,  April  28th.  The  meeting  was  well 
attended  both  by  its  own  Companions  and  visitors 
from  other  City  Chapters,  and  a  very  cordial  recep- 
tion was  accorded  me.

Robert  Pearse  and  a  large  gathering  of  Com- 
panions. The  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  in 
a  very  capable  manner.  An  interesting  event  of  the 
evening  was  the  presentation  of  an  illuminated  ad- 
dress by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Chapter  to 
their  Illustrious  Companion,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin 
Smith,  on  his  elevation  to  the  office  of  Grand  Second 
Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  work  in  the  Chapter  room,  a  profit- 
able hour  was  spent  in  the  banquet  hall. 

Wawanosh  Chapter,  No.  15,  Sarnia. — On  Fri- 
day, May  14th,  I  paid  my  official  visit  to  this  Chap- 
ter. The  First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp.  C.  Hughes,  and 
the  Companions  were  very  cordial  in  their  greeting, 
and  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent.  The  Mark 
Master  Mason  degree  was  conferred  in  a  very  able 
manner  and  the  interest  of  the  Companions  of  this 
Chapter  in  Capitular  Masonry  was  quite  evident. 
The  evening  was  closed  with  a  very  pleasant  social 
hour. 

Bruce  Chapter,  No.  53,  Petrolia. — I  paid 
several  visits  to  this  Chapter  and  did  everything  in 
my  power  to  assist  the  First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp. 
J.  C.  Reid,  and  his  officers  in  their  work  for  the  year. 
The  First  Principal  and  his  officers  set  as  their  ob- 
jective the  increasing  of  their  membership  by  54, 
one  new  member  for  each  year  of  this  Chapter's 
history;  this  goal  they  successfully  reached  before 
the  year  was  ended.

Corke's  departure  has  been  deeply 
felt  throughout  the  District,  not  only  because  of  the 
zeal  and  efficiency  which  have  characterized  his 
efforts  in  the  general  interest  of  the  Royal  Craft,  but 
because  of  his  many  fine  qualities  of  heart  and  mind, 
out  of  which  comes  that  courteous  geniality  and  cul- 
tured demeanour  which  have  made  his  associations 
with  the  Companions  of  Wellington  District  a  plea- 
sant memory.  By  his  removal  to  St.  Hyacinthe, 
Quebec,  Halton  Chapter  has  lost  temporarily,  at 
least,  its  most  active  enthusiast  and  guiding  influ- 
ence, Wellington  District  a  valued  associate  and 
councillor,  and  Grand  Chapter  a  dignified  and 
respected  Representative.

Waterloo  Chapter,  No.  32,  Galt. — This  Chap- 
ter was  visited  officially  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Corke,  who 
reports  the  work  of  the  occasion  and  the  reception 
accorded  him  in  the  most  laudatory  terms  and  every 
way  in  keeping  with  the  highest  traditions  of  this 
grand  old  Chapter.

Unfortunately,  through  either  misunderstanding 
or  mishap  (I  hope  it  was  not  the  lack  of  apprecia- 
tion), only  two  Companions  from  Brant  Chapter 
turned  up.  However,  there  was  a  very  good  attend- 
ance and  the  degree  was  most  efficiently  presented 
with  full  Musical  Ritual  and  well  in  keeping  with 
the  high  standard  established  by  the  Chapter  in 
former  years. 

Waterloo  Chapter  in  the  past  has  been  fortunate

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no  exception,  and  while  the  general  depression  in 
business  has  been  quite  pronounced,  the  Chapter  has 
more  than  held  its  own  and  prospects  for  the  future 
are  exceedingly  bright.  They  are  especially  fortun- 
ate in  having  as  Scribe  E.,  Ex.  Comp.  Jimmy 
Ritchie,  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  Masons  and 
painstaking  officers  it  has  ever  been  my  good  fortune 
to  meet,  added  to  this  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
Past  Principals  has  done  much  to  keep  the  Banner 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  at  the  very  forefront. 

Preston  Chapter,  No.  245,  Preston.— My  first 
visit  to  this  Chapter  during  the  year  took  place  at 
the  Regular  Convocation  in  June,  when  I,  accom- 
panied by  about  thirty  Companions  of  Guelph 
Chapter  on  the  occasion  of  a  fraternal  visit  and  to 
view  the  first  conferring  of  the  Supreme  Degree  of 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch  by  the  officers  of  Preston 
Chapter  since  their  institution.

Cameron,  of  Halton  Chapter, 
Ex.  Comps.  Finlay,  Templeman  and  Cotton,  of 
Guelph  Chapter,  installed  the  officers  for  1927. 

Preston  Chapter,  although  still  in  its  "swaddling 
clothes,"  is  well  on  the  way  to  a  successful  future. 
They  were  exceedingly  fortunate  in  the  selection  of 
a  most  capable  staff  of  officers  who  have  worked 
devotedly  under  the  able  direction  of  Ex.  Comp. 
King,  to  attain  their  present  position.  All  are  de- 
serving of  the  highest  praise  and  all  pay  tribute  to 
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the  splendid  example  set  by  Ex.  Comp.  King,  who, 
although  not  quite  as  young  as  he  used  to  be  and 
without  any  past  training  in  the  ritualism  of  the 
Royal  Arch  Work  (yet  a  member  for  over  30  years) , 
nor  the  assistance  of  a  resident  Past  Principal  to 
guide  him,  has  accomplished  fittingly  all  the  duties 
of  First  Principal  and  rendered  every  part  of  the 
ceremonies  in  a  manner  both  dignified  and  impres- 
sive. 

Halton  Chapter,  No.  234,  Georgetown.— I  vis- 
ited this  splendid  Chapter  on  four  or  five  occasions 
and  at  all  times  received  a  most  cordial  reception 
indeed.

So,  too,  with  them,  I  can  express  sincere  regret  at 
the  loss  sustained  to  the  Chapter  by  the  removal 
to  Quebec  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry  Corke,  and  just 
at  a  time  when  their  cup  was  filled  to  overflowing 
by  the  distinction  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
District.  As  the  First  Principal  of  the  Chapter  at 
its  origin  and  the  chief  mover  of  its  conception,  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  Corke  has  had  a  marked  influence  in  its 
activities,  and  to  his  leadership  and  example  must 
be  attributed  much  of  the  wonderful  success 
attained. 

I  was  present  on  two  occasions  when  the  officers 
conferred  the  degree  of  Mark  Master  Mason,  once 
on  their  fraternal  visit  to  Guelph  Chapter  and  again 
at  a  Special  Convocation  held  in  the  Town  of  Acton.

The  occasion  was  most  successful  and 
Mrs.  Marr  joins  me  in  extending  grateful  thanks  for 
the  many  courtesies  extended. 

I  paid  a  further  visit  on  December  17th,  and, 
assisted  by  the  Past  Principals,  installed  the  officers 
for  1927.  My  last  visit  was  December  26th,  at  the 
Special  Convocation  called  for  the  purpose  of  meet- 
ing R.  Ex.

1926. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp. 
Herbert  McKay,  of  Mount  Moriah  Chapter,  No.  19, 
as  my  District  Secretary.  He  accompanied  me  on 
all  my  official  visits  and  rendered  valuable  assistance 
by  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  appertaining  to 
his  office. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  and  deep  appreciation  for  the  honour 
conferred  upon  me  by  the  Companions  of  my  Dis- 
trict in  electing  me  to  this  honourable  position,  and 
for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  and  good  fellowship 
which  have  been  extended  to  me  in  my  visits  to  the 
various  Chapters.  I  have  had  the  honour  of  visiting 
all  the  Chapters  in  my  District  and  have  found  the 
work  to  be  of  a  uniform  character,  and,  on  the 
whole,  exceptionally  well  done.

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  for  your  con- 
sideration my  report  on  Capitular  Masonry  in  To- 
ronto West  Distrct  No.  8a  for  the  year  1926, 

May  I  be  permitted  in  the  first  instance  to  ex- 
press my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  honour  con- 
ferred upon  me  by  the  representatives  of  the  consti- 
tuent Chapters  of  this  District  in  electing  me  to  the 
high  and  important  office  of  Grand  Superintendent 
for  the  year  which  has  just  closed,  and  to  express 
my  thanks  to  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal for  ratifying  the  choice  made  by  the  members 
of  this  District. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp. 
Grier  L.  McHenry  as  District  Secretary.  This  choice 
was  indeed  a  fortunate  one,  for  he  has  performed 
his  various  duties  in  a  most  efficient  and  commend- 
able manner,  and  he  has  rendered  me  invaluable 
assistance  during  my  term  of  office. 

It  was  with  considerable  apprehension  and  re- 
luctance that  I  assumed  the  important  duites  of 
Grand  Superintendent,  but  the  constant  unbounded 
enthusiasm  which  existed  amongst  the  Companions 
of  the  various  Chapters  in  this  Jurisdiction,  ren- 
dered my  duties  less  onerous  than  I  had  anticipated, 
and  afforded  me  unlimited  pleasure.  I  cannot  speak 
too  highly  of  the  assistance  received  from  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  I  am 
greatly  indebted  to  him  and  to  all  Past  Grand  Super- 
intendents and  other  Grand  Chapter  Officers  who 
accompanied  me  on  my  various  visits. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  visit 
every  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction  on  at  least  two 
occasions,  and  throughout  the  whole  District  I  find 
that  there  is  a  splendid  feeling  of  companionship 
and  good  fellowship.  I  am  unable  to  point  to  any 
Chapter  where  the  spirit  of  utmost  harmony  does 
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not  exist,  and  on  no  occasion,  during  the  past  year, 
have  I  been  called  on  to  adjust  any  apparent  differ- 
ences existing  between  members  of  our  Order. 

The  Companions  of  the  various  Chapters  have 
at  all  times  shown  their  absolute  loyalty  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  to  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal and  to  his  Representative  and  officers.  In  this 
connection  I  must  make  special  mention  of  the 
honour  paid  to  my  colleague,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H. 
Roberts,  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  Toronto  East 
District,  and  myself,  by  the  Principals'  Association 
of  this  City,  in  tendering  us  a  complimentary  ban- 
quet. The  recollection  of  that  pleasant  evening 
spent  with  the  present  and  past  Principals  of  To- 
ronto Chapters,  will  always  remain  a  cherished 
memory. 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  my  office  it  was  my 
intention  to  promote  in  every  way  the  uniformity  of 
practice  in  conferring  degrees.  From  observations 
made  during  the  course  of  my  official  and  unofficial 
visits,  I  have  to  conclude  that  there  is  very  little  to 
be  added  to  the  practice  being  followed  at  present  in 
this  District.  The  Chapters,  as  a  whole,  have  com- 
petent officers  who  are  capable  of  conferring  and, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  do  confer  the  various  degrees 
in  a  manner  which  is  impressive  to  the  candidate 
and  interesting  to  those  who  do  not  take  part  in  the 
actual  work. 

There  appears  to  be  only  one  matter  which  re- 
quires the  consideration  of  nearly  all  Chapters,  and 
that  is  the  question  of  outstanding  dues.  To  my 
mind  there  are  too  many  Companions  in  arrears 
who  are  financially  able  but  neglectful.  Many  of 
these  Companions  would,  in  my  opinion,  clear  up 
their  respective  outstanding  indebtedness  if  the 
same  were  properly  brought  to  their  attention. 
Having  a  large  sum  of  money  outstanding  on  the 
books  of  the  Chapter  is  not  a  healthy  condition,  and 
the  longer  these  debts  remain,  the  more  difficult  it 
is  to  clear  them  up  at  a  later  date.  If  the  Com- 
panions who  are  well  able  to  pay  their  dues  do  not 
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take  sufficient  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  to  see 
that  their  Chapters  are  able  to  carry  on  without 
going  into  debt,  they  are  of  little  use  to  our  Order. 
They  should  be  dealt  with  according  to  our  Constitu- 
tion. Every  Chapter  should  endeavour  each  year  to 
materially  better  its  financial  condition,  but  out- 
standing book  debts  will  not  help  to  accomplish  this 
object.  I  have  endeavoured  to  bring  this  matter  to 
the  attention  of  the  various  Chapters,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  better  conditions  will  be  apparent  in  the 
future. 

My  official  visits  were  as  follows: — 
Occident  Chapter,  No.  77,  Toronto. — Of  the 
various  visits  made  to  this  Chapter,  September  10th 
was  chosen  for  my  official  inspection,  when  the 
degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  was  conferred  in  a 
most  pleasing  manner.  The  books  of  this  Chapter 
are  a  model  of  excellence,  the  finances  in  excellent 
condition,  the  Convocations  well  attended,  and  the 
officers  maintain  the  same  standard  of  enthusiasm. 
This  Chapter  has  the  highest  membership  in  the 
District,  being  one  of  the  oldest  Chapters,  celebrated 
its  fiftieth  anniversary  on  October  8th,  when  about 
six  hundred  Companions  were  present,  among  whom 
were  a  very  large  number  of  present  and  past  First 
Principals,  also  present  and  past  Grand  Chapter 
Officers,  who  were  entertained  in  a  manner  for 
which  Occident  Chapter  is  justly  celebrated.  During 
the  banquet,  short  historical  sketches  of  the  Chapter 
were  given  by  R.  Ex.  Comps.  Horwood  and  J.  W. 
Hickson,  two  of  the  oldest  living  Past  Principals  of 
the  Chapter. 

Antiquity  Chapter,  No.  91,  Toronto.— On 
October  27th,  this  Chapter  was  officially  inspected, 
and,  being  my  mother  Chapter,  I  was  accompanied 
by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Roberts,  Grand  Superin- 
tendent of  Toronto  East  District  No.  8,  who  acted 
on  my  behalf  in  making  comments  on  the  ceremonial 
work  presented  for  inspection.  After  exemplifying 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch  degree,  the  Right  Excellent 
Companion  was  generous  in  expressing  his  approval 
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of  the  work  of  the  officers.  The  affairs  of  this  Chap- 
ter are  in  a  sound  condition,  the  books  being  wel1 
kept,  and  financial  condition  favourable.  Antiquity 
Chapter  has  continued  the  laudable  practice  in  be- 
stowing a  portion  of  its  benevolence  in  giving  an 
annual  banquet,  a  Christmas  treat,  to  the  needy 
children  of  the  district.  This  is  an  event  in  which 
all  the  Companions  take  a  personal  interest.  The 
prospects  of  this  Chapter  are  most  encouraging  for 
the  future. 

Shekinah  Chapter,  No.  138,  Toronto.— Offi- 
cially visited  this  Chapter  on  June  8th,  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch  degree  being  conferred  in  a  very  impres- 
sive manner,  all  the  officers  performing  their  indi- 
vidual work  with  dignity.  Special  mention  might  be 
made  of  the  excellent  character  of  the  Principal  So- 
journer's duties,  which  on  that  occasion,  were  as- 
sumed by  one  of  the  junior  officers.  The  financial 
condition  of  this  Chapter  is  improving,  and  it  is 
expected  that  greater  prosperiy  will  be  in  evidence 
next  season. 

Toronto  Chapter,  No.  185,  Toronto. — This 
Chapter  was  visited  officially  on  October  18th.  The 
Holy  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  in  a  manner 
to  make  an  impression  on  the  candidate.  The  books 
of  this  Chapter  are  well  kept,  the  financial  condition 
sound.  The  average  attendance  of  members  is  not 
so  high  as  might  be  expected.  It  is  anticipated,  how- 
ever, that  there  will  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  this 
Chapter  during  the  coming  year. 

Peel  Chapter,  No.  195,  Brampton.— On 
October  5th,  this  Chapter  was  visited,  when  the  cere- 
mony of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred 
in  a  capable  manner.  This  Chapter  is  making  fairly 
steady  progress.  Both  the  records  and  books  are 
well  kept  and  up  to  date.  The  outstanding  dues  over 
twelve  months  are  insignificant,  and  financial  condi- 
tions of  the  Chapter  sound.  There  is  a  fairly  good 
attendance  of  members,  and  the  prospects  most 
favourable.  The  Chapter  recently  revised  their  by- 
laws, adopting  as  near  as  possible  the  form  sub- 
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mitted  by  Grand  Chapter,  one  commendable  feature 
in  the  new  by-laws  being  the  raising  of  the  exalta- 
tion fee. 

Mimico  Chapter,  No.  215,  Mimico.— On  May 
5th,  this  Chapter  was  officially  visited,  and  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch  degree  conferred  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner,  all  the  officers  being  in  ther  respective 
Chairs.  The  attendance  is  excellent,  all  of  the  Com- 
panions taking  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Chapter.  The  Mark  Book  is  strictly  up  to  date,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  members  record  their 
marks  before  being  exalted.  The  financial  condition 
is  sound,  and  records  show  the  Chapter  liabilities 
are  nil,  and  the  prospects  of  this  Chapter  appear  to 
be  of  the  brightest. 

Ulster  Chapter,  No.  219,  Toronto.— On  June 
3rd,  this  Chapter  was  officially  visited,  when  the 
Holy  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  in  a  pleasing 
and  impressive  manner.  This  Chapter  has  felt  an 
adverse  condition  in  meeting  east  of  Yonge  Street, 
while  the  bulk  of  its  members  reside  west. 
Arrangements,  however,  have  now  been  made  to 
hold  its  Convocations  in  Annette  Street  Hall,  and 
their  officers  are  most  optimistic,  and  look  for  a 
revival  of  interest,  and  improvement  in  their  finan- 
cial condition. 

Lebanon  Chapter,  No.  220,  Lameton  Mills. — 
My  first  official  visit  was  made  to  this  Chapter  on 
April  22nd,  when  I  was  accompanied  by  R.  Ex.

All  books  and  records  are  carefully  attended  to,  and 
indicate  sound  financial  condition ;  liabilities  nil ;  out- 
standing dues  nil. 

The  St.  Clair  Chapter,  No.  231,  Toronto.— On 
May  27th,  the  occasion  of  my  official  visit,  this  Chap- 
ter entertained  the  Companions  of  St.  Clair  Chapter, 
Milton,  conferred  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  degree  in  a 
very  commendable  manner,  impressing  their  visitors 
as  well  as  their  own  Companions.  This  Chapter  has 
materially  improved  its  condition,  having  had  a  con- 
siderable number  of  candidates  for  advancement, 
and  the  prospects  of  this  Chapter  are  considered 
good. 

King  Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  232,  Toronto. — This 
Chapter  was  officially  visited  on  May  18th,  when  the 
Holy  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  in  a  very 
creditable  manner,  all  offices  being  filled  by  their 
regular  officers.  King  Cyrus  Chapter  has  made  won- 
derful progress  during  the  year,  the  number  of  ad- 
missions being  greater  than  any  other  Chapter  in 
the  District,  and  prospects  are  most  favourable,  the 
attendance  being  over  fifty  per  cent,  of  their  total 
membership.  The  books  and  records  well  kept; 
financial  condition  improving. 

Oakwood  Chapter,  No.  233,  Toronto.— Ar- 
rangements were  made  for  inspection  of  this  Chap-

ter  on  June  17th,  when  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  degree 
was  conferred,  but  as  some  of  the  stations  were  not 
filled  by  the  regular  officers,  the  work  was  not  pre- 
sented as  efficiently  as  usual,  and  a  later  date  was 
arranged  for  further  inspection,  namely,  October 
7th,  when  the  Most  Excellent  Master  Mason  degree 
was  conferred  by  the  regular  officers  in  an  accept- 
able manner.

Mount  Sinai  Chapter,  No.  212,  Toronto.— This 
Chapter  was  officially  visited  on  October  19th,  when 
the  ceremony  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  degree  was 
conferred  in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner.  The 
Chapter  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  efforts  of  its 
officers  of  every  rank  on  their  efficient  and  impres- 
sive rendition  of  the  work.  The  books  and  records 
of  the  Chapter  are  in  excellent  shape,  all  being  up  to 
date,  the  finances  in  a  healthy  condition,  outstanding 
dues  reduced  to  a  minimum,  liabilities  nil.

Keefe.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the 
condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Ontario  District 
No.  10  for  the  year  1926. 

Every  Chapter  in  the  District  has  been  visited 
at  least  once.  All  the  Chapters  were  prepared  to 
confer  degrees  for  my  inspection,  with  one  excep- 
tion. The  work  of  interpreting  our  Capitular  cere- 
monies was  uniform  throughout  the  District;  there 
were  no  startling  innovations  or  irregularities  to  be 
corrected.  In  almost  every  Chapter  a  number  of 
Past  Principals  are  constantly  giving  of  their  time 
and  experience  to  help  the  present  officers.

There  is  no  thought  of  curtailing  the  sponta- 
neous character  of  these  post-Chapter  gatherings, 
but  the  presence  of  a  speaker  who  has  specialized  in 
some  particular  subject  is  always  well  worth  an 
extra  effort.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  might 
make  this  hour  of  friendly  contact  bear  some  "rich 
and  refreshing  fruit,"  if  only  we  organized  and 
planned  it  with  the  same  degree  of  diligence  that  is 
shown  in  the  ceremonial  work.

The  soft-ball  tournament  was  won  by 
St.  John's,  No.  48,  Cobourg,  the  prize  being  the  Chal- 
lenge Shield,  emblematic  of  the  soft-ball  champion- 
ship of  the  District.  The  Grand  Chapter  Officers, 
very  thoughtfully,  made  a  visit  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R. 
VanValkenburg,  who  was  in  Oshawa  Hospital. 
After  the  interval  for  supper,  R.  Ex.  Comps.  Walter 
Price  and  Henry  T.  Smith  gave  brief  addresses. 
The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  dancing, 
etc.     The  picnic  is  the  means  of  bringing  together

The  officers  and 
Companions  of  Keystone  Chapter,  No.  35,  deserve 
the  thanks  of  the  District  for  the  whole-hearted 
manner  in  which  they  worked  to  make  the  picnic  a 
success. 

Victoria  Chapter,  No.  37,  Port  Hope. — My 
first  visit  to  this  Chapter  was  on  March  12th,  when 
the  officers  of  St.  John's,  No.  48,  Cobourg,  conferred 
the  Mark  Master  Mason  degree.  The  cordial  wel- 
come which  I  received  on  this  occasion  was  appre- 
ciated by  all  the  visiting  Companions  from  Cobourg, 
as  well  as  by  myself.

In  the  near  future  the  Masonic  bodies  of  Whitby 
will  possess  a  very  suitable  building  to  house  their 
activities.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
making  this  progress. 

King  Darius  Chapter,  No.  134,  Cannington.— 
Mv  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  was  made  at  the 
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regular  Convocation  held  on  the  evening  of 
June  30th.  The  First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp.  Living- 
stone, extended  to  me  a  very  appropriate  greeting 
and  welcomed  the  other  visitors  in  very  happy 
terms. 

The  work  done  for  my  inspection  was  the  Mark 
Master  Mason  degree,  conferred  by  Ex.  Comp. 
Livingstone  and  his  officers,  assisted  by  Ex.  Comp.

The  new  members  taken  in  dur- 
ing the  year  must  have  given  the  officers  plenty  of 
material  for  perfecting  the  work  of  our  ceremonies, 
and  I  expect  that  this  Chapter  will,  in  the  near 
future,  take  a  prominent  place  among  the  Chapters 
of  the  District.

Harvey  Milne,  J.  A.  Fleming,  Albert  Stein,  also 
Ex.  Comps.  Clement,  Cook,  Moxley,  Scobie.  and 
Comp.  and  R.W.  Bro.  Walter  Kingstone,  D.D.G.M.  of 
Eastern  District  No.  16,  A.F.  &  A.M. 

The  Companions  of  Grenville  Chapter  are  much 
encouraged  by  the  visit  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dunstan, 
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and  feel  that  an  impetus  has  been  given  to  Capitular

Another  very  pleasant  feature  of  my 
official  visits  is  the  fact  that  Companions  from  my 
own  Chapter  accompanied  me  in  all  except  two. 

The  future  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Ottawa 
District  is  favourable,  and  1927  should  prove  one  of 
its  best  years. 

Maple  Chapter,  No.  116,  Carleton  Place. —

The  books  and 
records  of  the  Chapter  are  in  their  usual  excellent 
shape,  having-  been  under  the  careful  care  of  Comp. 
G.  W.  Fluker  for  many  years. 

Prince  of  Wales  Chapter,  No.  226,  Perth. — 
This  being  my  home  Chapter,  my  official  visit  was 
the  last,  and  was  made  at  the  regular  Convocation 
in  November.  On  this  occasion  the  Mark  Master 
Mason  degree  was  conferred  in  a  very  able  manner 
by  Ex.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  esteem  it  a  very  great  honour  and  privilege  to 
be  the  medium  through  which  you  will  receive  an 
official  recital  of  the  workings  and  conditions  of  the 
Royal  Arch  Craft  in  this  great  Northern  District, 
extending  from  the  Ottawa  River  to  the  Great  Lakes 
on  the  west. 

It  having  been  decided  that  there  should  be  a 
division  of  this  District  at  the  last  Convocation  of 
Grand  Chapter,  it  fell  to  me  to  try  out  the  new  ar- 
rangement. 

Having  been  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  twenty  years  ago,  when  I  cover- 
ed the  same  territory  as  the  original  Grand  Chapter 
District,  it  was  a  severe  wrench  that  I  was  not  en- 
abled to  review  the  progress  of  the  Craft  over  this 
immense  country  containing  such  wonderful  poten- 
tialities of  future  population  with  enormous  re- 
sources but  scarcely  touched,  and  yet  at  present  con- 
tributing in  tens  of  millions  of  dollars  annually  to 
the  material  wealth  of  this  Premier  Province  of  the 
Dominion. 

Let  it  be  understood,  too,  that  these  strong  men 
who  peopled  these  immense  tracts  of  virgin  forest 
and  mineralized  areas  are  the  best  of  our  race,  virile, 
resourceful  and  very  human,  with  the  widest  charity 
to  be  found  among  the  species. 

Therefore,  by  reason  of  the  curtailment  of  the 
jurisdiction  which  confined  me  to  the  circumscribed 
area  described,  with  only  four  Chapters  in  cities  and 
towns  still  over  300  miles  apart  at  extremes,  I  am 
enabled  to  convey  to  you  a  message  of  encourage- 
ment, for  the  Royal  Craft  is  holding  a  spacious 
place  in  the  intensive  interests  of  those  who  have 
been  found  worthy  of  advancement. 

In  numerical  order  I  shall  treat  of  these  Chap- 
ters, and  find  from  careful  consideration,  after  in- 
spection, as  follows:  — 
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Pembroke  Chapter,  No.  58,  Mattawa. — As  the 
number  indicates,  the  old  pioneer  town  was  early 
the  resting  place  of  the  hopes  of  the  fathers  who 
stolidly  planted  the  corner-stone  of  Masonry  in  this 
beautiful  location  at  the  confluence  of  the  Mattawa 
River  with  the  mighty  Ottawa  River  over  40  years 
ago,  and  when  as  a  boy  I  was  a  pioneer  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  Canadian  Pacific,  was  too  young 
although  asked  as  to  becoming  one  of  those  to  be  as- 
sociated with  the  new  Lodge  about  to  be  formed 
there.  The  decadence  of  the  lumber  industry  and 
the  transference  of  activity  to  the  great  mining 
centres  75  miles  north  seriously  interfered  with  the 
prosperity  of  this  old  headquarters,  and  its  glories 
passed  elsewhere. 

Added  to  this,  the  racial  composition  being  ad- 
verse, the  faithful  few  have  carried  on  despite  re- 
movals from  usual  causes  until  they  are  compelled 
to  depend  on  a  scant  number  to  hold  the  torch 
of  our  belief  aloft. 

I  visited  the  old  town  and  met  those  responsible 
for  the  continuing  of  our  work.  They  have  since 
held  a  Convocation,  and  while  the  prospects  are  not 
encouraging,  I  trust  they  will  be  continued  as  at 
present,  in  the  hope  that  conditions  may  be  im- 
proved. 

Tuscan  Chapter,  No.  95,  Sudbury. — This  is  a 
real  active  Chapter  in  good  hands,  and  while  sur- 
rounded by  a  large  adverse  population,  yet  the  spirit 
is  vigorous.  On  May  24th,  I  accompanied  them  84 
miles  by  railway  to  Little  Current,  on  ■  the  Great 
Manitoulin  Island,  where  a  special  Convocation  was 
held  in  the  unique  Lodge  room,  and  fifteen  Brethren 
exalted  after  the  honourary  degrees.  The  cere- 
monies were  correctly  and  impressively  conferred, 
and  much  interest  aroused  among  the  Craft  of  that 
beautiful  section. 

On  October  26th,  I  visited  this  Chapter  on  the 
occasion  of  their  Past  Principals'  Night,  when  the 
exaltation  ceremonies  were  most  impressively  con- 
ferred by  the  older  Companions  in  a  manner  to 
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evoke  high  praise.  The  old  veteran  Scribe  E.,  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  Orr,  rendering  his  part  with  much  dignity 
and  with  remarkable  accuracy. 

I  found  this  Chapter  in  excellent  condition,  and 
well  officered,  with  good  prospects  for  the  future. 

Algonquin  Chapter,  No.  102,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie.. — My  home  Chapter  is  in  the  hands  of  cap- 
able, enthusiastic  Companions,  who  are  maintaining 
a  high  standard  of  excellence.  It  was  a  signal  honour 
that  upon  the  occasion  of  the  installation  and  inves- 
titure of  the  Principals  and  officers,  there  was 
almost  a  full  attendance  of  Past  Principals.  The 
ceremonies  were  performed  by  me,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  requisite  officers. 

On  October  22nd,  the  35th  Anniversary  of  for- 
mation was  celebrated  with  an  elaborate  banquet 
attended  by  visitors  from  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich., 
among  whom  was  Ex.  Comp.  George  Black,  who  was 
a  source  of  strength  at  and  after  formation,  and  who 
is  still  active  in  Chapter  duties. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  Austin  Evans,  P.G.  Supt.,  of 
Toronto,  who  was  the  guest  of  the  evening,  and  who 
came  specially  for  the  event,  entertained  the  large 
assembly  most  acceptably  in  an  address  replete  with 
interesting  and  instructive  information  bearing  on 
our  esoteric  workings.  This  was  a  source  of  much 
satisfaction  to  all  who  heard  him,  and  clearly  demon- 
strated the  great  benefit  derived  from  having  well- 
informed  and  eloquent  brethren  dwell  upon  Masonic 
activities  and  subjects,  rather  than  upon  diverse 
topics  not  directly  connected  with  the  Craft.  The 
Scribe  E.,  Comp.  W.  J.  W.  Johnston,  presented  a 
historical  sketch  of  the  principal  events  since  forma- 
tion, interspersed  with  personal  references,  which 
tended  to  renew  the  interest  of  the  older  members 
and  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

S£.  John's  Chapter,  No.  103,  North  Bay.— I 
visited  this  Chapter  on  October  26th  and  was  wel- 
comed by  a  goodly  attendance,  among  whom  were 
many  old  friends.    The  evening  was  devoted  to  in- 
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structional  work  of  an  interesting  nature,  and  con- 
siderable attention  was  evident  from  the  discussion 
which  ensued.  R.  Ex.  Comps.  Rorabeck  and  Lovell, 
who  are  among  the  seniors  who  have  filled  the  office 
of  Grand  Superintendent,  also  Comp.  W.  Thomas, 
were  among  the  faithful  old-timers  present. 

The  officers  are  well  skilled  and  enthusiastic. 
There  is  every  reason  to  expect  this  Chapter  to  con- 
tinue along  successful  lines,  with  marked  progress, 
owing  to  its  location  in  a  rapidly  growing  centre. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  would  say  that  in 
point  of  numbers  there  has  not  been  any  material 
gain,  but  instead  of  degree-conferring,  I  expect  it 
will  be  found  that  more  time  and  attention  will  be 
devoted  to  a  deeper  study  of  our  teachings,  that 
there  may  be  greater  knowledge  of  the  beauties  of 
our  system  as  a  character-builder,  and  standard  of 
clean  living. 

I  would  be  failing  in  courtesy  if  I  did  not  express 
my  deepest  appreciation  to  all  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers with  whom  I  have  fraternized,  for  the  uniform 
kindness,  and  many  attentions  so  freely  bestowed. 

It  is  also  rendering  "just  due"  to  our  vigilant 
and  well-skilled  R.  Ex.  Comp.  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
to  say  that  aside  from  the  routine  matters  so  well 
directed,  his  inspirational  matter  as  given  in  letters 
and  circulars,  as  well  as  his  instructive  articles  in 
"The  Masonic  Sun,"  are  a  source  of  deep  interest  to 
many  more  than  he  has  considered. 

In  passing  over  the  responsibilities  of  office  to 
my  successor,  I  thank  my  Companions  for  the 
honour  conferred  upon  me,  and  hope  that  my  efforts 
for  the  Royal  Craft  may  not  be  in  vain.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  con- 
dition of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Temiskaming  Dis- 
trict No.  16  for  the  year  1926. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Companions  of  this  District 
for  the  great  honour  of  electing  me  to  the  office  of 
Grand  Superintendent  of  this  new  District  and  for 
their  continued  co-operation  and  support  through- 
out the  year.  I  also  wish  to  extend  to  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
J.  B.  Way,  of  New  Ontario  District  No.  15,  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  his  courtesy  and  co-operation  in 
settling  the  affairs  of  the  District  after  its  division. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry 
T.  Smith  for  advice  and  counsel,  at  all  times  freely 
given,  and  to  R.  Ex.  Comps.  Haentschel  and  Ebbitt, 
on  whom  I  have  had  occasion  to  rely  for  the  same 
kindly  counsel  and  advice. 

Acting  on  advices  from  Grand  Chapter  in  the 
first  of  the  year,  I  made  a  survey  of  the  new  Dis- 
trict, which  is  situate  more  or  less  in  the  form  of  an 
irregular  cross:  Cobalt  Chapter  at  the  base  and 
Cochrane  Chapter  150  miles  north,  Temiskaming 
Chapter  is  twelve  miles  north  of  Cobalt,  Northern 
Lights  Chapter  is  at  Timmins,  being  at  the  western 
arm,  and  Abitibi  Chapter  the  eastern  arm,  being 
about  forty-five  miles  apart.  You  can,  therefore, 
appreciate  the  difficulties  incidental  to  supervision. 

Having  lived  in  the  North  for  twenty  years,  I 
can  confidently  state  that  Capitular  Masonry  in  the 
Sixteenth  District  lives  up  to  my  expectations.  I 
am  proud  of  the  North.  I  have  visited  every  Chapter 
in  this  District  twice,  with  the  exception  of  Temis- 
kaming Chapter,  when  I  was  prevented  at  the  last 
minute  by  bereavement  in  my  family  circle.  I  have 
also  attended  every  meeting  of  my  mother  Chapter 
at  Timmins. 
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Cobalt  Chapter,  No.  203,  Cobalt.— On  May 
7th,  accompanied  by  three  Companions  of  Northern 
Lights  Chapter,  Boyd,  Wolno  and  Fraser,  with 
formed  an  enthusiastic  and  efficient  bodyguard,  I 
travelled  to  Cobalt  and  attended  the  Annual  At 
Home  of  the  Chapter  there.  There  were  about  250 
Companions  and  their  ladies  at  the  banquet,  at 
which  I  referred  briefly  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
social  side  as  being  one  of  the  means  by  which  men 
get  to  know  each  other  better  and  develop  a  more 
kindly  and  considerate  attitude  to  the  other  fellow. 
A  very  enjoyable  musical  programme  was  presented, 
followed  later  by  a  dance.  I  renewed  many  old  ac- 
quintances  and  made  a  number  of  new  friends. 

I  again  visited  Cobalt  Chapter  on  November 
30th  and  witnessed  the  Royal  Arch  degree  conferred 
on  several  brethren.  This  was  executed  in  Cobalt's 
customary  impressive  and  dignified  manner,  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  T.  E.  Armstrong  taking  the  Chair.  One  treat 
of  the  evening,  which  fully  compensated  for  the  time 
and  trouble  of  the  journey,  was  hearing  the  Mystical 
Lecture  delivered  by  Ex.  Comp.  N.  J.  McAuley.  At 
the  conclusion,  I  addressed  the  Companions  on  the 
subject  of  the  "Quest  of  Masonry." 

Temiskaming  Chapter,  No.  169,  New  Lis- 
keard. — On  June  2nd,  I  travelled  to  New  Liskeard 
and  visited  the  Chapter  there  at  the  regular  meeting. 
This  consisted  of  a  joint  meeting  with  Cobalt  Chap- 
ter, having  a  dispensation  to  confer  the  three 
degrees. 

There  was  a  good  attendance  in  the  afternoon 
and  the  Mark  Master  Mason  degree  was  conferred 
by  the  officers  of  Cobalt  Chapter  in  a  most  thorough, 
capable  and  efficient  manner.  I  wish  particularly 
to  comment  on  the  work  of  Ex.  Comps.  McKay  and 
Howley,  First  and  Second  Principals  of  Cobalt 
Chapter. 

This  was  followed  by  the  conferring  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Master  Mason  degree  by  Ex.  Comp.  R. 
McFarlane  and  the  officers  of  Temiskaming  Chapter 
in  a  most  impressive  and  satisfactory  manner.    The 
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four  candidates  had  all  travelled  considerable  dis- 
tances, two  from  Gowganda  and  two  from  Kirkland 
Lake,  and  bespeaks  considerable  interest  on  their 
part  in  Capitular  Masonry.

During  the  transaction  of  business,  I  witnessed 
an  exemplification  of  the  true  Masonic  spirit,  when 
flowers  and  expressions  of  sympathy  were  sent  to 
four  or  five  of  the  members  and  their  families  who 
were  sick. 

I  took  occasion  to  address  the  Companions  on  the 
subject  of  charity  and  service,  constituting  two  of 
the  most  desirable  attributes  to  which  we  should 
endeavour  to  attain  and  was  listened  to  in  a  most 
appreciative  manner. 

On  Wednesday,  October  6th,  Temiskaming  Chap- 
ter had  a  dispensation  to  confer  three  degrees  on 
fifteen  candidates,  some  of  whom  had  come  con- 
siderable distances  from  outside  points. 

I  had  arranged  to  officially  visit  them  on  this  oc- 
casion but,  to  my  regret,  was  prevented  by  an  unex- 
pected death  in  my  family  circle.  I  wrote  to  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Kennedy  asking  him  to  repreent  me  but,  un- 
fortunately, he  was  not  available,  being  out  of  town. 
I  know  the  character  of  the  work  carried  on  in 
Temiskaming  Chapter  to  be  of  a  very  high  standing, 
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and  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Past  Prin- 
pale  and  Companions  is  sustained. 

Northern  Lights  Chapter,  No.  213,  Timmins. 
—  I  have  attended  every  meeting  of  my  mother 
Chapter  as  the  Immediate  Past  Z.,  and  on  June  16th 
I  visited  in  my  capacity  as  District  Superintendent, 
accompanied  by  Ex.  Comp.  Laidlaw,  District 
Secretary. 

On  every  occasion,  I  have  endeavoured  to  assist 
Ex.  Comp.  Morrison  by  taking  part  of  the  work,  or 
by  giving  explanations,  or  developing  the  lessons 
contained  therein.

Comp.  Whaley  is  a  first  class  Scribe  E.,  and  this 
is  his  second  year  in  that  capacity.  Comp.  W.  Mc- 
Hugh,  Sr.,  with  his  pleasant  smile  is  at  home 
equally  as  well  in  his  position  on  the  Third  Veil  as 
in  any  other,  should  there  be  a  vacancy. 

On  September  15th,  at  the  regular  meeting,  after 
the  business,  I  took  the  opportunity  of  presenting 
my  mother  Chapter  with  an  embossed  Sacred 
Volume  with  Chapter  book  marks,  which  was  re- 
ceived in  the  name  of  the  Chapter  by  Ex.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SCRIBE  E. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  and  the  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  annual  report  as  Grand 
Scribe  E.  Although  during  the  past  year  we  have  not 
had  an  outstanding  increase  in  membership,  owing 
to  the  long  lists  of  suspensions  and  deaths,  yet  the 
year  has  been  a  fairly  prosperous  one.  Every  detail 
has  been  given  careful  and  prompt  attention,  and 
nothing  has  been  knowingly  or  purposely  neglected. 

Annual  Returns. 

The  Annual  Returns  have  been  received  from  the 
153  Chapters.  From  these  returns  we  find  there  has 
been  a  net  increase  of  165,  making  the  total  member- 
ship in  this  Jurisdiction,  in  December  31st,  1926, 
25,815. 

Exaltations  and  Losses. 

For  the  year  1926  there  have  been  972  Exalta- 
tions, showing  171  less  than  the  previous  year,  when 
we  had  1,143.  There  were  117  Joinings,  being  26 
more;  Restorations  52,  being  17  more;  Withdrawals 
281,  showing  12  more;  Deaths  301,  being  69  more, 
and  Suspensions  394,  showing  39  less  than  for  the 
year  1925. 

Dispensations. 

There  have  been  100  Dispensations  issued.  These 
were  for  changing  dates  of  holding  Convocations  of 
Chapters,  a  few  to  confer  the  Royal  Arch  degree  in 
connection  with  the  other  degrees  on  the  same  even- 
ing, holding  "At  Homes,"  attending  Divine  Service 
at  churches,  and  for  qualifying  Companions  elected 
to  fill  the  positions  of  First  and  Second  Principals. 

The  Chapters  have  all  paid  their  fees  and  dues. 
The  total  receipts  from  this  source  being  $15,943.03, 
and  with  the  interest  on  investments  and  bank  bal- 
ances, $19,556.19.  The  information  as  to  the  finances 
of  Grand  Chapter  is  fully  set  forth  with  the  disburse- 
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ments  in  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the 
Audit  and  Finance  Committee.  Other  information 
concerning  the  constituent  Chapters  will  be  found 
attached  to  this  Report. 

New  Chapter. 

After  the  last  Annual  Convocation  the  authorized 
Warrant  was  engrossed  and  forwarded  to  the  proper 
officers  of  Nilestown  Chapter,  No.  247,  Nilestown, 
Ont. 

As  to  the  coming  year,  if  one  is  permitted  to 
judge  from  the  Reports  being  received  from  the  con- 
stituent Chapters  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  at  the 
office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  the  coming  year  should 
undoubtedly  prove  a  beneficial  one  to  the  Royal  Craft.

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AUDIT  AND  FINANCE. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

Your  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  submits 
the  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  financial 
standing  of  Grand  Chapter  as  of  January  31st,  1927, 
accompanied  by  the  Auditor's  Certificate  as  to  the 
correctness  of  same. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that,  notwithstanding  the 
decrease  in  ordinary  revenue,  we  have  been  able  to 
augment  the  Capital  account  of  Grand  Chapter  by 
the  sum  of  $2,670.17.  This  increase  was  effected 
through  the  interest  received  on  investments,  and 
demonstrates  the  wisdom  of  Past  Grand  Officers 
who  laid  the  foundation  of  our  investment  account 
and  enables  us  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter even  under  adverse  conditions. 

The  ordinary  receipts  of  Grand  Chapter  for  the 
past  year  amounted  to  $15,943.03  as  against  the 
sum  of  $16,112.86  for  the  previous  year,  a  decrease 
of  $169.83,  while  the  ordinary  expenses,  excluding 
benevolent  grants,  amounted  to  $12,994.08,  an  in- 
crease of  $720.87. 

Subordinate  Chapters,  as  a  rule,  have  not  been 
so  prosperous  during  the  past  year  as  in  some  for- 
mer years,  and  as  this  condition  is  reflected  in  the 
revenue  of  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Chapter  should 
take  cognizance  of  the  fact  and  be  prepared  to 
economize  in  the  same  manner  as  subordinate 
Chapters  to  enable  it  to  live  within  its  income. 

We  look  forward  to  1927  with  optimism,  antici- 
pating a  return  to  the  prosperity  of  former  years, 
but  your  Committee  feels  that  we  should  use  every 
endeavour  to  curtail  the  expenditures  as  much  as 
possible,  consistent  with  the  actual  needs  and  re- 
quirements. 

The  total  funds  of  Grand  Chapter  at  31st  Janu- 
ary,  1927,   amounted   to   $80,196.06,   consisting  of 
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cash  in  hand  and  in  bank  $12,157.36,  and  interest 
bearing  securities  costing  $68,038.70.  A  detailed 
statement  of  these  securities  is  contained  in  the 
Grand  Treasurer's  Report.

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CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR  MASONRY. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  once  again  is  privileged  to  place 
before  this  assembly  of  the  Rulers  of  the  Royal 
Craft  a  survey  of  the  year's  activities  as  seen 
through  the  medium  of  the  Grand  Superintendents' 
reports. 

What  of  the  year?  It  has  been  very  little  dif- 
ferent from  preceding  years,  save  only  in  showing 
still  greater  growth  in  all  directions ;  a  fuller  recog- 
nition of  mutual  obligations  amongst  those  of  the 
fold;  the  solemnity  of  our  rites  and  ceremonies  is 
more  generally  appreciated  and  respected ;  the  beau- 
tiful lessons  instilled  by  them  sought  with  greater 
interest  and  avidity,  and  more  liberally  applied  to 
the  problems  of  everyday  life. 

The  fire  of  fervency  and  zeal  is  burning  brightly 
and  there  is  no  apparent  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  Companions  to  let  it  smoulder.  To  epitomize 
the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  we  should 
say  that  within  our  portals,  "all's  well" — "Peace, 
Harmony  and  Concord  reign  supreme." 

Well  deserved  and  fitting  tribute  is  tendered  to 
those  distinguished  Royal  Craftsmen  who  one  year 
ago  assumed  the  leadership  of  their  respective  Dis- 
tricts. The  Grand  Superintendents  undoubtedly  rea- 
lized that  faithful  and  intelligent  service  is  the  mea- 
sure of  a  man's  worth  to  himself,  and  without  ex- 
ception fulfilled  the  duties  of  their  offices  with  com- 
mendable zeal  and  conspicuous  ability,  giving  gener- 
ously of  their  time,  thought,  and  experience  to  ad- 
vance the  best  interests  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

Their  reports,  noticeably  free  from  banalties, 
suggest  an  atmosphere  of  sober  reflection,  a  keen 
sense  of  responsibility,  and  a  desire  to  give  a  com- 
plete,   useful,    and    business-like    account    of    their 
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stewardship,  thus  bringing  to  conclusion  twelve 
months  of  labour  in  the  quarries  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry,  which  no  doubt,  with  the  passing  of  time, 
shall  become  a  happy  and  fragrant  memory. 

Your  Committe  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
annual  inventory  of  the  man  power  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  whose  153  constituent  Chapters,  total- 
ing 25,815  members  in  good  standing,  represents  a 
wealth  that  cannot  be  measured  by  the  rule  of  ma- 
terial things — a  wealth  expressed  only  in  terms  of 
loyalty,  brotherhood,  and  service. 

A  peaceful  and  steady  activity  marks  our  pro- 
gress during  the  past  year.  A  critical  examination 
of  available  records  would  indicate  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  membership,  a  natural  growth,  strong  and 
virile,  buoyant,  self-confident,  and  satisfying. 

This  yearly  increase  of  adherents  to  the  Royal 
Craft  emphasizes  and  forcibly  impresses  upon  us 
the  need  for  a  serious  realization  of  our  responsi- 
bilities which  become  greater  and  more  complex 
with  each  succeeding  year.  If  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
is  to  profit  by  its  rapidly  increasing  membership, 
clearly  it  is  our  bounded  duty  to  direct  the  "newly 
joined"  into  that  pathway  which  leads  to  the  inner 
recesses  of  our  hearts. 

Leave  him  not  to  stand  faltering  upon  the  thresh- 
hold,  but  prove  to  him  tangibly  and  convincingly 
that  companionship  in  the  Chapter  carries  with  it 
the  golden  key  to  the  Temple  of  Friendship  and 
Brotherly  Love.  Teach  him  by  precept  and  example 
that  life  is  full  of  opportunities  and  of  correspond- 
ing responsibilities — and  it  is  his  privilege,  yes,  his 
duty,  to  radiate  sunshine  in  the  pathway  of  his  fel- 
low men,  impress  him  with  the  thought  that  the 
vital  thing  which  Royal  Arch  Masonry  does  to  a 
worthwhile  man  is  to  provide  these  opportunities 
and  assist  in  a  development  of  a  desire  for  such  re- 
sponsibilities. 

Royal  Arch  Masonry  confers  no  powers,  creates 
no  caste,  ennobles  no  life  save  only  as  service  and 
sacrifice  do  these  things,  and  that  life  is  most  valu- 
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able  which  exemplifies  the  highest  standard  of  mor- 
ality and  culture.  That  life  is  most  happy  which 
demonstrates  an  unselfish  service  to  others  and  a 
loyal  devotion  to  the  great  principles  of  our  Fra- 
ternity. 

If  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  to  move  upward  and 
onward  and  to  endure  in  the  days  to  come,  we  must 
earnestly  endeavour  to  assimilate  the  ever-increas- 
ing flow  of  new  material,  and  in  so  doing  strengthen 
the  usual  ties  of  f  raternalism  by  the  bonds  of  Friend- 
ship and  Brotherly  Love.  Then  shall  we  view  the 
additions  to  our  ranks  without  misgiving,  then  and 
then  alone  may  we  be  satisfied  that  increased  num- 
bers means  increased  strength. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  decidedly  optimistic 
tone  prevalent  throughout  our  Chapters,  especially 
with  reference  to  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year. 
The  attendance  is  another  cause  for  satisfaction 
and  encouragement.  The  average  is  considerably 
improved  and  a  greater  activity  and  interest  in  our 
ritualistic  work  is  manifested  by  the  Companions  of 
all  ranks. 

The  Royal  Arch  never  seemed  so  attractive, 
never  so  essential  to  the  integrity  and  perfection 
of  Masonic  character  as  to-day.  Our  membership 
generally  evince  a  desire  to  reflect  the  nature  of  our 
doctrines  and  principles  in  their  daily  lives,  while 
the  officers  of  the  constituent  Chapters  by  a  truly 
loyal  devotion  to  duty  and  the  highest  well-being  of 
the  Royal  Craft  are  attracting  to  our  banners, 
skilled  craftsmen  of  qualification  and  attainment, 
men  of  studious  habits  and  broad  vision — "seekers 
of  more  light,"  who  find  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  not 
alone  a  further  outlet  for  their  energy  and  enthusi- 
asm, but  an  institution  which  endeavours  to  make 
dominant  the  desire  to  labour  for  the  building  of  the 
Temple  of  Humanity — an  institution  which  in  a 
symbolic  sense,  fashions  the  stones  from  the  quarry 
for  the  foundation,  walls,  and  superstructure  by  up- 
right living,and  a  steady  adherence  to  those  funda- 
mental  principles   laid   down  for  our  guidance  by

that  Divine  Being  upon  and  about  whose  Holy  Word 
the  whole  fabric  of  Masonry  has  been  woven. 

Thus,  with  care  in  the  selection  of  those  who 
knock  upon  our  portals,  and  equal  care  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  true  spirit  of  fraternity  among  all 
those  who  claim  allegiance  to  the  Capitular  Craft, 
we  may  face  the  future  with  equanimity  and  a 
serene  confidence  that  our  beloved  Order  is  fulfill- 
ing the  high  destiny  for  which  it  has  been  created, 
taking  its  rightful  place  as  a  potential  agency  for 
good  in  the  front  rank  of  those  social  institutions 
which  stand  as  active  exponents  of  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  Unity,  Humanity,  Tolerance  and  Brother- 
hood.

BENEVOLENCE. 

Sincerity  of  purpose  characterizes  our  progress 
durng  the  past  year  and  our  growth  in  number  and 
in  material  strength  is  reflected  in  increased  interest 
in  the  exercise  of  that  virtue  which  distinguishes 
the  true  Mason — Benevolence,  the  most  brilliant  of 
all  the  stars  in  the  constellation  of  Masonry.  Every 
virtue  carries  with  it  its  own  reward,  but  none  in 
so  distinguished  and  pre-eminent  a  degree  as  that 
of  Benevolence.  The  conqueror,  is  regarded  with 
awe,  the  wise  man  commands  our  esteem,  but  it  is 
the  benevolent  man  who  wins  our  affection.  While 
it  is  true  that  nothing  requires  so  strict  an  economy 
as  Benevolence,  it  is  equally  true  that  what  Benevo- 
lence dictates  Prudence  seldom  fails  to  confirm. 
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That  our  constituent  Chapters  recognize  that 
Charity  is  a  virtue  of  the  heart  and  the  head,  and 
not  of  the  hand,  is  amply  proven  in  the  splendid 
work  in  which  many  Chapters  engage  in  which 
poverty  seems  so  real  and  Charity  so  needful. 

Since  our  last  Grand  Convocation,  our  Chapters 
have  distributed  $5,500.00  in  Benevolence,  bringing 
comfort,  cheer,  and  happiness  to  many  who  in  the 
darkest  hours  have  learned  to  bless  Masonry  as  an 
organization  which  fosters  and  develops  the  milk  of 
human  kindness  within  the  breasts  of  all  who  follow 
its  precepts. 

A  benefit  is  estimated  according  to  the  mind  of 
the  giver,  and  every  fresh  act  of  Benevolence  is  the 
herald  of  deeper  satisfaction  and  adds  to  that  pride 
which  each  should  feel  in  membership  in  an  Order 
that  puts  into  actual  practice  those  beautiful  lessons 
which  we  delight  to  teach. 

"For  the  Heart  grows  rich  in  giving, 
All  its  wealth  is  living  grain — 
Seeds  that  mildew  in  the  garner, 
When  scattered — fill  with  gold  the   plain." 

INSURANCE. 

During  the  past  year  several  Chapters  have 
been  unfortunate  in  having  suffered  through  dam- 
age by  fire  in  the  building  in  which  their  Chapter 
room  is  located.  As  fourteen  Chapters  report  "no 
insurance  carried,"  this  brings  again  to  our  atten- 
ton  the  need  for  protection  by  insurance  upon  the 
regalia  and  other  equipment.  Chapters  who  fail  to 
protect  themselves  would  be  well  advised  to  give 
early  attention  to  this  matter. 

Instruction. 

Your  Committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the 
time  devoted  to  study  of  our  philosophy,  tradition, 
and  esoteric  work  by  many  of  the  Chapters.  This 
evidence  of  a  desire  for  a  higher  and  more  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  things  Masonic  is  most 
commendable  and  should  be  encouraged  and  de- 
veloped.  Those  who  know  Royal  Arch  Masonry  best 
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love  it  most,  and  we  regret  that  Chapters  of  Instruc- 
tion, so  popular  in  days  gone  by,  are  now  the  excep- 
tion rather  than  the  rule. 

We  commend  the  action  of  those  Grand  Superin- 
tendents who  during  the  year  brought  together  the 
Chapters  of  their  District  for  instruction,  also  those 
who  by  lectures  and  explanation  have  endeavoured 
to  educate  the  Chapters  to  delve  into  the  archives 
of  Masonry  that  they  may  become  better  acquainted 
with  all  that  pertains  to  the  glorious  achievements 
of  the  past,  the  possibilities  of  the  present  and  the 
potentialities  of  the  future. 

We  are  delighted  to  find  that  the  yearly  reference 
to  the  Book  of  Marks  has  been  seriously  received, 
and  while  a  few  of  our  Grand  Superintendents 
report  failure  to  follow  this  regulation,  the  great 
majority  point  with  pride  to  a  faithful  adherence  to 
the  instructions  relative  to  the  keeping  of  this  record 
of  Marks.  Truly  our  seeds  have  fallen  on  fertile 
soil  and  we  are  hopeful  that  next  year  we  may  be 
in  the  position  to  say:  "In  every  Chapter  in  this 
Jurisdiction  the  regulation  relative  to  the  Book  of 
Marks  is  rigidly  observed.'' 

Finance. 

Careful  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance 
cannot  fail  to  inspire  a  confidence  in  the  financial 
standing  of  Grand  Chapter.  It  is  not  within  the 
scope  of  this  Committee  to  deal  with  this  phase  of 
our  Grand  Chapter's  affairs  other  than  to  say  that 
with  the  passing  of  years  this  Grand  Body  is  rapidly 
attaining  an  enviable  position  financially,  due  to  the 
careful  administration  of  its  fiscal  policies  by  those 
charged  with  this  responsibility. 

More  than  usually  optimistic  are  the  spoken 
forecasts  of  our  financial  and  industrial  leaders  in 
the  business  world.  Genuine  enthusiasm  for  a  sound 
and  pervasive  prosperity  throughout  the  country 
replaces  the  cautious  conservatism  of  recent  years, 
and  we  turn  a  hopeful  gaze  to  the  horizon  of  the 
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future,  assured  that  with  each  step  towards  the 
betterment  of  business  and  financial  conditions, 
Grand  Chapter,  with  its  153  constituent  Chapters, 
is  sure  to  share  generously  in  the  distribution  of 
such  prosperity  as  may  distinguish  the  year  1927. 

In  the  study  of  Capitular  Masonry  within  the 
confines  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  your  Committee 
find  nothing  that  gives  cause  for  concern  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  question  of  finance  of  many 
of  our  constituent  Chapters.  It  is  somewhat  dis- 
concerting to  mid  upon  a  perusal  of  the  statistical 
records  of  the  various  Districts  that  despite  an  ac- 
knowledged improvement  in  general  business  condi- 
tions, the  outstanding  dues  at  the  close  of  the  past 
twelve  months  totalled  to  the  very  substantial 
amount  of  $34,601.00  ,  representing  2,926  Com- 
panions in  arrears. 

We  recognize  that  these  figures  have  no  doubt 
changed  for  the  better  since  the  records  for  1926 
were  compiled,  yet  allowing  for  such  re-adjustment, 
good  business  judgment  prompts  the  statement  that 
many  of  our  Chapters  are  carrying  an  enormous 
amount  of  unpaid  dues  which  provide  an  ever- 
present  menace  to  the  good  management  and  suc- 
cessful progress  of  the  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  without  exception 
refer  to  the  energy  and  efficiency  of  the  Scribes  E., 
the  majority  of  whom  are  veterans  of  the  Royal 
Craft,  men  of  practical  experience,  methodical, 
active,  and  persevering.  Certainly  it  would  be 
unfair  to  place  upon  their  shoulders  the  further 
burden  of  full  responsibility  for  the  great  amount 
of  outstanding  dues.  In  some  of  the  larger  Chapters 
a  Committee  on  Finance  solves  the  problem.  This 
Committee,  composed  of  men  of  ability  and  experi- 
ence, assist  the  Scribe  E.  in  the  matter  of  collection 
of  dues.  Carelessness,  and  not  lack  of  interest,  no 
doubt  furnishes  the  reason  for  delinquency  in  many 
instances.  A  personal  interview  and  a  diplomatic 
handling  of  a  delicate  subject  usually  rights  such 
conditions. 
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In  other  cases  the  personal  affairs  of  the  Com- 
panion involved  are  such  that  the  meeting  of  this 
obligation  becomes  a  hardship.  This  is  usually  but 
a  temporary  embarrassment  and  a  little  thought  on 
the  subject  by  the  officers  of  the  Chapter  will  soon 
suggest  a  means  of  relieving  the  distress  of  this 
Companion,  and  in  so  doing  strengthen  the  ties  that 
bind  him  to  his  Chapter  and  insure  his  increased 
interest  and  attendance. 

There  is,  however,  another  class  which  demands 
exceptional  care  and  treatment — the  member  who  is 
in  arrears  because  he  has  lost  interest.  He  is  out  of 
touch  with  his  Companions,  the  great  Light  of  Ma- 
sonry has  become  dim  and  shadowy.  To  regain  his 
interest  is  sometimes  a  difficult  task,  but  there  is 
always  a  point  of  contact,  and  approached  by  a 
member  whom  he  knows  and  respects,  his  sense  of 
loyalty  is  awakened,  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  is  re- 
kindled, developing  into  a  flame  of  rejuvenated  in- 
terest and  the  indifferent  and  very  often  recalcitrant 
Companion  becomes  an  active,  useful,  and  energetic 
worker. 

The  moral  we  desire  to  leave  is  that  for  every 
delinquent,  there  is  a  cause.  To  find  and  remove  this 
cause  should  be  our  endeavour — it  is  the  only  safe 
and  sure  way  to  change  conditions,  reduce  your  out- 
standing dues,  and  maintain  among  your  less  active 
membership  a  re-created  interest  in  Chapter  affairs. 

As  we  scan  the  figures  before  us,  we  find  that  the 
dues  of  our  Chapters  vary  from  $1.00  to  $10.00  or 
$12.00  per  annum.  Each  Chapter  knows  best  the 
conditions  under  which  it  labours,  but  in  consider- 
ing the  question  of  dues,  we  sincerely  trust  you  will 
not  fail  to  scrutinize  the  financial  statement  of  your 
Chapter.  With  few  exceptions  you  will  find  that  we 
have  been  trading  upon  our  capital,  we  have  been 
supplying  membership  in  the  Captilar  Craft  with 
all  its  consequent  benefits  and  advantages,  for  con- 
siderably less  than  it  costs  the  Chapter  to  carry  that 
membership.

Fundamentally,  the  whole  system  is  wrong.  The 
dues  should  provide  funds  for  maintenance  and 
operating  expenses,  and  the  Exaltation  fee  should 
be  placed  in  the  capital  account  to  build  up  a  re- 
serve for  equipment,  Benevolence,  and  other 
emergent  calls  upon  our  finances.  Your  Committee 
while  not  desiring  to  step  beyond  its  province  would 
urge  in  the  strongest  terms  possible  that  concerted 
effort  be  made  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  Royal 
Craft,  to  place  our  constituent  Chapters  upon  a 
sound  business  basis,  and  demand  greater  respect 
from  our  membership  in  asking  a  fair  price  for 
what  we  have  to  offer. 

The  figures  supplied  would  indicate  that  the 
Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  are  all  decidedly 
sound  and  solvent.  The  combined  assets  amount  to 
$218,672.00,  with  liabilities  of  $11,875.00,  which  is 
a  most  comfortng  state  of  affairs,  assuming  of 
course  that  the  figures  are  authentic.  We  venture 
an  opinion,  however,  that  a  very  great  proportion 
of  these  assets  are  represented  by  paraphernalia 
and  equipment  which,  unless  subjected  to  a  yearly 
depreciation,  must  of  necessity  give  an  unfair  and 
inflated  value. 

With  the  liabilities  all  real,  definite,  and  tangible, 
and  the  assets  computed  upon  a  very  favourable, 
but  none-the-less  unsound  basis,  we  should  accept 
these  figures  with  certain  mental  reservations,  and 
take  such  comfort  as  we  may  from  the  thought  that 
our  Chapters  are  hardly  likely  to  be  in  the  unhappy 
position  of  having  to  realize  on  these  assets.  There- 
fore, we  may  adopt  them  as  part  of  our  system, 
symbolic  of  something  that  we  ought  to  have,  hope 
we  have,  and  trust  that  we  may  never  be  called  upon 
to  substantiate. 

Grand  Superintendents'  Reports. 

We  regret  that  no  report  has  as  yet  been  received 
from  Dawson  City,  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  and  on 
the  assumption  that  no  news  is  good  news,  we  trust 
that  the  efforts   of  our  loyal   Companions  in  the 
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frozen  North  have  been  fruitful  of  the  desired  result 
and  the  past  year  one  of  prosperity. 

Within  the  boundaries  of  this  great  Masonic 
Province  of  Ontario,  152  Chapters  are  engaged  in 
the  laudable  employment  of  sowing  seeds  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry — 25,815  Companions  endeavouring 
to  disseminate  the  tenets  and  principles  of  the  Cap- 
itular Craft.  From  all  quarters  come  'reports  of 
progress  in  the  right  direction,  the  new  Chapters 
setting  the  pace  in  the  display  of  energy,  harmony, 
and  enthusiasm.  The  older-established  Chapters  are 
becoming  more  and  more  active  and  industrious  in 
their  zeal  to  maintain  the  reputaton  and  high 
standard  that  has  in  the  past  decade  drawn  aside 
the  veil  of  obscurity,  revealing  to  the  fraternity  as 
a  whole,  the  Royal  Craft  in  a  dazzling  blaze  of  glory 
hitherto  but  indifferently  appreciated  by  many  who 
failed  to  comprehend  that  the  object  of  Ancient 
Free  Masonry  is  not  accomplished,  the  goal  of  full- 
fledged  membership  not  attained,  until  the  final  dis- 
covery is  made,  the  Temple  of  Knowledge  completed, 
and  the  Brotherhood  of  Craft  Masonry  enriched 
and  invigorated  by  the  benefit  of  Chapter  Com- 
panionship. 

Tribute  to  the  faithful  service  of  the  Past  Prin- 
cipals appears  in  all  of  the  Grand  Superintendents' 
Reports.  Not  content  to  rest  upon  their  laurels,  but 
rather  believing  that  the  reward  of  one  duty  is  the 
power  to  fulfil  another  and  that  all  should  be  useful 
not  according  to  his  desire,  but  according  to  his 
powers,  these  men  of  yesterday  continue  to  lend 
active  support,  counsel  and  assistance,  to  the 
Builders  of  to-day,  that  all  those  who  follow 
to-morrow  may  be  guided,  inspired  and  encouraged 
by  the  great  Beacon  Light  of  Duty,  Loyalty,  and 
Sacrifice. 

Our  Grand  Superintendents  have  performed  their 
duties  in  a  praiseworthy  and  meritorious  manner. 
Their  reward  is  not  alone  honour  and  commendation 
at  the  hands  of  Grand  Chapter,  but  in  the  great 
opportunity  of  adding  links  to  the  golden  chain  of 
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Friendship.  Honours  and  words  of  praise  may  be 
forgotten,  but  time  cannot  efface  nor  destroy  those 
happy,  priceless  gems  of  Friendship  which,  like  the 
shadows  of  evening,  lengthen  and  strengthen  with 
the  Setting  Sun  of  Life. 

To  write  "Finis"  to  this  annual  review  without 
expressing  loyalty  and  appreciation  to  the  Most 
Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  and  all  those  associated  with 
him  in  the  government  of  Grand  Chapter,  would 
be  an  unforgivable  dereliction  of  duty.  Plato  has 
said,  "As  the  Government  is,  such  will  be  the  man." 
With  such  leader  to  provide  inspiration  and  encour- 
agement, the  rank  and  file  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  cannot  fail  to  measure  up 
to  their  tasks  and  responsibilities. 

The  culminating  point  of  administration  is  to 
know  well  how  best  to  use  the  authority  with  which 
one  is  vested.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  K.  J.  Dunstan  carries 
that  responsibility  with  a  grace  and  dignity  befitt- 
ing  the  exalted  position  which  he  occupies,  ever 
upholding  the  best  tradition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry, 
and  bringing  into  active  play  those  very  human 
qualities  with  which  he  has  been  so  abundantly  en- 
dowed. 

His  rare  executive  ability,  combined  with  a  very 
sincere  love  for  the  Royal  Craft,  has  commanded 
the  admiration  and  respect  of  all  who  have  been 
privileged  to  come  into  personal  contact  with  him. 
Of  him  it  may  truly  be  said: —

year  its  radius  is  extended  until  to-day  it  reaches 
far  beyond  the  precincts  of  the  Chapter  room.  Its 
light  penetrates  and  illumes  the  homes  of  all  its 
adherents,  bringing  into  every  community  the  influ- 
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ence  of  its  lofty  ideals  and  sublime  teaching. 
Throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  its  sacred  light  shines  forth  from  our 
altars,  and  the  bright  effulgence  ray  of  "truth  eter- 
nal" brings  visions  of  Hope,  Peace,  and  Happiness 
to  all  within  its  circle.

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REPORT   OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   THE  AD- 
DRESS OF  THE  GRAND  FIRST  PRINCIPAL. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

The  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  is  a  con- 
cise and  practical  review  of  his  activities  during  the 
past  year.  In  graceful  language  he  acknowledges 
the  honour  conferred  upon  him  by  his  Companions, 
by  placing  in  his  hand  the  Royal  Sceptre  of  Au- 
thority, constituting  him  Grand  First  Principal  and 
Leader  of  the  Host  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  this 
Jurisdiction. 

The  knowledge  gained  from  experience  by  the 
Grand  First  Principal  has  eminently  fitted  him  for 
the  office  which  he  now  occupies,  and  his  counsel 
and  advice  are  given  only  after  mature  deliberation. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  emphasizes  his  cour- 
teous appeal  to  the  Grand  Superintendents,  directing 
their  attention  to  the  high  and  important  office 
which  they  occupy  and  the  responsibilities  which 
rest  upon  them.  The  advice  is  intended  to  be  heeded 
by  Grand  Superintendents,  and  those  who  to-day 
are  invested  with  authority  should  "Look  and 
Listen,"  and  endeavour  to  realize  that  once  the  office 
is  accepted,  "Then  Service  begins." 

Your  Committee  concur  in  the  appointemnts  of 
Grand  Representatives,  as  reported  by  the  Grand 
First  Principal,  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  the 
deaths  of  former  Grand  Representatives  near  this 
and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  financial  condition  of  Grand  Chapter  has 
enabled  the  Grand  First  Principal  to  acknowledge 
a  Special  Appeal  for  assistance  by  a  grant  of  $1,000 
to  the  "Country  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,"  and  in 
this  your  Committee  concur. 

Your  Committee  concur  with  the  view  of  the 
Grand  First  Principal  that  a  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  question  of  Chapter  Juris- 
diction. 
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Official  visits  to  our  own  Chapters  and  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  Convocations  of  Sister  Jurisdictions 
have  been  particularly  happy  events  and  fruitful  in 
results,  and  your  Committee  join  with  the  Grand 
First  Principal  in  welcoming  our  distinguished 
Companions  from  the  Jurisdictions  of  Quebec  and 
the  United  States,  who  are  our  honoured  guests  at 
this  Convocation. 

Chapter  By-laws,  Dedications,  Dispensations, 
Approvals,  Rulings,  and  Recommendations  have  had 
the  careful  attention  and  thought  of  the  Grand  First 
Principal,  and  your  Committee  concur. 

Your  Committee  note,  with  pleasure,  the  refer- 
ence made  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  concerning 
the  reports  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  B.  Way,  Grand 
Superintendent  of  New  Ontario  District  No.  15,  also 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  George  C.  Murphy,  Grand  Superin- 
tendent of  the  new  Temiskaming  District  No.  16.  The 
way  appears  long  and  toilsome,  even  pleasure  with 
its  alluring  smiles  has  not  induced  these  warriors 
to  sleep  among  the  flowers  by  the  wayside.  They 
have  been  faithful  servants  and  have  earned  a  seat 
of  honour  among  their  distinguished  Companions. 

Your  Committee  recommend  to  the  constituent 
Chapters  to  study  the  "Model  Set  of  By-laws"  pre- 
pared by  the  Special  Committee  of  Grand  Chapter, 
for  the  guidance  of  Chapter  officers. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ritual,  of  which 
the  Grand  First  Principal  is  Chairman,  was  this 
year  enlarged,  so  that  the  opinion  of  those  having 
experience  might  assist  in  the  final  revision.  Much 
time  and  study  has  been  given  to  the  subject  by  this 
Committee,  and  it  is  the  hope  of  all  that  the  revision 
will  meet  with  the  approval  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Your  Committee  congratulates  the  Grand  First 
Principal  on  the  success  which  has  been  attained  by 
the  energy  and  zeal  of  Grand  Chapter  Officers  and 
Companions  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  to  the 
Grand  First  Principal  himself  for  the  devotion  of 
time  and  study,  so  that  the  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter 
and  constituent  Chapters  have  prospered,  that  the 
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dignity  of  the  institution  has  commanded  respect 
and  reverence,  and  that  the  influence  arising  from 
faith  in  its  principles  and  the  practise  of  its  teach- 
ings, our  Order  shall  continue  to  shine  in  the  hearts 
of  men.

RITUAL. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Kenneth  J.  Duntan,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Ritual,  vacated 
the  Chair,  which  was  assumed  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Walter  H.  Davis. 

After  a  few  preliminary  remarks,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
K.  J.  Dunstan  presented  the  following  report: — 

As  a  result  of  a  Resolution  passed  at  the  Annual 
Convocation  in  1924,  a  Committee  was  appointed 
to  revise  the  directions  and  instructions  in  the 
Ritual,  which  Committee  reported  at  the  next  An- 
nual Convocation,  submitted  certain  changes  but 
recommended  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
revise  the  Ritual  itself.  This  Committee  reported 
at  the  Convocation  of  1926,  recommending  a  re- 
vision to  which  much  consideration  had  been  given. 

By  Resolution,  the  question  of  the  revision  was 
again  re-committed  to  the  Committee  for  further 
consideration.  It  was  considered  advisable  to 
strengthen  this  Committee  by  adding  all  the  avail- 
able Past  Grand  First  Principals  and 'the  present 
Grand  Second  and  Grand  Third  Principals.  The 
new  Committee  was,  therefore,  composed  of: —

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The  Committee  now  beg  to  report  that  careful 
consideration  has  been  given  and  that  certain  ad- 
ditions, omissions  and  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  work  as  presented  by  the  Committee  at  the  last 
Annual  Convocation,  and  they  now  submit  a  revised 
Ritual  for  the  three  degrees  which  they  recommend 
for  acceptance  by  Grand  Chapter,  subject  to  the 
provision  that  before  printing  it  shall  be  submitted 
to  a  Companion  competent  to  review  it  carefully  as 
to  good  English  and  punctuation,  and  also  that  its 
use  shall  not  be  obligatory  at  any  specified  time. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses its  use  within  reasonable  time  will  become  uni- 
versal and  that  past  Officers  who  are  familiar  with 
the  present  work  should  not  be  required  to  adopt 
the  new  form  by  Constitutional  enactment.  While 
uniformity  is  desirable,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  new 
version  is  a  great  improvement  upon  the  old,  and 
more  effectively  impresses  on  candidates  the  moral 
lessons  of  the  degrees,  yet  it  is  unnecessary  to  cause 
those  who  are  familiar  with  the  present  version  to 
learn  the  new  within  any  prescribed  period.  The 
new  version  will  by  reason  of  its  inherit  merits,  and 
because  of  its  distribution,  be  quickly  brought  into 
general  use.

FOREWORD. 

On  the  staunch  ship  Fellowship,  we  have  got 
under  way  again  with  favoring  gales,  on  our  annual 
journey  to  friendly  ports  at  each  of  which  we  take 
on  fresh  fuel  and  the  lubricating  joy  of  abounding 
life.  While  we  have  tried  to  abbreviate  our  chron- 
icles and  log  of  the  trip,  we  have  found  so  much 
variety  and  diversity — so  many  nuggets  of  ore — so 
many  rich  thoughts,  so  much  real  eloquence,  that  it

The  Ninety-ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  Montgomery,  November  30th,  1925,  with  fifteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  as  pillars  and  columns  of 
the  Grand  East. 

Canada  was  represented  by  the  ever  faithful 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lew  Lazarus. 

From  the  biography  of  the  G.H.P.,  whose  intel- 
lectual features  face  us  from  his  picture  on  the 
frontispiece,  we  make  the  following  complimentary 
extract : — 

"He  is  a  man  of  keen  intellect,  remarkable  for  his  cheer- 
fulness, kindness  and  sunny  disposition.  A  true  friend  and 
a  courteous  gentleman  who  is  beloved  by  hosts  of  friends 
throughout  the  State." 

The  G.H.P.'s  address  is  full  of  good  things,  from 
which  space  will  only  permit  us  the  following- 
choice: — 

"As  we  again  gather  here,  naturally  the  most  important, 
as  well  as  the  first  question,  we  ask  ourselves  is,  in  what 
way  during  the  past  year  have  we  been  of  service  to  our 
State  and  our  Brethren,  who  are,  of  course,  in  the  largest 
sense,  all  mankind  with  whom  we  come  in  contact. 

"Masonry  in  general,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  par- 
ticular, is  built  primarily  on  high  ideals  and  broad  vision  as 
to  our  duties  to  God,  country  and  humanity.  One  of  the 
greatest  of  human  frailties  is  to  thoughtlessly  neglect  or  fail 
to  appreciate  the  trials  and  vicissitudes  of  that  portion  of 
mankind  which  is  less  fortunate  than  ourselves. 

"We  have  as  a  striking  illustration  of  the  responsive 
chord  in  the  hearts  of  the  Masons  of  Alabama,  the  wonderful 
Masonic  Home.  This  is  material  evidence  of  the  broad 
stream  of  sweet  charity  that  flows  out  from  them  to  their  old 
Brethren,  the  widows  and  the  orphans  who  are  our  welcome 
wards. 

"The  mission  of  Capitular  Masonry  is  much  higher  than 
any  perfection  in  degrees  or  knowledge  of  its  laws.  To  my 
mind  its  greatest  missions  are  to  dispense  Charity  and  to 
diffuse  Light.  We  are  splendidly  endeavoring  to  perform  our 
duty  as  to  charity,  though,  of  course,  much  remains  to  be 
done.

"There  is  nothing  that  so  clearly  and  unmistakably  shows 
the  'outward  visible  sign  of  the  inward  spiritual 
grace'  of  the  Masons  of  Alabama  as  the  Masonic  Home  at 
Montgomery.  This  one  concrete  accomplishment  is  worth 
more  than  all  the  poetical  platitudes  or  polished  phrases 
that  could  be  written  as  to  brotherly  love  and  charity.  Al- 
though the  buildings  of  the  Home  are  of  brick  and  stone, 
the  cement  that  holds  them  together  is  of  deep  human 
affection  and  benevolence.  The  Masonic  Home  at  Mont- 
gomery is  the  splendid  accomplishment  of  the  ideal  and 
vision  which  the  Masons  of  Alabama  for  years  have  had 
before  them,  and  it  will  forever  be  the  enduring  monument 
to  their  loyalty  and  affection  toward  their  infirm  Brethren 
and  stricken  families." 

Under  State  of  the  Order  we  find  this:  — 

"Many  members  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Doubtless  this  can  be  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  depressed 
business  conditions  existing  in  Alabama,  especially  in  the 
rural  districts,  until  this  fall,  when  general  business  improved 
and  became  nearer  normal." 

Among  his  decisions  we  take  the  following 
two:  — 

"The  Brother  is  a  voluntarily  dimited  Mason  and  could 
not  be  exalted  until  he  re-affiliated  himself  with  a  Blue 
Lodge. 

"I  ruled  that  it  was  improper  and  subversive  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Craft  to  offer  fee  or  reward  for  the  securing 
of  petitions." 

The  Grand  Chapter  abolished  the  office  of  Rt. 
Ex.  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  reports: — 
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"We  rejoice  to-day  that  our  departed  Companions,  while 
living  in  harmony  with  the  tenets  of  our  Order,  did  not  live 
under  the  old  motto,  'Might  makes  right,'  nor  under  the 
more  modern  motto,  'Knowledge  is  Power,'  but  under  the 
truer  and  nobler  motto,  'Goodness  is  Greatness.'  They  lived 
and  wrought  in  the  spirit  of  that  noble  sentiment,  'When 
your  face  is  towards  the  sun  your  shadow  falls  behind  you.'  " 

The  Committee  on  Masonry  and  American  Citi- 
zenship each  year  make  a  substantive  presentation, 
part  of  which  we  quote: — 

"In  the  wave  of  lawlessness  floating  over  the  country,  it 
is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  bulk  of  these  law  violators  are 
really  foreign-born,  or  of  foreign  extraction,  who  have  little 
or  no  sympathy  with  the  ideals  of  this  country.  Law-break- 
ing is  but  the  next  step  in  the  descent  from  the  lack  of  law 
observance,  and  the  lack  of  law  observance  is  but  the 
natural  result  of  the  lack  of  sympathy  with  constituted 
government. 

"In  a  democracy  such  as  ours,  the  will  of  the  people  is  the 
final  arbiter  in  law  observance.  Only  in  an  educated  commu- 
nity can  we  feel  that  our  institutions  are  safe  from  insidi- 
ous assaults." 

Foreign  Correspondence  is  well  written  by 
Comp.  Lawrence  H.  Lee,  from  whose  introduction 
we  take  the  following  sentences: — 

"We  must  minimize  as  far  as  possible  the  tendencies  to 
divert  it  to  a  burlesque,  rather  than  to  give  it  the  dignity 
and  solemnity  to  which  it  is  so  justly  entitled.  Further  in 
every  way  the  education  of  the  young  in  state-maintained 
and  controlled  schools,  and  the  insistence  that  each  child 
have  equality  of  opportunity  in  matters  educational  and 
civic." 

Alberta  is  given  special  attention  in  nearly  all 
Jurisdictions.    We  find  the  following: — 

"Our  Companion  was  not  in  as  bad  a  fix  as  the  Alberta 
Companion  who  had  dimitted  and  removed  to  another  Grand 
Jurisdiction;  had  not  affiliated,  and  wanting  to  come  back  to 
Alberta,  was  denied  affiliation  because  he  had  resided  out  of 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction." 

British  Columbia  also  gives  meat  for  considera- 
tion to  the  Reviewers: — 

"On  the  recent  western  trip  to  the  Grand  Encampment, 
the  writer  and  a  large  party  of  R.  A.  Masons  had  the  plea- 
sure of  a  trip  to  Vancouver  and  Victoria,  down  the  Sound. 
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Our  stay  was  short,  but  all  were  greatly  impressed  with  the 
cities,  the  country,  the  climate,  the  air  of  cleanliness  and  the 
cordiality  of  the  people.  Victoria  impressed  the  writer  as 
the  prettiest,  cleanest  and  best-governed  city  he  had  visited 
on  the  trip.  It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  reside  there  if  duty 
did  not  call  elsewhere." 

Alabama  is  congratulated  upon  having  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  Third  Grand  Principal,  as 
Grand  Representative  recommissioned. 

He  sees  nothing  but  good  in  De  Molay  and  thus 
concludes  his  review  of  Canada: — 

"Other  folks  not  fond  of  Masonry  are  training  their  boys, 
and  such  other  boys  as  they  can  get  hold  of,  away  from 
our  ideals.  However,  when  one  thinks  of  how  naively  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Priory  of  Canada  admitted  that 
in  the  rural  districts  of  his  great  country  it  was  necessary 
not  to  educate  the  children  so  that  they  would  obey  the 
priests,  who  were  the  spiritual,  mental  and  physical  advisors 
and  physicians  of  rural  Canada,  one  is  not  surprised  at  the 
attitude  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

"This  of  course  refers  to  only  a  small  portion  of  Canada, 
and  puts  it  a  bit  too  strongly  in  any  event. 

"Correspondence  Report  is  by  Comp.  Ponton.  He  writes 
well  and  enertainingly  and  clips  with  discrimination.  If 
this  is  his  first  and  he  continues  to  improve,  the  rest  of  us 
will  be  'hasbeens'  soon.  We  welcome  him  to  the  guild  and 
will  watch  his  work  with  interest." 

From  South  Dakota  we  take  the  following: — 

"Grand  High  priest  thinks  that  the  elimination  of  the 
'rough  stuff'  brings  out  a  better  attendance.  It  ought  to, 
but  we  doubt  if  it  does  in  some  Chapters,  where  the  mem- 
bership has  been  educated  to  look  upon  the  P.M.  and  R.A. 
degrees  as  a  miniature  Shrine  performance." 

From  Virginia  this  worthy  tribute: — 

"It  really  does  not  matter  that  the  years  are  passing,  so 
far  as  Joseph  W.  Eggleston  is  concerned,  for  each  year  finds 
him  with  his  desk  cleared  and  an  excellent  and  spicy  report 
on  Correspondence."

This  is  startling  in  a  progressive  State  like 
Alabama.

The  Twelfth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Ed- 
monton, 17th  March,  1926,  five  Past  Grand  First 
Principals  being  present,  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  S.  Wat- 
son representing  Canada  faithfully  as  usual. 

The  address  of  welcome  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  A. 
Gray,  Bishop  of  Edmonton,  was  one  that  must  have 
made  the  Companions  who  heard  it  glow  with 
pleasure.  We  reproduce  the  following  outstanding 
sentences : — 

"Companions  all,  it  is  some  28  years  ago  since  within  these 
walls  I  entered  the  presence  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Un- 
fortunately, the  work  of  the  average  shepherd  has  to  be  per- 
formed at  night  time  or  in  the  evening  to  keep  the  sheep 
from  the  prowling  of  the  midnight  wolf,  consequently,  my 
evenings  becoming  engaged  otherwise  in  the  performance  of 
my  duties  and  proper  occupation,  I  never  was  enabled  to  at- 
tend the  Sessions  of  this  Order.  I  could  see  it  was  more  in 
harmony  with  the  true  principle  of  Masonry  to  hang  on  as  a 
fruitful  branch  and  retire  gracefully  into  the  background, 
so  I  did.  I  sometimes  come  across  the  regalia  which  I  still 
treasure,  and  in  one  or  two  photographs  of  my  father  which 
I  possess,  he  is  wearing  the  regalia  of  an  Arch  Mason. 

"Having  apologized  for  my  apparent  indifference  to  the 
Masonic  Order,  I  would  like  to  extend  to  all  of  you  a  hearty 
welcome,  those  who  come  from  the  Apple  Belt  and  those  who 
come  from  the  Windy  Belt,  to  visit  us  here  in  the  Banana 
Belt. 

"I  am  speaking  of  what  is  going  on  to-day  while  we  are 
sitting  here,  and  so,  dear  Brethren,  I  welcome  you  with  this 
admonition,  all  around  the  world's  circumference,  this  un- 
rest is  to  be  found,  and  if  we  are  to  emerge  from  this  period 
of  efflux  into  a  higher  level  of  living,  to  a  higher  type  of 
manhood,  to  something  in  the  nature  of  a  civilization  that 
will  not  crumble  such  as  the  civilization  we  have  just  lost, 
then  I  think  you  have  a  mighty  part  to  play,  and  that  part 
will  not  be  played  merely  by  the  regularity  with  which  you 
attend  your  Lodge — that  part  will  not  be  played  merely  by 
the  preciseness  with  which  you  are  able  to  recite  the  Ritual 
of  your  Lodge,  but  it  will  be  played  most  by  the  way  you 
are  able  to  impress  through  yourselves  as  the  Master  Key 
upon  that  moving  crowd  of  humanity,  the  impress  of  the 
ideals  and  the  levels  to  which  you  as  Arch  Masons  are  com- 
mitted. 
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"And  so,  I  would  welcome  you  all  to  this  fair  City  of  Ed- 
monton with  the  hope  that,  lookingg  forward  to  the  future, 
realizing  the  opportunity  that  presents  itself  to  you,  you  may 
in  your  deliberations  so  mould  your  manner  of  life  and  work 
that,  when  the  story  of  this  generation  is  written,  it  shall  be 
said  that  you  as  Arch  Masons  did  your  bit,  and  may-be 
dropped  the  Key-stone  in  the  Arch  of  the  future  civilization 
which  shall  hold  it  in  contact  for  generations  to  come." 

The  Grand  Z.  of  British  Columbia  was  welcomed 
in  the  following  words : — 

"Your  fame  as  a  Leader  had  already  been  heard  in  your 
favour — but  to  know  you — to  grip  your  hand — to  exchange 
ideas — and  to  have  personal  contact,  only  tends  to  confirm 
the  esteem  in  which  you  are  held." 

In  his  reply  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Sherwin  said : — 

"We  started  out  in  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  British  Columbia  under  very  similar  conditions  as  you 
were  in  at  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alberta. 
We  were  given  blessings  and  assistance  from  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Canada,  one  of  the  grandest  bodies  in  Capitular 
Masonry  in  the  whole  world,  and  we  like  yourselves  have  been 
forging  ahead,  and  we  thank  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alberta 
for  the  assistance  you  gave  us." 

Comp.  Dr.  Egbert,  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Alberta,  was  also  accorded  an  enthusiastic  reception, 
the  Grand  Z.  saying: — 

"Alberta  is  proud  of  you  Sir,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  is 
doubly  honoured  in  having  so  illustrious  a  son.  Kindly  accept 
our  earnest  and  fraternal  greetings." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  McLeod,  Grand  Master  of  the  Sov- 
ereign Great  Priory  of  Canada,  who  belongs  to  all  of 
us,  had  a  well  merited  welcome  in  the  following 
words : — 

"You  are  no  stranger  in  our  midst,  but  rather  a  valued 
friend  and  brother.  The  call  of  Masonry  has  been  answered 
by  the  tangible  results  of  your  faithful  Masonic  worth  and 
research.  You  will  yet  travel  far  along  this  same  highway, 
and  more  jewels  will  be  added  to  your  already  distinguished 
Masonic  diadem;  but  stripped  of  all  these  honours,  you  will 
ever  remain  to  us — the  man — the  brother — our  revered  Com- 
panion, George  B.  McLeod. 
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And  in  his  reply  he  said : — 

"I  would  remind  you  that  Sovereign  Great  Priory  has  one 
great  function  in  this  country.  It  is  the  only  body  of  Masonry 
that  comes  together  in  a  democratic  manner  year  by  year 
from  Canada  as  a  whole,  drawing  our  elected  representatives 
from  the  Yukon  to  Halifax,  and  this  is  important  as  it  means 
this,  it  provides  a  center  for  the  exchange  of  Masonic  thought, 
and  interest  that  is  nation  wide." 

The  Grand  Representatives  were  thus  received : — 

"We  cross  mentally  from  ocean  to  ocean,  from  the  frozen 
North  to  the  sunny  South,  and  realize  afresh  that  the  bonds 
of  the  Capitular  world  are  strengthened,  nay,  fostered  and 
cemented  by  your  presence  here  to-day." 

And  one  for  all  thus  replied: — 

"A  numerous  and  noble  company  whose  prime  object  is 
the  search  after  Truth.  We  are  searching  not  only  as  in- 
dividuals, each  seeking  to  catch  some  feeble  ray  but  we  are 
banded  togetheer.  So  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  to-day 
wheresoever  dispersed  throughout  the  globe  may  be  making 
discoveries  leading  nearer  and  nearer  to  their  ideal." 

The  Grand  First  Principal's  address  is  much 
above  the  ordinary  and  we  take  from  it  several  ex- 
cerpts touching  on  various  matters  down  to  its  noble 
conclusion : — 

"A  year  ago  you  entrusted  me  with  the  helm  of  the 
Capitular  ship.  I  steered  forth  at  your  behest  into  the  deep 
and  placid  waters  of  Masonic  thought  and  found  calm  and 
peaceful  seas  prevailing;  this  calmness  and  harmony  has 
characterized  our  voyage,  no  breakers  have  been  encountered 
other  than  the  surge  and  spray — the  ebb  and  tide  of  general 
volition.  I  now  return  with  much  thankfulness  with  the 
young  and  promising  vessel  safely  piloted  to  port.  May  the 
Most  High  in  His  Supreme  wisdom,  temper  your  delibera- 
tions with  knowledge  and  accord,  your  actions  with  judgment 
and  understanding,  your  thoughts  with  clarity  and  renewed 
vision. 

"But  alas,  and  there  are  a  few  Chapters  where  the  interest 
of  the  Companions  is  almost  exhausted,  where  no  one  seems 
to  care  whether  the  Charter  be  repealed  or  held.  It  is  lament- 
able, but  I  do  admire  the  one  (or  two),  who  with  both  hands 
grips  the  apparently  falling  torch,  raises  it  high,  and  acclaims 
'Excelsior.' 

"What  member  cares  to  sit  through  the  ceremonies  when 
the  degree  work  drags,  when  the  officers  are  placed  in  the 
attitude  of  school  children  striving  to  master  some  little  play; 
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when  they  blunder  through  their  parts,  to  the  disgust  of  the 
well  informed  and  the  contempt  or  amusement  of  the  newly- 
exalted. 

"The  very  title  of  the  ritual  is  'WORK.'  Why  accept  Uie 
privileges  of  office,  unless  we  are  prepared  to  assume  pro- 
portionate responsibilities?  Unless  we  love  it  and  are  en- 
thusiastic about  it,  work  is  the  badge  of  servitude  and  slavery. 
On  the  contrary  it  has  been  said,  'Work  is  the  weapon  of 
honour.'  The  outlook  must  be  for  the  future.  We  must  not 
be  remiss  in  our  duty.  Let  us  remember  at  all  times  the  pre- 
eminent power  of  the  mysterious  "Triple  Tau."  It  expresses 
the  relation  of  the  Most  High  to  His  creation.  It  is  repre- 
sentative of  Body,  Soul  and  Spirit.  It  shows  itself  as  Past, 
Present  and  Future,  as  Faith,  Hope  and  Love.  As  a  Royal 
Arch  Mason,  man  is  ever  surrounded  by  the  irresistible  in- 
fluence of  the  'Three'  and  the  sacred  number  shows  his  view 
at  every  step  of  his  progress.  If  he  consider  the  building  on 
which  he  is  engaged,  he  will  conceive  it  in  the  POWER,  the 
PLAN  and  the  EXECUTION.  If  he  ask  'How  will  the  edifice 
appear?'  He  will  behold  it  constructed  through  WISDOM, 
supported  by  STRENGTH,  and   enhanced    with    BEAUTY. 

"A  century  hence  men  will  gaze  upon  this  age  and  wonder 
how  we  survived  the  awful  conditions  under  which  we  have 
been  living,  and  in  the  marvellous  transition  that  is  now  tak- 
ing place.  This  great  Order  means  cohesion,  and  conservatism 
not  shackled,  but  free  and  aggressive;  a  force  that  makes  for 
the  well  being,  prosperity  and  moral  improvement  of  our 
race. 

"And  no  one  shall  work  for  money  and  no  one  shall  work 
for  fame. 
"But  each  for  the  joy  of  working,  and  each  in  his  separate 

star, 
Shall  draw  the  thing  as  he  sees  it  for  the  God  of  things  as 
they  are. 

A  communication  from  Comp.  Brydon  represent- 
ing Alberta  in  Canada,  was  acknowledged.

The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Tucson,  February  9th,  1926. 

This  is  a  young  Grand  Chapter,  but  nevertheless 
thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  rallied  to  the 
centre. 

Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  James  H. 
Barrett,  of  Douglas. 

Grand  High  Priest  King,  of  California,  was  warm- 
ly welcomed  with  all  the  honours. 

From  the  address  of  G.H.P.  Bledsoe  we  make  the 
following  citations: — 

"A  little  study  on  the  part  of  the  High  Priest  will  not  only 
enlighten  them  on  Jewish  history,  but  will  enable  them  to 
enlighten  newly  made  Companions  and  thereby  live  up  to  their 
obligations.  There  are  four  important  lessons  to  be  taught 
in  these  degrees,  and  I  believe  if  stress  is  laid  on  each,  candi- 
dates as  well  as  Companions  will  get  valuable  knowledge. 

"First:  The  open  mind  is  well  illustrated  in  our  Mark 
Master's  Degree,  also  the  lesson  of  living  up  to  one's  word — 
'A  contract  is  a  contract.' 

"Second:    Obedience  to  constituted  authority. 

"Third:  Our  spiritual  needs — our  vision  of  something 
greater,  nobler,  higher,  than  the  material  things. 

"Fourth:  The  great  principles  of  Service;  unstinted,  self- 
sacrifice  and  devotion  without  'the  hope  of  fee  or  reward.' 

"I  find  that  same  Chapters  are  situated  within  a  very 
short  distance  of  one  another.  It  is  so  since  the  advent  of  the 
automobile  and  good  roads.  Some  of  these  Chapters  are 
having  a  hard  time  to  get  material  from  the  Lodges  within 
their   territory.       They   are    existing,    not    growing   as    they 
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should.  I  believe  that  where  this  condition  exists  a  consolida- 
tion should  be  made  of  these  Chapters  so  that  a  strong  healthy- 
organization  would  result,  instead  of  two  or  three  weak 
Chapters. 

"On  November  20th,  in  response  to  the  very  cordial  invita- 
tion from  M.E.  Companion  King,  I  journeyed  across  the 
desert  to  iuma,  where  I  met  the  Companions  of  Cochan 
Chapter.  During  the  afternoon  of  my  stay  at  Yuma,  I  was 
shown  the  wonderful  Yuma  Valley  and  Mesa.  This  oasis  in 
the  desert  was  a  revelation  to  me.  Go  and  see  for  yourself. 
Fortunately,  my  visitation  was  on  the  night  of  a  regular 
meeting. 

"Later  we  sat  down  to  a  wonderful  turkey  dinner.  After 
the  dinner  we  adjourned  to  the  Chapter  room,  where  the 
Chapter  welcomed  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  California. 
After  he  had  been  conducted  to  the  East  and  had  assumed 
the  gavel,  he  welcomed  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Arizona  in 
true  California  style.  He  expressed  his  felicitations  and 
tendered  the  gavel,  the  emblem  of  authority  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California,  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  State 
of  Arizona,  who  accepted  it  and  for  one  brief  moment  presided 
over  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  Capitular  Masonry." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  C.  W.  Haentschel  to  repre- 
sent Arizona  in  Canada.

The  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  the  Albert  Pike  Memorial  Temple,  Little  Rock,  No- 
vember 19th,  1925. 
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Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  answered  the 
roll  and  were  honoured  at  the  altar.  Among  them 
many  well-known  names. 

M.E.  Comp.  Burt  S.  Lee,  magnificently  described 
as  Most  Puissant  General  Grand  Master  of  the 
General  Grand  Council,  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Missouri,  was  introduced  by  Comp.  Fay 
Hempstead,  and  welcomed  with  honours. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  is  Jeff  L.  Davis,  of 
Fayetteville. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  said  in  his  thoughtful 
address : — 

"With  hearts  full  of  thankfulness  to  the  Great  i  am 
that  our  own  immediate  line  of  Grand  Chapter  officers  re- 
mains unbroken  by  the  Grim  Reaper,  it  is  but  fitting  that  we 
should  pause  a  moment  and  render  tribute  to  those,  who  have 
during  the  past  year  been  called  into  the  Great  Beyond. 

"On  death's  eternal  camping  ground, 
His  silent  tent  is  spread. 
While  memory  guards   with    solemn    round 
The  Bivouac  of  the  dead." 

"I  greatly  fear,  Companions,  that  too  many  of  us  in  our 
mad  rush  for  the  so-called  'Higher  Degrees'  overlook  the  real 
fellowship  which  occasions  like  this  afford.  I  wish  that  every 
individual  Masonic  Body  in  this  State  could  have  at  least  one 
of  these  occasions  annually  out  under  God's  green  trees ;  away 
from  the  blare  of  bands  and  the  glitter  of  pomp  and  glory; 
where  Masonry  is  not  camouflaged  into  a  combat  of  confetti; 
where  to  be  a  Mason  does  not  mean  simply  the  right  to  parade 
in  all  the  panoply  of  war,  nor  the  accoutrements  of  an  oriental 
sovereign;  out  where  we  are  not  blinded  by  visions  of  fun, 
frolic  and  foolishness,  but  are  by  a  sincere  desire  to  be  of 
real,  constructive  service  to  our  fellowmen;  where  Masonry 
is  not  measured  by  Degrees,  but  by  helpful,  sympathetic 
understanding  and  assistance,  'without  the  hope  of  fee  or 
reward.'         ........... 

"In  all  of  these  Dispensations,  Companions,  I  have  been 
convinced  that  heroic  measures  were  necessary,  particularly 
with  reference  to  receiving  and  acting  upon  petitions  and  in 
electing  officers  in  those  Chapters  which  appeared  to  be  so 
near  a  peaceful  death." 

A  Companion  wrote  the  Grand  High  Priest : — 

"  'I  would  love  to  attend  the  meetings  if  the  Chapter  would 
show  any  signs  of  life,  but  if  the  officers  don't  know  their 
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parts,  they  can  hardly  expect  any  one  else  to  be  really  inter- 
ested. I  don't  feel  that  I  should  pay  good  money  into  a  dead 
organization.'  I  greatly  fear  that  this  chance  remark  by 
this  Companion  reveals  a  condition  obtaining  in  a  number 
of  our   Subordinate   Chapters. 

"In  my  humble  opinion,  wherever  any  Chapter  fails  to 
function  as  a  Chapter  should,  and  cannot  be  revived,  it 
should  be  laid  to  rest  decently  and  in  order.  So  long  as  any 
Chapter  remains  in  a  state  of  inactivity  it  is  a  serious  im- 
pediment to  the  development  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  that 
particular  vicinity." 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports : — 

"Chapters  making  reports  show,  612  Exaltations,  which 
denotes  that  there  are  still  quite  a  large  number  of  Chapters 
in  the  State  alive  and  doing  good  work,  but  the  fact  that 
records  show  there  have  been  592  suspensions  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  is  an  index  that  quite  a  number  of  Chapters 
are  dormant  and  losing  interest  in  the  work.  This  is  the 
largest  list  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  since  I 
have  been  Grand   Secretary." 

The  Sanatorium  Committee  present  a  satisfying 
report : — 

"The  building  has  been  occupied  by  tuberculous  children 
continuously  since  1924.  Already  frail,  weakened  bodies  have 
been  made  strong,  little  hearts  have  been  made  glad,  and  little 
voices  have  been  raised  in  laughter  as  they  have  gone  out 
into  God's  Great  Sunshine  to  live  and  love  and  be  happy. 

"The  building  has  been  paid  for.  No  further  outlay  is 
necessary." 

From  the  report  of  the  Fraternal  Correspondent, 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mark  P.  Olney,  we  take  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"The  controversy  over  the  use  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  Ritual  seems  to  have  waned,  although  some  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  do  not  seem  to  have  definitely  settled  this 
important  question. 

"The  recognition  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay  by  the  several 
Grand  Chapters  is  still  mooted  and,  while  several  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  are  refusing  to  recognize  this  new  organiza- 
tion, others  are  enthusiastic  in  sponsoring  it  and  are  taking 
means  to  further  the  outdoor  and  social  side  of  the  Order. 

"The  recognition  of  the  newly  organized  Grand  Chapters 
of  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  has  been  almost  universal, 
but  the  question  as  to  the  regularity  of  the  organization  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland  seems  to  be  doubted  by 
many  Grand  Chapters." 
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The  Comhittee  on  Memorials  quote: — 
"There  comes  a  time,  it  comes  to  all, 
When  we  shall  hear  the  Warden's  call 
And  each  with  ashlar,  rough  or  true, 
Must  pass  death's  solemn  portals  through, 
Be  it  ours,  Companions,  then  to  hear, 
From  the  Master's  lips  these  words  of  cheer, 
Your  work  is  found  both  true  and  square — Pass  On." 

Comp.  T.  W.  Chappie,  of  Kenora,  represents 
Arkansas. 

Membership,  8,047.    Net  gain,  3. 

The  Correspondence  Review  is  comprehensive  and 
all  printed  in  large  type,  which  leaves  a  pleasing  im- 
pression of  ungrudged  space. 

British  Columbia  receives  this  notice: — 
"We  see  no  High  Priesthood  reported.     He  gives  a  poem, 
'Morning  on  the  Desert,'  which  comes  in  very  appropriately 
in  the  line  of  my  own  experiences  this  past  summer. 

"The  writer  has  visited  Victoria  and  likes  your  country 
and  her  people." 

Canada  is  fraternally  reviewed  and  we  make  the 
following  excerpts  from  our  colleague's  comments 
upon  them.    Toronto  will  please  stand  up  and  bow — 

"As  mentioned  under  Mississippi,  this  review  is  made  the 
same  night,  and  the  Chapter  proceedings  came  to  me  together 
in  the  same  envelope,  and  the  meetings  were  held  the  same 
date,  and  they  are  the  same  age  and,  after  making  the  sketch 
of  the  review  some  days  later,  I  am  writing  them  out  the  same 
night,   which   makes   rather   a  coincidence. 

"Twenty-five  per  cnt.  of  all  Masons  blong  to  the  Chapter 
in  Canada. 

"This  is  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Can- 
ada, which  is  mainly  the  Province  of  Ontario.  All  the  super- 
intendents made  lengthy  reports. 

The  De  Molay  organization  is  not  sponsored  by  them 
there.  The  review  is  by  William  N.  Ponton,  who  exhibited  a 
wonderful  flow  of  language  and  beauty  of  expression.  He 
gives  us  almost  three  pages  and  nice  complimentary  mention. 
Our  particular  proceeding  is  marked  R.C.B.,  which  would 
seem   someone  else  is  helping  in  the  matter." 

The  review  referred  to  so  appreciatively,  was 
written  by  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  R.  C.  Blagrave,  D.D.,  Past 
Grand  Chaplain. 

"This  is  my  first  review  for  the  year  and  was  the  home  of

While  on  this  I  want  to  give  my  testimony  that  I  think 
Toronto  the  best  behaved  city  on  Sunday  I  have  ever  visited 
and  it  seemed  to  me  that  the  city  in  almost  unanimity  attend- 
ed divine  service.  The  old  boys  had  their  high  hats  and  long 
tailed  coats  on  without  number  and  all  seemed  to  be  at 
church." 

The  review  concludes: —

hope,  as  arrangement  has  been  made  for  its  publication  in 
Chapter  proceedings. 

"We  are  very  proud  of  this  branch  of  our  Masonry  as  our 
Ritual  is  in  the  personal  handwriting  of  Albert  Pike.  Your 
reviewer  has  served  one  office  in  the  High  Priesthood  for 
some  15  years.

John  G.  Gamon,  Grand  Z. 

Owing-  to  the  recent  death  of  the  Grand  Z.,  the 
Eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Victoria  16th 
June,  1926,  was  presided  over  by  M.  Ex.  Conip.  F. 
C.  Bird,  I.P.G.Z.  Delegates  from  every  Chapter  were 
in  attendance. 

Canada  was  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  H. 
Watson. 

Of  the  late  Grand  Z.  at  the  memorial  service  it  is 
thus  recorded: — 

"His  devotion  to  Masonry  was  to  him  a  labour  of  love,  and 
to  his  Brethren  and  Companions  a  source  of  pleasure  and  in- 
spiration. To  those  who  were  brought  into  personal  touch 
with  him  there  will  remain  a  pleasant  memory  of  a  special 
friendship. 

"He  had  a  great  store  of  compassion  and  sympathy  for 
those  in  sorrow  and  distress,  and  had  great  consideration  for 
our  faults  and  imperfections,  and  has  often  expressed  himself 
"that  every  man  fights  a  hard  fight." 

Grand  Second  Principal  Carey  and  Grand  Third 
Principal  Giegerich  made  full  reports  of  their  work. 

Then  follow  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents of  the  five  Districts. 
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The  Report  of  the  Grand  Registrar  is  unusual 
and  we  quote  this  paragraph : — 

"Companions,  as  we  mourn  to-da.y  the  loss  of  him  who  has 
passed  to  'that  other  life  we  blindly  christen  death,'  we  are 
not,  I  trust,  mourning  unwisely  or  faithlessly.  Our  late  Most 
Excellent  Companion  belonged  with  us,  and  he  belongs  with 
us  still.  For  in  this  spiritual  world  there  is  no  near  nor  far 
and  in  the  spiritual  world  there  is  no  more  death.  We  are  not 
sorrowing  'as  men  which  have  no  hope.'  " 

Membership,  2,630.   Increase,  81. 
A  very    cordial  letter  was    received  from    Lord 
Ampthill,  who  says: — 

"Now  that  I  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  get  into  per- 
sonal touch  with  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Canada,  it  is,  of 
course,  particularly  interesting  to  me  to  learn  something  about 
your  activities  and  I  shall,  no  doubt,  derive  much  valuable 
information  from  the  volume  which  I  have  before  me. 

A  splendid  picture  of  the  Early  of  Cassillis  in  full 
costume  and  Scottish  bonnet  adorns  a  page,  and  from 
his  letter  we  make  this  selection : — 

"Very  many  thanks  for  the  Proceedings  so  kindly  sent 
of  your  Grand  Chapter,  which  reached  me  all  right  a  week 
ago.  They  are  most  interesting,  and  I  see  that  you  have  de- 
voted a  good  deal  of  space  to  Scottish  matters  and  to  the  re- 
newal of  our  relationship  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
U.S.A." 

The  next  Annual  Communication  will  be  held  at 
New  Westminster,  June  23rd. 

A  striking  picture  of  Alfred  Alexander  Arbuthnot 
Murray,  late  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Scotland,  adorns  another  page. 

E.  M.  Carleton,  of  Toronto,  represents  British 
Columbia. 

The  Correspondence  Reports  are  made  by  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  John  W.  Prescott,  who  is  also  Grand  Scribe  E. 
He  says : — 

"The  development  of  correspondence  between  Grand  bodies 
is  encouraged  as  a  factor  of  safety,  to  ensure  the  permanence 
of  sincere  friendship  and  fraternal  regard  towards  each 
other.  It  has  been  well  said  that  "Friendship  is  the  greatest 
chain  of  human  society  and  the  intercourse  of  letters  is  one 
of  the  chiefest  links  of  that  chain." 

"The  attention  of  the  civilized  world  is  now  pointing  west- 
ward and   Freemasonry  is  making  its  greatest  development 
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in  the  West  and  should  receive  the  encouragement  of  those 
holding  offices  of  authority." 

He  comments  very  clearly  upon  the  work  of  the 
Grand  Z.  and  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Can- 
ada, and  speaks  of  the  linking  up  of  West  and 
East. 

He  finds  our  own  review,  he  says,  both  interesting 
and  extensive,  and  refers  to  the  action  of  the  Finance 
and  Audit  Committee  in  cutting  down  the  allowance 
for  this  purpose,  which  he. says  with  gentle  irony 
"will  enable  the  Chairman  to  attend  a  movie  once  in 
a  while  in  the  winter,  and  perhaps  take  a  trip  in  his 
motor  in  the  summer." 

He  speaks  approvingly  of  the  turning  down  of  the 
Queensland  recommendation  and  adds,  (at  the  same 
time  quoting  our  conclusion  in  full) : — 

"In  six  full  pages  he  reviews  British  Columbia  during 
the  term  of  M.E.  Companion  V.  W.  Stewart  and  is  tickled 
to  death  that  the  Printing  Committee  was  not  supported  in 
its  suggestion  to  abolish  the  report  of  the  Proceedings. 

"His  opinion  that  Canada  was  worthily  represented  by  M. 
E.  Companion  H.  H.  Watson,  will  meet  with  general  accord. 

"His  report  is  replete  with  information  and  makes  most 
interesting  reading,  so  should  not  be  measured  by  the  narrow 
guage  of  an  auditor  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents." 

Under  Nebraska  he  says : — 

"The  G.H.P.  reported  in  his  address  that  as  a  result  of 
the  discontinuance  of  this  Correspondence  report,  many  other 
Jurisdictions  have  ceased  to  write  a  review  of  Nebraska  Pro- 
ceedings, and  recommended  that  if  a  Companion  who  has  the 
inclination  and  the  ability  is  available  he  should  be  put  to 
work.  This  suggestion  was  very  wisely  adopted  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  for  the  purpose,  for,  if  you  do  not 
write  letters  to  your  friends  you  can  hardly  expect  replies." 

He  thus  comments  on  Saskatchewan: — 
"Grand  Chapter  was  satisfied  with  Companion  Reilly's 
work,  and  he  was  re-appointed  Chairman  of  the  Corre- 
spondence Committee,  but  was  given  more  assistance  by  the 
addition  of  three  Companions  to  the  Committee,  one  of  whom 
should  prove  a  useful  member;  his  name  is  Gordon  Setter."

The  Seventy- second  Convocation  was  held  in  San 
Francisco,  April  20th,  1926. 

The  American  Flag  was  presented  at  the  Altar 
by  the  oldest  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  there- 
after placed  in  the  East. 

Grand  Chapter  by  order  precede  the  Proceedings 
by  this  emphatic  direction  in  large  type : — 

"At  each  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  whether  stated  or  spe- 
cial the  Secretary's  copy  should  be  on  his  desk  and  at  the 
service  of  those  present." 

Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  honoured  and 
were  honoured  by  Grand  Chapter. 

Seven  survivors  of  Earthquake  and  Fire  1906 
were  in  attendance  and  their  presence  and  experi- 
ence suitably  acknowledged. 

Among  the  distinguished  visitors  presented  was 
Michael  David  Lininger  of  whom  (and  of  other  judi- 
cial guests)  it  is  said: — 

"  'Uncle  Dave'  is  the  'war  horse'  of  Masonry  in  this  dis- 
trict, always  responding  to  the  call  for  his  services,  although 
more  than  eighty  years  of  age. 

"Hon.  William  H.  Waste,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  California  and  Past  Grand  Commander. 

"Hon.  John  W.  Shenk,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  Hon.  Jesse  W.  Curtis,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court." 

All  the  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  presented 
with  beautiful  official  Aprons,  the  gift  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

The  G.H.P.'s  address  was  full  of  interesting 
matter  and  from  the  preliminary  paragraphs  we 
take  the  following: — 

"Grand  Officers  for  the  first  time  conferred  the  Royal 
Arch  degree.  The  candidates  were  William  Gibbs  McAdoo, 
Mayor  Cryer  of  Los  Angeles,  Judge  Gates  of  the  Superior 
Court,  and  six  other  prominent  Masons.  Long  before  starting 
time,  all  available  space  was  occupied  in  the  largest  hall  of 
the  Masonic  Temple,  and  at  least  seven  or  eight  hundred 
were  turned  away  disappointed  in  not  seeing  the  work." 

The  ceremony  of  placing  a  keystone  in  a  new 
Temple  at  Bishop,  required  the  creation  of  a  new 
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ceremony,  the  material  parts  of  which  will  be  of  use 
to  us  should  a  similar  ceremony  take  place  in 
Canada.  We  therefore  reproduce  three  of  the  para- 
graphs:— 

"Most  Excellent  Grand   High  Priest,  the  Companions  of 

Chapter   No of  California, 

being  animated  with  the  desire  to  consecrate  this  Temple 
to  Capitular  uses  and  to  strengthen  the  Royal  Arch  Masonic 
attributes  with  the  Keystone  of  Integrity,  we  request  the 
privilege  of  contributing  the  Cap-stone  for  the  principal  arch 
of  this  structure.  We  therefore  invite  you  to  set  the  stone 
in  place,  as  did  Solomon  of  Israel  in  that  ancient  temple  at 
Jerusalem,  erected  and  dedicated  to  God  by  the  name  of  Je- 
hovah, and  which  was  the  sacred  depository  of  the  valuable 
treasures  and  the  foundation  principles  of  our  Capitular 
degrees. 

"Grand  High  Priest — As  long  as  building  and  architecture 
has  existed  as  an  operative  practice,  it  has  been  known  that 
the  arch  is  the  strongest  construction.  Yet  that  arch  is  use- 
less without  all  its  members,  and  particularly  the  Keystone 
which  shares  and  distributes  the  burden  in  such  manner,  that 
the  greater  the  weight,  the  greater  the  union  of  its  units.  And 
so,  my  Companions,  on  this  auspicious  occasion  of  your  Masonic 
existence,  you  are  uniting  your  members  in  harmonious 
service  in  the  conduct  of  your  work.  This  Cap-stone  is  sym- 
bolic of  the  usefulness  and  completeness  of  your  Masonic 
energies,  and  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  and  pleasure  that  I 
accept  your  invitation,  as  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Juris- 
diction, to  set  this  Cap-stone  in  emulation  of  our  ancient 
orders  of  the  Priesthood,  and  dedicate  this  Temple  to  the 
sacred  service  of  the  Craft. 

"Grand  High  Priest — With  this  trowel  as  a  symbol  of 
constructive  building,  and  this  cement  as  the  material  and 
symbolic  tie  that  binds  the  units  in  contact,  I  now  set  this 
chief  stone  of  the  principal  arch  of  this  sacred  Temple. 
May  the  God  of  your  fathers  be  with  you.  May  you  reflect 
the  glories,  the  richness,  the  elegance  and  sublime  services  of 
the  Temple  of  Solomon  in  your  ceremonies  here." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  placed  his  approval  upon 
the  following  letters  sent  out  by  San  Diego  Chapter 
to  the  newly  elected  candidates,  which  will  be  read 
with  interest  and  profit: — 

"My  dear  Brother  in  Masonry, — Next  Monday  evening, 
in  the  Chapter  Hall  of  the  Temple,  you  are  to  receive  your 
first  Capitular  degree  in  Freemasonry. 

"You  have  already  learned  in  the  Blue  Lodge  degrees  that 
Masonry  is  founded  on  the  Holy  Bible,  the  Mason's  'Book  of 
the  Law.' 
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''You  will  appreciate  and  enjoy  the  solemn  ceremonies 
soon  to  be  conferred  upon  you — the  unfolding  of  the  degrees 
you  have  already  received  in  the  Blue  Lodge. 

"The  ceremonies  in  the  Chapter  are  intended  to  represent 
the  building,  completion  and  dedication  of  King  Solomon's 
Temple,  and  in  order  to  understand  the  import  of  these  beau- 
tiful teachings,  you  are  requested  for  your  own  benefit  to 
read  in  First  Kings  the  second  and  eighth  Chapters  inclusive. 

"Trusting  that  you  will  enjoy  and  appropriate  to  your  own 
life  these  splendid  degrees  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry, 

Fraternally, 

Excellent  High  Priest." 

Membership,  24,744.  The  net  gain  of  California 
during  the  year  was  the  handsome  total  of  1,198. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  set  out  his  complete 
series  of  visitations  throughout  the  State  in  full, 
a  wonderful  record. 

During  his  official  term  he  issued  five  stirring 
appeals  to  the  constituent  Chapters  and  we  take  the 
following  searching  questionnaire  addressed  to  the 
Principals: — 

"Let  us  pause  at  this  time  and  review  our  activities  for 
the  months  already  passed  and  ask  ourselves  the  following 
questions : — 

"Have  I,  as  High  Priest,  vindicated  my  Chapter  in  elect- 
ing me  to  this  responsible  position? 

"Have  I  shown  the  proper  amount  of  enthusiasm? 

"Have  I  co-operated  with  my  Secretary  in  helping  to 
collect  back  dues  and  thus  preventing  the  loss  of  members  by 
suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues? 

"Have  I  put  my  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  given  my 
members  an  example  of  how  to  bring  in  new  petitions? 

"Have  I  succeeded  in  showing  a  gain  in  membership  in 
my  Chapter? 

"Have  I  made  it  an  object  for  Blue  Lodge  Masons  to  join 
by  having  a  reasonable  amount  of  social  activities? 

"How  shall  I  proceed  to  increase  our  activities  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year? 

"Has  my  Secretary  kept  the  Grand  High  Priest  and 
Grand  Lecturer  duly  informed  as  to  all  our  meetings?" 

The  Masonic  Club  House  of  the  University  of 
California  acknowledged  the  gift  of  $500  from 
Grand  Chapter. 
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Joseph  Whyte  Rogers,  of  Toronto,  represents 
Colifornia  with  us  and  Roland  English  Hartley,  of 
San  Francisco,  represents  Canada. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  Report  is  again 
in  the  hands  of  Comp.  Max  A.  Plumb,  who  pursues 
the  not  altogether  "noiseless  tenor  of  his  way"  in 
topical  form,  despite  protests. 

He  says  in  his  introduction: — 

"As  in  the  other  four,  the  plan  has  been  topical,  and  I 
have  selected  such  topics  and  quotations  as  I  thought  would 
interest  California  readers.  These  I  have  tried  to  arrange 
so  that  a  reader  may  pick  out  such  material  as  interests  him 
without  his  having  to  peruse  a  mass  of  more  or  less  routine 
matter  of  no  interest  to  him. 

"I  agree  with  R.E.  Eggleston,  wno  prepares  the  report 
for  Virginia,  though  it  might  be  difficult  to  make  him  think 
so.    In  his  review  of  Massachusetts  of  a  year  ago,  he  says : — 

"  'Primarily  and  chiefly  we  write  for  our  Virginian 
Companions  and  as  a  matter  of  course  quote  what  we  think 
will  most  interest  them  and  comment  as  seems  fitting.  To 
sum  up  the  situation,  our  plan  seems  to  suit  our  readers  and 
we  are  sorry  it  does  not  fit  in  with  the  method  of  publication 
in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts.'         .... 

"I  still  believe  that  this  attitude  of  Scotland  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  she  has  never  recognized  the  principle  of  exclusive 
territorial  jurisdiction  and  not  so  much  because  anybody's 
money  looks  good  to  a  Scotchman." 

Canada  is  referred  to  at  least  three  times  in  the 
review,  the  very  first  item  being  the  following: — 

"M.E.  Birmingham,  of  New  York,  at  Windsor: — 

"He  gives  some  of  the  reasons  why  no  fortification  has 

ever  been  necessary  on  the  boundary  between   Canada  and 

the  United  States." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Birmingham  also  said: — 
"For,  My  Companions,  if  we  are  anything  at  all,  we  are 
indeed  trustees  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word.  In  our  keep- 
ing has  been  placed  these  great  truths  of  Masonry,  and  the 
proper  application  of  these  principles  has  been  placed  in  our 
care  as  trustees,  to  be  handed  down  to  posterity,  to  encour- 
age them  to  follow  the  lines  of  right  thinking  and  right  act- 
ing in  their  relations  to  their  Creator  and  to  their  fellow- 
men." 

Comp.  Plumb  has  his  own  opinion  of  chain 
letters,  which  we  share:  — 
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"All  letters  of  this  type  contain  a  threat  that  some  cala- 
mity fill  befall  the  reader  unless  he  does  do  as  suggested. 
Masonry  teaches  no  'fear  of  hell  or  hope  of  heaven,  through 
any  such  means.  Anything  that  contains  a  threat  is  un- 
masonic." 

A  long  and  fine  extract  is  made  from  Saskatche- 
wan on  the  meaning  of  the  degrees.  It  is  worthy  of 
all  publicity. 

With  regard  to  the  Lewis,  quoting  a  decision  of 
Canada,  he  says: — 

"In  Canada,  as  in  this  country,  the  symbolism  of  the 
Lewis,  or  son  of  a  Mason  whose  duty  is  to  support  the  fail- 
ing powers  and  aid  the  failing  strength  of  his  father  as  the 
cramp  supports  the  stone,  is  not  recognized.  With  us,  there- 
fore, he  must  wait  until  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  before 
he  can  affiliate." 

Of  education  generally  he  well  says: — 

"A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  Chapter  may  not  take 
much  interest  in  this  side  of  Eoyal  Arch  Masonry.  They 
may,  perhaps,  enjoy  listening  to  a  speaker,  but  most  of  what 
he  says  will  go  into  one  ear  and  out  of  the  other.  They 
acquire  little,  if  anything,  of  what  he  says  unless  they  take 
notes  and  then  do  some  collateral  reading  on  the  same  sub- 
ject. And  Masons  are  just  as  mentally  inert  as  any  other 
body  of  men.  To  think  for  one's  self  is  difficult;  even  to 
think  the  thoughts  of  the  speaker  is  more  difficult  than  the 
ordinary  mental  task.  This  is  why  lecturing  is  such  a  poor 
method  of  teaching. 

"On  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  slowly  increasing  number 
of  those  who  have  the  will  to  make  the  necessary  mental 
effort  and  have  the  interest  also  necessary  to  acquire  some- 
thing worth  while  in  the  knowledge  of  Capitular  Masonry. 
This  class  should  be  taken  care  of  and  some  means  found  to 
appease  their  intellectual  hunger." 
* 

Of  Regalia  and  Divine  Service  as  determined  by 
Grand  Z.  Davis  he  favourablly  comments. 

Comp.  Plumb  rather  clears  up  the  situation 
regarding  Scotland  in  the  following  words: — 

"In  this  connection,  it  may  be  said  that  neither  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  nor  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  have 
ever  recognized  the  principles  of  exclusive  territorial  juris- 
diction, and  they  only  relinquish  their  claims  to  foreign  juris- 
dictions because  of  the  growing  power  of  the  foreign  bodies 
with  which  they  are  in  controversy.  The  doctrine  is  of  Am- 
erican origin  and  not  at  all  universally  recognized.     At  the 
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present  time  there  are  four  Grand  Lodges  in  New  Zealand, 
and  in  nearly  all  countries  which  are  under  the  obedience 
of  French  and  Latin  Masonry,  concurrent  jurisdiction  of 
Grand  Lodges  is  the  accepted  principle.  The  principal  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  exclusive  jurisdiction  is  that  it  simplifies 
government  by  any  grand  body. 

"On  these  points  I  disagree  with  the  conclusions  of  the 
Texas  committee.  Exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  is  not 
universal,  and  if  four  Grand  Lodges  can  get  along  harmoni- 
ously in  one  jurisdiction,  each  having  jurisdiction  over  its 
own  Lodges  and  members  only,  it  would  seem  that  two  Grand 
Chapters  could,  even  if  they  do  not."

COLORADO. 

Walter  R.  Lewis,  M.E.G.H.P. 

The  Fifty-first  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Denver,  September  17th,  1925. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  the  right 
men  in  the  right  place  at  the  Altar. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  Nebraska,  District  of  Columbia,  Texas  and 
Iowa  were  warmly  welcomed. 

In  reply  M.E.  Comp.  John  W.  Neilson,  General 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host,  said: — 

"Capitular  Masonry  to-day  is  keeping  pace  with  affairs 
at  large  better  than  ever  before.  You  can  all  realize  that 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  established  on  as  permanent  a  foun- 
dation as  the  everlasting  mountains  in  your  midst.  Let  us 
pray  for  strength  to  elevate  the  noble  and  sublime  princi- 
ples in  every  degree  of  our  system  so  that  they  may  appro- 
priate to  themselves  the  proud  title  of  Royal  Gentlemen. 

"They  come  here  because  of  the  pleasure  they  derive 
from  association  with  each  other  and  the  inspiration  which 
they  get  from  such  meetings,  and  you  should  benefit  from 
the  fact  that  you  will  be  able  to  mingle  with  them  and 
absorb  much  of  that  inspiration  and  carry  it  to  your  mem- 
bership throughout  your  Jurisdiction." 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  well  represented  by 
Stanley  C.  Warner,  himself  a  Bay  of  Quinte  Boy. 

G.H.P.  Lewis  said  during  the  course  of  his 
address: — 
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"On  the  other  hand,  how  we  have  changed  our  views; 
why  within  this  last  year  a  political  party  came  into  being, 
and  the  principal  plank  in  its  platform  was  to  put  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States,  the  balance  wheel  of  the 
Republic,  subservient  to  the  National  Legislature,  and  change 
the  Constitution  of  these  United  States,  the  Magna  Charta 
of  our  very  existence  as  a  republic. 

''How  we  have  progressed  in  the  sciences  is  one  of  the 
wonders  and  marvels  of  the  world  for  all  time. 

"These  other  periods  came,  flourished,  reached  their 
zenith  and  fell,  leaving  only  their  works  behind  them.  Can 
it  be  possible  that  our  Race,  our  Nation,  will  flourish,  reach 
its  zenith  and  perish? 

"Two  institutions  have  lived  through  the  ages:  the  Church, 
or  those  who  worshipped  God,  and  Masonry.  History  tells 
us  that  those  institutions  only  have  lived  that  developed 
a  spiritual  side.  If  we  stay  close  to  the  fundamentals  of 
Masonry  we  should  have  no  fear  that  fifty  years  from  now, 
or  any  other  period,  we  will  be  as  strong  and  virile  as  we 
are  to-day." 

Among  his  decisions  is  the  following   (to  us  a 
narrow  one) : — 

"  'The  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot,  or  any  considerable  part  of 
such  member,  or  a  material  natural  deformity  therein,  is  an 
absolute  disqualification.'  I  am  therefore  compelled  to  inform 
you  that  the  reception  of  the  Brother's  petition  would  be  in 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 

On  general  conditions  he  says:  — 

"You  will  notice  that  we  have  made  a  net  gain  of  only 
twenty-six.  An  analysis  of  the  statistics  show  an  unusual 
loss  from  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Undoubtedly 
the  financial  condition  of  the  various  communities  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  this,  but  I  believe  there  is  a  better  feeling 
now  than  there  was." 

Membership,  8,064.    Net  gain,  26. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  thus  concludes  his  report: — 

"It  would  appear,  however,  that  the  principal  reason  for 
this  lack  of  work  is  due  to  the  fact  that  our  State,  in  keep- 
ing with  the  country  at  large,  has  been  experiencing  a  finan- 
cial depression,  and  although  many  Master  Masons  are 
desirous  of  petitioning  for  the  Chapter  degrees,  they  do  not 
do  so  on  account  of  this  stringency. 

"Social  affairs  in  the  Chapter  are  desirable  and  do  pro- 
mote good  feeling,  but  to  have  them  as  the  be-all  and  end-all 
of  our  Capitular  life  is  equivalent  to  converting  one  of  our 
Universities  of  learning  into  a  refreshment  parlor.  If  we  are 
to  keep  our  hold  upon  our  members,  we  must  show  them  that 
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Masonry   can   be   applied   to   every    religious,    scientific    and 
philosophical  side  of  our  lives  and  thought." 

The  Necrology  Committee  says: — 

"Some  one  has  said  'man  is  not  a  body  with  a  soul,  but  a 
soul  with  a  body,'  the  soul  does  not  fade — does  not  pass 
away — but  the  material  body  only." 

After  the  Proceedings  follow  many  special  pages 
on  heavily  glazed  paper,  with  beautifully  executed 
photographs,  giving  an  account  of  the  celebration 
of  their  50th  Anniversary  on  the  night  of  the  17th 
of  September.  The  locus  in  quo  is  thus  vividly 
described: — 

"The  tables  were  arranged  in  the  form  of  a  triple  tau, 
profusely  decorated  with  beautiful  flowers,  and  delightful 
music,  both  instrumental  and  vocal,  was  rendered  throughout 
this  part  of  the  programme.  After  dinner,  the  Toastmaster 
called  upon  the  distinguished  Companions  for  remarks,  to 
which  each  responded  in  a  very  happy  and  pleasing  manner." 

Then  followed  a  feast  of  rich  things  in  the  ad- 
dresses of  distinguished  guests,  from  which,  with- 
out crediting  to  individuals,  we  take  the  following 
extracts:  — 

"I  only  wish  I  had  the  power  to  bring  to  you  to-night 
such  a  wonderful  message  as  Dr.  Kuhn  brought  on  his  last 
visit  to  you  not  many  years  ago;  but  then  there  was  only 
one  Dr.  Kuhn.  My  feelings  are  somewhat  altruistic  on  this 
occasion.    Let  the  poet's  words  express  them: — 

"Teach  me  to  feel  another's  woes, 
And  hide  the   faults  I   see; 
As  mercy  I  to  others  show, 
That  mercy  show  to  me. 

"It  would  not  be  possible  not  to  be  kind, 

In  the  land  of  Beginning  Again, 
And  the  ones  we  misjudged,  and  the  ones  we  begrudged 

Their  moments  of  victory  here, 
Would  find  in  th  grasp  of  our  hearty  hand-clasp 

More  than  penitent  lips  could  explain." 

"You  are  the  last  of  a  succession  of  fifty  years  of  Grand 
High  Priests  in  this  State.  It  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  you 
should  be  so.  Your  profession  is  that  of  a  civil  engineer. 
You  represent  the  men  who  plan  vast  enterprises  and  bring 
them  to  completion.  As  such  I  pass  to  you  the  gavel  of  a 
half-century,  and  ask  you  to  close  it. 
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"We  come  together  to-day  for  the  third  time  as  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  but  this  is  our  real  celebration,  this  is  our 
golden  wedding,  we  have  lived  together  for  fifty  years. 

"Your  business  is  that  of  a  banker,  and  you  represent  the 
men  in  whose  keeping  we  deposit  the  heritage  of  yesterday 
for  distribution  to  the  heirs  of  to-morrow.  In  that  capacity 
I  hand  you  the  gavel,  and  ask  you  to  open  the  next  half- 
century. 

"Within  the  lifetime  of  men  present  at  this  celebration, 
the  site  of  this  city  in  which  we  meet,  and  the  surrounding 
country  for  hundreds  of  miles,  was  a  waste  desert,  supposed 
to  be  capable  of  supporting  only  a  limited  population.  In 
the  year  1858,  a  rumor  having  spread  that  gold  was  to  be 
found  in  that  part  of  the  country  that  is  now  included  in 
the  State  of  Colorado,  large  numbers  of  men  rushed  into  the 
new  fields,  most  of  the  newcomers  settling  at  first  on  land 
that  is  now  within  or  near  the  City  of  Denver.  Some  of 
these  goldseekers  were  Freemasons;  in  due  time  an  informal 
meeting  of  members  of  the  fraternity  was  called ;  and  the  first 
assemblage  of  Masons  was  held  in  this  community  in  1858." 

The  Grand  Principal  Sojourner  thus  took  up  the 
burden  of  love,  saying: — 

"Harold  Bell  Wright,  in  his  book  'When  a  Man's  a  Man,' 
paints  a  word  picture  of  the  virgin  West  in  terms  both 
pleasing  and  forceful.  He  says:  'There  is  a  land  where  a 
man,  to  live,  must  be  a  mian.' 

"It  is  a  land  of  granite  and  marble  and  porphyry  and 
gold — and  a  man's  strength  must  be  as  the  strength  of  the 
primeval  hills.  It  is  the  land  of  oaks  and  cedars  and  pines — 
and  a  man's  Mental  Grace  must  be  as  the  grace  of  the  un- 
tamed trees,  and  a  man's  soul  must  be  as  the  unstained  skies, 
the  unburdened  wind,  and  the  untainted  atmosphere.  It  is 
the  land  of  wide  mesas,  of  wild  rolling  pastures  and  broad 
untilled  valley  meadows — and  a  man's  freedom  must  be  that 
freedom  which  is  not  bounded  by  the  fences  of  a  too  weak 
and  timid  conventionalism. 

"And  this  change  transfers  itself,  in  varying  proportions 
to  ever-widening  circles.  Thus  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the  age 
is  the  sum  of  the  individual  thoughts,  and  thus  also  the 
individual  character  of  each  man  is  to  some  extent  the  pro- 
duct of  all  the  preceding  ages  of  the  race." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  addresses  all  joined  in 
singing  "Colorado"  and  the  Benediction. 

James  McC.  McPotts,  of  Stirling,  represents 
Colorado  with  us. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  H.  W.  Woodward,  and  we  congratulate  him 
upon  his  review. 
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His  comments  on  Arkansas  we  share  with  our 
Companions,  but  can  we  approve? — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  states  that  they  had  been 
severely  criticized  by  some  of  the  committees  on  correspon- 
ded because  of  their  policy  of  granting  dispensations  to 
receive  and  ballot  on  petitions  out  of  time.  They  have  been 
doing  this  as  a  matter  of  accommodation  to  some  of  the 
smaller  Chapters  that  do  not  meet  for  months,  and  whose 
officers  have  apparently  lost  all  interest  in  the  work.  They 
believe  that  they  can  get  new  blood  into  the  Chapters  and 
sufficient  interest  aroused  so  that  the  benefit  derived  will 
greatly  exceed  any  harm  that  may  be  done  by  issuing  a  few 
dispensations,  and  they  are  undoubtedly  right." 

This  on  California  we  also  reproduce: — 

"A  number  of  these  district  meetings  were  held  out  of 
doors  on  the  ranch  of  some  Companion  and  one  of  the  Capi- 
tular degrees  was  conferred.  While  we  do  not  forget  that 
'our  ancient  Brethren  met  upon  the  highest  hills  and  in  the 
lowest  valleys,'  still,  we  are  somewhat  in  doubt  as  to  the 
expediency  of  such  meetings.  The  G.H.P.  says:  'Such  meet- 
ings were  given  widespread  publicity  in  the  district  news- 
papers.' Perhaps  we  are  ultra  conservative,  but  we  have 
been  taught  for  years  in  Colorado  and  still  believe  that 
newspaper  publicity  is  not  of  any  benefit  to  the  Masonic 
Fraternity." 

Canada    is    reviewed    in  friendly    fashion.    He 
says: — 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  is  a  concise,  businesslike 
account  of  the  transactions  of  his  office  for  the  preceding 
year,  and  shows  that  he  has  devoted  his  time  freely  and 
zealously  to  the  advancement  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  De  Molay  made  a 
very  full  report,  stating  the  origin,  manner  of  formation, 
fees  and  dues,  etc.,  and  makes  the  recommendation;  to  which 
we  say,  'Amen,  and  amen.'  " 

As  to   De   Molay,   he   thus   expresses   his   own 
views :  — 

"The  objects  of  the  De  Molay  organization  are  worthy 
of  all  commendation,  and  should  receive  the  individual  sup- 
port of  all  good  citizens,  but  to  our  mind,  there  is  absolutely 
no  good  reason  why  it  should  be  made  an  appendage  to  the 
Masonic  Fraternity.  As  noted  in  the  Proceedings  of  other 
Grand  Bodies,  it  is  letting  down  the  bars  for  all  kinds  of 
organizations  for  all  kinds  of  purposes.  There  are  at  present 
time  about  thirty  organizations  having  reference  in  some 
way  to  Masonry,  and  while  the  objects  of  all  of  them  are 
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probably  good,  there  is  no  reason  why  Masonry  should  be 
responsible  for  them." 

Of  our  review  he  is  kind  enough  to  say: — 

"The  report  on  correspondence  is  written  by  Companion 
Ponton.  He  reviews  Colorado  most  courteously  and  frater- 
nally. This  is  the  first  word  on  our  report  on  correspondence 
which  has  come  to  our  hand,  and  we  surely  appreciate  in 
the  highest  degree  the  pleasant  things  which  he  has  to  say 
of  us.  He  quotes  liberally  from  our  report,  as  well  as  from 
the  reports  of  other  Grand  Officers.  We  wish  to  thank  him 
for  the  encouragement  he  gives  us  and  trust  that  he  will 
come  to  Denver  in  1927,  so  that  we  may  thank  him  in 
person." 

District  of  Columbia  gives  him  this  further 
opportunity  to  speak  as  to  De  Molay,  and  we  repro- 
duce it  because  there  are  still  Companions  who 
favour  sponsoring  it  in  Canada,  though  Grand 
Chapter  has  spoken  definitely  on  the  subject: — 

"It  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  Masonic  institu- 
tutions  to  begin  even  indirect  solicitation  of  a  candidate  while 
he  is  still  standing  on  the  E.A.  degree,  and  we  believe  that 
any  Mason  who  gives  the  matter  careful  consideration  will 
acknowledge  that  under  present  conditions  securing 
members  for  De  Molay  is  an  indirect  method  of  solicitation. 
In  fact,  some  correspondents  have  practically  referred  to 
the  De  Molay  as  Masonic  nurseries,  or  words  to  that  effect. 
If  we  are  going  to  do  away  with  the  time-honored  usage 
that  candidates  must  come  to  us  freely  and  unsolicited,  let 
us  get  out  and  do  it  in  the  open,  and  not  under  cover." 

Nova  Scotia  supplies  this  historic  touch: — 

"The  Grand  Archivist  submits  a  short  but  interesting 
report.  He  has  discovered  evidence  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
was  active  in  Quebec  in  1760,  and  that  the  various  degrees 
were  conferred  in  Nova  Scotia  at  that  time,  and  probably 
three  years  earlier." 

As  to  the  relationship  between  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Chapter,  he  says  under  Manitoba: — 

"Our  position  is  not  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  any  juris- 
diction over  the  Grand  Chapter,  but  that  it  does  have  juris- 
diction over  all  individual  Masons  and  is  the  supreme  source 
of  all  Masonic  authority.  This  being  the  case,  we  claim 
the  right  to  designate  what  bodies  we  will  recognize  as 
Masonic,  and  our  means  of  exercising  jurisdiction  would  be 
withdrawing   recognition   from   bodies   which    do   not   act   in 
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what  the  Grand  Lodge  would  consider  for  the  best  interests 
of  Masonry." 

And  under  Oregon  on  the  same  subject: — 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  does  not  claim  the  right 
to  legislate  for  any  other  Masonic  body.  It  does,  however, 
claim  the  right  to  legislate  for  all  Masons,  and  to  be  the 
supreme  authority  as  to  what  are  and  what  are  not  regular 
Masonic  bodies." 

Hear  him  also  under  Washington,  a  propos  of 
Craft  Masonry: — 

"Referring  to  the  apparent  idea  of  some  condidates  that 
the  Blue  Lodge  is  only  a  stepping-stone,  he  makes  a  very 
pertinent  observation,  which  we  insert  here: — 

"  'Masonry  is  becoming  top  heavy.  All  eyes  are  focused 
on  the  superstructure  and  the  foundation  is. neglected.  It  is 
up  to  us  to  put  new  life  into  the  Blue  Lodge,  else  the  whole 
structure  is  going  to  suffer.  This  condition,  Brethren,  is  a 
serious  one  and  therefore  I  have  made  haste  to  bring  the  sub- 
ject before  you.'  " 

Under  Virginia,  of  our  old  but  ever  vigorous 
friend,  Joseph  W.  Eggleston,  he  says  that  his  report 
may  not  be  a  thing  of  beauty  but  it  is  certainly  a 
joy  forever.

The  One   Hundred   and   Twenty-eighth   Annual 

William  Bowers,  M.E.G.H.P. 
Convocation  was  held  in  Hartford,  May  11th,  1926. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  reported  for 
duty  in  the  Grand  East. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  N.  Delap,  ever  faithful, 
ever  true,  represented  Canada. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  New  York,  Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island, 
Delaware,  and  M.W.  Bro.  Nash,  Grand  Master,  were 
welcomed  with  all  the  honours  which  courtesy  and 
their  exalted  station  suggested. 

The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  is  a  wonderful 
record  of  business  and  of  visitations  well  done. 
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Ihider  Robes  and  Uniforms  he  says*. — 

"Is  this  condition  in  keeping  with  what  we  are  striving 
to  attain,  namely,  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  candidates 
and  Companions  the  beauty  and  solemnity  of  this  degree? 

''I  am  of  the  opinion  it  is  not,  and  should  be  corrected, 
and  therefore  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  elimina- 
tion of  all  uniforms  and  robes  when  conferring  the  R.A. 
degree,  excepting  those  worn  by  the  Council  Officers,  and  a 
more  modern  dress  substituted." 

With  this  remark  as  to  the  new  Ritual  he  con- 
cludes:— 

"It  may  be  that  Connecticut  prefers  to  maintain  old  tra- 
ditions, if  so,  I  do  hope  we  shall  see  the  devices  now  in  use 
for  the  R.  &  R.  R.  discarded,  and  those  adopted  brought 
down  to  a  minimum,  in  keeping  with  the  sacredness  of  the 
Royal  Arch  degree. 

Membership,  16,531.    Net  gain,  876. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ritual,  of  which 
an  old  personal  friend,  Edgar  B.  Ellis,  who  first 
welcomed  the  writer  to  Connecticut,  is  Chairman, 
says: — 

"The  tendency  to  turn  the  purpose  underlying  these  things 
into  a  practical  joke  shows  a  lack  of  respect  and  reverence 
for  the  Great  Light  of  Masonry  upon  the  Altar." 

V.  Ex.  Comp.  Harvey  J.  Milne,  of  Kingston,  rep- 
resents Connecticut  near  Canada. 

The  Correspondence  Report  is  as  usual  in  the 
veteran  and  virile  hands  of  Grand  Secretary  George 
A.  Kies,  a  name  familiar  over  this  Continent,  who 
in  his  Foreword  says: — 

"We  submit  our  18th  Annual  Review,  arranging  the  vari- 
our  Jurisdictions,  including  the  foreign  ones,  alphabetically. 

"Several  years  ago,  that  prince  of  good  fellows,  Comp. 
Ponton,  of  Canada,  mildly  reprehended  us  for  segregating 
the  foreign  Jursdictions,  although  we  failed  to  see  any  im- 
plied slight  in  such  grouping.  This  time,  we  suddenly  and 
impulsively  decided  to  throw  them  all  together  in  the  melt- 
ing pot,  hoping  they  will  lose  none  of  their  individuality  by 
such  promiscuous  contact.    So  here  goes." 

Alabama  gives  him  plenty  of  material  for  com- 
ment:—  ; 

"The  cautious  lawyer  shows  out  in  his  comment  on  a  report 
written  in  the  reprehensible  'topical  form' :  'about  as  interest- 
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ing  and  well  done  as  such  reports  can  be  made.'  We  get  you, 
Larry. 

"Under  District  of  Columbia,  he  makes  this  comment  on 
Jermane's  remarks  in  re  the  failure  of  U.  S.  Educational 
Bill  and  child  labor  law: — 

"THe  gist  of  the  whole  matter,  from  his  standpoint,  is 
that  the  Volstead  law  and  the  Klan  are  responsible  for  its 
defeat. 

"Its  real  cause  is  the  powerful  and  paid  lobby  of  the  alien 
religious  groups  and  the  high-priced  private  schools,  acting 
with  a  common  purpose,  but  from  highly  different  motives, 
and  failure  of  the  Masonic  groups  to  be  as  wide  awake  as 
the  other  fellows.  Put  the  blame  where  it  belongs — on  the 
shoulders  of  men  like  us,  who  go  to  sleep  at  the  switch." 

We  get  the  personal  touch  under  Arkansas :  — 

"Under  Maine  a  personal  note,  giving  a  valid  reason  why 
he  missed  General  Grand  Chapter: — 

"  'Yes,  we  missed  the  meeting,  much  to  our  regret,  but  we 
were  in  the  midst  of  a  political  race  for  the  office  of  County 
and  Probate  Judge  of  our  County,  and  the  meeting  came  just 
a  few  days  before  that  time,  so  we  had  to  forgo  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Portland  meeting  in  order  to  keep  our  fences  all 
up  in  shape.  To  satisfy  the  curious,  we  shall  say  we  caught 
up  with  the  office.'  " 

We  appreciate  his  friendly  review  of  Canada. 
He  analyzes  the  Grand  Z.'s  address.  He  has  not 
the  highest  opinion  of  the  usufruct  of  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives, saying: — 

"In  these  days  of  speedy  and  easy  communication  and 
quick  transportation,  the  post  of  Grand  Representative 
amounts  to  practically  nothing." 

Of  Comp.  Gardiner's  report  on  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry he  says: — 

"The  Committee  on  condition  of  the  Rite  report  matters  as 
healthy,  vigorous  and  virile.  They  deprecate  the  assumption 
that  success  of  a  Chapter  depends  solely  on  the  number  of 
admissions." 

He  is  very  generous  to  our  own  review  and  we 
quote  the  following  from  his  comments:  — 

"He  is  kind  to  your  reporter,  but  evidently  is  still  dis- 
approving of  our  old  rut  of  arranging  foreign  Jurisdictions 
by  themselves.  Look  at  our  present  Foreword,  Comp. 
Ponton,  and  see  that  the  seed  sowed  by  you  a  few  years  ago 
has  slowly  budded,  blossomed  and  finally  matured.  He  is 
correct  in  thinking  'Comp.  Kies  likes  us,  etc'  " 
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"Under  General  Grand  Chapter,  he  is  not  only  sound,  but 
also  sensible: — 

"  'An  application  having  been  made  for  recognition  of  the 
Order  of  Rainbow  Girls,  the  Committee  recommended  that 
it  be  not  concurred  in  despite  the  protests  of  some  enthusi- 
asts. We  are  all  lovers  of  girls,  but  Masonry  has  quite 
enough  to  do  without  touching  the  skirts  of  outside  Orders, 
meritorious  though  they  may  be.' 

"He  is  liberal  on  the  question  of  physical  qualifications. 
Under  Jew  Jersey: — 

"  'We  regret  to  notice  that  physical  perfection  is  still  in- 
sisted upon  in  New  Jersey,  A  Brother  duly  elected  in  a 
Chapter  lost  his  hand  thereafter  and  is  held  ineligible  for 
the  Capitular  degrees.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  New  Jersey  will 
join  the  Jurisdictions  who  deal  with  things  of  the  spirit  and 
not  the  manual  and  material  in  our  Temple  not  made  with 
hands.  This  man  is  probably  good  enough  for  the  Church 
and  Heaven,  but  apparently  not  fit  for  the  Royal  Arch.'  " 

Under  Colorado  he  confesses  to  an  aggressive 
personality: — 

"He  expresses  pleasure  that  your  reporter  agrees  with 
most  of  his  views.  O.K.,  but  we  would  remind  him  that  in 
some  quarters  we  are  regarded  as  a  'hot-air  crank.'  " 

He  concludes  his  review  of  New  York  in  the  fol- 
lowing suggestive  words: — 

"But  just  what  does  he  mean,  under  Illinois,  in  stating 
that  a  certain  Companion  proved  himself  perfectly  com- 
petent when  a  'bit  of  Scotch'  was  needed  to  liven  up  the 
party?" 

Under  South  Carolina,  with  regard  to  powers, 
he  says: — 

"We  dissent  from  the  theory  that  a  G.M.  has  'inherent' 
powers,  or  any  powers  except  such  as  are  delegated  by  his 
Grand  Body.  But  the  prerogative  of  making  Masons  at  sight 
is,  as  Mackey  demonstrates,  closely  connected  with  the 
power  to  form  Masonic  bodies  by  dispensation.  Where  that 
power  is  conceded,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  form  a  body 
U.D.,  make  the  Mason,  and  then  dissolve  the  body.  Perfectly 
legal,  but  we  agree  that  this  power  should  seldom  or  never 
be  used." 

Wyoming,  one  of  the  little  Jurisdictions,  closes 
most  of  the  reviews  of  the  world  and  generally 
affords  opportunity  for  a  real  review: — 

"Grand  Secretary  Repath,  who  evidently  got  his  first 
introduction  to  New  England's   piscatorial  delicacies  at  the 
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dinner  served  the  Grand  Secretaries  at  Westcustago  Inn, 
during  the  Triennial,  humorously  reports  his  experience. 
Both  he  and  Walter  Stockwell  were  at  the  same  table  with 
your  reporter,  but  Walter,  in  spite  of  his  robust  appearance, 
was  evidently  not  quite  so  fortunate  as  Repath : — 

"  'Arriving  at  the  Inn,  we  found  awaiting  us  a  real  'shore' 
dinner.  Supposing  the  peck  of  steamed  clams  placed  before 
each  to  be  the  main  dish,  we  left  none  untouched.  Imagine 
our  dismay  when,  following  the  gathering  up  of  the  shells, 
a  full-grown  boiled  lobster  appeared  before  each.  This 
being  polished  off,  though  with  misgivings,  our  dismay  in- 
creased by  the  appearance  of  a  water  melon,  and  when  ice 
cream  was  served  we  contemplated  sending  the  S  0  S  signal. 
Pride,  of  course,  compelled  us  to  go  the  limit  and  then 
stoically  to  await  results.  Strange  to  say,  no  evil  effects 
followed,  due  undoubtedly  to  a  good  conscience  and  an  appe- 
tite whetted  by  the  salt  breezes.'  "

DELAWARE. 

West  A.  Trotter,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Wilmington  20th  January,  1926.  Twelve  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  honoured  Grand  Chapter  and  were 
honoured. 

Visitors  from  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  New 
York  were  cordially  welcomed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  said  :— 

"We  have  been  making  no  special  efforts  toward  any  par- 
ticular objective,  and  for  this  reason  the  past  year  has  passed 
quietly.  It  is  our  duty  again  to  remind  the  Companions  of 
the  vacancies  that  come  in  our  ranks  and  lower  the  member- 
ship of  the  Craft  and  urge  them  to  renew  their  endeavours 
at  every  opportunity  to  persuade  our  Brothers  to  become  Com- 
panions." 

He  pointed  out  that  the  present  membership  was 
2,068,  showing  a  net  gain  of  3. 

Delaware,  like  most  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  is 
thus  just  preserving  stable  equilibrium. 

He  describes  a  pleasing  incident  in  Philadelphia 
as  follows : — 
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"On  December  3rd,  accompanied  by  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  Fearon,  and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing"  the 
unique  ceremony  of  conferring  'on  sight'  the  Royal  Arch  De- 
grees by  the  G.H.R.A.  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  in  Phila- 
delphia. The  recipient  of  this  honour  was  one  of  Pennsyl- 
vania's distinguished  citizens,  Senator  David  A.  Reed,  of 
Pittsburgh.  This  ceremony  performed  by  the  Grand  Officers 
was  a  beautiful  exemplification  of  Capitular  work  in  the 
several  degrees." 

In  his  conclusion  he  says,  "I  pass  the  game  to  my 
successor."  - 

Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  Marshall  M. 
Carpenter.  Comp.  Alfred  C.  Larter,  of  Toronto, 
represents  Delaware  with  us. 

The  standing  resolutions  of  Grand  Chapter  are 
reprinted. 

The  tenth  review  of  Proceedings  is  given  by 
Comp.  Thos.  J.  Day,  and  is  a  model  of  concentration. 

Under  California  he  quotes : — 

"And  this  observation  comes  to  me  though  my  year  of 
service  has  witnessed  a  somewhat  tranquil  march  onward  of 
Capitular  Masonry  without  the  besetting  ripples  of  untoward 
incidents  or  happenings  of  unusual  moment." 

He  reports  that  Canada  had  a  successful  meeting 
in  1925. 

He  reprints  the  conclusion  of  Grand  Z.  Davis'  ad- 
dress. 

He  adds: — 

"The  Committee  on  Benevolence  reported  that  grants 
amounting  to  $3,040.00  had  been  made  during  the  year;  in 
addition  to  this  the  Chapters  disbursed  benevolence  amount- 
ing to  $6,150.00. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  refused  to  permit  Chapters  to  sponsor 
Chapters  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay  for  boys. 

"Companion  Ponton  presents  the  report  on  Correspondence. 
The  Proceedings  of  Delaware  receive  more  than  two  pages 
of  fraternal  review.  A  liberal  selection  from  the  address  of 
Grand  High  Priest  Willin  is  reprinted. 

Under  New  Jersey  he  gives  to  us  and  we  share 
with  our  Companions  the  following: — 
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"Give  me  the  power  to  labour  for  mankind; 

Make  me  the  mouth  of  such  as  cannot  speak; 
Eyes  let  me  be  to  groping  men,  and  blind; 

A  conscience  to  the  base;  and  to  the  weak 
Let  me  be  hands  and  feet;  and  to  the  foolish,  mind; 

And  lead  still  further  on  such  as  Thy  Kingdom  seek." 

"If  you  would  fulfill  these  aspirations  and  enhance  the 
Masonic  reputation,  I  say  unto  each  of  you,  employing  the 
terse  language  of  Emerson, 

"  'Go  put  your  creed  into  your  deed, 
Nor  speak  a  double  tongue.'  " 

New  Mexico  gives  him  a  new  version  of  an  old  but 
ever  new  story: — 

"  'What  are  you  doing?'  he  asked  the  three.  'I  am  cutting 
stone,'  the  first  replied,  dully.  'I  am  working  for  three  florins 
a  day'  the  second  answered  sharply.  But  the  third  man  said, 
proudly,  'I  am  building  a  cathedral!'  In  the  spirit  of  that 
third  stone-cutter,  Capitular  Masonry  is  summoned  to  build 
more  than  cathedrals,  for  when  the  greatest  of  these  shall 
have  crumbled  into  dust,  the  spirits  of  just  men, — of  men  of 
good  will — will  continue  to  shine  as  the  stars." 

Under  Virginia  we  find : — 

"In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the  right  of  a  Chapter  to  re- 
ceive and  ballot  on  a  petition  of  a  Master  Mason  who  had  lost 
the  use  of  both  legs,  he  stated  that  "Any  Master  Mason  in 
good  standing  is  eligible  to  receive  the  Chapter  degrees,  pro- 
vided the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides  will  accept 
him."

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

J.  Davis  Bradneld,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Washington,  February  10th,  1926. 

Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  graced  the  East, 
among  them  my  old  friend  Frank  F.  Major,  who 
entertained  "Canada"  so  royally,  and  Roe  Fulkerson 
of  continental  reputation. 

Canada  was  represented,  with  his  accustomed 
fidelity,  by  Lucien  G.  Yung. 
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From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  take 
the  following: — 

"A  year  in  the  life  of  a  child  looms  large  before  it;  in 
the  life  of  a  man  it  dwindles  perceptibly,  while  in  the  life  of 
a  great  organization  such  as  ours  it  becomes  a  brief  period. 
But  whether  as  a  period  of  time  it  is  to  be  counted  as  long 
or  short  will  be  of  little  consequence  if,  by  the  more  import- 
ant measure  of  achievement,  it  may  be  ranked  as  worthy  of 
a  place  side  by  side  with  other  years,  because  of  what  has 
been  accomplished. 

"It's  just  the  spirit  that  holds  you  true 

To  what  you've  started,  and  bears  you  through  it ; 
It's  doing  the  work  that  you  want  to  do 
In  the  way  that  you  want  to  do  it. 

"I  denied  a  dispensation  to  Capitol  Chapter  to  ballot  on 
the  petition  of  an  applicant  for  the  degrees  in  less  than  the 
statutory  period,  the  purpose  of  the  request  being  stated  as 
follows:  'To  complete  the  Chapter  work  at  an  early  date  to 
take  up  other  Masonic  work  which  he  contemplates.'  Upon 
inquiry  it  developed  that  the  Masonic  work  referred  to  was 
his  desire  to  join  a  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  with 
some  friends  and,  of  course,  this  did  not  appear  to  me  to  be 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  granting  of  a  dispensation." 

A  net  loss  for  the  year  of  53  is  regretfully 
reported.  In  one  Chapter  alone  66  Companions 
were  dropped  because  they  were  indifferent  and 
neglectful  of  their  financial  obligations  to  their 
Chapter. 

In  this  connection  he  says: — 

"A  study  of  the  matter,  however,  brings  home  to  us  with 
renewed  force  the  responsibility  resting  upon  those  charged 
with  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  Capitular  bodies  to 
make  Royal  Arch  Masonry  attractive  to  its  adherents.  How 
this  can  best  be  done  in  an  ever-pressing  problem. 

"The  High  Priests'  Association  offers  an  excellent  nucleus 
for  this  co-ordination  of  effort." 

He  concludes  by  a  tribute  of  gratitude  to  his  offi- 
cial family,  of  whom  he  says: — 

"They  have  done  much  to  make  the  way  easy  and  the 
burden  light. 

"Masonry  in  the  present  day,  while  holding  fast  to  its 
traditions  and  landmarks,  is  feeling  the  strongest  possible 
urge  for  activity  in  lines  of  endeavor  that  will  afford  ample 
scope  for  its  ability  to  render  constructive  service  to  man- 
kind." 
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Our  Representative,  Lucien  G.  Yung,  Grand 
Lecturer,  and  Visitor,  says  in  his  report: — 

"May  the  Companions  be  ever  remindful  of  the  duty  they 
owe  to  their  God,  the  obedience  they  owe  to  their  superiors, 
the  love  they  owe  to  their  equals,  and  the  good  they  owe  to  all 
mankind." 

The  Masonic  Employment  Bureau  has  been  sys- 
tematized and  revived,  and  of  its  potentialities  it  is 
said: — 

"It  would  also  create  an  office  where  a  record  could  be 
kept  of  efficiency  reports  submitted  by  employers  and  thus 
the  bureau  could  protect  itself  from  unscrupulous  employees 
who  could  be  reported  to  the  lodges.  This  would  obviate  the 
objection  so  often  made  by  employers  that  some  employees 
sent  from  the  bureau  shirk  on  the  job." 

Robert  W.  Clewlo,  of  Toronto,  represents  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  does  it  well. 

The  report  on  the  doings  of  various  Grand  Chap- 
ters is  again  in  the  experienced  hands  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  W.  W.  Jermane,  who  in  his  foreword  says : — 

"  'The  big  rush  is  over,'  says  the  Missouri  Committee  on 
Chartered  Chapters,  'and  some  of  those  who  came  in  with 
the  crowd  are  now  quietly  leaving  by  demit  and  suspension.' 
The  statement  aptly  characterizes  the  situation  that  now 
exists  in  that  part  of  the  Capitular  world  represented  by  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  We  have  had  our  debauch;  now 
comes  the  morning  after. 

"Let  us  get  it  out  of  our  heads  that  the  blame  rests  with 
individuals  in  the  constituent  Chapters.  They  are  as  power- 
less as  everybody  else. 

"I  doubt  if  the  reaction  will  be  as  severe  as  it  was  follow- 
ing the  Civil  War.  The  country  is  richer,  more  populous, 
more  prosperous,  fraternal  societies  are  more  firmly  grounded, 
and  therefore  in  a  position  to  stand  up  under  severe  strains." 

Under  Alabama  we  find: — 

"The  idea  of  abolishing  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  is  spreading.  In  several  places  in  this  review  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  action  or  proposed  action  of  Grand 
Chapters  to  that  end.  Alabama  is  the  latest  State  to  abolish 
the  office.  Obviously,  there  is  nothing  that  a  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest  can  do  that  could  not  be  done  equally  well  by  a 
Grand  King;  besides,  to  abolish  the  office  shortens  by  one 
year  a  grand  line  that  already  is  too  long." 


xl  APPENDIX 

He  stresses  throughout  his  review  the  falling  off 
in  numerical  strength  of  some  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ters, saying  under  Alberta: — 

"In  this  respect  the  let-down  from  war  times  is  not,  of 
itself,  great  enough  to  excite  comment.  But  there  is  room 
for  comment  when  we  consider  the  increasing  numbers  of 
losses  by  demits  and  suspensions  for  nonpayment  of  dues. 

"It  is  to  be  doubted  whether,  in  view  of  all  the  circum- 
stances, these  losses  can  be  prevented,  but  certainly  every- 
thing should  be  done  to  hold  them  in  check  to  the  fullest 
possible  degree." 

He  does  not  mince  words,  while  recognizing 
merit,  regarding  California's  form  of  report  he 
says: — 

"If  he  doesn't  think  I  respect  and  admire  him,  let  him  pay 
me  the  visit  he  has  spoken  about.  But  even  after  that,  I 
should  still  believe  the  topical  report  to  be  utterly  and  irre- 
trievably bad." 

Canada  1925  receives  a  full  recapitulation  of  our 
affairs  on  which  our  colleague  congratulates  us  say- 
ing these  encouraging  and  complimentary  words: — 

"Which  is  a  good  record,  and  shows  Capitular  Masonry 
in  this  mother  Jurisdiction  of  the  Dominion  to  be  flourishing. 
This  is  true  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  time  after  tome  in  com- 
paratively recent  years — the  latest  have  been  very  recent — 
she  has  been  called  upon  to  consent  to  the  creation  of  new 
Grand  Jurisdictions  at  the  expense  of  what  seemed  to  be  her 
own  best  interests.  But  not  so.  The  smaller  her  territory 
became,  the  greater  the  prosperity  that  flowed  in  upon  it. 
Like  a  fond  mother,  she  escorted  her  departing  daughters  to 
the  door,  gave  them  her  blessing,  and  something  substantial 
in  the  way  of  aid  for  immediate  needs,  and  then  bade  them  a 
fond  good-bye.  Not  only  that,  but  she  continued  to  render 
them  assistance  as  long  as  they  felt  it  was  necessary,  and 
always  rejoiced  over  the  succsse  that  never  yet  has  failed  to 
crown  their  efforts.  She  is  proud  of  these  daughters,  and 
they  have  a  sincere  and  abiding  love  for  her." 

As  to  the  adverse  report  of  the  Committee  on 
De  Molay  he  says: — 

"  'The  Order  is  not  Masonic,'  said  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee in  conclusion,  'and  therefore  we  should  not  sponsor 
it.'  " 

As  to  our  own  review  these  kind  words  are  wel- 
comed : — 
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"The  correspondence  report  continues  to  be  written  by 
Comp.  Ponton,  who  is  perhaps  more  widely  known  south  of 
the  international  boundary  than  any  other  member  of  the 
fraternity  in  the  Dominion.  He  has  made  many  visits  to 
Masonic  bodies  in  the  States,  and  numbers  his  friends  here 
by  the  thousands.  His  report  fills  266  pages,  and  I  am  glad 
he  has  so  much  room  in  which  to  air  his  opinions.  The  report 
is  interesting  and  shows  a  firm  grasp  upon  Capitular 
essentials." 

Indiana  suggests  to  him  the  following: — 

"The  first  net  loss  reported  in  North  America  this  time 
was  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1924;  I  do  not  recall  that  there  were 
reports  showing  net  losses  in  the  United  States  until  1925. 
We  are  just  beginning  now  to  feel  the  pinch  at  its  hardest. 

"Some  of  the  country  Chapters  have  continued  to  use  the 
moon  schedule  for  their  meetings.  On  the  recommendation 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  the  Grand  Chapter  has  legislated 
so  as  to  stop  it." 

Under  Montana  we  find  the  following  interesting 
note: — 

"The  Grand  Chapter  fund  of  $5,000  for  Masonic  Home 
endowment  purposes  was  turned  over  to  the  Home, 
to  be  by  it  held  in  trust.  A  fund  of  $5,000  for  educational 
purposes  was  merged  with  a  similar  fund  raised  by  the  Grand 
Commandery.  The  interest  on  the  combined  amount  will  be 
loaned  to  deserving  young  people  who  desire  to  complete  edu- 
cational courses.  This  practice,  too,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  now 
widespread  throughout  American   Freemasonry." 

Victoria  joins  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the 
following  decision: — 

"It  was  decided  to  amend  the  Book  of  the  Law  so  as  to 
provide  that  a  Chapter  member  automatically  lost  that  con- 
nection as  soon  as  he  dropped  out  of  his  blue  lodge."

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A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  at  Free- 
masons' Hall  4th  November,  1925.  Hubert  F. 
Manisty,  K.C.,  LL.B.,  is  President  of  the  Committee 
of  General  Purposes,  and  J.  S.  Granville  Grenfell  is 
Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Antient  and 
Solemn  Form. 

Considerable  business  was  done,  including  the 
sanction  of  the  removal  of  four  Chapters  mentioned 
in  the  report. 

Quarterly  Communication  held  3rd  February, 
1926,  Lord  Ampthill  presiding. 

The  Committee  reported  with  regard  to  Queens- 
land as  follows: — 

"The  fullest  assurance  has  been  given  that  the  possession 
of  these  qualifications  shall  not  be  required  of  members  of 
the  English  Constitution,  when  visiting  Chapters  under  the 
Supreme  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Queensland,  and  the  usual 
undertaking,  conserving  the  rights  of  Masons  in  Queensland 
under  the  English  Constitution,  having  also  been  given,  the 
Committee  is  now  enabled  to  recommend  to  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  the  acceptance  of  the  resolution,  of  which  notice  is 
given  in  the  Agenda." 

They  record  the  death  of  several  outstanding 
Royal  Craftsmen.  "Death  loves  a  shining  mark." 
They  say: — 

"The  Committee  has  the  melancholy  duty  to  report  the 
death  of  the  following  Past  Grand  Officers,  who  have  been 
conspicuous  by  their  devotion  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 

Lord  Ampthill  in  a  closing  address  admonished 
the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  as  to  the  importance  of 
warrants  in  the  following  words : — 

"The  principal  thing  which  has  given  occasion  for  these 
remarks  is,  that  there  are  certain  Chapters  which  meet  with- 
out having  their  Charter  or  Warrant  at  hand,  and  available 
for   display. 

"It  is  probable  that  in  these  cases  the  Warrant  is  kept 
safely  under  lock  and  key  at  the  private  residence  of  the 
Scribe  E.  of  the  Chapter,  but  it  is  certain  that  it  is  never  in 
the  Chapter  Room. 

"Now  this  is,  of  course,  quite  irregular  and  quite  inexcus- 
able, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Royal  Arch  Ritual  does  not 
provide,  like  the  Ritual  of  the  Craft,  for  the  display  and 
presentation  of  the  Warrant  at  certain  definite  moments.

"That  Article  identifies  the  Royal  Arch  with  Craft  Ma- 
sonry, and  definitely  includes  it  in  the  same,  so  that  regula- 
tions and  practices,  which  are  regarded  as  fundamental  and 
essential  in  the  Craft,  are  equally  fundamental  and  essential 
in  the  Royal  Craft. 

"I  have  also  heard  that,  in  some  Chapters,  the  duty  of 
presenting  a  copy  of  the  Royal  Arch  Regulations  to  Exaltees 
is  not  observed. 

"In  this  regard  there  is  a  very  positive  rule  in  the  Craft, 
but  unfortunately  the  Royal  Arch  Regulations  do  not  provide 
specifically  that  a  copy  must  be  presented  to  each  Exaltee. 
But,  here  again,  we  are  necessarily  governed  by  the  prelude 
to  our  Regulations,  which  provides  that  the  rules  of  the  Craft 
shall  apply  in  these  cases. 

"It  is,  therefore,  most  desirable  that,  in  the  Royal  Arch, 
which  is  included  in  pure  Antient  Masonry,  there  should  be 
similar  regard  for  good  order  and  regularity,  for,  after  all, 
it  is  these  outward  things  which  are  the  visible  sign  of  an  in- 
ward and  spiritual  grace.  It  is  in  outward  formality  and 
punctual  observance  of  rule  and  custom,  that  we  have  our 
only  way  of  keeping  our  hearts  and  minds  fixed  on  the  high 
objects  which  bind  us  together  in  the  close  bonds  of  brother- 
hood." 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  5th  May, 
1926,  all  the  officers  apparently  being  present.  Lord 
Ampthill  thus  patriotically  refers  to  the  General 
Strike  and  to  the  spiritual  attitude  of  the  Royal 
Craft:— 

"Companions,  we  are  met  at  a  time  of  grave  national 
anxiety.  It  would  not  be  right  that,  in  this  assembly,  I  should 
make  comment  upon  the  events  which  have  caused  that 
anxiety,  and  I  do  not  intend  to  do  so.  But  it  would  also 
not  be  right,  in  my  humble  judgment,  if  I  ignored  the  grave 
concern  wliich  I  share  with  you,  my  Brethren  and  Com- 
panions. 

"Since  you  look  to  me  to  act  as  your  spokesman,  I  must 
endeavour  to  express  the  sentiments  that  must  be  expressed 
if  there  is  any  sincerity  about  our  Companionship.  What  are 
those  sentiments?  They  are  the  sentiments  of  mutual  sym- 
pathy and  mutual  agreement  which  unite  friends,  and  par- 
ticularly friends  bound  together  in  the  Brotherhood  of  Ma- 
sonry. They  are  the  feelings  of  mutual  understanding  of  our 
Masonic  duty  as  men,  as  citizens  of  the  world,  and  as  English- 
men. 

"We  have  opened  this  Convocation  in  the  name  of 
T.T.A.L.G.M.H.  and  have  prayed  for  the  inspiration  of  His 
Holy  Spirit.  We  have  therefore  an  opportunity  for  a  united 
act  of  spiritual  endeavour.    I  therefore  humbly  beg  you  to  fix 
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your  thoughts  upon  the  purpose  and  true  nature  of  our  Order, 
and  thus  to  create  in  this  Hall  for  a  few  moments  a  Masonic 
atmosphere.  Do  not  let  the  outward  formalities  which  we 
have  to  perform  distract  your  contemplation  of  higher  things 
and  things  that  matter  more." 

The  Acting  Third  Grand  Principal,  Rev.  Preben- 
dary G.  H.  Perry,  offered  a  wonderful  and  searching 
prayer. 

Total  receipts  were  reported  as  being  £4,413 
Sterling. 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  4th  August, 
1926,  Lord  Ampthill  presiding,  and  Colonel  F.  S.  W. 
Cornwallis,  C.B.E.,  sitting  as  Second  Grand  Principal. 

The  following  visitors  were  welcomed : — 

"M.E.  Comp.  T.  Mackenzie  Kirkwood,  First  Grand  Prin- 
cipal, Victoria,  Australia;  E.  Comp.  E.  Michael,  Past  Presi- 
dent Committee  General  Purposes,  Victoria,  Australia;  E. 
Comp.  J.  C.  Pickford,  Past  Principal  Grand  Sojourner, 
Victoria,  Australia." 

Addressing  the  Second  Grand  Principal,  Lord 
Ampthill  said: — 

"This  is  a  position  which  belongs  to  you  by  virtue  of  your 
office  as  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Su- 
preme Grand  Chapter  we  welcome  you  here,  and  offer  our 
fraternal  congratulations.  M.E.  Comp.  Col.  Fiennes  Stanley 
Wykeham  Cornwallis  was  then  obligated  and  invested  by  the 
Pro  First  Grand  Principal  as  Second  Grand  Principal." 

Permission  to  move  five  Chapters  was  given, 
among  them  the  following : — 

"The  Mount  Moriah  Chapter,  from  the  Imperial  Restaur- 
ant to  the  Royal  Adelaide  Galleries,  London. 

"The  Empire  Chapter,  from  the  Criterion  to  the  Royal 
Adelaide  Galleries,  London. 

Lord  Ampthill  is  a  royal  leader  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  he  concluded  the  meeting  with  these  rally- 
ing words  of  exhortation : — 

"Companions,  I  hope  that  you  will  not  think  me  guilty 
of  any  unbecoming  levity  if  I  refer  once  more  to  the  subject 
of  'a  brighter  Grand  Chapter.'  My  object,  as  you  know,  is  to 
get  something  done  which  will  make  our  proceedings  more  in- 
teresting and  instructive  to  those  who  attend,  and  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  their  opinions  on  the  matters  that  come  before 
us,  and  often  require  decisions  of  no  little  importance. 
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"Now  if  I  had  been  an  ordinary  member  of  Grand  Chapter, 
sitting  in  the  body  of  the  Hall,  I  should  have  wanted  informa- 
tion and  light  on  several  points  raised  in  this  particular  re- 
port. I  should  not  have  been  content  to  accept  them  without 
some  little  explanation.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  Report  of 
our  Proceedings  is  printed,  and  that  those  Reports  are 
studied  with  close  interest  in  distant  parts  of  the  world  where 
our  Jurisdiction  extends,  I  should  have  wished  to  do  some- 
thing to  show  that  the  whole  body  of  Companions  who  com- 
pose Grand  Chapter,  and  not  only  the  Officials,  are  interested 
in  the  affairs  of  our  Companions  Overseas,  and  keenly  sym- 
pathetic when  those  Companions  have  to  encounter  difficulties 
with  which  we  are  fortunately  not  familiar,  the  difficulties 
incidental  to  life  in  tropical  climates,  where  the  European 
population  is  widely  scattered,  and  where  men  have  to  travel 
a  thousand  miles  or  more,  and  give  up  several  days  of  time, 
in  order  to  attend  a  Masonic  meeting. 

"I  am  only  making  these  entirely  unpremeditated  remarks, 
by  way  of  suggesting  the  possibility  of  instituting  quite  useful 
and  interesting  little  discussions  at  our  meetings.  I  hope 
very  much  that,  in  the  future,  no  Companion  will  be  de- 
terred, by  any  undue  sense  of  decorum,  from  asking  any  ques- 
tions which  may  seem  to  him  to  be  legitimate,  useful,  and,  in 
short,  to  the  point." 

It  is  always  with  filial  delight  that  we  get  into 
annual  touch  with  the  mother  Grand  Chapter,  but 
why  will  they  not  publish  Annual  Proceedings,  as 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions  do  ? 


FLORIDA. 

T.  T.  Todd,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Eightieth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Jacksonville,  May  18th,  1926. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  showed  an  ex- 
ample to  their  younger  Companions  by  their  fidelity. 

Canada  was  again  represented  by  Chester  De 
Rocher  and  we  are  glad  to  know  that  he  was  Can- 
adian born. 

The  introduction  to  the  Grand  High  Priest's  ad- 
dress will  scarcely  bear  sandwiching  or  slicing,  and 
we  therefore  give  it  in  full : — 

"It  is  most  gratifying  to  witness  the  annual  assembling 
of  the  members  attending  Grand  Chapter,  to  hear  the  hearty 
greetings,  observe  the  warm  handclasps  and  pleasant  smiles, 
to  hear  the  sincere  and  affectionate  pleasantries  that  attend 
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the  forming  of  new  acquaintances  and  the  meeting  of  Com- 
panions whose  associations  have  existed  for  a  great  number 
of  years,  to  note  the  fine  spirit  of  companionship  displayed 
by  those  whom  the  mellowing  tides  have  rendered  less  in- 
clined to  form  new  friendships,  and  to  meet  the  members  here 
for  the  first  time,  quick  to  assimilate  the  spirit  of  good  fellow- 
ship. 

"Companions,  if  the  forming  and  cementing  of  friendship 
were  all  that  we  accomplished,  even  then  would  I  insist  that 
our  organization  was  worth  while,  for  were  it  not  for  the  asso- 
ciations which  we  cultivate,  the  friendships  which  we  form, 
and  the  affectionate  concern  for  one  another  which  generates 
as  a  result  of  our  meeting,  we  would  have  been  deprived  of 
one  of  the  greatest  privileges  that  grace  our  existence. 

"But  there  is  more;  we  form  an  association  of  men,  law 
abiding,  virtuous  and  patriotic,  living  and  advocating  those 
ideals  which  will  ultimately  place  society  upon  a  high  plane. 
That  our  good  influences  are  observed  and  felt  outside  our 
circle,  is  manifest  in  the  desire  of  good  men  from  all  walks 
of  life  to  become  identified  with  our  Fraternity,  which  indeed 
they  have  done  until  we  now  present  an  army  of  good  men 
and  true  who  wield  a  great  power  for  improvement." 

Past  Grand  High  Priests  have  monuments  erected 
to  them  by  regulation  in  Florida,  a  worthy  custom. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ely  P.  Hubbell  has  been  appointed 
on  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  a  worthy  honour. 

Florida  is  interested  in  the  Tuberculosis  Hospi- 
tals : — 

"A  tabulated  report  shows  that  Masons  from  every  State 
are  being  treated  in  these  sanitariums  and  it  would  only  be 
in  keeping  with  our  charitable  programme  that  this  Grand 
Chapter  assist  in  this  noble  work,  and  I  so  recommend." 

Some  Chapters  being  moribund  the  Grand  High 
Priest  says: — 

"Capitular  Masonry  is  entitled  to  representation  in  a  com- 
munity of  half  a  thousand  Master  Masons,  and  it  seems  that 
the  only  way  that  we  may  establish  it  is  to  arrest  the  Charter 
and  start  over." 

The  Memorial  Committee  report  closes  with  these 
lines : — 

"And  ever  near  us,  though  unseen, 
The  dear  immortal  spirits  tread 
For  all  the  universe  is  life 
And  none  are  really  dead." 
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Florida  is  represented  by  James  H.  Cowan,  of 
Gait. 

Membership,  8,449.   Net  gain,  481. 

The  Correspondence  Report  with  the  experienced 
touch  of  Ely  P.  Hubbell  is  of  course  satisfying.  In 
his  introduction  he  says : — 

"Although  ten  years  is  a  long  time  to  look  ahead,  yet  time 
passes  so  swiftly  that  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  this  is  the 
tenth  time  that  the  writer  has  been  permitted  to  report  some 
of  the  more  important  features  to  be  found  in  the  Proceedings 
that  are  received.  He  surmised  lack  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  members  in  those  Chapters  which  meet  more  or  less 
irregularly.  And  no  doubt  he  might  have  truthfully  added 
by  lack  of  'pep'  on  the  part  of  the  High  Priest  and  other 
officers." 

British  Columbia  gives  him  ample  opportunity 
for  comment: — 

"May  we  quote  this,  certainly  worthy  of  consideration, 
from  the  'Conclusion'  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Z. : 

"  'A  real  Freemason  is  one  who  lives  that  little  children 
may  be  happier,  youth  more  joyous,  manhood  more  clean, 
old  age  less  lonely;  who  so  lives  that  man  will  hate  less  and 
love  more ;  be  honourable  in  public  dealings  as  in  private  acts ; 
who  sees  in  Freemasonry  above  all  things  else,  the  doctrine 
of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man.' 

"There  is  no  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  and  possibly  it 
would  not  be  in  keeping  with  their  official  nomenclature. 
However,  conditions  may  change ;  let  us  hope  they  do." 

Canada  is  generously  reviewed.   He  says : — 

"From  distinguished  visitors  from  neighbouring  Grand 
Chapters,  one  of  the  Pennsylvania  guests  volunteering  this 
information : 

"  'It  is  on  record  that  there  were  several  Lodges  in  Phila- 
delphia in  the  year  1730,  and  that  the  third  oldest  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  world  was  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania.' 

"Many  matters  of  general  interest  as  well  as  those  par- 
ticularly Capitular  appear  in  the  well  orepared  address  of 
the   Grand  Z. 

"Rather  plentiful  were  the  dispensations  issued  by  the 
Grand  Z.,  which  prompted  the  committee  to  whom  the  address 
was  referred,  to  'suggest  that  dispensation  be  granted  as 
sparingly  as  possible.'  " 

Again  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Evans'  historical  speech  is 
quoted  as  in  many  Jurisdictions.  Our  colleague 
further  says : —

"Much  stress  is  given  by  the  Committee  on  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  to  the  great  danger  that  lurks.  True,  in- 
crease in  numbers  denotes  growth,  but,  says  the  report, 
whether  that  report  be  healthy,  permanent  and  satisfactory, 
depends  very  largely  upon  the  impressions  created  in  the 
candidate's  mind  during  his  progress  through  the  several 
degrees. 

"Instructive  and  inspiring  are  the  reports  of  the  sixteen 
Grand  Superintendents,  including  far-away  Yukon  Terri- 
tory. 

"Companion  Ponton  more  than  meets  expectations  in  his 
Capitular  Correspondence  and  Review,  and  entitles  him  to  a 
seat  way  up  in  the  front  row,  in  which  the  enchanted  reader 
is  taken  in  the  cruise  of  his  special  service  Squadron  about 
the  known  world  of  the  Royal  Craft.  It  requires  over  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pages,  much  of  it  in  small  type,  in  which 
nothing  really  worth  while  is  overlooked. 

"Under  Florida  he  is  pleased  to  note  that  'Canada  was 
represented  by  Companion  Chester  DeRocher,  an  appropriate 
name  combining  English  and  French  and  suggesting  Can- 
ada's two  mother  countries," 

Under  Colorado  we  find : — 

"Many  minor  matters  required  his  attention,  and  nearly 
a  half  of  the  Constituent  Chapters  were  visited,  which  he 
well  says: 

"  'Is  the  one  thing  that  repays  you  for  all  the  time  spent, 
and  the  troubles  that  are  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding 
officer.'  " 

Michigan  always  furnishes  something  interest- 
ing:— 

"Its  purpose  and  function  it  is  stated — 'is  to  encourage 
the  co-ordination  of  interests  in  all  of  the  Masonic  bodies 
of  the  State  and  to  diffuse  light  and  information,  and  in  every 
way,  possible,  to  do  our  full  duty  to  Masons.' 

"There  seems  to  be  no  'patent  applied  for'  attached  to  it 
and  the  outline  reads  as  though  it  might  be  worth  looking  into 
by  any  one  interested.  Grand  Secretary  Charlie  Conover  is 
very  obliging.  Ask  him  about  it." 

From  Saskatchewan  we  take  this  tribute : — 

"Nowhere  do  we  recall  seeing  a  more  concise  and  truthful 
tribute  to  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  Wm.  F.  Kuhn 
than  that  of  Grand  First  Principal  McCauley  in  his  address, 
when  he  said:  'He  was  a  plain  man  of  the  people,  with  a 
heart  overflowing  with  love  for  his  fellows,  a  most  ex- 
emplary and  earnest  Royal  Arch  Mason.'  " 

Pennsylvania  furnishes  an  interesting  item: —

'•Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  M.  Core,  the  Fraternal 
Correspondence  Committee  Chairman,  informs  the  readers 
that  'membership  in  this  committee  is  not  a  perfunctory 
honour,  but  involves  real  honest  work.'  He  also  notes  the 
'pitifully  inadequate'  appropriation  for  this  work  in  other 
Jurisdictions. 

"Will  the  demand  for  'mass  action'  along  some  one  or 
more  definite  uplift  lines  replace  the  old  work  of  Masonry? 
Must  we  resort  to  the  spectacular  to  attract  the  crowd.  Or 
shall  we  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  be  content  to  complete  the 
Masonic  education  of  the  Master  Mason?  To  unfold  to  him 
the  beauties  of  that  which  was  dimly  hinted  in  the  Symbolic 
Lodge?" 

And  from  the  conclusion  of  our  friend  and  col- 
league, whose  personal  cards  are  always  most  wel- 
come, we  take  these  words: — 

"While  various  reasons  are  assigned,  probably  more  or  less 
unavoidable,  yet  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  these 
losses  might  be  somewhat  lessened  were  the  business  affairs 
of  the  constituent  bodies  given  the  same  careful  and  thought- 
ful attention  as  those  in  charge  give  to  their  own  personal 
affairs. 

"Another  matter  that  is  receiving  much  attention  is  the 
growing  number  of  organizations  that  make  Masonic  mem- 
bership a  more  or  less  prerequisite.  However  meritorious 
each  may  be  in  its  own  aims  and  objects,  the  Mother  Craft 
should  not  be  held  responsible  for  the  acts  of  its  offsprings 
which  it  cannot  or  does  not  control."

GEORGIA. 

William  A.  Sims,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion assembled  in  Macon,  April  28th,  1926,  opened 
with  a  beautiful  invocation  by  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
all  joining  in  the  Lord's  Prayer.  Twelve  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  were  presented  at  the  altar,  using  the 
following  words : — 

"So  to  you,  Most  Excellent  Sir,  I  present  these  dear  Com- 
panions as  our  jewels." 

Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Commandery  were  hon- 
oured. 
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Upon  calling  the  name  of  James  W.  Taylor, 
P.G.H.P.,  a  Companion  responded  saying  "the  be- 
loved voice  so  well  known  in  this  Grand  Body  is 
hushed  in  death.  No  more  will  its  silver  tones  be 
heard." 

Canada's  Representative  was  not  among  those 
received. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  High  Priest  said : — 

"I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent 
upon  me  with  high  hopes  and  a  determination  to  do  my  best 
for  the  advancement  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  yet,  I  cannot  but  regret  that  the  measure  of  my 
achievement  has  fallen  far  short  of  the  high  aims  and  aspira- 
tions which  animated  me  when  I  assumed  this  exalted  station, 
but  the  associations  formed,  the  courteous  greetings,  the 
kindly  and  helpful  suggestions  received,  shall  ever  be  to  me 
a  fragrant  and  pleasant  memory. 

"Like  leaves  on  trees,  the  life  of  man  is  found 
Now  green  in  youth,  now  withered  on  the  ground. 
The  following  Spring  another  race  supplies, 
These  fall  successive,  and  successive  rise. 
Thus  generations  in  their  course  decay, 
Thus  nourish  these  when  those  have  passed  away." 

He  paid  a  worthy  tribute  to  the  memory  of  M. 
Ex.  Jacob  A.  Walton,  P.G.H.P.,  who  was  born  in  Tor- 
onto in  1847 ;  and  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Taylor  he  said : — 

"His  devotion  to  the  Masonic  Home  endeared  him  to  the 
inmates  of  that  institution,  as  a  real  father.  The  children 
will  miss  his  kindly  greetings  each  month,  more  than  any  one 
else,  for  they  respected  him  and  loved  him  as  their  champion, 
with  that  innocent  devotion  in  which  there  is  no  guile. 

Georgia  is  foremost  in  good  works  as  witness  the 
following : — 

"Realizing  the  great  need  of  such  a  place  where  our  own 
unfortunate  children,  affected  by  this  dread  disease,  could 
be  sent,  and  wishing  to  co-operate  with  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
establishing  such  a  hospital,  I  issued  the  following  appeal 
to  our  Chapters: — 

"  'Here,  my  Companions,  is  an  opportunity.  We  should  not 
confine  our  efforts  solely  to  our  Home  in  Macon,  wonderful 
as  it  is.  Masonry  is  and  should  be  ever  broad  enough  to  take 
in  every  avenue  where  distress  can  be  relieved.'  " 

$10,000  was  granted  for  a  new  Auditorium.

At  a  Fall  Convention,  known  as  Past  Grand  High 
Priests'  Day,  about  300  were  exalted. 
Of  the  Home  he  also  says : — 

"The  guests 'of  our  Masonic  Home  are  not  mere  objects 
of  charity.  We  should  delight  to  make  their  lives  happy,  to 
relieve  their  distress  not  as  a  charity  but  as  a  grateful  and 
devoted  service  we  render  to  those  who  love  because  we  love 
them." 

An  extraordinary  notice  was  drawn  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  he  immediately 
entered  his  protest.    The  notice  was  as  follows : — 

"Any  Mason  in  good  standing  within  a  radius  of  10  miles 
of  East  Point  who  desires  to  take  the  Royal  Arch  Degrees, 
together  with  the  four  Council  Degrees,  all  for  $40,  may 
do  so  by  applying  to  S.  N.  Thompson,  postmaster  at  East 
Point,  Ga.  You  may  pay  $20  down  and  balance  in  60  days  if 
you  so  desire.  You  will  get  all  degrees  at  East  Point  Masonic 
Hall,  May  12th,  but  your  application  must  be  returned  be- 
fore May  11th,  in  order  to  be  voted  on  that  night.  Tell 
others — a  swell  dinner  for  all." 

The  offender,  however,  wrote  unrepentingly,  say- 
ing:— 

"Those  who  have  stones  to  cast,  let  them  be  without  sin. 
And  I  am  sure  if  this  is  done,  there  will  be  few  bruises 
occasioned  from  the  throwing  of  stones." 

He  was  disciplined. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  concludes  his  address  as 
follows : — 

"If  we  confine  our  Masonic  activities  to  ritualistic  work 
within  the  seclusion  of  our  Lodge  room,  then  our  conception 
of  its  mission  is  indeed  a  limited  one,  but  if  we  are  going  to 
translate  our  work  into  terms  of  practical  application  of  its 
lessons,  for  the  benefit  of  our  fellow  men  as  well  as  our- 
selves, we  will  soon  realize  that  Freemasonry  is  synonymous 
with  service. 

"The  drone  in  the  bee-hive  of  human  life  accomplishes 
nothing,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  Mason  whose  only 
support  of  the  Fraternity  and  its  efforts  consists  of  having 
his  name  en  the  roll  and  paying  his  dues." 

The  Grand  Secretary,  E.  A.  McHan,  is  also  Grand 
Lecturer,  and  gives  a  most  comprehensive  and  en- 
couraging report.  He  is  evidently  the  right  man  in 
the  right  place. 
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The  Committee  on  Education  says : — 

"This  Grand  Chapter  is  expending  no  funds  which  will 
bring  a  greater  dividend  that  the  money  being  expended  in 
helping  worthy  boys  and  girls  of  Georgia.  I  believe  that, 
without  exception,  each  of  the  recipients  of  our  aid  will  take 
up  the  work  of  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state." 

Total  membership,  18,516. 

This  reviewer  has  the  great  honour  of  represent- 
ing Georgia  near  Canada,  and  Canada  is  represented 
by  Comp.  E.  P.  Coulter  of  Columbus. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  sub- 
mitted by  Comp.  Pleasant  T.  McCutchen,  who  writes 
an  able  review. 

Canada  is  generously  commented  upon  and  at 
length. 

He  speaks  of  our  Fraternal  Review  as  splendid 
and  as  "embellishing  the  Canada  Proceedings." 

He  quotes  largely  from  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Davis'  ad- 
dress, especially  that  part  headed  "Forward."  Of 
our  Grand  Secretary  he  says : — 

"Report  of  Companion  Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E. 
(same  as  our  Grand  Secretary),  is  an  extended  one,  and  full 
of  interesting  detail  and  statistics,  showing  all  the  dealings 
of  his  office  with  the  constituent  Chapters." 

With  regard  to  Comp.  Gardiner's  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  he  says  it  is  "fine  and  deals  with 
all  phases  of  the  movements  of  the  Royal  Craft."  He 
cites  a  whole  page  and  a  half,  ending  with  the 
verse : — 

"Friends  are  as  Companions  on  a  journey, 
"Who  ought  to  aid  each  other  to  persevere 
In  the  road  to  a  happier  life." 

Again  he  mentions  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
and  De  Molay  as  follows : — 

"There  is  no  report  on  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  and 
we  hope  that  Canada  is  not  afraid  of  it.  It  is  entirely  an- 
other and  different  thing  from  De  Molay,  and  that  is  by  no 
means  a   Masonic  scarecrow. 

And  he  leaves  at  the  end  of  his  Review  this  Com- 
panion blushing  as  he  refers  again  to  our  Report, 
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saying  that  it  is  one  of  the  completest  and  best  that 
he  has  read. 

From  Colorado  we  take  this  paragraph: — 

"Yes,  Socrates  500  years  before  Christ  lived  in  the  age  of 
oratory  and  the  making  of  laws,  and  Caesar,  during  the  time 
of  Christ  lived  in  the  age  of  literature.  The  renaissance 
period  saw  the  construction  of  beautiful  structures,  and  now 
we  are  living  in  the  age  of  scientific  development." 

As  to  increasing  membership  he  agrees  with 
Manitoba  in  the  following: — 

"Your  Committee  desires  to  strongly  emphasize  the  state- 
ment in  the  address  that  it  is  our  duty  as  Royal  Arch  Masons 
to  make  it  known  to  Master  Masons  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
is  not  a  stepping  stone  or  afterthought  that  has  been  tacked 
on  to  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  but  that  it  is  a  part  of  that 
Ancient  Body  and  the  culmination  of  Craft  Masonry  Degrees, 
although  operating  as  a  Grand  Body  of  its  own. 

From  Mississippi  he  takes  this  altrustic  ques- 
tion : — 

"How  many  members  of  your  Chapters  are  'They'  per- 
sons and  how  many  are  'We'  persons,  and  to  which  class  do 
you  belong? 

"The  'Theys'  are  known  for  their  words,  for  their  works 
are  hard  to  find.  'I  don't  go  to  church ;  they  are  so  unsociable 
there.'  1  don't  take  any  interest  in  politics;  they  put  up 
such  poor  candidates.'  'I  seldom  go  to  the  Lodge  or  Chapter, 
I  don't  like  the  officers  they  elect.' 

"The  'Wes'  venture,  plan,  strive,  and  win  with  glory,  or 
turn  defeat  into  advantage." 

Hugh  W.  Taylor,  Grand  High  Priest. 
Edgar  A.  McHan,  Macon,  Grand  Secretary. 

IDAHO. 

Harry  P.  Wolfe,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Seventeenth  Annual  Convocation  convened 
at  Pocatello,  May  20th,  1925. 

The  Proceedings  are  prefaced  by  excellent  en- 
gravings of  the  late  Dr.  Kuhn  and  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Mattson. 

The  Railway  Y.M.C.A.  extended  a  welcome  and 
cordial  invitation. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  thus  commenced  his 
address: — 
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"Companions,  it  is  a  very  great  pleasure  to  me,  as  Grand 
High  Priest,  to  welcome  you  to  this,  our  Seventeenth  Annual 
Convocation.  You  have  come  from  every  part  of  the  State, 
and  many  have  travelled  hundreds  of  miles,  to  be  present 
at  this  Convocation,  as  Representatives.  It  bespeaks  the  in- 
terest you  have  in  Capitular  Masonry,  that  you  have  sacri- 
ficed the  time  and  money,  to  be  present  here.  Visualize,  if 
you  will,  the  distance  from  North  Idaho,  and  the  route  which 
must  be  travelled,  and  you  can  readily  see  the  love  we  all 
have  for  our  Order.  This  meeting  will  demand  of  you  your 
best  thought  and  deliberation,  for  what  you  do  here  will  not 
be  limited  in  its  results  to  an  hour  or  a  day,  but  may  effect 
the  welfare  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Idaho  for  the  ages  that 
are  to  come." 

A  proclamation  of  the  General  Grand  High 
Priest  to  all  Chapters  and  Grand  Chapters  of  their 
obedience,  declaring  the  restoration  of  Fraternal 
relations  with  Scotland,  was  read  and  acted  upon. 

Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  H.  E.  Higson. 

Grand  Secretary  Way  reported  membership  as 
2,697,  a  net  loss  of  5,  and  (he  thus  described 
one  pleasant  episode  of  the  year : — 

"Probably  the  outstanding  feature  was  a  trip  around 
Casco  Bay  on  two  chartered  boats,  with  a  stop  at  Long's 
Island,  where  over  eleven  hundred  delegates  and  visiting 
ladies  were  treated  to  a  typical  New  Englanl  clam  bake, 
which  also  included  sixteen  hundred  lobsters  and  many  other 
good  things.  The  guests  were  served  in  one  immense  tent 
erected  for  the  purpose." 

The  Necrology  Committee  embodied  this  clause 
in  their  report: — 

"As  his  office  was  one  of  honor,  so  too  was  he  an  honor  to 
his  office. 

"Those  of  us  who  were  privileged  to  meet  him  personally 
and  listen  to  his  marvellous  messages  at  the  last  Grand 
Chapter,  held  at  Boise,  can  never  forget  how  'our  hearts 
burned  within  us  as  he  opened  to  us  the  Scripture"  of  Capit- 
ular Masonry.  'He  being  dead  yet  speaketh'  and  his  words 
of  clarion  tone  and  clear  logic  will  help  us  on  in  many  an 
obscure  path  in  our  journey.  He  searched  through  the  ruins 
and  found  the  word  that  raised  the  veil  that  hangs  between 
the  seen  and  the  unseen." 

Five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  to  the 
Grand  Commandery  in  connection  with  their  Tri- 
ennial. 
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W.  H.  G.  Garrioch,  of  Ottawa,  represents  Idaho 
in  Canada. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  in  charge  of 
Comp.  George  E.  Knepper  and,  though  brief,  is  full 
of  interest. 

Under  Alabama  we  find: — 

"Looking  backward  and  pursuing  the  accomplishments  of 
the  year  just  closed,  I  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  not  the  volume  that  is  of  consequence,  but  the  fervency 
and  zeal  with  which  we  have  preserved  and  sustained  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Craft." 

Under  British  Columbia  this  modest  comment: — 

"The  Grand  Z.'s  address  was  better  than  could  reasonably 
he  expected  as  coming  from  one  who  was  'humbly  conscious' 
of  his  incapacity,  etc." 

As  to  California's  topical  report  the  following 
citation: — 

"It  may  be  that  'I  love  me,'  but  I  believe  my  reports  are 
as  good  as  most  of  the  others  I  have  seen,  and  as  long  as 
they  suit  California  readers,  I  shall  not  worry  about  what 
others  think  of  them." 

Under  Illinois  we  find: — 

"The  writer  has  had  a  large  and  varied  experience  with 
High  Priests.  Some  who  were  most  expert  ritualists  were 
weak  in  other  things  and  unable  to  conduct  a  successful 
year's  business.  The  question  naturally  arises,  Did  his 
knowledge  of  the  ritual  make  him  'weak  in  other  things?' 
or  was  he  just  born  that  way?" 

Under  New  Jersey,  under  the  heading  of  "A 
Modest  Request/'  we  read: — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  carries  a  level  head. 

"  'During  the  year  I  requested,  through  the  District 
Deputies,  that  the  Companions  refrain  from  smoking  during 
the  conferring  of  degrees.  In  many  instances  the  Companions 
cheerfully  acquiesced,  but  there  are  many  who  frowned  upon 
the  request.' 

"Let  them  frown.  Enforce  the  request,  even  though 
drastic  measures  are  required." 

North  Carolina  affords  him  this  opportunity: — 

"Companion  J.  Edward  Allen  is  the  author  of  this  most 
readable  report.     The  report  throughout  is  interesting  and 
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full  of  comment.  We  are  greatly  relieved  to  find  in  his  con- 
clusion:— 

"  'In  noting  these  comments,  the  reader  is  not  expected 
to  agree  with  all  of  them.' 

"There  is  nothing  concerning  Royal  Arch  Masonry  that 
can  be  conveyed  in  figures  that  is  not  found  therein." 

We  regret  that  Canada  does  not  find  a  place 
among  our  confrere's  reviews.

ILLINOIS. 

Andrew  J.  Schattgen,  M.E.G.H.P. 

The  Seventy-seventh  Convocation  convened  in 
the  Grand  Ball-room  of  the  LaSalle  Hotel,  Chicago, 
28th  October,  1926. 

The  opening  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  was 
most  impressive  as  the  following  sentences  will 
show :  — 

"With  passionate  appeal  to  thy  divine  grace  we  plead  for 
Thy  promised  care.  With  honor  and  integrity  at  stake,  we 
promise  efficiency  and  energetic  unrest.  Until  the  cessation 
of  life  and  the  opening  of  the  portals  of  eternity,  when  the 
trestle  board  of  the  Craft  will  have  inscribed  the  designs  of 
the  Master  of  all  men,  until  the  golden  sands  of  eternity 
touch  the  feet  of  the  penitent  pilgrim,  until  then  Oh  God  lead 
us  in  the  works  of  the  Craft" 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  responded  to 
duty's  call. 

Comp.  F.  W.  Soady  worthily  represented  Canada. 

If  Missouri  loves  humor,  Illinois  loves  music,  as 
appears  by  the  following  records  which  make  the 
Scottish  heart  throb  responsively : — 

"Previous  to  opening  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Imperial 
Quartette  of  Chicago  entertained  the  assembled  Companions 
with  a  short  and  delightful  musical  programme. 

"Companion  Gavin  Harvey,  District  Inspector  of  the 
Sixth  District,  rendered  two  selections  on  the  bagpipe  in  true 
Scottish  style." 

The  Grand  Representatives  were  welcomed  at 
the  Altar  and  were  then  faced  about  and  accorded 
the  Grand  Honors  of  Masonry. 
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From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  take 
these  paragraphs: — 

"The  year  just  past,  though  not  fruitful  of  great  increase 
in  point  of  members,  has  nevertheless  been  one  of  progress 
in  that  greater  essential  of  'who  best  can  work  and  best 
agree.' 

"Ungrateful  indeed  would  we  be  if  we  did  not  at  this  time 
express  our  thanks  and  renew  our  devotion  to  the  Grand 
High  Priest  of  Heaven  and  Earth  for  His  mercy  in  sparing 
for  another  year  all,  save  one,  of  our  official  family. 

"In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Grand  Chapter, 
five  schools  were  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

"Two  Chapters  located  in  Chicago  inquired  whether 
wrestling  bouts  and  exhibitions  of  boxing  were  permissible 
as  a  part  of  an  evening's  entertainment  by  their  Chapters. 
To  these  questions  I  replied  that  while  there  was  probably 
a  time  and  place  for  such  exhibitions,  they  were  not  to  be 
included  as  a  part  of  the  programme  of  entertainment  spon- 
sored by  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  or  by  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
acting  as  such." 

Of  the  Royal  Arch  Memorial  Hospital  and  Home 
(of  which  an  excellent  picture  graces  the  Proceed- 
ings) ,  he  says,  and  we  hope  the  contagion  will  catch 
in  Canada: — 

"On  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  June  5th,  of  this  year, 
in  company  with  the  R.E.  Grand  Secretary,  I  attended  the 
formal  opening  of  the  new  addition  to  the  Royal  Arch  Me- 
morial Hospital  at  Illinois  Masonic  Home  near  Sullivan, 
erected  jointly  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  and  this  Grand 
Chapter. 

"It  is  a  substantial  and  imposing  structure,  furnished 
and  fitted  in  the  latest  and  most  approved  manner  for  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  erected  and  will  add  materially 
to  the  welfare,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  afflicted  mem- 
bers of  the  Home.  The  hospital,  home  and  farm  are  being 
managed  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  by  Companion  A.  E. 
McCorvie,  superintendent,  and  his  accomplished  wife." 

The  reports  of  the  Inspectors  (as  they  are  call- 
ed), of  the  27  Districts  in  Illinois,  furnish  an  inte- 
resting reflex  of  Capitular  conditions  in  the  Districts 
of  which  they  are  the  faithful  stewards. 

The  total  assets  of  Grand  Chapter  amount  now  to 
$78,391.  There  are  240  Chapters  and  2  under  dis- 
pensation. 
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The  total  membership  of  Illinois,  again  leading 
all  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  is  90,569,  showing  an 
increase  of  1,565.   What  collective  potentiality ! 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  re- 
ported:— 

"That  the  Grand  High  Priest  now  issue  an  edict  declar- 
ing the  edict  of  1884  no  longer  in  force  and  that  fraternal 
relations  be  re-established  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark 
Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales." 

The  Grand  Master  was  received  with  all  the 
honors. 

Grand  Chaplain  Comp.  James  O'May  then  de- 
livered a  thoughtful  and  stirring  address  on  "The 
Spirit  of  Masonry  in  the  World's  Development," 
and  we  cannot  resist  sharing  with  our  Companions 
the  following  sentences  and  commend  the  whole  ad- 
dress for  perusal : — 

"Among  the  many  influences  that  have  been  dynamic  in 
the  world's  development,  not  the  least  has  been  the  'Spirit  of 
Masonry.'  By  the  Spirit  of  Masonry,  the  speaker  would 
definitely  and  particularly  emphasize  that  general  influence 
that  emanates  and  has  emanated  from  the  gatherings  of  men 
called  Masons  ever  since  the  Craft  came  into  being.  Before 
the  crude  Lodges  of  old  met  under  the  tutelage  of  the  kings 
of  England,  the  Spirit  of  Masonry  was  rampant  in  chivalric 
leaders  of  the  Teutonic  forests.  Before  the  Druids  were 
driven  from  the  British  Isles  and  the  iron  shod  feet  of 
Roman  soldiers  trod  the  shores  of  the  Thames,  the  Spirit 
of  Masonic  Influence  was  extant  in  the  military  exploits  of 
the  Roman  hosts.  Who  knows  but  that  the  forces  which  com- 
pelled a  Persian  king  to  free  the  slaves  of  Israel  and  sent 
Zerrubbabel  as  a  hostage  to  cry  eternal  deliverance  to>  the 
captive  Jews,  was  not  akin  to  the  forces  that  we  call  Masonic. 
Could  history  tell  its  story  in  full,  the  social  urge  that  has 
compelled  the  human  race  to  its  better  self  has  been  closely 
linked  with  influences  strangely  like  those  which  are 
familiar  to  the  folks  of  the  compasses  and  square. 

"It  was  from  the  tenth  to  the  thirteenth  centuries  that 
Masonry  really  found  her  bearings.  And  it  was  in  these 
very  centuries  that  the  statements  of  liberty  and  justice  on 
which  every  social  advance  has  been  made  were  first  sounded 
by  the  tongues  of  men.  The  Ritual  of  the  Order,  more 
marked  by  the  poetry  of  Milton  and  Chaucer  than  by  the 
proverbs  of  Solomon,  the  Lodge  settings  that  have  a  touch 
of  Druidistic  flavor  and  a  romance  of  the  Viking  kings,  the 
oaths  and  obligations  which  take  on  the  legal  phases  of  the 
days  of  John  Bunyan  and  his   Saxon  kind,  these  and  other 
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historical  evidences  like  them  are  the  indentures  which  iden- 
tify the  symbols  of  Masonic  meaning 

"May  this  Spirit  of  Masonry  be  carried  on  by  us  until  we 
hand  the  torch  of  progress  to  our  sons  and  step  across  to  the 
shores  of  God.     So  might  it  be." 

The  Obituary  Report  is  a  wonderful  document, 
replete  with  feeling,  catching  the  attention  at  once 
by  this  unusual  beginning: — 

"Companions, — More  people  die  every  year  as  the  result 
of  falling  off  ladders  than  are  killed  by  lightning.  Probably 
no  one  here  is  afraid  of  a  ladder,  but  many  of  us  are  of 
lightning.  We  think  more  of  the  danger  of  death  from 
lightning  because  it  has  the  more  spectacular  stage  setting 
though  in  reality  it  is  not  so  dangerous  as  the  ladder.  We 
are  easily  swayed  by  the  theatrical." 

And  quoting  with  other  verses  the  following: — 

"A  few  who  have  watched  me  sail  away 
Will  miss  my  craft  from  the  busy  day; 
Some  friendly  barques  that  were   anchored  near, 
Some  loving  soul  that  my  heart  held  dear, 
In  silent  sorrow  will  drop  a  tear. 
But  I   shall  have  peacefully  furled  my  sail 
In  a  mooring  sheltered  from  storm  and  gale, 
And  greeting  the  friends  who  have  sailed  before 
O'er  the  unknown  sea  to  the  unknown  shore. 

"No  matter  if  the  sky  is  gray, 

You  get  this  point  of  view; 
And  the  clouds  begin  to  scatter, 

And  the  sun  comes  breaking  through. 
You'll  know  him  if  you  meet  him, 

And  you'll  find  it  worth  your  while, 
To  cultivate  the  friendship  of 

The  'Man  Behind  the  Smile.  " 

Joseph  J.  Shelley,  of  Toronto,  is  the  faithful  rep- 
resentative of  Illinois. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Rela- 
tions is  as  usual  prepared  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Everett 
R.  Turnbull,  P.G.H.P.,  a  master  Craftsman.  He  says 
in  his  introduction:  — 

"This  is  the  eighth  time  that  I  have  presented  the  result 
of  my  reading  for  your  consideration.  The  returns  for  the 
past  year  have  been  unusual  on  account  of  the  loss  in  mem- 
bership. Twelve  U.  S.  Grand  Chapters  and  two  in  Canada 
have  reported  losses.  The  financial  statement  is  much  better 
and  there  has  been  no  diminution  in  the  policies  of  any  Grand 
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Chapter  on  account  of  these  losses.  The  presiding  officers 
of  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  devoted  much  time 
and  thought  to  methods  of  educating  candidates  and  to  the 
establishment  of  programmes  designed  to  create  more  inte- 
rest in  Chapter  convocations. 

"Peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the  Capitular 
World,  except  in  the  Australian' Jurisdiction.  The  two  Grand 
Chapters  of  Queensland  have,  as  yet,  failed  to  find  a  common 
basis  on  which  to  unite. 

"The  following  statement  is  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
Masonic  Relief  and  Employment  Agency  of  El  Paso,  Texas: 

"  'All  relief  work  for  non-resident  indigent  tuberculosis 
Masons  is  carried  on  by  this  Bureau,  which  is  composed  of 
the  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  city.  The  local  bodies  handle 
relief  work  among  their  own  members.  The  Bureau  ex- 
pended a  total  of  $35,634.94,  or  an  average  of  nearly  $1,000 
monthly  for  thirty-four  months,  entirely  for  the  care  of 
Masons  and  members  of  their  families,  from  other  States 
and  cities.' 

"These  are  'worthy  brother  Master  Masons'  who  are 
helpless  under  the  ravages  of  this  most  insidious  disease. 
Some  of  them  are  from  Illinois.  Royal  Arch  Masons  are 
actuated  by  'Fervency  and  Zeal.'  We  are  fervent  in  sup- 
porting our  indigent  ones  in  the  Royal  Arch  Hospital;  why 
not  be  zealous  in  assisting  those  unfortunate  ones  in  the 
southwest  and  thereby  partially  relieve  the  financial  strain 
on  those  faithful  brethren  whose  proximity  to  the  sick  excites 
their  pity  and  their  charity? 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  with  about  6,000  mem- 
bers, has  raised  $10,000  for  this  purpose.  Is  not  this  a  noble 
opportunity  to  'help,  aid  and  assist  worthy  distressed  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  their  wives,  widows  and  orphans?.'  " 

We  venture  to  make  a  somewhat  long  extract 
from  his  review  of  Alabama,  it  is  so  interesting,  as 
indeed  are  all  his  reports: — 

"The  idea  of  offering  a  'Life  Membership'  prize  for  peti- 
tions probably  originated  in  the  fertile  brain  of  some  'modern, 
up-to-date'  Masons,  one  of  the  'go  get  'em'  kind,  who  has  no 
conception  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry  or  the 
real  object  of  its  teachings.  While  on  this  subject  permit  me 
to  present  an  extract  from  an  old  letter  written  in  1839  to 
one  of  the  first  Lodges  in  Illinois,  upon  the  occasion  of  the 
issuance  of  their  dispensation: — 

"  'Allow  me,  my  brothers,  at  the  same  time  to  express  my 
great  solicitude  for  the  honor  and  happiness  of  the  Craft. 
Those  that  bare  the  high  honor  of  being  members  among 
those  who  have  entered  into  covenant  with  the  fraternity, 
passed  the  square,  and  seen  suspended  the  initial  of  the  name 
of  our  celestial  G.M.,  has  been  raised  to  the  honor  of  bearing 
the  emblem  of  power,  and  of  using  the  trowel — those,  permit 
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me  to  say,  should  be  holy,  harmless  and  undefiled.  There  are 
but  few  in  the  world  worthy  of  a  knowledge  of  our  art,  and 
there  ought  to  be  but  few  Masons,  therefore,  and  so  long  as 
we  are  but  few  in  number,  and  consist  of  the  true,  the  moral 
and  temperate,  we  are  safe,  and  may  be  happy.  The  best 
evidence  of  the  speedy  ruin  of  any  Lodge,  is  that  they  increase 
very  fast — that  they  are  very  numerous. 


"  'So  lay  the  foundation  of  the  edifice,  deep  and  strong, 
that  in  due  time  we  may  "bring  forth  the  cape  stone  with 
shouting  and  praise,"  that  we  may  receive  the  appellation  of 
"Good  Master"  each  for  himself,  that  may  at  last  in  that 
character  "lay  aside  the  level  and  plumb-line,  the  gavel  and 
the  trowel,  the  compass  and  square,"  and  be  greeted  and 
welcomed  to  the  Temple  of  God,  not  made  with  hands,  eternal 
in  the  heavens.' 

"If  the  above  named  question  had  been  submitted  to  this 
old  Grand  Master  what  a  stinging  rebuke  he  would  have 
written.  The  prestige  of  Masonry  to-day  rests  upon  the  solid 
foundations  laid  by  these  old  brethren  who  were  concerned 
solely  with  quality  and  not  numbers  of  members." 

Arkansas  receives  this  comment  and  we  all 
share: — 

"I  greatly  fear,  Companions,  that  too  many  of  us  in  our 
mad  rush  for  the  so-called  'Higher  Degrees'  overlook  the  real 
fellowship  which  occasions  like  this  afford.  I  wish  that  every 
individual  Masonic  Body  in  this  State  could  have  at  least 
one  of  these  occasions  annually  out  under  God's  green  trees ; 
away  from  the  blare  of  bands  and  the  glitter  of  pomp  and 
glory;  where  Masonry  is  not  camouflaged  into  a  combat  of 
confetti ;  where  to  be  a  Mason  does  not  mean  simply  the  right 
to  parade  in  all  the  panoply  of  war,  nor  the  accoutrements 
of  an  Oriental  sovereign;  out  where  we  are  not  blinded  by 
visions  of  fun,  frolic  and  foolishness,  but  are  actuated  by  a 
sincere  desire  to  be  of  real,  constructive  service  to  our  fel- 
lowmen;  where  Masonry  is  not  measured  by  degrees,  but  by 
helpful,  sympathetic  understanding  and  assistance,  'without 
the  help  of  fee  or  reward.'  " 

Every  Grand  Jurisdiction  produces  an  original 
comment,  for  instance  under  Kansas  we  find :  — 

"Many  Chapters  try  to  evade  this  law  and  exempt  their 
Past  High  Priests  from  dues.  I  have  often  wondered  what 
would  happen  if  we  adopted  the  law  of  England  and  Scot- 
land which  fixes  a  regular  fee  that  every  elective  and  ap- 
pointive officer  is  required  to  pay  for  the  privilege  and  honor 
of  being  installed  in  the  Grand  Bodies." 
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And  under  Michigan  the  following: — 

"A  good  record  and  the  important  feature  in  it  is  'have 
seen'  the  degree  conferred,'  not  'I  have  conferred.'  In  my 
humble  opinion  a  Grand  Lecturer  is  of  little  real  help  if  he 
only  travels  around  to  confer  degrees  on  classes  while  the 
local  officers  sit  on  the  side  lines  and  enjoy  the  exhibition. 
The  only  successful  Chapter  is  one  whose  officers  give  freely 
of  their  energy  and  ability,  thus  proving  the  poet's  song: — 

"For  the  soul  grows  rich  in  giving, 
All  its  wealth  is  living  grain; 
Seeds  which  mildew  in  the  garner, 
Scattered,  fill  with  gold  the  plain." 

British  Jurisdictions  are  scheduled  at  the  tail 
of  the  hunt.  This  is  the  only  objection  we  have  to 
the  review.  Why  not  place  them  in  proper  alpha- 
betical order?  There  is  no  latitude  nor  longtitude 
among  men  of  good  will.  We  have  no  cause  of  com- 
plaint, however,  of  Canada's  review,  in  which  he 
says: — 

"There  is  another  Grand  Chapter  that  has  abandoned  the 
physical  perfection  requirement. 

"There  are  sixteen  District  Superintendents.  They  were 
all  very  diligent  in  visiting  and  supervising  their  Chapters. 
The  combined  reports  show  satisfactory  conditions  in  general. 
That  mere  numerical  growth  is  not  the  sole  aim  of  our  Can- 
adian Companions  is  emphatically  shown  by  the  distribution 
of  $5,000  for  benevolence,  independent  of  what  Grand 
Chapter  has  done. 

"This  report  is  framed  in  excellent  language  and  even  an 
Illinoisan  can  easily  tell  the  condition  of  every  Chapter  as 
well  as  the  delegates  that  participated  in  the  convocation. 

"This  review  is  a  veritable  encyclopedia  of  business  trans- 
actions, customs  and  thought  as  expressed  by  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Jurisdictions  reviewed.  After  reading  this  report  there 
is  no  excuse  for  any  Canadian  Companion  to  profess  ignor- 
ance of  Capitular  affairs  in  any  Jurisdiction  throughout  the 
world. 

"Illinois  1925  received  eight  pages  filled  wnth  copious  ex- 
tracts from  the  reports  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand 
Secretary,  Grand  Chaplain  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Obituary 
Committee.  Your  humble  servant  was  also  honored  by  having 
some  of  his  dissertations  included." 

Under  England  and  the  address  of  Lord  Ampthill 
at  a  period  of  grave  National  anxiety,  he  says:  — 
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"The  way  he  closed  was  very  impressive  and  must  have 
had  great  influence  with  his  audience." 

The  final  word  under  Victoria  is  informative  to 
all:— 

"This  lecture  contains  a  diagram  showing  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  banners  in  their  Chapters.  Judah  is  in  the  north- 
east corner,  Ephraim  in  the  southwest,  Reuben  in  the  south 
and  Dan  in  the  north.  Grouped  with  each  of  these  are  the 
other  two  tribes  under  their  leadership,  making  six  tribes  on 
the  north  of  the  Chapter  and  six  on  the  south."

INDIANA. 

Lawrence  V.  Mays,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Eightieth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  Evansville,  21st  October,  1925. 

The  Proceedings  are  auspiciously  begun  by  excel- 
lent photographs  of  the  retiring  and  succeeding 
Grand  High  Priests,  both  apparently  young  men, 
and  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the  Masonic  Temple. 

The  biography  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bosworth  is  very 
vividly  written  and  so  unusual  that  we  reproduce 
the  final  sentences: — 

"As  a  man,  as  a  citizen,  as  a  companion  and  friend, 
'Karl  has  taken  an  enviable  place  with  his  fellowmen.  Trust- 
worthy, energetic,  affable,  courteous,  helpful — these  are  his 
outstanding  characteristics.  His  home  is  a  charming  spot, 
presided  over  by  a  charming  woman  able  to  make  a  charm- 
ing man  still  more  charming;  maybe  this  is  the  innermost 
secret  of  this  good  Companion's  approachableness  and  worth. 
But  from  whatever  source  it  arises,  it  is  a  welcome  acquisi- 
tion, one  that  serves  his  fellowman  and  makes  the  world 
a  better  place  to  live.  May  the  days  of  the  years  of  his  pil- 
grimage be  many  and  prosperous,  full  of  peace  and  content." 

The  prefatory  words  from  which  we  make  a 
brief  extract  are  headed  "Proemial."  We  have  not 
met  this  word  since  the  old  academic  days  when  we 
studied  Milton  together,  and  where  its  root  is  found 
in  the  line: — 

"So  glozed  the  tempter,  and  his  proem  tuned." 
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We  are  tempted,  therefore,  to  make  this  extract: — 

"It  was  all  well  done:  and  we  departed  with  a  warm  spot 
in  our  hearts  for  Evansville  and  its  hustling  Companions  and 
their  able  assistants.  May  the  sun  in  its  course  often  stop 
when  over  that  particular  oasis  in  the  valley  of  the  Ohio 
and  shed  a  double  portion  of  its  life-giving  energy  upon  those 
hospitabble  and  deserving  Companions;  and  may  their  tribe 
increase." 

Sixteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  did  credit  to 
themselves  and  Grand  Chapter  by  their  presence. 

Canada  was  represented  by  William  H.  Baugh. 

Arthur  D.  Prince,  of  Massachusetts,  and  other 
General  Grand  Chapter  Officers  were  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  tempts  us  to  quote  the 
following:— 

"Yet  to  him  who  welcomes  responsibility  and  is  not 
afraid  of  work,  which  seems  like  a  task,  becomes  a  pleasure, 
and  I  have  looked  forward  with  a  welcome  to  each  day,  count- 
ing it  as  a  fresh  beginning,  well  knowing  that  the  mistakkes 
of  the  yesterday  should  be  the  experience  to  guide  and  direct 
me,  and  mark  a  progress  for  the  day.  Progress  and  larger 
accomplishments  for  the  Chapters  throughout  the  great 
State  of  Indiana  has  been  the  burden  of  my  heart,  and  if  I 
possessed  the  enthusiasm  of  youth  when  installed  in  office, 
still  am  I  enthusiastic  to-day. 

"I  have  tried  to  impress  upon  the  various  officers  the 
loftiness  and  dignity  of  their  offices,  the  delight  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties,  and  how  and  why  each  and  every 
officer  should  not  only  be  proficient,  but  efficient  to  the  highest 
degree,  and  if  some  have  caught  the  vision  and  officers  of  the 
various  Chapters  of  the  State  have  tried  to  stir  enthusiasm 
among  the  rank  and  file  of  their  Chapters,  then  shall  my 
work  not  have  been  wholly  in  vain.  One  of  these  requests 
coming  to  my  attention  was  made  by  Greenfield  Chapter  on 
behalf  of  a  Companion  who  became  seriously  ill  and  was 
taken  by  his  beloved  wife  to  Mayo  Hospital  at  Rochester, 
Minnesota.  I  simply  asked  that  the  Companions  of  the 
Chapter  at  Rochester  render  whatever  assistance  they  could 
to  Mrs.  Gately  and  her  very  sick  husband.  The  service 
rendered  by  Rochester  Chapter  was  so  beautiful  and  so 
wonderful,  that  not  even  a  son  would  have  shown  a  greater 
consideration  to  his  mother,  and  while  Companion  Gately  did 
not  long  survive,  yet  the  kindness  shown  by  these  Companions 
at  Rochester  to  Mrs.  Gately  will  always  cause  tears  to  start, 
and  the  memory  of  this  service  will  make  the  sky  a  little 
brighter  and  her  sorrow  grow  less,  and  I  feel  that  if  the 
world  had  more  real  men,  Masons  of  such  sterling  quality, 
then  would  the  brotherhood  of  man  be  most  complete  indeed." 
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The  veteran  Grand  Secretary,  Robert  A.  Woods, 
raps  the  Secretaries  of  the  Chapters  for  failing  to 
file  within  the  time  limit. 

Total  membership,  33,361.     Net  gain,  342. 

The  General  Grand  High  Priest,  John  Albert 
Blake,  whose  recent  death  we  deplore,  delivered  a 
brief  and  excellent  address: — 

"The  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  has 
a  membership  of  eight  hundred  thousand,  and  with  this  mem- 
bership plus  the  membership  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters 
that  have  not  as  yet  joined  us,  it  would  be  nearly  a  million. 

"Loyalty  to  our  homes,  to  our  Maker,  and  to  our  country. 
If  we  have  that  we  needn't  fear  for  the  future.  The  future 
will  take  care  of  itself.  We  shall  have  happy  firesides.  That 
is  the  kind  of  loyalty  that  is  best  and  the  kind  we  are  work- 
ing to  have." 

Arthur  D.  Prince  followed  him  in  lively  fashion, 
and  we  cannot  resist  quoting  his  words: — 

"Mr.  Blake  is  seldom  at  home  in  the  evening.  He  is 
usually  gone  to  his  lodge  or  on  some  business.  One  evening 
while  at  home  Mrs.  Blake  noticed  he  was  spinning  a  dollar 
on  the  table,  and  asked,  'Why,  Albert,  what  on  earth  are  you 
doing?'  Mr.  Blake  replied  with  great  presence  of  mind,  'If  it 
comes  up  heads  I  am  going  to  the  lodge,  and  if  it  comes  up 
tails  I  am  going  to  the  club,  and  if  it  stands  on  end  I  am 
going  to  stay  at  home  with  you.' 

"Let  us  go  around  the  world.  I  have  seen  what  Free 
Masonry  has  done  in  bringing  together  men  of  different  reli- 
gions, men  of  different  languages  who  did  not  trust  us  as 
one  nation  to  another  or  one  people  to  another,  but  we  were 
drawn  together  in  Masonry  and  they  learned  that  if  they 
could  trust  us  as  Masons  they  could  trust  us  as  men  and 
citizens  of  our  respective  countries.  If  it  does  that  to  get  us 
better  acquainted  on  this  Masonic  basis  of  ours,  I  think  it 
will  have  accomplished  a  great  deal.  It  will  teach  all  men 
who  know  anything  about  the  Masonic  fraternity,  that  there 
is  at  least  one  place  in  the  world  and  only  one  where  men  of 
all  nations,  of  all  creeds,  of  all  religions,  of  all  languages  can 
gather  to  worship  a  common  God,  and  talk  a  common  lan- 
guage; the  language  of  Free  Masonry  which  is  that  of  love 
and  confidence." 

Comp.  John  Stevenson,  of  Stratford,  represents 
Indiana  with  us. 

Robert  A.  Woods  is  also  Reviewer  and  his  hand- 
some features  introduce  his  review,  as  do  the  fol- 
lowing worthy  words :  — 
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"My  fifteenth  annual  review  is  now  laid  before  you  for 
approval.  The  great  storm  of  capitular  activities  has  blown 
in  from  mountain  and  plain,  to  be  here  condensed  into  the 
small  voice  of  the  Hoosier  scribe.  Let  it  speak  to  you,  for  it 
is  meet  that  you  gather  up  the  trend  of  thought,  the  aspira- 
tions and  plans,  the  everyday  accomplishments,  of  our  sister 
Grand  Jurisdictions.  Capitular  Masonry  is  striving  towards 
Service,  as  an  outlet  for  its  energies.  We  are  marching  on 
splendidly  to  glorious  achievement.  Never  in  its  history 
has  the  Royal  Craft  been  more  prosperous  or  more  promising, 
and  its  results  more  satisfying.  It  should  be  cause  for  feli- 
citation that  the  presence  of  the  Lord  continues  to  fill  the 
Lord's  House,  to  the  glorification  of  the  world  in  general 
and  the  Royal  Craft  in  particular." 

He  fully  and  favourably  reviews  Canada  of  1925, 
making  extracts  from  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  and 
commenting  upon  the  work  of  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents. He  reports  fully  on  our  discussion  of 
De  Molay. 

Of  our  own  review  he  very  generously  says: — 

"It  is  very  largely  made  up  of  quotations,  ingeniously 
linked  together,  with  here  and  there  a  well-considered 
opinion  of  his  own.  He  says  that  'We  have  found  everywhere 
the  will  to  go  forward  together — not  to  drift — with  all  sails 
set — with  confidence  in  the  Great  Pilot — the  Ancient  of  Days 
— and  in  our  fellow  traveller,  men  of  good  will  and  good 
sense' — chosen  of  the  true — select  but  not  exclusive — acting 
and  reacting  upon  one  another — unifying  and  creative.'  He 
calls  his  Review  a  'Diary  of  Fellowship.'  Indiana  has  gener- 
ous and  fraternal  mention." 

As  to  movable   Chapters  in   South   Dakota  he 

says : — 

"We  naturally  presume  that  their  charter  reads  about  as 
does  that  of  Indiana,  as  above;  and  if  authorized  to  confer 
degrees  in  a  certain  town  how  can  it  legally  hippodrome  to 
another?" 

He  quotes  Joseph  Eggleston  under  Virginia,  who 
speaks  of  physical  disability  as  "Perpetuating  the 
antique/' 

Karl  Ferdinand  Bosworth,  Vincennes,  M.E. 
Grand  High  Priest.

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IOWA. 

Arthur  D.  Meeker,  M.E.G.H.P. 
The  Seventy-third  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
at  Dubuque,  14th  October,  1926. 

Distinguished  visitors  were  welcomed  from  Ne- 
braska, North  Dakota,  Michigan  and  the  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  respond. 
From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  admirable  address 
we  take  the  following  thoughts : — 

"It  is  only  as  one  passes  through  the  responsibilities  of 
this  high  office  that  we  realize  the  opportunities  for  service, 
with  its  temptations  to  pass  unpleasant  things  along  to  our 
successor,  as  well  as  courage  to  always  do  what  seems  right. 

"My  labour  in  the  vineyard  of  Capitular  Masonry  has 
been  one  of  love,  the  cementing  of  friendships,  the  warm 
handclasps  and  pleasant  smiles  that  greet  us  as  we  gather 
together  each  year  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  of 
my  life. 

"We  are  still  going  through  a  process  of  elimination  and 
the  report  for  1925  shows  a  net  loss  in  membership  in  the 
state  of  131.  870  were  exalted  and  592  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  I  am  satisfied  there  are  other 
reasons  for  this  condition  than  a  shortage  of  money. 
Justus  a  tree  must  be  pruned  to  bear  good  fruit,  so  must 
the  "dead  wood"  be  cut  from  our  Chapter  rolls,  and  post- 
poning the  job  only  makes  the  final  pruning  more  severe. 

"I  do  not  concur  in  the  idea  that  Subordinate  Chapters 
are  merely  a  mill  to  provide  new  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  re- 
hearse the  Ritual.  A  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  should 
be  regarded  as  a  place  of  meeting  or  home  for  the  Com- 
panions, and  while  new  members  are  desirable,  and  that 
work  should  be  encouraged,  no  Chapter  should  be  deprived 
of  its  home  because  it  does  not  produce  new  members  each 
year. 

Let  us  not  be  too  exacting  with  inactive  Chapters,  they 
are  composed,  in  most  cases,  of  good  Royal  Arch  Masons- 
just  as  good  as  you  and  I,  but  for  some  reason  are  not  able 
to  muster  the  necessary  enthusiasm  to  keep  up  with  the  pro- 
cession. 

"It  is  the  business  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  find  the 
trouble  in  these  Chapters  and  help  overcome  it,  instead  of 
killing  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  eggs." 

Among  his  Dispensations  refused  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing with  comment : — 
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"Al-Gabil  Chapter  requested  a  dispensation  to  receive  and 
ballot  on  petitions  at  a  special  convocation.  This  was  denied 
as  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  This  letter 
also  stated  that  Al-Gabil  Chapter  had  offered  a  prize  of  a 
$50.00  silk  flag  to  the  Lodge  that  furnished  the  most  peti- 
tions up  to  October.  I  was  very  much  surprised  and  did  not 
suppose  a  Chapter  in  our  Jurisdiction  would  stoop  so  low  as 
to  offer  a  prize  to  obtain  candidates." 

Of  the  Board  of  Custodians  he  reports  that  their 
work  was  admirably  done,  but  that  the  Chapters  did 
not  prove  responsive. 

As  to  proficiency  required  and  laws  of  Grand 
Chapter  generally,  he  says: — 

"Why  should  not  any  other  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter  be 
evaded  or  rather  why  should  the  Chapters  obey  any  of  our 
laws  if  they  object  to  them.  If  one  law  can  be  regarded  as  a 
dead  letter  why  not  all  of  them." 

He  thus  concludes: — 

"Some  of  the  things  coming  to  my  attention  have  required 
courage  to  make  the  right  decision.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has 
been  a  real  living  thing  to  me  and  I  shall  work  earnestly  in 
the  future  for  its  advancement." 

"I'd  like  to  think  that  here  and  there 
When  I  am  gone,  there  shall  remain 
A  happier  spot  that  might  have  not 
Existed  had  I  toiled  for  gain." 

Comp.  C.  C.  Hunt,  well  known  through  many 
Jurisdictions,  presented  the  Report  on  the  Doings  of 
Grand  Officers,  from  which  the  following  will  be  of 
interest : — 

"Our  Most  Excellent  King  Solomon  once  said,  "Pride  goeth 
before  destruction,  and  a  haughty  spirit  before  a  fall,"  but  a 
greater  than  he  gave  utterance  to  a  more  pertinent  truth 
when  he  said,  'Blessed  are  the  meek  for  they  shall  inherit  the 
earth.'  Where  will  you  find  a  man  that  is  Meeker  than  our 
present  Grand  High  Priest  or  one  in  whom  this  promise  has 
been  more  literally  fulfilled? 

"To  a  very  large  extent  the  loss  is  but  the  reaction  from 
the  post  war  inflation  which  also  affected  all  the  activities  of 
our  National  life.  Time,  patience  and  perseverance  which 
accomplish  all  things,  will  yet  bring  about  a  more  normal 
condition,  and  if  we  all  do  our  part  as  our  leader  has  done 
his  during  the  past  year,  Capitular  Masonry  will  again  enter 
on  a  period  of  growth  and  development." 
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The  Committee  on  Chartered  Chapters  say : — 

"Following  the  Round  Table  those  present  perfected  the 
temporary  organization  of  the  Secretary's  Guild,  in  which 
organization  it  is  hoped  all  Secretaries  of  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ters in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  will  become  interested." 

Membership,  23,727.   Net  loss,  133. 

The  Grand  Representative  of  Canada,  near  Iowa, 
bears  a  familiar  name,  D.  B.  Aylesworth,  of  Eldora, 
while  Iowa  is  represented  with  us  by  Comp.  Ed. 
Lankin,  of  Toronto. 

The  convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
is  a  live  institution  and  transacted  much  work  with 
many  members. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Edward  M.  Willard. 

From  his  thoughtful  introduction  we  glean  these 
ideas : — 

"The  opportunity  is  at  hand  to  attain  something  worth 
while.  It  is  not  alone  the  conferring  of  degrees  that  counts, 
but  an  additional  element  must  enter  into  our  endeavours,  and 
that  is  constructive  work. 

"The  real  test  of  the  inward  light  of  man  is  the  power 
of  its  outward  radiation. 

"As  this  is  true  of  man  so  is  it  true  of  Capitular  Masonry. 
The  inward  light  of  our  fraternity  radiates  from  within  and 
affords  an  opportunity  for  the  world  to  observe,  with  delight, 
the  accomplishment  of  those  things  that  are  for  the  uplift  of 
the  human  race. 

"We  are  moving  along  the  highway  of  time  under  condi- 
tions far  different  than  those  of  our  forefathers  who  have 
gone  this  way  before  us. 

"These  conditions  must  be  met  by  man  and  treated  in  a 
practical  aptitude  of  forethought,  so  essential  to  building  for 
the  future  and  looking  forward  to  the  spiritual  light  to  be  re- 
flected throughout  one's  earthly  career." 

"In  the  dusk  of  a  long  day's  end — 
It's  the  ship  that  sails  by  in  the  night — 
It's  the  gleam  of  a  friendly  smile, 
It's  the  music  of  voices — the  clasp  of  a  hand — 
Oh,  these  are  the  things  worth  while." 

"Masonic  Homes  are  being  built  and  maintained  by  dif- 
ferent Masonic  organizations,  for  the  unfortunate  or  the 
aged;  also  the  homes  for  orphans  of  Masons,  that  they  may 
be  directed  along  the  line  of  correct  living. 
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"Many  Chapters  are  accumulating  an  educational  fund  to 
help  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Masons  to  continue  in  their 
educational  duties,  that  they  may  complete  a  college  or  uni- 
versity course,  the  better  preparing  them  to  meet  life's 
problems." 

Canada  is  fairly  reviewed.  He  quotes  largely 
from  Comp.  Gardiner's  Report  on  Capitular  Masonry, 
ending  with  the  paragraph : — 

"We  extol  these  virtues  but  consider  Charity  the  greatest 
of  the  three,  because  it  is  active.  One  may  be  filled  with 
Faith  and  Hope,  yet  be  idle;  but  one  cannot  love  or  entertain 
the  true  principle  of  charity  without  serving." 

He  also  makes  a  large  extract  from  the  Report  on 
the  Fraternal  Dead  submitted  by  Edwin  Smith,  in- 
cluding the  following: — 

"God  is  the  prophet  of  man's  soul.*  *  *  *  He  would 
have  all  roads  leading  into  error  stopped,  and  all  roads  lead- 
ing into  right  made  highways  of  easy  finding  and  advance- 
ment." 

He  reproduces  almost  a  page  of  our  fraternal  re- 
view and  thanks  us  for  the  encouraging  words  said, 
and  he  concludes  with  our  paragraph : — 

"May  our  Colleagues  of  the  Round  Table,  the  interpreters 
and  historians  of  the  Royal  Craft,  and  may  all  those  whom 
they  so  faithfully,  sympathetically  and  excellently  represent, 
have  'joy  in  all  their  deeds  and  days,  time  for  the  task,  wis- 
dom for  the  work,  peace  in  the  pathway,  friends  for  the  fire- 
side and  love  to  the  last.'  " 

From  Colorado  he  mines  this  verse : — 

"Thus  have  we  built  and  still  shall  build, 
But  not  with  brick  and  beam, 
For  we  shall  breathe  the  breath  of  life 
Into  our  treasured  dream." 

And  from  Georgia  these : — 

"If  I  can  make  some  pale  face  brighter, 
Or  add  new  lustre  to  a  tear  dimmed  eye, 
Or  e'en  impart  one  throb  of  comfort  to  an  aching  heart, 
If  I  can  lend  a  strong  arm  to  the  falling 
Or  defend  the  right  against  the  wrong, 
My  life,  tho'  bare  of  perhaps  much  that  seemeth  great, 
Will  not  have  been  in  vain." 
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"$1,500.00  was  appropriated  to  the  Educational  Fund. 
"$5,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing a  wood-working  plant  at  the  Masonic  Home." 

Indiana  gives  him  a  rallying  question: — 

"Companions  of  Indiana,  have  you  gone  out  into  the  vine- 
yard? And  are  you  honestly  toiling  there,  for  yourself  and 
humanity?  Some  day  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  will  come  and 
call  for  an  accounting.     Will  you  be  ready? 

"Companions  of  Iowa,  are  you  going  out  into  the  vineyard 
and  doing  likewise?" 

Under  Maine  he  apparently  approves  of  this: — 

"In  referring  to  the  Chapter  sponsoring  organizations,  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reports: 

"  'We  recommend  no  Chapter  within  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion be  allowed  to  give  its  support,  as  such,  to  any  society, 
order  or  organization,  whatever  its  aims,  purposes  or  con- 
dition for  eligibility.'  " 

Missouri's  verses  appeal  to  him: — 

"Then  I  say  let  me  walk  with  the  men  in  the  road, 
Let  me  seek  out  the  burdens  that  crush, 
Let  me  speak  the  kind  of  words  that  bring  rest  to  the  weak, 
Who  are  falling  behind  in  the  road; 
There  are  wounds  to  be  healed,  there  are  breaks  we  must 

mend, 
There's  the  cup  of  cold  water  to  give, 
But  service  is  found  in  its  tenderest  form, 
When  we  walk  with  the  men  in  the  road." 

From  New  Mexico  he  takes  these  lines,  which 
may  not  be  perfectly  articulated  poetry,  but  are  very 
appealing  in  their  human  sense: — 

"The  happiest  men  on  earth  are  not  the  men  of  highest  rank; 
That  joy  belongs  to  George,  and  Jim,  to  Henry  and  to  Frank; 
With  them  the  prejudice  of  race  and  creed  and  wealth  depart, 
And  men  are  one  in  fellowship  and  always  light  of  heart. 
So  I  would  live  and  laugh  and  love  until  my  sun  descends, 
And  share  the  joyous  comradeship  of  honest,  fraternal 
friends." 

From  Nova  Scotia  he  chooses  these  lines : — 

"And  since  I  have  no  gold  to  give, 
And  love  alone  must  make  amends, 
My  only  prayer's,  while  I  live, 
God  make  me  worthy  of  my  friends." 
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Under  Ohio  we  get  this  information: — 

"The  Chapters  of  the  State  report  a  total  membership  of 
78,825;  have  contributed  to  the  Ohio  Masonic  Home,  $19,032; 
grand  dues,  $25,682;  a  total  of  $44,714. 

"There  are  in  the  Masonic  Home  120  men,  88  women,  70 
boys  and  45  girls,  making  a  total  of  323." 

South  Carolina  always  gives  an  outstanding  verse 
or  two: — 

"Suppose  we  be,  not  merely  seen, 

The  men  we  ought  to  be, 
Suppose  we  act,  not  merely  dream, 

While  yet  our  hands  are  free, 
What  if  we  don't  at  first  succeed, 

Our  failures  make  us  strong." 

And    Wisconsin    furnishes    a   manly  and  virile 
thought : — 

"In  the  present  day  when  we  hear  so  much  of  the  way- 
wardness and  crime  among  the  young,  when  some  are  even 
skeptical  of  the  future  morals  of  our  nation,  we  need  to 
hark  back  to  the  injunction  in  the  quotation  from  the  'Great 
Light'  which  I  used  at  the  outset  of  this  report.  As  King- 
David  said  to  his  son  Solomon,  'Be  thou  strong  therefore, 
and  show  thyself  a  MAN.'  "

KANSAS. 

Ben.  S.  Paulen,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Sixty-first  Annual  Convocation  convened  in 
Topeka,  Kansas,  February  22,  1926. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  properly 
clothed  and  in  their  right  place — the  Grand  East. 

Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  Roy  H. 
Clossen. 

Our  Companions  will,  I  am  sure,  be  glad  to  share 
the  following  long  extract  from  the  address  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest: — 

"Every  good  and  true  Mason  cherishes  the  thought  that 
as  the  years  come  and  go,  newer,  brighter  and  better  things 
will  be  in  store  for  all  mankind.  It  should  be  the  earnest 
desire  of  every  member  of  this  organiaztion  of  good  men  to 
devote  their  efforts  to  the  betterment  of  humanity;  we  should 
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make  every  possible  contribution  which  will  result  in  the 
greatest  good  for  all.  In  all  business  organizations  the  net 
gain  or  loss  is  measured  by  money.  In  Masonry  when  we 
take  our  annual  inventory  the  financial  portion  should  of 
necessity  not  be  overlooked,  but  the  one  great  test  of  our 
institution  is  not  of  monetary  value;  we  must  justify  our 
existence  in  a  different  way  and  show  to  the  profane  that 
we  practise  outside  our  temples  the  truths  taught  therein; 
that  our  lives  are  patterned  after  the  Deliverer  of  mankind ; 
that  the  world  is  better  because  of  our  existence  and  that 
we  have  been  good  citizens  in  the  broadest  sense,  willing 
to  give  the  best  we  have  for  the  betterment  of  God's  children, 
and  do  all  in  our  power  to  make  the  place  we  call  home  the 
best  governed  community  in  the  world.  The  most  important 
question  for  each  of  us  to  settle  in  our  own  minds  is  whether 
or  not  we  as  individuals  have  made  the  most  of  our  oppor- 
tunities. Have  we  been  a  friend  and  companion  to  man? 
Have  we  neglected  or  failed  to  assist  the  worthy,  and  can  it 
be  truthfully  said  to  us,  'Well  done — your  devotion  to  truth 
and  your  desire  to  bring  happiness  to  your  brethren  and  com- 
panions has  been  honest  and  sincere.' 

"Our  net  gain  in  membership  is  367,  making  a  total 
membership  of  21,723.  These  figures  are  not  discouraging, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  so  many  of  our  brethren 
in  the  lodge  fail  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
advance  in  Masonry  and  behold  the  wonders  and  beauties 
exemplified  in  the  most  sublime  Royal  Arch." 

He  thus  concludes:  — 

"To  live  each  day  as  our  Master  would  have  us  live;  to 
devote  our  strength  and  our  energy  in  assisting  those  less 
fortunate;  to  spread  friendship  to  the  whole  human  family; 
to  regard  every  man  as  our  brother  and  to  do  everything  in 
our  power  to  bring  about  Good  Will  to  all  mankind,  should 
be  our  constant  endeavor." 

The  esteemed  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  was  equally  esteemed  as  a  Brother  Mason, 
and  of  him  the  Committee  on  Necrology  say: — 

"But  in  this  report  may  we  call  your  attention  to  the 
death  of  our  beloved  Companion,  Thomas  Riley  Marshall, 
Past  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  Past  Most  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select  Masters, 
of  the  State  of  Indiana." 

Of  the  combat  of  life  generally  thev  thus 
speak: — 

"In  the  inner  world,  defeat  can  come  in  only  one  way, 
and  that  is  by  abject  surrender.     Occasionally,  we  find  men

playing  the  part  of  the  slacker,  refusing  to  fight  the  battle, 
and  in  this  way  forfeiting  their  right  to  the  crown." 

"Life  spans  the  chasm  between  darkness  before  birth  and 
after  death.    Over  it  each  one  crosses  between  two  unknowns. 

"A  characteristic  of  life  is  swiftness.  Swift  as  an  eagle's 
flight,  as  a  weaver's  shuttle  weaving  the  unfinished  tapestry 
of  character." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  warns  against  each  Chapter 
becoming  a  law  unto  itself. 

Kansas  is  represented  by  the  well-known  name 
of  Gibson,  of  Hamilton,  in  the  Royal  Craft  of 
Canada. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  in  the  able  and 
experienced  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Albert  K. 
Wilson,  of  Topeka. 

The  following  paragraphs  from  his  introduction 
will  be  of  interest: — 

"The  Proceedings,  as  a  whole,  do  not  reflect  an  ever- 
abundance  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  many  Grand  High  Priests 
in  building  up  Chapter  Masonry.  i 

"As  evidence  of  the  seeming  lack  of  interest  in  the  Chap- 
ters generally,  it  will  be  noted  from  the  condensed  statistics 
at  the  close  of  this  report,  when  compared  with  those  of 
last  year,  that  the  net  gain  is  practically  10,000  less  than  it 
was  for  the  preceding  year. 

"In  many  jurisdictions  there  still  continues  an  indomit- 
able desire  to  sponsor  and  build  up  outside  organizations  to 
the  detriment  of  the  Royal  Arch ;  in  other  words,  it  goes  back 
to  the  old  expression  from  the  Holy  Writ,  that  one  cannot 
serve  two  masters. 

"If  the  same  effort  and  talent  were  employed  by  the  Grand 
High  Priests  in  submitting  their  annual  addresses  it  would 
lend  an  impetus  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  help  build  up  a 
membership  which  would  show  a  creditable  increase  annu- 
ally." 

As  to  large  clusters  in  the  hive,  he  says: — 

"It  would  seem  the  only  excuse  for  such  gatherings  is 
getting  rid  of  candidates  by  the  line  of  least  resistance,  or  in 
other  words,  a  lazy  man's  way  of  making  Masons. 

"Masonry  is  not  placed  on  the  market  to  be  sold  by  weight 
and  measure,  but  it  is  an  inheritance  to  each  individual  and 
as  such  he  is  reaping  its  benefits  so  long  as  life  lasts." 

He  chooses  this  verse  from  Alberta  as  outstand- 
ing:— 
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"Splendid  you   passed,  the   great  surrender  made, 
Into  the  light  that  nevermore  shall  fade, 
Deep  your  contentment  in  that  blest  abode, 
Who  wait  the  last  clear  trumpet  call  of  God." 

And  this  from  British  Columbia: — 

"A  real  Freemason  is  one  who  so  lives  that  little  children 
may  be  happier,  youth  more  joyous,  manhood  more  clean,  old 
age  less  lonely;  who  so  lives  that  men  will  hate  less  and  love 
more;  be  honorable  in  public  dealings  as  in  private  acts." 

Under  Canada  he  quotes  M.E.  Comp.  Davis' 
words  entitled  " Forward"  and  makes  a  long  extract 
from  Comp.  Gardiner's  "Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry,  as  so  many  Correspondents  do. 

He  reprints  in  full  our  own  foreword  to  our  re- 
view and  thanks  us  for  fraternal  and  courteous 
treatment. 

From  Scotland  he  quotes  with  approval: — 

"I  am  certain  that  our  First  Grand  Principal  has  suc- 
ceeded in  removing  a  very  great  stumbling-block  which 
existed  between  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  America  and 
ourselves." 

The  Proceedings  close  with  this  statistical  table, 
of  which  the  estimated  grand  totals  are  given  as

KENTUCKY. 

W.  R.  Johnston,  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Eighth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion was  held  in  Louisville,  October  20th,  1925. 

From  Kentucky  we  take  the  following  rules  for 
Masonic  dates  as  we  have  not  reprinted  them  for 
some  time: — 

"Ancient  Craft — Add  4,000  years  to  the  common  time, 
thus,  1925  and  4,000—5925. 

"Scottish  Rite — Add  3,760  to  the  common  era;  thus,  1925 
and  3,760 — 5685.     After  September  add  another  year. 
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"Royal  Arch — Add  530  to  the  vulgar  year;  thus  1925  and 
530—2455. 

"Knights  Templar — From  the  Christian  era  take  1118; 
thus,  1118  from  1925—807. 

"Ord&r  of  High  Priesthood — To  the  Christian  Era  add 
1914,  the  year  of  the  Blessing,  B.C.;  thus  1925  and  1914— 
3839. 

No  less  than  twenty-two  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  personally  present,  a  wonderful  array 
of  loyal  allegiance. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  said: — 

"Our  ancient  brethren  journeyed  from  Babylon  to  Jeru- 
salem— out  of  bondage  into  freedom — with  the  great  and 
wonderful  purpose  in  view,  namely,  'To  aid  in  the  noble  and 
glorious  work  of  rebuilding  our  City  and  Temple  of  the 
Lord.'  There  was  no  time  for  trivial  matters,  nor  was  any 
time  given  for  anything  but  the  constant,  studious  under- 
taking of  the  work  before  them.  This  sturdy  application  to 
the  great  idea,  working  toward  the  accomplishment  of  what 
was  then  the  greatest  object  in  Masonry,  brings  an  example 
to  us  which  we  may  follow,  and  by  following,  learn  of  the 
precepts  and  duties  of  Royal  Arch  Masons." 

Among  his  decisions  we  find  this: — 

"My  opinion  of  the  question  you  have  raised  is  brief, 
but  emphatic.  Whoever  was  guilty  of  the  charge  named  in 
your  letter,  should  be  expelled  from  Masonry.  If  he  is  ex- 
pelled from  the  Blue  Lodge,  that  will  carry  with  it  expulsion 
from  all  other  Masonic  oders.  It  is  not  necessary  absolutely 
that  you  try  this  man,  but  I  would  try  him,  and  try  him 
as  quickly  as  the  Code  will  permit." 

Apparently  he  disagrees  with  the  Grand  Corres- 
pondent of  last  year  on  what  he  terms  "a  matter  of 
obligation/'  and  says: — 

"It  might  be  true  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  has 
the  same  authority  to  establish  new  Chapters  that  any  other 
Grand  Chapter  has,  but  it  is  not  true  that  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Texas  has  the  same  authority  to  establish  new  Chapters 
that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  has." 

With  regard  to  electioneering  for  office  he  gives 
no  uncertain  sound: — 

"But  the  plan  of  electioneering,  approved  in  1923,  is  being 
constantly  augmented  until  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  we 
will  have  exhibitions  of  politics  that  will  add  no  lustre  to  the 
crowning  glory  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
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"It  is  an  old  adage  that  when  one  is  'given  an  inch,  he  will 
take  an  ell,'  and  those  who  will  not  look  well  to  the  future 
may  learn,  as  has  been  often  the  case  that  lack  of  foresight 
has  proven  a  serious  detriment  to  an  organization  that 
deserves  the  very  bset  from  its  members." 

He  recites,  as  do  many  Grand  High  Priests,  many 
inter-state  courtesies  in  the  conferring  of  degrees. 

The  receipt  of  the  acknowledgement  by  Comp. 
Thomas  as  representative  of  Massachusetts,  con- 
tains a  variant  on  the  well  known  and  much  quoted 
verse  and  reads  as  follows: — 

"Here's  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
The  home  of  the  holy  Cod, 
Where  the  Cabots  bow  only  to  Winthrops 
And  the  Winthrops  bow  only  to  God." 

The  version  which  we  have  more  frequently 
heard  reads  thus: — 

"Here's  to  dear  old  Boston, 
The  land  of  the  bean  and  the  cod, 
Where  the  Cabots  speak  only  in  Lodges 
And  the  Lodges  speak  only  to  God." 

Trouble  having  arisen  by  a  resident  of  Kentucky 
having  been  admitted  to  an  Ohio  Chapter,  the 
matter  was  adjusted  with  an  example  of  chivalrous 
courtesy  which  is  a  lesson  to  all  of  us.  We  make 
the  following  extracts:  — 

"I  am  further  directed  to  say  to  you  that  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Kentucky  accepts  the  apology  you  have  tendered 
him  in  the  same  cordial  Masonic  spirit  in  which  it  has  been 
tendered,  and  to  give  you  further  assurance  that  this  special 
instance,  as  far  as  he  is  concerned,  is  closed. 

"In  response  to  that  letter,  the  following  paragraph  is 
quoted,  as  an  indication  of  the  spirit  in  which  our  action  was 
received : 

1  'The  most  charitable  attitude  taken  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Kentucky  in  this  matter  is  indeed  appreciated,  and 
demonstrates  that  true  Masonic  spirit  which  makes  us  proud 
of  our  Order.' 

"The  mentioning  of  this  case  leads  us  to  congratulate 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio  on  having  a  Grand  High  Priest 
of  generous  impulses,  Masonic  dignity  and  absolute  fairness, 
all  of  which  I  am  sure  is  appreciated  in  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Ohio  as  it  is  in  Kentucky." 
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Among  the  decisions  we  find: — 

"When  a  brother  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  a  Blue  Lodge 
and  shall  voluntarily  continue  to  be  non-affiliated  for  a  period 
of  six  months,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  his  Chapter." 

Total  membership,  20,546.    Net  gain,  258. 

General  Grand  High  Priest  Blake  addressed  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  was  followed  by  his  distin- 
guished Companion,  Arthur  D.  Prince,  both  in  a  man- 
ner which  is  described  as  "exceedingly  pleasing  to 
the  receptive  thought  of  the  large  convocation." 

It  is  our  mournful  duty  to  record  the  recent 
demise  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Blake. 

The  report  on  Necrology  says: — 

''Birth  and  death  mark  the  boundaries  of  man's  brief 
sojourn  upon  earth.  There  is  no  escape  from  the  summons. 
Every  city  of  the  modern,  as  well  as  of  the  ancient  world, 
has  its  distinctive  place  of  the  dead.  As  we  go  back  into  the 
remote  past  we  discover  only  the  cities  of  the  dead,  without 
a  living  representative  from  antiquity.  The  same  inevitable 
law  of  birth  and  death  prevails  and  will  continue  to  the  end 
of  time." 

From  the  report  of  the  Educational  Trustees  we 
learn: — 

"During  the, first  year  that  this  Committee  functioned, 
sixteen  children  were  aided  by  it ;  last  year,  seventy-two  boys 
and  girls  were  given  higher  educational  advantages  under 
the  direction  of  your  Educational  Trustees,  and  at  the  present 
time,  eighty-two  orphans,  who  have  graduated  from  our 
Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  and  School." 

And  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  "Our 
Homes,,  we  are  glad  to  read: — 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  assert  that  a  happy  group  of  men, 
women  and  children  dwell  in  our  Masonic  Homes.  Consistent 
with  the  policy  of  Masonry  and  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of 
the  Craft,  a  loyal  and  efficient  corps  of  officers  is  in  charge 
of  our  institutions." 

P.G.N.  William  W.  Clarke  is  again  the  able  Fra- 
ternal Correspondent.  He  quotes  with  approval  as 
"well  said"  much  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Davis'  address, 
and  also  cites  with  pleasure  the  report  of  our  Grand 
Scribe  E. 
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Of  Comp.  Gardiner's  report  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  he  says  that  it  is  not  only  of  deep 
interest  but  of  great  worth. 

Of  our  own  review  he  generously  says  and  quotes 
our  entire  conclusion: — 

"Aside  from  its  value  as  a  comprehensive  resume  of  the 
activities  of  the  Royal  Craft  generally,  its  is  of  rare  literary 
worth." 

From  New  Jersey  he  takes  this  golden  sugges- 
tion:— 

"The  idea  may  be  Utopian,  but  we  have  visualized  a  plan 
by  which  each  existing  Chapter,  through  individual  efforts, 
would  foster  the  higher  education  of  at  least  one  boy  or  girl."

LOUISIANA. 

Leon  S.  Haas,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Grand  Chapter  convened  in  New  Orleans,  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1926,  for  its  Seventy-ninth  Annual  Convo- 
cation. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  and 
Canada's  Grand  Representative  answered  the  Roll 
Call. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  begins  his  address  by 
saying  that  "Old  Father  Time  in  his  endless  flight 
has  reached  the  shores  of  1926  and  brings  the  re- 
minder of  duty." 

He  speaks  of  the  responsibility  of  his  office,  and 
says  "Fortunately  my  distinguished  predecessors 
have  blazed  the  trail  and  lightened  the  burdens." 

He  refers  in  feeling  terms  to  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  Sinai,  who  died,  in  1925, 
in  the  very  meridian  of  his  manhood  and  usefulness. 

We  quote  another  paragraph  of  his  address: — 

"The  year  that  has  passed  has  witnessed  a  progressive 
interest  in  our  Order,  despite  the  demoralizing  influence  at 
work  since  the  World  War  which  seems  to  have  permeated 
the  entire  body  politic  and  disturbed  conditions  in  the  reli- 
gious economics  and  sociologic  world  with  its  reminder  that 
all  those  agencies  organized  for  the  uplift  and  betterment  of 
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the  world  should  be  spurred  to  renewed  activity  in  the  field 
of  endeavor;  and  this  is  especially  true  of  Masonry,  repre- 
senting as  it  does  the  highest  organized  liberal  and  yet  con- 
servative thought  in  the  universe." 

With  regard  to  refusing  visitation  on  the  objec- 
tion of  a  member,  the  Grand  High  Priest  says: — 

'The  right  of  objecting  to  the  entrance  of  a  visitor  should 
not  be  lightly  exercised  nor  without  sufficient  cause,  but  the 
Companion  objecting  is  the  proper  judge  of  this,  and  the 
matter  is  between  him  and  his  conscience.  Therefore  the 
High  Priest  or  any  Companion  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Chapter  can  object  to  the  visitation  of  a  Companion  R.A.M. 
from  another  Chapter,  and  this,  regardless  of  the  fact  of 
whether  he  is  a  Past  or  Present  High  Priest.  A  Companion 
visitor  cannot  demand  the  name  of  the  member  of  a  Chapter 
who  objects  to  him  as  a  visitor.  The  Companion  who  objects 
to  a  visitor  cannot  make  a  permanent  objection,  but  may  at 
each  convocation  when  both  are  present  renew  his  objection." 

From  his  conclusion  we  take  the  following: — 

"It  is  certainly  unseemly  for  a  Mason  to  aspire  to  the 
higher  degrees  in  the  Order  until  he  has  thoroughly  mastered 
the  work,  in  letter  and  spirit  in  the  degree  he  has  reached. 
It  is  as  absurd  as  any  novice  in  any  branch  of  industry 
any  activity  whether  of  mind  or  body,  seeking  leadership 
before  learning  to  follow;  ambition  to  construct  before 
learning  the  technique  of  the  builder.  We  see  its  disastrous 
effect  in  Soviet  Russia  to-day  with  the  slow  but  inevitable 
swing  back  of  the  pendulum  to  sanity.  A  Mason  who  fails 
in  his  loyalty  to  recognized  authority  is  a  Mason  in  name 
only.  We  must  practise  service  and  self-sacrifice,  that  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  should  not  be  viewed  as  a  mere  stepping-stone 
to  the  Commandery,  but  as  an  opportunity  for  service,  that 
higher  honors  can  come  to  no  man  than  the  appreciation  of 
its  objects  and  purposes  and  their  translations  into  some 
active,  unselfish,  self-sacrificing  service,  even  to  the  point  of 
hurting." 

Membership,  9,350.     Net  gain,  210. 

The  constitution  of  Grand  Chapter  is  reprinted 
in  full. 

Canada  is  represented  by  John  W.  Armstrong, 
and  Louisiana  is  represented  with  us  by  William  Y. 
Mills,  of  Kingston. 

The  memorial  page  to  Joseph  Sinai  shows  a 
broken  arch  and  within  it  the  following  verse: —

"Whatever  in  life  was  given  him  to  do, 
Was  done  with  all  his  might; 
And  looking  back  we  see  NO  EVIL  WAY 
But  always  firm  support  of  TRUTH  and  RIGHT." 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  was 
committed  to  the  experienced  hand  and  kindly  heart 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  John  A.  Davilla,  who  says 
in  his  introduction: — 

"A  note  of  optimism  pervades  all  of  the  Proceedings. 
Numerical  gains  have  not  been  so  great  as  the  previous  year, 
but  a  general  house  cleaning  seems  to  have  been  in  effect. 
Useless  branches  have  been  cut  off  and  non-contributing  Com- 
panions have  been  relegated  to  the  rear,  and  the  Craft  as  a 
whole  appear  to  be  well  satisfied  with  the  net  result." 

Under  General  Grand  Chapter  he  quotes: — 

"My  work  is  done.  Men's  thoughts  and  acts  must  be 
weighed  in  the  scale  of  public  opinion.  The  acts  and  labors 
of  a  Freemason  must  meet  the  same  test  by  his  brethren.  I 
have  done  my  best.  No  man  can  do  more  than  give  himself 
to  the  cause  to  which  he  has  been  elected  or  assigned." 

He  gives  Canada  a  full  and  fair  review,  reciting 
the  work  of  the  Grand  Z.  and  his  remarks  on  Dis- 
pensations. As  to  Secretaries'  reports  he  says: — 

"If  all  of  our  Secretaries  were  only  prompt,  Grand  Secre- 
taries would  certainly  feel  that  they  were  in  another  world. 

"Fifteen  Grand  Superintendents  presented  reports  show- 
ing the  splendid  condition  of  the  Chapters  under  their  care." 

He  quotes  also  from  the  report  of  Grand  Scribe 
E.  Henry  T.  Smith  as  to  good  work  done. 

He  cites  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Order  of  De  Molay,  and  speaks  generously  of  our 
Capitular  Review,  reproducing  our  foreword  and 
our  conclusion,  and  adding: — 

"He  is  a  man  of  outstanding  force  and  ability  and  his 
work  is  easily  classed  among  the  best.  His  reviews  are  ample 
and  cover  every  phase  of  the  work  in  the  Proceedings  handled. 
We  feel  honored  at  his  complimntary  allusions  and  assure 
him  of  our  appreciation  of  his  report  on  Louisiana." 

New  York  furnishes  him  with  good  material  in 
the  following: — 

"Well,  it  seems  to  me  that  you  and  I,  and  all  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  should  be  making  similar  rediscoveries  to-day,  and 
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precisely  along  such  lines.  It  will  be  to  our  advantage  and 
uplift  and  to  the  advantage  and  uplift  of  all  those  whose 
lives  our  lives  may  touch,  as  well  as  to  the  glory  of  God,  if 
we  will  'make  diligent  search'  and  see  if  we  may  not  redis- 
cover for  ourselves  these  three  things  and  be  reinspired  by 
them :  the  Word  of  God  and  the  power  of  God  and  the  Choices 
of  God."

MAINE. 

George  H.  Bangs,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  One  Hundred  and  First  Annual  Convoca- 
tion was  held  in  Portland,  May  4th,  1926. 

Fourteen  of  the  fifteen  living  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  graced  the  East. 

Distinguished  guests  were  welcomed  and  honored 
from  New  York,  Massachusetts,  and  Connecticut. 
The  General  Grand  High  Priest,  John  Albert  Blake, 
announced  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Curtis  Chipman,  was 
present.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  announce 
that  in  December  the  General  Grand  High  Priest 
passed  away,  universally  regretted,  thus  following, 
by  a  very  short  interval,  his  distinguished  prede- 
cessor, Dr.  Kuhn. 

From  the  annual  address  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  we  take  the  following  excerpts: — 

"Three  hundred  and  sixty-three  solar  teeth  in  the  ever- 
moving  pinion  of  time  have  engaged  the  gear  of  progress 
since  last  we  met,  recording  another  year  in  history.  To 
'listen  to  the  law';  reward  the  laborer  according  to  his  hire; 
welcome  the  pilgrims  journeying  hither;  lay  plans  for  new 
construction,  and  contemplate  the  many  blessings  enjoyed,  as 
well  as  reflecting  upon  the  practical  truths  and  beautiful 
ideals  kept  before  us  in  Capitular  Masonry. 

"Your  coming  adds  to  our  enjoyment;  your  wise  counsel 
increases  our  mutual  interests,  stimulating  our  endeavors. 
The  oftener  you  come  and  the  longer  you  stay  will  make  us 
love  you  the  more,  so  I  will  only  say,  Welcome  to  Portland. 

"  'There  is  a  Reaper  whose  name  is  Death, 
And  with  his  sickle  keen, 
He  reaps  the  bearded  grain  at  a  breath, 
And  the  flowers  that  grow  between.' 
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"Let  us  without  sound  of  gavel,  stand,  place  a  silent  token 
of  remembrance  of  our  departed  craftsmen,  that  their  virtues 
fade  not  from  the  memory  of  men." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  the  following 
recommendations : — 

"That  the  burning  bush  be  exhibited,  so  as  to  be  visible 
within  the  Chapter,  and  included  as  part  of  the  prescribed 
ceremonies  and  necessary  equipment  in  every  Chapter. 

"That  the  recently  renewed  custom  of  re-electing  the 
Grand  High  Priest  be  discontinued." 

Membership  is  reported  as  17,731.  Net  gain,  333. 

The  new  Grand  Representative  of  Canada,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  James  A.  Richan,  presented  his  credentials. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  thus  reports: — 

"While  we  believe  every  Royal  Arch  Mason,  as  an  indi- 
vidual, should  support  and  assist  in  maintaining  all  good 
institutions,  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  Chapters,  in  their 
organized  capacity,  sponsoring  or  assuming  and  control  over 
them.  To  permit  it  in  one  case  would  open  the  door  to  many 
orders  formed  and  to  be  formed. 

"We  recommend  no  Chapter  within  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion be  allowed  to  give  its  support,  as  such,  to  any  society, 
order  or  organiation,  whatever  its  aim,  purpose  or  condition 
for  eligibility." 

Marshall  E.  Sherwood,  of  Woodstock,  represents 
Maine  near  Canada. 

The  Correspondence  Report  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
veteran  reviewer,  Thomas  H.  Bodge. 

Under  Alabama  he  says  and  quotes: — 
"When    it    comes   to    soliciting,well,   just    read   this: 
"I    was    asked   by   some    Chapters    and    individual    Com- 
panions to  rule  as  to  whether  any  Chapter  had  the  right  to 
offer  Life  Memberships  to  its  members  for  the  securing  of  a 
certain  number  of  petitions  for  the  degrees. 

"Of  course  the  Grand  High  Priest  said,  'It  was  improper 
and  subversive  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Craft  to  offer  any 
kind  of  fee  or  reward  for  the  securing  of  petitions,'  but  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  went  ahead  and  nailed 
down  the  lid." 

He  has  a  mind  of  his  own  and  admonishes  Can- 
ada 1925  as  follows.    We  like  his  frankness: — 

"Walter  H.  Davis,  Grand  Z.,  found  few  of  the  regular  offi- 
cers in  their  places  when  roll  was  called.  The  Committee  on 
Credentials  reported: 
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"Seventy-eight  Chapters  were  represented  by  regular  offi- 
cers; 30  were  represented  by  proxy;  eighteen  were  rep- 
resented by  Past  Zs.,  making  the  total  Chapters  represented 
126. 

"As  there  are  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  Chapters  in  On- 
tario it  looks  as  though  twenty-six  failed  in  the  duty  and  pri- 
vilege of  being  represented. 

"A  number  of  Dispensations  have  been  granted  to  allow 
Chapters  to  confer  degrees  at  other  points  than  their  respec- 
tive Chapter  homes  where  the  interests  of  the  Chapters  and 
prospective  candidates  were  served  by  such  approval. 

"Getting  down  to  brass  tacks,  there  is  little  doubt  it  was 
the  convenience  of  candidates  that  tipped  the  scale  every 
time. 

"Among  his  other  Dispensations  I  find: 

"To  allow  Port  Credit  Chapter  to  receive  an  application 
from  a  Brother  residing  at  Sunnyside,  who  purposes  chang- 
ing his  residence  to  Port  Credit  Jurisdiction. 

"In  Maine  a  Grand  High  Priest  would  have  no  authority 
to  give  permission  to  a  Brother  to  petition  anywhere;  such 
permission  could  emanate  only,  in  the  form  of  a  waiver,  from 
the  Chapter  having  jurisdiction." 

He  congratulates  our  own  Grand  Scribe  E., 
Henry  T.  Smith,  on  his  happy  report  and  says  of 
Comp.  George  L.  Gardiner's  report  on  the  Condition 
of  Capitular  Masonry  that  it  was  one  of  the  best 
reports  he  has  ever  read  and  he  would  like  to  report 
it  entire.    We  all  agree. 

He  speaks  of  the  exemplification  of  the  De  Molay 
work  at  Windsor  and  says  that  wise  counsel  pre- 
vailed. 

He  speaks  of  our  own  Correspondence  Review 
as  having  a  wonderfully  fine  foreword  and  says  that 
it  is  utterly  impossible  to  do  justice  to  the  work  by 
any  quotation. 

Under  Nevada  he  finds  a  complimentary  and  ab- 
solutely true  comment  on  his  own  work: — 

"Another  admirable  review  from  Companion  Bodge.  No 
frills  to  the  fore,  nor  in  conclusion,  just  straightforward,  go- 
to-it,  sensible  review." 

New  Hampshire  contributes  this  on  De  Molay: — 

"Several  references  are  made  to  the  De  Molay. 
"Since  last  year  we  have  seen  the  exemplification  of  the 
degrees.    To  say  'it  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  work/  we  admit. 
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We  concede  its  lessons  and  ritualistic  merit,  at  the  same  time 
we  do  not  consider  the  Masonic  fraternity  a  kindergarten 
for  either  the  boys  or  girls.  If  this  be  treason,  make  the  most 
of  it." 

Our  colleague  gives  an  able  conclusion  to  his 
report,  from  which  we  take  the  following : 

"Particularly  in  the  South,  because  of  local  conditions,  of 
which  we  m  New  England  have  little  conception,  the  matter 
of  education  seems  paramount,  and  much  good  is  being 
accomplished  through  the  educational  funds  founded  and 
controlled  by  Masonic  bodies. 

"One  Grand  Chapter  is  for  the  Order  of  the  Rainbow  and 
made  a  strong  effort  to  have  the  General  Grand  Chapter  get 
behind  the  movement.  So  far  there  does  not  seem  the  same 
enthusiasm  to  assist  th  girls  as  to  help  the  boys.  Can  it  be 
because  immediate  returns  cannot  be  hoped  for  as  in  the  cose 
of  the  boys?     Perish  the  thought. 

"Revising  the  Ritual  is  the  apparent  pastime  of  several 
of  the  Grand  Chapters.  Looking  over  some  of  the  older  Pro- 
ceedings, I  find  scarce  a  mention  of  change  of  the  Ritual."

MANITOBA. 

William  G.  Fraser,  Grand  Z. 

The  Third  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Win- 
nipeg, 3rd  February,  1926.  Dr.  Moore,  Grand  Z.  of 
Saskatchewan,  was  given  grand  honors,  God  Save 
the  King  being  sung,  and  Grand  High  Priest  Shaw 
of  North  Dakota  was  given  grand  honors,  followed 
by  the  singing  of  "America." 

Comp.  Shaw,  in  his  reply,  said  that  he  felt  that 
the  kind  words,  the  hearty  hand  grip  were  but  ex- 
pressions of  the  brotherly  love  and  the  Masonic  ties 
which  were  undoubtedly  so  very  strong  between  our 
Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Z.  reported  that  he  had  visited  all  the 
Chapters. 

He  had  given  Dispensations  to  Prince  Rupert 
Chapter  to  confer  all  the  degrees  in  one  day  upon 
thirteen  Brethren  who  came  from  Holland  (Man  ) 
and  who  are  now  petitioning  for  a  new  Chapter 
there,  to  be  known  as  Eureka  Chapter. 
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The  death  at  a  ripe  old  age  of  a  beloved  Ex. 
Companion,  John  McWhirter,  of  Connauhgt  Chap- 
ter, is  reported.  He  was  the  soul  of  good  will. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.  in  his  report  says: — 

"The  business  depression  referred  to  last  year  had  its 
effect  upon  our  Order,  but  it  now  appears  to  have  greatly 
improved.  We  had  an  abundant  harvest,  very  satisfactory 
prices  were  obtained  for  the  grain,  and  as  harvesting  opera- 
tions in  this  Province  were  much  better  than  in  some  others, 
the  harvesting  was  done  without  any  material  depreciation 
of  quality  of  grain. 

"I  have  again  to  express  my  thanks,  which  I  thing  will 
have  your  endorsement,  for  additional  kindnesses  during  the 
past  year,  from  that  sterling  Mason,  Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand 
Scribe  E.  of  our  Mother  Grand  Chapter,  Canada. 

"Several  questions  of  an  important  character  came  up  at 
various  times,  upon  which  we  were  not  sure,  and  he  most 
courteously  and  thoroughly  assisted  us  with  the  light  he  has 
obtained  through  his  long  study  of  such  matters." 

The  Committee  on  Capitular  Masonry  gave  an 
interesting  report: — 

"While  it  is  dangerous  to  gauge  the  progress  of  such  a 
body  as  this  by  its  increase  in  numbers  only,  we  must  admit 
that  to  a  young  and  progressive  society  growth  in  member- 
ship is  inevitable  and  certainly  encouraging." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead 
is  altogether  out  of  the  ordinary  and  is  a  touching 
tribute.    We  take  the  following  extracts: — 

"  'My  Grace  is  sufficient  for  thee.'  The  meaning  of  Grace 
is  'love  in  action.'  Thinking  of  God's  wonderful  Love  and 
Power,  and  that  promise  of  His,  we  may  rest  assured  that 
death  will  be  swallowed  up  in  victory,  and  we  will  safely 
pass  into  the  haven  of  peace  and  joy. 

"I  know  it  is  over,  over, 

I  know  it  is  over  at  last! 
Down  sail!     The  sheathed  anchor  uncover, 

For  the  stress  of  the  voyage  has  passed; 
Life,  like  a  tempest  of  ocean, 

Hath  outbreathed  its  ultimate  blast; 
There's  but  a  faint  sobbing  seaward 

While  the  calm  of  the  tide  deepens  leeward ; 
And  behold !    Like  the  welcoming  quiver 

Of  heart  pulses  throbbed  through  the  river 
Those  lights  in  the  horbor  at  last." 
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M.  Ex.  Comp.  Stockwell,  P.G.H.P.  North  Da- 
kota, delivered  his  usual  stirring  and  heart-search- 
ing address.   Among  other  good  things  he  says : — 

"Companions,  do  we  fully  realize  how  the  world  has 
shrunk  these  last  few  years?  It  is  a  little  world  and,  as  Dr. 
Newton  says,  it  has  become  a  whispering  gallery.  We  must 
learn  to  live  together,  close  together  or  perish  together. 

"Do  you  realize  how  much  this  means?  Space  and  isola- 
tion have  been  annihilated.  We  cannot  hereafter  be  strangers. 
We  are  Companions,  when  we  break  bread  together.  It  is  the 
intimate  fellowship  around  the  friendly  board  that  is  sug- 
gested by  Companion. 

"Yes,  we  long  for  fellowship,  comradeship,  companion- 
ship. These  things  have  had  much  to  do  with  the  results  at 
Locarno.  My  only  regret  as  an  American  is  that  my  country 
did  not  participate  in  this  memorable  occasion. 

"  'Under  a  living  Arch  and  over  a  Triangle.'  What  is  the 
significance  of  this?  You  say  it  is  symbolism.  Yes, — so  is 
the  Cross  of  the  Templar.  Tremendous  is  its  meaning.  So  to 
us  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  the  symbolism  of  the  Living  Arch 
means  vastly  more  than  we  sometimes  think.  Let  me  repeat, 
— it  is  a  living  Arch.  This  means  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
is  a  vital,  growing,  aspiring  thing.  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
must  deal  with  the  present,  with  living  realities.  It  is  not 
enough  to  dig  in  the  ruins  and  remove  the  rubbish,  important 
as  this  work  may  be — we  are  concerned  to-day  with  the  build- 
ing of  a  Temple  of  Life,  and  unless  our  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
helps  us  to  build  that  Temple,  this  Life,  it  is  a  vain  thing, 
and  we  are  spending  our  time  and  effort  for  naught. 

"Yes,  we  live  to-day,  we  work  to-day,  we  build  our 
Temples  to-day,  and  it  is  only  as  the  past  contributes  to  the 
present  that  it  is  of  help  to  us. 

"  'Over  the  Triangle'  symbolizes  God's  Omnipotence,  Omni- 
presence, and  Omniscence. 

"The  cure  of  our  troubles  is  more  emphasis  on  Spiritual 
values.  There  is  a  new  Temple  to  be  erected  in  this  World. 
It  is  the  Temple  of  Brotherly  Love  and  World  Peace,  and  we 
— you  and  I — must  do  our  part  in  the  building  of  that 
temple.  We  must  remove  the  rubbish  and  petty  hatreds,  and 
help  lay  the  foundations  of  the  new  Temple  broad  and  sure." 

Among  the  rulings  of  the  Grand  Z.  is  the  fol- 
lowing:— 

"If  he  did  not  receive  the  degree  in  a  M.M.M.'s  Lodge 
under  the  control  of  a  R.A.  Chapter,  he  cannot  visit.  And 
should  a  brother  be  accepted  as  a  candidate  for  the  R.A. 
and  preliminary  degrees  in  a  Chapter,  the  M.M.M.'s  degree 
must  again  be  conferred  upon  such  candidate."

Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  in  the  capable 
hands  of  John  Parton,  an  old  friend. 
Under  California  we  find: — 

"We  note  that  among  those  members  who  hace  'ceased  to 
belong,'  there  are  twenty  who  were  'excluded*  for  'non-affilia- 
tion in  Lodge : '  " 

Canada  is  generously  reviewed. 
Comp.  Parton  will  make  us  all  blush  with  plea- 
sure if  he  continues  to  speak  as  follows: — 

"We  have  seen  many  very  nattering  comments  on  the 
book  of  Proceedings  of  our  Mother  Grand  Chapter.  The 
trouble  is,  each  year  they  seem  to  reach  the  highwater  mark 
of  perfection,  then  the  next  year  they  come  up  stronger  than 
ever! 

"It  may  be  pride  in,  and  prejudice  in  favor  of,  our  own 
'old  headquarters' ;  but  we  certainly  feel  that  there  is  so  much 
'meat'  in  Canada's  book  of  Proceedings  that,  while  it  is  not 
only  easy,  but  fascinating,  to  read,  it  is  just  as  difficult  to 
review. 

"We  agree  heartily.  The  De  Molay  Order  may  be  all  that 
is  good,  but  why  tack  it  on  to  Masonry? 

"Correspondence  was  reviewed  by  Comp.  Ponton.  We  do 
not  think  any  other  Companion  of  the  Round  Table  will  feel 
hurt  when  we  express  our  conviction  that  it  is  ,from  every 
point  of  view,  the  best  Correspondence  Report  we  have  read. 
It  goes  deeply  into  every  point  of  interest  brought  out  in 
every  book  of  Proceedings,  quotes  freely,  and,  withal,  is 
written  in  that  brilliant  and  characteristic  style  that  we  all 
know  so  well,  which  makes  it  so  interesting  and  readable. 
He  gives  Manitoba  over  six  pages,  quoting  Comp.  Brownell's 
foreword." 

Under  District  of  Columbia  he  says: — 

"We  were  very  interested  in  his  foreword;  but  as  it  has 
reference  to  matters  appertaining  to  Federal  Govern- 
ment, mainly  of  a  political  nature,  we  would  rather  not  see 
it  in  an  official  publication  of  the  Masonic  Order." 

Under  Illinois  we  find  the  following  interesting 
comments: — 

"It  does  seem  humiliating  that  such  an  order  was  neces- 
sary; yet  some  of  our  Companions,  not  from  evil  intent,  but 
from  lack  of  thought,  do  occasionally  lapse  into  forms  of 
recreation  which  are  better  suited  to  a  vaudeville  theatre 
or  cabaret  than  to  the  sanctity  of  a  Masonic  function." 

He  quotes  from  Texas  this  question  and 
answer: — 
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''Question — Isn't  it  unlawful  to  use  'doctored'  water  in  the 
—  degree9 


"Answer — A  man  who  understands  that  degree,  or  who 
appreciates  even  a  small  part  of  it,  would  burn  a  church 
down  as  a  joke  on  the  preacher  as  quickly  as  he  would  do 
anything  to  mar  the  solemnity  of  that  degree. 

"The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  is  one  of  the  finest  we 
have  read.  We  were  interseted  in  his  review  of  our  Mother 
Grand  Chapter,  Canada.  At  the  end  of  the  third  page  he 
says:  'We  can't  review  this  book.  There  is  nothing  to  leave 
out,  and  we  can't  copy  it  all.  Get  it  from  the  library  and 
read  it." 

And  thus  he  closes  an  able  review :  — 

"Thus  do  the  British  Empire  and  the  United  States  go 
hand  in  hand  as  they  have  done  from  all  time,  despite  occa- 
sional little  scraps;  showing  that  blood  is  still  thicker  than 
water,  and  that  the  'Scraps'  are  only  those  which  may 
occur  between  a  father  and  his  grown-up  son,  and  stay  there 
— no  third  party  may  intervene."

A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  1st  Decem- 
ber, 1925.  On  the  Throne,  R.W.  Lord  Aldenham, 
Deputy  Grand  Master;  Major  T.  G.  L.  Lumley- 
Smith,  D.S.O.,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  death  of  Queen  Alexandra  was  commemor- 
ated by  Resolution,  of  which  the  closing  lines  are: — 

"Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra,  whose  memory  will  ever 
be  beloved  and  cherished  by  every  member  of  the  Order. 
We  humbly  beg  your  Royal  Highness,  as  our  Grand  Master, 
in  our  name  to  offer  to  His  Majesty  the  King  our  respectful 
sympathy  in  the  great  trial  through  which  His  Majesty,  the 
Royal  Family  and  the  Nation  are  passing,  and  to  express 
cur  continued  loyalty  and  unfailing  devotion  to  the  Throne." 

The  new  Grand  Treasurer,  W.  Bro.  John  Stokes, 
is  a  man  of  parts — a  distinguished  member  of  the 
Medical  Profession  and  of  the  Royal  College  of  Sur- 
geons; Master  of  Arts  and  Barrister-at-Law  of  the 
Inner  Temple;  Master  of  Quatuor  Coronati  Lodge 
and  P.G.D.  of  England.

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  2nd  March, 
1926.  We  note  the  following  well-known  names 
which  have  a  distinctively  English  flavour  and  per- 
petuate themselves — Horatio  Nelson,  Napier-Cla- 
vering,  Lt.-Col.  C.  E.  P.  Sankey,  Sir  Alfred  Robbins, 
W.  J.  Songhurst,  Lumley-Smith,  Hamilton-Wedder- 
burn,  Tudor-Craig,  and  many  others. 

On  the  nomination  to  re-elect  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of 
Connaught  as  Grand  Master,  the  proposer  said: — 

"In  every  corner  of  our  vast  Empire,  wherever  Mark  Ma- 
sons are  to  be  found,  there  exists  the  same  loyal  and  respectful 
devotion  to  him  as  Grand  Master  of  our  Order  for  so  long. 
We  pray  that  he  may  long  be  spared  and  granted  health  and 
strength  to  rule  over  us  for  many  years  to  come." 

Whereupon  he  was  elected  and  proclaimed  in  due 
and  ancient  form. 

Warrants  were  granted  to  several  Royal  Ark 
Mariner  Lodges. 

Cases  were  relieved  in  Australia,  India,  the  Ar- 
gentine and  at  home. 

Quarterly  meeting  was  held  June  1st,  1926,  the 
Very  Rev.  J.  Studholme  Brownrigg  on  the  Throne. 

The  Board  reports  the  election  on  the  Annuity 
Fund  of  three  new  aged  beneficiaries  and  reports 
the  death  of  two  at  a  ripe  old  age. 

The  Earl  of  Stradbroke  on  his  way  home  from 
Australia  was  re-appointed  as  Pro  Grand  Master 
and  duly  proclaimed  with  all  the  honours. 

Baron  Aldenham  was  re-appointed  Deputy 
Grand  Master. 

Four  hundred  and  eleven  Stewards  collected  the 
magnificent  total  of  £9,175  Sterling,  in  connection 
with  the  Mark  Benevolent  Fund  Festival. 

MARYLAND. 

Charles  P.  Morningstar,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-eighth  Annual 
Convocation  was  held  in  Baltimore,  December  8th, 
1925. 

Sixteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  loyal 
attendance  in  the  Grand  East. 
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Canada's  Representative  was  not  represented  at 
the  altar. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  High  Priest  says: — 

"It  hardly  seems  possible  that  a  year  has  elapsed  since 
our  last  Convocation,  but  the  condition  of  the  Capitular  Craft 
in  Maryland  is  so  harmonious  that  the  duties  involved  upon 
us  have  not  been  burdensome,  and  the  year  passed  both 
quickly  and  pleasantly. 

"Only  six  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  have 
descended  the  Arch  and  been  Exalted  by  the  Supreme  Grand 
High  Priest  above  during  this  term." 

He  acknowledged  the  Spirit  of  Pennsylvania  in 
permitting  residents  a  short  distance  south  of  their 
border  to  petition  Enoch  Chapter  and  says:  — 

"In  each  instance  when  the  names  of  those  applying  were 
referred  to  M.E.  Darrow,  he  very  promptly  and  courteously 
gave  the  desired  permission,  for  which  the  thanks  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  were  duly  extended  to  him." 

Among  international  courtesies  he  cites  four  in- 
stances in  which  at  the  request  of  other  Grand  Juris- 
dictions all  the  degrees,  including  the  Mark,  were 
conferred  by  Chapters  within  Maryland.  This  would 
not  be  permitted  with  us.  The  First  Degree  must 
always  be  given  in  the  Chapter  which  accepted  the 
Brother,  and  we  think  this  rule  holds  in  most  Grand 
Jurisdictions  throughout  the  world. 

Membership,  9,716.    Net  increase,  222. 

The  many  memorial  pages  are  preceded  by  this 
inscription  in  Old  English : — 

"The  following  Most  Excellent  Companions  have 

descended  the  Arch  and  been  exalted  by  the 

Supreme  Grand  High  Priest." 

George  I.  Daneker  is  the  Representative  of 
Canada  in  Maryland,  and  R.  G.  W.  Connolly,  of 
St.   Catherines,  represents  Maryland  with  ns. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence  is  Rev.  Henry  Branch,  D.D.,  who 
in  commenting  on  Alberta  says: — 

"A  rare  treat  awaited  those  Companions  who  could  enjoy 
the  festivities  of  this  Tenth  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter. The  feast  of  reason  and  flow  of  soul  was  most  refresh- 
ing, but  we  leave  it  to  the  imagination  to  supply  copy  for 
this  report,  so  limited  is  our  record."

On  California  he  thus  comments: — 

"Five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  Masonic 
Club  House  at  the  University  of  California,  and  $500  for  the 
Student  Loan  Fund. 

"The  Topical  Review  is  interesting,  but  does  not  satisfy; 
when  I  open  a  conversation  with  a  Brother,  I  don't  care  to 
turn  him  aside  and  listen  to  some  other  Brother.  The  per- 
sonal touch  is  lost  when  the  other  fellow  butts  in." 

We  make  the  following  extracts  from  his  review 
of  Canada: — 

"Our  Companions  across  the  line  have  our  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy in  this,  their  time  of  deep  sorow.  Canada  knows  how 
we  feel,  as  we  send  a  line  of  sympathy  with  her  in  the  severe 
loss  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  A.  T.  Freed,  'a  grand  old 
man  has  gone  to  his  reward.' 

"Most  interesting  reports  come  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
odd  Chapters  and  one  from  Yukon  Territory.  To  follow  their 
itineraries  is  an  inspiration,  as  it  is  an  education." 

He  quotes  the  following  from  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Evans'  address  to  us: — 

"I  consider  that  Quebec  is  the  cradle  of  Freemasonry.  We 
had  the  late  Sir  James  Lemoine,  who  says  that  Masonry 
existed  in  the  City  of  Quebec  during  the  French  regime. 
Secondly,  we  have  the  knowledge  that  Champlain  was  a 
Huguenot,  and  a  member  of  the  faith.  Thirdly,  we  have  the 
wonderful  Stone,  which  is  in  the  portals  of  Chateau  Fron- 
tenac  with  all  Insignia  Letters  of  Malta,  dated  1647." 

And  this  from  Manitoba : — 

"The  reports  of  Grand  Superintendents  always  interest 
me.  but  this  one  attracts  me  by  its  frank  and  unique  recog- 
nition of  conditions  we  are  not  always  ready  to  admit.  Listen 
to  this:  'Sometimes  I  despair,  get  the  blues,  and  as  quickly 
recover;  sometimes  I  grind  my  teeth  and  say  naughty  things, 
because  I  am  not  able  to  accomplish  that  which  I  desire; 
then  I  experience  regrets  and  endeavor  to  work  a  little 
harder  so  we  may  benefit;  but  that  I  sometimes  call  Irishmen 
nasty  names  does  not  throw  doors  wide  open  to  all  to  repeat 
them — so  be  aisy." 

New  York  gives  him  this  comment: — 

''Royal  Arch  Masonry  is,  in  large  part,  a  Study  in  Dis- 
coveries,' and  he  names  them  'The  Word  of  God,  the  Power  of 
God,  and  the  Choice  of  God.' 

"This  meagre  outline  is  tantalizing,  I  wish  more  space 
would  allow  me  wider  reproduction  of  this  most  interesting 
protrayal  of  our  function  as  Brother  Masons." 
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And  Virginia,  always  fertile  in  ideas  and  men, 
the  following: — 

"M.W.  Chas.  H.  Callahan,  Grand  Master,  was  welcomed 
as  the  originator  of  the  'Old  Folks  Home,'  on  which  subject 
he  spoke  fervently  and  sincerely. 

"Companion  Branch  appreciates  the  friendly  greeting  as 
he  resumes  his  duty  as  Correspondent  from  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  he  enjoys  in  'Ole  Virginia'  the  hearty  fellow- 
ship of  his  old  Fraters.  His  old  Chapter  here  in  Loudoun  is 
under  the  sod;  still  happy  memories  refresh  his  soul  while 
he  tries  to  renew  his  youth  in  his  second  childhood.  God 
bless  dear  old  Loudoun  and  the  precious  souls  that  linger  and 
recall  the  long  ago  Chapter  in  Hamilton!"

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Harry  G.  Pollard,  M.E.G.H.P. 

A  Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  in  Boston, 
March  10th,  1925. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  appear. 

The  Grand  Chaplain,  Comp.  Rev.  Percy  E. 
Thomas,  delivered  a  thoughtful  address  on  "Ma- 
sonry and  Freedom  of  Thought,"  from  which  we 
take  the  opening  and  concluding  sentences: 

"Masonry  has  set  itself  to  the  quest  of  Truth,  and  this 
quest  will  continue  until  full  Light  has  broken  upon  the 
world.  Her  confidence  in  the  reasonableness  of  this  quest 
and  its  ultimate  victory  rests  upon  at  least  three  main  facts. 

"These  are  among  the  reasons  why  Masonry  clings  to  Free- 
dom of  Thought  as  one  of  the  great  guarantees  of  liberty, 
and  why  she  keeps  her  eternal  vigil  against  any  infringe- 
ment upon  this  instinctive  human  right." 

A  Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  June  9th, 
1925,  at  which  Canada's  Representative  reported 
for  international  duty. 

The  Companions  were  privileged  to  listen  to  an 
address  by  Comp.  Rev.  Henry  H.  Crane,  entitled 
"The  Three  Ruffians/'  from  which  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs: — 

"The  Essenes  maintained  that  the  three  ruffians  were  the 
personifications  of  the  perversions  of  the  three  basic  laws  of 
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life,  and  that  every  man,  sooner  or  later,  feeling  the  impact 
of  these  elemental  laws,  must  either  be  exalted  by  them  or 
perverted  by  them. 

"These  great  laws  operate  in  the  lives  of  all  of  us,  and 
like  great  trade  winds  they  blow  through  our  being  to  drive 
us  either  to  destruction  or  to  the  haven  of  success.  It  all 
depends  on  the  'set  of  the  soul'  which  goal  we  gain." 

A  Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  September 
8th,  1925,  when  the  Companions  had  the  pleasure  of 
listening  to  an  address  by  Comp.  Rev.  John  A. 
Phillips,  on  "A  Recipe  for  Life,"  of  which  it  is 
said : — 

"In  an  able  and  interesting  manner  he  clearly  demon- 
strated the  necessity  for  the  combination  of  the  ingredients 
contained  in  his  prescription,  namely,  Labour,  Laughter, 
Loyalty  and  Love,  as  indispensably  necessary  for  the  achieve- 
ment of  a  happy,  useful  and  satisfactory  life." 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh  Annual 
Convocation  was  held  in  Boston,  December  8th, 
1925. 

Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  many  other 
Past  Grand  Officers,  permanent  members  of  Grand 
Chapter,  were  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  able  and  compre- 
hensive address  quoted  the  following  memorial 
verse: — 

"Death  is  not  rare,  alas!  nor  burials  few, 
And  soon  the  grassy  coverlet  of  God 
Spreads  equal  green  above  their  ashes  pale." 

He  reports  a  total  membership  of  41,518.  Net 
gain,  791  with  96  chartered  Chapters. 

Five  Chapters  received  a  perfect  marking  during 
the  year. 

Comp.  D.  H.  Mcintosh  was  commissioned  to 
represent  Massachusetts  near  Canada.  He  will  do 
it  well. 

Lorenzo  L.  Green,  of  Meadford,  represents 
Canada. 

The  Capitular  Review  is  again  in  the  hands  of 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Frederick  T.  Comee,  Grand  Secretary, 
who  says  of  Alabama: — 
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"Alabama  is  over  six  times  the  size  of  Massachusetts, 
its  Chapters  are  probably  farther  apart,  and  attendance  at 
Grand  Chapter  is  undoubtedly  more  difficult,  which  reason- 
ably accounts  for  the  large  proxy  representation." 

Under  Arkansas  we  find  the  following: — 

"I  will  say  that  the  day  sessions  of  our  Annual  Convo- 
cations are  devoted  strictly  to  the  Exemplification  of  the 
work  and  lectures  of  the  four  Capitular  degrees,  no  business 
being  transacted.  That  is  attended  to  at  the  evening  ses- 
sions. He  wonders  'if  having  so  many  meetings  during  the 
year  does  not  detract  from  the  interest  there  would  be  were 
there  only  one  held.'  " 

California  furnishes  this  contribution: — 

"Let  us  make  this  co-mingling  with  each  other  mean 
something  of  value  to  each  of  us  and  to  our  Chapters,  and 
out  of  these  friendships  let  us  take  home  with  us  something 
of  good  which  we  may  disseminate  to  others — something  that 
is  constructive,  something  material  and  real  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  help  of  others,  and  something  also  which  will  bring 
sunshine  and  gladness,  happiness  and  good  cheer  to  our  fel- 
lowman." 

Canada  is  comprehensively  reviewed.   We  extract 
the  following  from  our  colleague's  comments: — 

"Dispensations  were  given  to  confer  the  degree  on  two 
Master  Masons,  one  having  lost  three  fingers  of  his  right 
hand  and  the  other  a  leg,  which  I  believe  will  not  prevent 
them  from  being  worthy  and  desirable  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

"A  dispensation  was  given  'to  advance  a  Brother  as  Serv- 
ing Companion.'  Does  this  mean  the  Brother  was  to  receive 
the  degrees  without  the  payment  of  the  regular  fee,  expect- 
ing that  he  would  perform  some  service  to  the  Chapter?  If 
so,  it  would  not  be  allowed  in  Massachusetts. 

"A  heavy  claim  was  made  on  the  time  and  energy  of 
the  representatives  of  the  Grand  Z.  One  of  them  made  a 
hurried  trip  of  332  miles  to  visit  a  Chapter,  and  another 
was  away  from  his  home  two  weeks,  travelling  2,300  miles  in 
performing  his  duty. 

"I  have  now  reached  the  excellent  'Capitular  Correspon- 
dence Review'  by  Comp.  Ponton,  whom  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  on  several  occasions.  His  fraternal  references 
to  56  Grand  Chapters  covers  266  pages,  six  of  them  being 
given  to  Massachusetts,  which  contain  liberal  excerpts  from 
addresses  and  reports  with  apparent  approval." 
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The  following  from  Connecticut  is  interesting: — 

"I  fully  agree  with  his  opinion  regarding  the  Order  of 
De  Molay  expressed  in  several  cf  his  reviews;  his  objec- 
tion to  conferring  the  title  of  Honorary  Past  Grand  High 
Priest;  that  a  Companion  suspended  for  n.p.d.  who  desires 
reinstatement  should  be  required  to  pay  dues  only  up  to  the 
time  of  suspension,  and  that  the  annual  dues  of  a  Chapter 
ought  to  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the  Chapter  and  pay  Grand 
Chapter  dues." 

Illinois  receives  this  notice: — 

"The  Jurisprudence  Committee  heartily  approved  all  the 
Grand  High  Priest  said  concerning  clubs  and  Sabbath  dese- 
cration, and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  matter  could  be 
'safely  left  to  the  disciplinary  power  vested  in  the  Most 
Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  whose  edict  in  such  matters 
would  have  all  the  force  and  effect  of  law.'  " 

Pennsylvania  gave  this  opportunity: — 

"Being  a  strong  believer  in  the  strict  observance  of  a  law 
or  its  revocation,  it  pleases  me  to  know  that  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion a  delinquent  Chapter  and  a  High  Priest  not  prepared 
to  properly  perform  his  duties  paid  the  penalty  for  their 
neglect.  There  are  Grand  Chapters  in  which  delinquency  in 
forwarding  returns  and  inability  to  perform  the  work  of  an 
accepted  office  would  be  freely  forgiven." 

The  custom  of  Massachusetts,  as  indicated  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  review,  will  be  informative  to  our 
readers  and  will  furnish  food  for  thought  in 
Canada: — 

"Reference  is  made  to  our  system  for  the  election  of 
Grand  Officers,  and  thinking  that  another  custom  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts,  which  is  different  from  the 
one  in  general  use,  may  be  interesting,  I  will  say  that  per- 
manent (or  life)  membership  in  our  Grand  Chapter  is  con- 
ferred only  on  those  who  have  been  elected  to  one  of  the  first 
four  Grand  Offices;  the  High  Priests  of  our  Chapters  on 
retiring  from  office  do  not  retain  their  membership  in  the 
Grand  Body,  therefore  we  have  only  about  seventy-five  per- 
manent members,  and  as  our  Grand  High  Priests  usually 
serve  three  consecutive  years,  we  have. at  this  time  only  nine 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  living."

successfully.  The  opportunities  it  affords  in  helping  mould 
the  future  of  one  of  the  world's  greatest  assets — the  man  of 
to-morrow — is  generally  recognized  and  accepted." 

In  one  of  his  communications  to  the  Chapters  he 
wrote: — 

"We  are  working  in  speculative  and  not  operative  Ma- 
sonry. The  work  is  getting  on  a  higher  plane  year  by  year, 
but  there  ore  still  one  or  two  objectionable  features." 

A  High  Priest  having  circularized  a  letter  with- 
out authority,  the  Most  Excellent  said: — 

"Actuated  by  the  best  of  motives,  in  his  opinion,  this 
High  Priest  little  realized  his  letter  addressed  to  the  Grand 
High  Priest  and  circularized  among  all  of  the  Chapters  of 
the  State  was  a  breach  of  Capitular  Laws,  an  apparent 
attempt  to  create  insubordination  among  the  constituent 
Chapters." 

As  to  field  work  and  correspondence  he  thus 
comments : — 

"Unfortunately  some  of  the  officers  of  constituent  Chap- 
ters in  the  State  not  only  appear  to  be  unappreciative  of 
service  offered  by  the  Grand  Officers,  and  apparently  would 
rather  prolong  a  deep  slumber,  but  they  also  have  yet  to 
learn  the  first  lesson  of  courtesy." 

Of  Grand  Secretary  Conover  he  well  says: — 

"No  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  the  entire  country  can  compare 
with  Michigan  in  offering  to  the  craft  treatises  of  inestimable 
value  on  subjects  of  Capitular  Masonry  such  as  those  pre- 
pared by  our  Grand  Secretary,  and  which  are  made  a  part 
of  the  Annual  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body. 

"In  addition  to  this,  it  is  my  firm  belief  fraternal  corres- 
pondence should  also  be  a  part  of  our  Annual  Proceedings." 

He  refused  a  Dispensation  to  a  Chapter  for  the 
transaction  of  business  in  the  Lodge  room  in  some 
other  town. 
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Among  his  decisions  we  find  many  of  interest: 

"I  stated  it  is  an  argument  well  taken  that  a  High  Priest 
representing  Ecclesiastical  powers  did  not  wear  a  hat,  but 
the  tradition  of  a  Master  of  a  Lodge,  representing  King 
Solomon,  being  covered  when  presiding,  is  a  custom  dating 
with  the  oldest  landmarks  of  Freemasonry,  and  equally 
applicable  to  the  Chapter.  4        * 

"The  election  of  a  Companion  as  an  honorary  Past  High 
Priest  is  not  a  power  delegated  to  a  constituent  Chapter.  It 
would  have  a  tendency  to  cheapen  the  office  of  High  Priest 
and  ^  establish  a  very  bad  precedent. 

''Collecting  the  password  in  opening  in  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  cannot  be  omitted. 

"The  candidates  are  exalted  in  a  group  of  three  when 
they  sre  given  the  Grand  Omnific  or  R.A.  Word  and  the 
Ancient  Master's  Word.  This  is  the  central  or  goal  idea, 
the  discovery  of  that  which  was  lost,  and  all  other  ceremonies 
are  but  preliminary  thereto." 

As  to  the  De  Molay  Camp  and  expenditure  in 
connection  therewith  he  thus  reports:— 

"During  its  constructive  period,  which  will  undoubtedly 
continue  for  another  year  or  two,  the  camp  remains  an  ex- 
pense to  be  met  by  this  Grand  Chapter.  Two  years  ago  the 
appropriation  to  help  establish  the  camp  was  $2,000  This 
was  exceeded  by  $329.67.  Last  year  a  like  appropriation  of 
two  thousand  dollars  was  made,  and  the  expenditure  exceeds 
this  sum  to  the  amount  of  $600. 

a  T°uiheir  visit  to  Toronto,  of  which  we  have  such 
delightful  memories  in  Canada,  the  Grand  High 
Priest  thus  gracefully  speaks:— 

"This  exchange  of  visits  between  Canada  and  Michigan 
has  continued  for  several  years,  and  it  seems  that  the  ties  of

The  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  master  of  discrimin- 
ating praise  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Lec- 
turer being  described  as  "really  willing  to  serve,  effi- 
cient, keenly  alert,  kindly  and  untiring,  diligent  and 
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energetic,   zealous   in  the  cause,   characterized  by 
tact,  good  judgment  and  efficiency." 
He  concludes  with  these  lines: — 

"I  can  think  of  no  more  fitting  benediction  than  the 
words  of  David  to  his  beloved  city:  'Peace  be  within  thy 
walls,  and  prosperity  within  thy  palaces.'  " 

Membership,  46,799.   Net  gain,  989. 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Spencer  was  warmly  welcomed  and 
said: — 

''Companion  Spencer  has  been  visiting  our  Grand  Chapter 
since  1921  and  expressed  his  great  pleasure  at  being  again 
able  to  mingle  and  fraternize  with  the  Masons  of  Michigan. 
In  fact  he  said  he  liked  us  so  well  that  he  would  continue  to 
come  even  if  he  had  to  walk." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dunstan  was  the  chief  speaker  at 
the  banquet,  and  those  who  know  him  best  know 
that  Canada  was  well  represented. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  closes  his  report  as  fol- 
lows:— 

"And  to  my  heart  I  bring  again 
This  eager,  earnest  plea: 
Make  me  a  friend  to  as  many  men 
As  are  good  friends  to  me." 

A  uniform  code  of  By-laws  was  approved. 
M.  Ex.   Comp.  Russell,  of  New  York,  is  thus 
reported: — 

"He  gave  a  statement  of  the  splendid  satisfaction  which 
the  recent  revision  of  the  Ritual  in  New  York  State  was 
giving  to  the  Chapters  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  hoped  that 
the  revision  in  Michigan  would  be  as  satisfactory." 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  quoted  this  fine 
verse: — 

"All  to  ourselves  we  think  of  you; 
Think  of  the  things  we  used  to  do, 
Think  of  the  things  we  used  to  say; 
Think  of  each  happy  yesterday. 
Sometimes  we  sigh,  sometimes  we  smile, 
But  we  keep  each  olden  golden  while 
On  Memory's  golden  fyle." 

Our  own  Grand  Scribe  E.,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry 
T.  Smith,  represents  Michigan. 

Then  followed  a  continuation  of  the  History  and 
Origin  and  Development  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree 
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and  Dependent  Grades  as  gathered  from  various 
sources,  prepared  by  Charles  A.  Conover,  General 
Grand  Secretary,  who  thus  introduces  this  third  con- 
tribution to  our  historical  and  biographical  know- 
ledge of  those  who  laid  the  foundations  well  and 
truly: — 

"Before  continuing  the  chronological  history  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  I  want  to  introduce  you  to  a  1 'ew  bio- 
graphical  sketches  of  the  early  fathers  in Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry m  this  country,  some  of  those  who  were  most  active  in 
the  organization  of  the  National  body." 

Throughout,  splendid  reproductions  of  portraits 
adorn  the  history  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
The  whole  will  no  doubt  be  published  in  book  form 
when  completed  and  will  be  a  treasure  house 

This  part  is  thus  concluded:— 

"During  its  existence,  the  General  Grand  Chapter  has  had 
only  eleven  General  Grand  Secretaries,  one  of  whom  Com- 
panion Fox  served  for  forty-one  years.  It  had  Twenty- 
seven  Genera  Grand  High  Priests,  ten  years  being  the  West 
term.

The  Sixty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
St.  Paul,  October  13th,  1925. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  spoke  eloquent- 
ly of  Minnesota's  past. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  was  not  among 
the  Diplomatic  Corps  who  attended. 

Speaking  of  an  invitation  received,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  says: — 

"I  was  unable  to  attend,  but  learned  the  evening  was  de- 
voted to  a  programme  in  keeping  with  the  anniversary  as 
well  as  several  addresses  intended  to  give  those  present  a 
broader  view  of  Chapter  work  and  Masonic  work  than  mem- 
bers usually  get  in  the  regular  routine  of  ordinary  meetings." 

Among  his  decisions  are  the  following : — 

"It  is  incompetent  for  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  confer  the 
respective  degrees  of  Masonry  upon  candidates  whose  physical 
defects  are  such  as  to  prevent  them  from  conforming  literally 
to  all  the  requirements  of  such  degrees. 

An  objection  is  valid  when  made  by  a  Companion  to  the 
advancement  of  a  brother  if  it  is  simply  lodged  as  such,  with- 
out any  reason  or  ground  given  therefor." 

Several  applications  having  been  made  by  outside 
organizations  for  permission  to  address  Grand  Chap- 
ter, one  from  the  Playground  Association  of  America,, 
another  from  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 
and  another  from  Rotary  International,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  decided  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
panions, as  follows : — 

"I  felt  that  I  did  not  care  to  assign  a  place  on  to-day's 
programme  to  a  arepresentative  of  the  Great  Northern  or 
any  other  railway,  or  to  a  representative  of  any  other  associa- 
tion either  for  pleasure  or  business.  I  trust  this  meets  with 
the  approval  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  here 
assembled." 

Membership,  16,839.    Net  gain,  317. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  thus  report: — 
"Nothing  can  so  silence  the  cavils  of  our  enemies  or  recom- 
mend more  strongly  to  the  thoughtful  man  our  beloved  Order 
than  the  consistent  lives  of  living  witnesses  to  its  sublime 
principles" 
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"Weep  not  that  their  toils  are  over,  weep  not  that  their  race 

is  won." 
"God  grant  we  may  rest  as  calmly  when  our  work,  like  theirs 

is  done! 

Canada  is  represented  by  Comp.  J.  Arthur 
Jensen,  of  Minneapolis,  and  Comp.  Oliver  Elwood,  of 
London,  represents  Minnesota,  and  does  it  well. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  entrusted 
to  Comp.  Charles  S.  Schurman,  who  lives  up  to  his 
trust. 

From  his  introduction  we  take  these  sentences : 

"It  does  not  look  as  if  the  Supreme  Grand  Eoyal  Arch 
Chapter  of  old  Scotia  had  entirely  reformed.  This  attitude 
of  Scotland  seems  to  be  the  only  discordant  note  in  the  har- 
mony of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  from  which  we  have 
received  reports.  It  looks  as  if  the  'Bonnie  Lassie'  would  have 
to  be  called  to  time  again  before  she  will  really  recognize  the 
rights  of  others. 

"I  sincerely  hope  that  our  Minnesota  Companions  may  be 
able  to  glean  from  the  following  pages  information  necessary 
to  a  good  understanding  of  what  is  being  accomplished  in 
the  Capitular  field." 

Under  Alabama  he  says : — 

"We  fully  approve  the  desire  to  better  the  educational 
situation,  but  we  are  not  sure  about  that  buttonholing  of  the 
legislative  representatives.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  end 
might  be  quite  as  easily  attained  by  other  means,  and  not 
bring  the  Grand  body  and  the  constituent  Chapters  so  nearly 
in  the  category  of  the  common  politician." 

He  makes  this  comment  under  Arizona: — 

"It  was  with  surprise  that  we  find  a  dispensation  to  re- 
ceive and  ballot  on  a  petition  and  confer  degrees  at  the  same 
Convocation,  and  that  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  approves 
it  as  being  according  to  law." 

British  Columbia  suggests  this  word  of  approba- 
tion : — 

"The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence, alludes  to  the  effect  of  the  visits  of  Lord  Amp  thill 
and  Lord  Cassillis  as  being  the  great  influence  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  misunderstandings  between  the  Companions  of  this 
and  the  old  world  in  spots.  He  calls  Lord  Cassillis'  trip  with- 
out parallel  in  the  annals  of  Free  Masonry." 
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Under  California  we  find: — 

"He  follows  this  up  by  giving  two  of  his  own  opinions  as 
to  how  the  attendance  at  Masonic  bodies  might  be  increased, 
one  of  which  particularly  interested  the  writer,  and  I  give  it 
as  follows: 

"  'To  elect  as  Masters  only  those  Brethren  who  have  suf- 
ficient ability,  education,  energy,  intelligence  and  vision  to 
make  their  meetings  so  attractive  that  a  large  attendance 
will  naturally  ensue.  We  must  remember  that  we  are  con- 
fronted with  a  condition,  and  not  with  a  theory.' 

"  'Any  man  who  has  to  dig  out  from  the  Constitution  the 
answers  to  fifty  questions  on  the  government  of  a  Chapter, 
and  after  that  be  made  to  correct  the  mistakes  in  his  answers, 
will  know  enough  not  to  bother  the  Grand  High  Priest  with 
foolish  questions.  This  is  done  with  Masters  of  Lodges  in 
this  state  and  it  could  well  be  copied  by  the  Grand  Chapter.'  " 

Canada  is  reviewed  most  encouragingly  and  we 
appreciate  the  good  words  and  the  good-will  of  our 
colleague.  From  his  review  we  take  the  following 
extracts : — 

"Then  the  Grand  Representatives  were  welcomed,  the  re- 
sponse being  made  by  R.E.  Comp.  W.  M.  Logan. 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  is  a  short  business-like  docu- 
ment. He  granted  his  dispensation  for  four  new  Chapters. 
Some  of  his  dispensations  would  not  be  looked  upon  favour- 
ably here,  and  at  that  we  are  not  disposed  to  criticize. 

"We  feel  like  approving  that  position.  We  do  not  like  to 
see  Masonic  things  made  too  common.  You  know  'familiarity 
breeds  contempt.'  Let  Masonry  be  a  little  reserved.  It  won't 
hurt  it  a  bit. 

"The  system  of  inspection  and  visitation  is  fine.  Full  and 
detailed  reports  are  given  in  the  proceedings — reports  that 
indicate  that  matters  are  not  glossed  over.  The  committee  on 
'Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry'  reports  that  it  con- 
cludes that  the  'Royal  Craft  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion is  healthy,  vigorous  and  virile. 

"We  find  that  Comp.  Ponton  thinks  that  the  moon  is  a 
poor  guide  by  which  to  schedule  Chapter  meetings.  Under 
■California  he  has  this  further  to  say  that  is  quite  pertinent 
to  many  places:  'One  can  scarcely  believe  that  permission 
to  smoke  in  Chapter  or  Lodge  would  be  even  asked  or  sug- 
gested.' It  never  is  where  there  is  a  proper  regard  for  the 
dignity  of  these  bodies.  Under  New  Jersey  we  find  him  re- 
marking that  the  'in-roads  of  smoking  appear  to  be  making 
progress  even  in  dignified  New  Jersey,  and  the  Grand  High 
Priest  recommends  that  it  be  prohibited  in  Chapter.'  Under 
this  same  head  we  find  the  Reviewer's  convictions  on  'physical 
perfection.' 
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In  these  sentiments  we  heartily  concur.  This  physical 
perfection  is  a  relic  of  operative  Masonry  which  we  may  very 
well  discard  m  this  day  and  generation  without  hamstring- 
ing the  ancient  landmarks.  Insistance  on  physical  perfection 
makes  us  appear  very  ridiculous  sometimes  when  we  talk  so 
grandiloquently  as  to  the  moral  qualifications  of  Maconry 

"Under  South  Dakota  we  find  the  following  comment  on 
our  old  friend  M.E.  Companion  Cyrus  B.  Warne,  and  shows 
how  happily  he  hit  upon  the  solution  to  his  own  query  'The 
features  of  the  Grand  Priest  in  etched  engraving  which  opens 
the  iransactions  leaves  one  in  doubt  as  to  whether  he  is  a 
preacher  a  lawyer  or  a  philosopher— probably  all  three  in  one.' 
How  could  one  not  acquainted  personally  with  Comp.  Warne 
come  to  so  close  analysis  of  him? 

"In  our  enthusiasm  of  this  report  we  almost  forgot  to  re- 
fer to  the  generous  treatment  which  he  gave  to  Minnesota 
He  quotes  from  our  report  with  approval  we  are  glad  to  say 
and  under  different  heads  refers  to  the  comments  of  the 
Minnesota  scribe.     We  have  much  enjoyed  this  volume. 

Under  Colorado  we  read: — 

"Under  Kentucky,  discussing  approval  of  a  campaign  of 
electioneering  to  start  Companions  in  the  line  of  the  Grand 
Chapter    Comp.    Woodward    says    very    aptly: 

1  'We  believe  that  this  is  a  step  in  the  wrong  direction.'  " 

And  under  Connecticut  the  following : 

"As    to    the    compensation    if    that    were    the    only    aim 

we  had  in  view  we  would  not  be  writing  these  reports      The 

real  reward  is  m  the  service  which  we  may  be  able  to  render 

Under   North    Dakota   we   get   seme   information   which 

caused  a  query  in  our  minds  also: 

"  'He  is  another  who  is  puzzled  by  the  fact  that  our  High 
Priests  are  listed  as  Most  Excellent,  though  not  Past  Grand 
Hign  Priests.  Simply  because  we  have  enough  old  hunkers 
to  balk  any  effort  to  abandon  a  misleading  title,  simply  be- 
cause the  latter  stands  in  our  old  monitor,  which  to  our  mind 
is  piffle. 

Of  the  visit  of  Sir  Alfred  Bobbins  under  Massa- 
chusetts he  says : — 

^JZhXVH[\°f  tbis  bl;other  h^s  done  much  for  the  cement- 
ing of  the  fraternal  feelings  and  sympathies  of  the  Brethren 
S  ™e  *w°  continents.  It  was  a  happy  thought  for  the  head 
of  the  bodies  m  England  when  he  conceived  the  idea  of  send- 

^gf?r°W Robbl"s  bere  t0  bear  the  greetings  of  the  fraternity 
on  the  other  side  of  the  water." 

He  is  finely  conservative  as  shown  under  Ver- 
mont : — 
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"As  might  be  expected,  a  certain  amount  of  confusion  was 
found  to  be  in  evidence  with  reference  to  the  last  changes 
made  in  the  Ritual.  Do  not  changes  in  the  Ritual  always 
produce  these  results? 

He  gently  rallies  Wisconsin  on  its  sovereign  inde- 
pendence gesture  in  the  following  words : — 

"In  order  to  be  dead  sure  of  its  sovereignty  the  following 
resolution  was  offered  withdrawing  the  Jurisdiction  of  Wis- 
consin from  any  and  all  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand 
Chapter : 

"  'A  motion  was  made  that  the  resolution  be  laid  over 
until  next  year,  and  be  referred  to  the  General  Committee. 
The  motion  was  lost,  so  we  suppose  the  resolution  was 
adopted  and  that  Wisconsin  is  now  completely  sovereign  with- 
out taint  of  any  kind.'  "

MISSISSIPPI 

Frank  F.  Rankin,  M.E.G.H.P. 

The  Seventy-eighth  Annual  Convocation  was 
held  24th  February,  1926,  in  Meridian  (an  appro* 
priate  place) . 

Canada's  Representative  did  not  respond  with 
the  other  ambassadors. 

In  his  introduction  the  Grand  High  Priest  says 
in  his  brief  and  business-like  address : — 

"He  has  not  served  who  gathers  gold, 
Nor  has  he  served  whose  life  is  told 
In  selfish  battles  he  has  won, 
Or  deeds  of  skill  that  he  has  done; 
But  he  has  served  who  now  and  then 
Has  helped  along  his  fellow  men." 

"So  service  is  always  rewarded  with  pleasure  if  performed 
unselfishly. 

"My  sympathies  go  out  to  our  Companions  of  other  shores 
who  are  struggling  for  liberty  against  Fascism,  Bigotry,  and 
a  host  of  kindred  evils.  May  the  God  of  our  Fathers  be 
with  them  and  give  them  victory." 

The  following  Dispensation  is  the  reverse  of  a 
ruling  given  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction: — 

"I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Greenwood  Chapter  to  ballot 
out  of  time  on  one  candidate.    It  appeared  that  the  candidate 
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was  a  young  naval  officer  at  home  on  a  furlough  prior  to 
leaving  on  a  long  cruise,  and  this  was  his  only  opportunity  to 
get  the  degrees." 

Of  De  Molay  he  says: — 

"Since  the  boys  of  to-day  are  the  men  of  to-morrow,  we 
should  not  neglect  any  opportunity  of  cultivating  their  young 
minds  and  giving  them  a  broader  vision  of  the  work  which 
is  soon  to  fall  upon  their  shoulders.  We  all  expect  and 
desire  our  boys  to  become  Masons." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  gave  an  able  report,  of 
which  the  following  sentences  will  be  found  of  in- 
terest:— 

"The  great  need  in  these  parts  is  a  leader.  Where  I  have 
been  able  to  find,  or  develop  such  a  leader,  I  have  been  able 
to  revive  the  work  and  get  a  good  team  functioning,  the 
Master  Masons  in  the  jurisdiction  have  been  interested,  an 
increasing  number  of  petitions  come  in,  and  there  is  ample 
work  to  enable  the  team  workers  to  keep  up  on  their  parts 
in  the  ritual.  So  marked  is  all  this,  that  I  commend  to  any 
of  you  who  are  from  inactive  Chapters  the  taking  of  the 
leadership  in  organizing  good  working  teams  in  your 
Chapters. 

"It  takes  energy,  time,  devotion  to  duty,  unswerving  de- 
termination, the  'never-say-die'  spirit,  to  carry  it  through." 

Membership,  7,683.    Net  loss,  46. 
Two  opinions  of  the  Law  Committee  are  as  fol- 
lows:— 

"You  should  apply  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  a 
dispensation  to  hold  the  election  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

"We  do  not  think  you  can  elect  either  the  King  or 
Scribe  as  High  Priest  for  the  balance  of  the  Masonic  year." 

Mississippi  is  represented  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  John 
J.  Farley,  of  Belleville,  and  Canada  is  represented 
by  Leon  S.  Lippincott  of  Vicksburg. 

The  Foreign  Correspondence  receives  the  super- 
vising care  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  C.  Myers,  who 
in  his  introduction  thus  summarizes  the  situation: — 

"In  the  mental  tour  around  the  circuit  of  the  'Round 
Table'  we  find  that  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  mem- 
bership in  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  reviewed,  we  find  a  loss 
in  only  four  Grand  Chapters  and  then  only  very  small. 
[Others  find  14.]

"In  some  jurisdictions  we  find  that  the  Grand  High 
Priests  have  been  too  prone  to  grant  dispensation  asked  for, 
and  in  some  instances  appear  to  have  ovrstepped  the  bounds 
of  law." 

Alberta  receives  ample  attention  and  we  take 
from  his  review  the  following  encouraging  com- 
ments:— 

"Splendid  you  passed,  the  great  surrender  made, 
Into  the  light  that  nevermore  shall  fade, 
Deep  your  contentment  in  that  blest  abode, 
Who  wait  the  last  clear  trumpet  call  of  God. 

"There  was  a  banquet  at  which  many  toasts  were  given 
by  the  Grand  Visitors  and  others,  and  these  were  real  toasts, 
not  'Adam's  Ale'  toasts. 

"We  congratulate  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  on 
the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  decade  since  it  was 
constituted,  they  have  been  faithful  workers  in  the  Royal 
Arch  Vineyard  and  are  entitled  to  their  wages." 

Canada  is  not  included  in  the  Jurisdictions  which 
come  under  his  notice. 

Under  Illinois  he  says: — 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois  still  leads  the  world  in 
membership.  The  Proceedings  show  88,998  up  to  October, 
1925." 

From  Iowa  he  quotes: — 

"There  is  but  one  life  to  live  and  God  intends  us  to  so 
improve  ourselves  that  the  living  of  that  life  is  worth  while, 
for  it  is: — 

"Strong  for  the  right,  the  good,  the  true — 
These  are  the  things  worth  while  to  you." 

Under  Saskatchewan  he  gives  this  verse  and 
these  encouraging  words: — 

"Now  is  the  stately  column  broke, 

The  beacon  light  is  quenched  in  smoke; 
The  trumpet's  silver  sound  is  still, 
The  warder  silent  on  the  hill. 

"For  a  Grand  Chapter  only  two  years  old  this  Grand 
Chapter  is  making  very  good  progress,  and  moving  along  the 
road  of  a  successful  future."

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MISSOURI. 

Orson  H.  Swearingen,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Eightieth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Kirksville,  at  the  Teachers'  College  April  27th,  1926. 

The  Proceedings  are  preceded  by  a  picture  and 
three  page  biography  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Swearingen, 
who  was  bom  in  Kentucky,  but  traces  his  lineage 
back  to  the  Dutch.  He  is  a  successful  lawyer,  and  his 
biography  thus  concludes: — 

"Companion  Swearingen  is  in  the  prime  of  life  He  is 
active,  vigorous,  and  in  every  way  fitted  to  achieve  merited 
distinction  not  only  m  his  chosen  profession,  but  also  in  Ma- 
sonry, for  he  is  devoted  to  the  Craft  in  all  its  branches." 

The  addresses  of  welcome  and  replies  show  that 
Missouri  appreciates  humour  as  a  saving  grace. 

From  the  address  of  welcome  we  take  one  of 
several  stories: — 

"Perhaps  you  might  remember  Kirksville  and  osteopathy 
by  a  related  story  told  of  Adolphus  Busch,  the  brewer,  when 
he  visited  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Kaiser  of  Germany. 

"After  formal  introductions,  the  kaiser  asked  Mr.  Busch 
his  residence. 

"  'St.  Louis,  your  Majesty.' 

"His  Majesty's  brows  puckered.     'Saint  Looey?     Mmh 

and  just  where  is  Saint  Looey?' 

"Mr.  Busch  looked  at  him  with  surprise.  'Why,'  he  re- 
plied, 'it's  down  by  my  brewery!'     (Laughter.) 

"We  would  like,  gentlemen,  when  you  go  back  to  your 
homes  and  tell  your  friends  that  you  have  been  in  Kirksville, 
if  they  don't  seem  familiar  with  the  place  and  ask  you  where 
it  is,  tell  them  it  is  right  here  by  our  original  School  of 
Osteopathy." 

And  from  the  reply  a  propos  of  brevity  he  quotes 
this  with  regard  to  President  Coolidge  who  had  gone 
to  church  alone  and  without  permission,  and  who  had 
to  stand  an  examination  on  his  return  by  the  gentle 
lady  who  presides  over  the  White  House: 

"When  he  got  back: 

'"Where  have  you  been?' 

"  'Church.' 

"  'Who  did  you  go  with?' 

"  'Alone.' 

"'Well,  who  preached?' 
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"  'Doctor  Brown.' 

"  'What  did  he  talk  about?' 

"  'Sin.' 
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Well,  what  did  he  say  about  it?' 
Opposed  to  it.' 


From  the  High  Priest's  address  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

"We  are  unable  to  report  a  substantial  increase  in  num- 
bers, although  there  were  1,511  exaltations.  The  net  gain 
is  very  small  because  the  Chapters  generally  weeded  out  their 
dead  timber  by  suspending  the  drones,  and  I  approve  of  their 
action.  We  will  not  be  known  or  observed  because  of  num- 
bers, but  rather  for  the  character  of  our  men  and  the  lives 
we  live." 

One  of  his  decisions  which  turned  out  to  be  of 
more  than  usual  importance  is  thus  reported.  It  may 
be  added  that  the  Grand  Secretary  had  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  and  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  as 
will  appear  later: — 

"Can  the  Grand  Secretary  remove  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary   without   the   permission   of    the   Grand   Chapter? 

Yes." 

Among  his  recommendations  is  the  following: — 

"That  this  Grand  Chapter  go  on  record  immediately 
against  Sunday  athletics  under  Masonic  management  or  for 
Masonic  amusement." 

Companions  of  St.  Louis  actually  went  so  far  as 
to  bring  an  action  in  Court  for  an  injunction  re- 
straining the  Grand  Secretary  from  removing  his 
office  to  his  former  home  town  and  the  Grand  High 
Priest  thus  reports: — 

"These  Companions  represented  to  the  Court  that 
'plaintiffs  bring  this  suit  in  behalf  of  the  above-named  Grand 
Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Missouri  *  *  *  and  on  behalf 
of  all  the  members  therein  who  care  to  join  this  suit  as 
plaintiffs.' 

"Should  this  Grand  Chapter  sustain  its  officers  the  case 
is  to  be  dismissed  at  cost  of  plaintiffs.  Should  it  decide  to 
move  back  to  St.  Louis,  the  costs  of  suit  will  have  to  be  paid 
by  the  Grand  Chapter." 

It  may  here  be  added  that  Grand  Chapter  ap- 
proved the  removal  and  we  presume  therefore  that 
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the  action  at  law,  apparently  inspired  by  the  officers 
and  directors  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association,  fell 
to  the  ground. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  thus  concludes : — 
"I  regret  to  sever  the  connection,  but  one  thing  is  com- 
forting, however — friendships  are  abiding — mere  separation 
cannot  destroy  the  high  regard,  lofty  esteem,  and  personal 
affection  which  are  the  natural  offspring  of  long  association 
and  close  relation  with  really  good  men." 

Membership,  35,776.    Net  gain,  70. 
Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and 
were  honoured. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  says  in  his  report: — 

"The  great  number  of  bank  failures  in  the  rural  sections, 
where  the  great  majority  of  our  Chapters  are  located,  is  in- 
dication of  the  absence  of  material  prosperity.  It  is  to  that 
fact  alone  that  I  attribute  the  small  gain  in  numbers  during 
the  past  year.    I  find  no  lack  of  zeal  among  our  members." 

Grand  High  Priest  Izor,  of  Michigan,  was  warmly 
welcomed  and  said  in  his  excellent  address,  which 
must  have  delighted  the  Companions : — 

"In  Michigan,  Excellent  Companions,  we  are  endeavouring 
to  forge  the  bonds  of  union  in  a  brotherhood  of  spirit  that 
will  draw  and  hold  men  together  whatsoever  may  come  to 
pass;  and  as  a  representative  of  Michigan,  bringing  to  you 
I  think  that  which  is  as  universal  or  should  be  as  Masonry 
itself  is,  peace  on  earth,  good  will  towards  men." 

General  Grand  Master  Bert  S.  Lee  was  well  re- 
ceived, saying  among  other  things: — 

"You  know  I  love  to  think  that  Freemasonry  is  a  concrete 
example  of  the  ideas  of  men  through  the  past  ages.  Every 
Brother  comes  into  the  Blue  Lodge  with  ideals  of  Free- 
masonry." 

Grand  Scribe  Mifflin,  of  Michigan,  gave  an 
eloquent  and  humorous  address : — 

"And  now,  gentlemen,  I  will  be  brief  for  fear  that  you 
might  perhaps  put  me  in  the  class  of  a  rather  eloquent 
preacher  who  some  time  ago  was  discussing  the  mortality 
of  the  soul;  and  he  went  along  something  like  this: 

"  'I  looked  at  the  mountains  and  thought,  beautiful  as 
thou  art,  thou  soon  wilt  pass  away;  and  I  looked  at  the  sea 
and  I  thought,  mighty  as  thou  art  thou  shalt  soon  dry  up; 
but  not  me."     (Laughter.) 
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Canada's  Grand  Representative  duly  responded  to 
the  roll,  for  he  was  none  other  than  M.E.  Grand  High 
Priest  Swearingen  himself. 

We  have  often  in  Canada  debated  on  the  value  of 
slogans  and  have  mined  in  our  vocabulary  for  appro- 
priate ones.  We  therefore  make  no  apology  for  re- 
producing that  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  McCullah,  who 
said : — 

"Further  expressing  my  deep  regard  for  the  delights  of 
Kirksville,  you  know  down  in  the  Ozarks,  down  where  the 
rhythmic  staccato  of  the  woodpecker  is  a  delightful  sym- 
phony and  the  mournful  sound  of  the  whangdoodle  is  a 
seraphic  harmony;  where  the  midnight  croak  of  the  bull- 
frog is  a  soothing  lullaby,  and  down  where  the  detour  sign  is 
in  the  discard  (laughter),  and  hospitality  is  a  major  virtue, 
that  is  the  country   from  which  I  come  to  Kirksville. 

"Continuing  as  to  Kirksville  (laughter),  Companions,  let 
me  quote  to  you  without  leaving  that  subject,  just  a  few  of 
our  Ozark  slogans: 

"  'A  land  of  a  million  smiles  and  few  headaches.' 

"  'Our  moonshine  is  bottled  sunshine.' 

"  'California  yesterday,  Florida  to-day,  and  Ozarks  to- 
morrow.' 

"Welcome  to  our  milk,  and  honey  too. 
Our  pies  are  made  of  pumpkin, 
And  there  are  oysters  in  our  stew." 

Alex.  G.  Horwood,  of  Toronto,  represents  Missouri. 
Over  each    memorial  page  are  inscribed    these 
words : — 

"Their  Work  was  Good,  Square  and  True." 

David  M.  Wilson  again  presents  the  report  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence,  saying  in  his  foreword 
and  thereby  disarming  all  criticism,  even  if  scope  for 
it  could  be  found : — 

"When  tempted  to  criticize  I  try  to  keep  in  mind  two  very 
old  and  most  excellent  sayings  that  my  father  and  mother 
taught  me  when  I  was  a  boy.  The  first  was  that  children 
should  be  seen,  not  heard.  I  am  no  longer  a  child  in  years, 
but  am  still  very  young  as  a  reviewer.  The  other,  uttered 
centuries  ago  by  the  King  of  Kings  and  Lord  of  Lords,  was 
'Judge  not  that  ye  be  not  judged.'  " 

Under  Alabama  he  quotes : — 
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We  have  as  a  striking  illustration  of  a  responsive  cord 
in  the  hearts  of  the  Masons  of  Alabama  the  wonderful  Ma- 
sonic Home.  This  is  a  material  evidence  of  the  broad  stream 
of  sweet  charity  that  flows  out  from  them  to  their  old 
Brethren,  the  widows  and  the  orphans  who  are  welcome 
wards.  *  *  *  The  Grand  Chapter,  as  well  as  the  other  Masonic 
Grand  Bodies  of  Alabama,  has  established  certain  scholar- 
ships in  colleges  and  universities.    They  are  splendid." 

Canada  receives  ample  and  kindly  attention.  He 
quotes  feelingly  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Dead  with  reference  to  Dr.  Kuhn,  say- 
ing : — 

"In  referring  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Kuhn,  the  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Dead,  say: 

"  'Although  ripe  in  years,  Comp.  Kuhn  had  a  young  heart, 
which  he  kept  so  by  constant  association  with  his  Companions, 
and  the  advocacy  of  advanced  and  progressive  ideas.  He  was 
moved  with  an  ardent  desire  for  the  education  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  in  the  duties  and  privileges  of  the  Order.'  " 

He  speaks  of  our  luncheon  in  the  large  Banquet 
Hall,  of  which  450  members  and  guests  partook,  and 
the  interesting  addresses  delivered  by  the  American 
guests,  which  we  all  here  appreciated. 

Of  our  review  he  is  kind  enough  to  say : 

"The  Capitular  correspondence  and  review  is  by  PGZ 
Ponton,  and  covers  over  260  printed  pages.  It  is  by  a  master 
hand.  Missouri  is  honoured  with  over  three  pages  He 
quotes  somewhat  at  length  from  the  address  of  Dr.  Pickard, 
referring  to  him  as  a  distinguished  scholar  and  scientist." 

Nebraska  is  cited  as  having  a  unique  roll  of 
honour: — 

"On  page  399,  in  red  ink,  is  printed  a  Roll  of  Honour, 
consisting  of  the  names  and  locations  of  twenty- two  Chapters 
who  reported  'No  delinquent  dues.'" 

All  the  way  from  New  South  Wales  a  message 
came  to  Missouri: — 

"Although  there  is  no  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  our 
Grand  Chapter,  yet  in  the  closing  pages  of  the  committee's 
reports,  I  find  this-

'In  Missouri  1,100  candidates  for  R.A.  were  exalted  on 
one  day  by  means  of  relay  teams  of  officers.  The  eloquent 
Dr  Kuhn,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  America,  delivered 
a  beautiful  and  chaste  oration  on  the  esoteric  teachings  of 
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Masonry.  On  this  august  occasion,  no  less  an  assembly  of 
Masons  than  9,000.  America  is  the  home  of  big  men  and 
big  things.'  "

Ray  V.  Denslow,  Trenton,  M.,  Grand  Secretary. 
Another  Masonic  Trenton  has  been  written  on 
the  map. 

MONTANA,  1923. 

A.  Whitworth,  M.E.G.H.P. 

Three  years'  Proceedings  of  Montana,  1923,  1924, 
and  1925,  have  come  to  this  Reviewer  in  a  bundle  to- 
gether, hence  the  omission  of  Montana  in  two  pre- 
vious Reviews. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
at  Billings  on  August  14th,  1923.  Twelve  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  were  present  in  the  Grand  East. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thompson  of  Iowa  gave 
a  very  earnest  and  lively  address  from  which  we  take 
the  following : — 

"You  have  got  something  else  to  do  besides  go  into  the 
Lodge  room  and  help  confer  the  degrees.  Just  think  at  the 
last  Presidential  election,  out  of  fifty-four  million  men  voters 
in  this  country  entitled  to  cast  votes,  only  fifty  per  cent,  of 
them  did  their  duty  as  American  citizens  and  went  to  the 
polls,  and  then  you  wonder  why  the  government  is  going  to 
the  dogs,  and  why  this  Bolshevik  movement  is  spreading  as 
it  does.  Whose  fault  is  it?  Isn't  it  yours,  isn't  it  mine,  if  we 
don't  do  our  duty  as  American  citizens  and  show  to  this  world 
that  we  are  interested  in  the  men  that  we  elect  and  in  the 
things  that  are  going  on?" 

In  the  course  of  his  address  the  Grand  High 
Priest  said: — 

"What  a  wealth  of  memories  we  have  treasured  up !  The 
history  of  Montana  Masonry  is  the  history  of  our  State — 

"For  the  structure  that  we  raise, 
Time  is  with  material  filled; 
Our  to-days  and  yesterdays 
Are  the  blocks  with  which  we  build." 

"As  we  meet  this  morning  in  the  home  of  Billings  Chapter 
we  think  of  Logan,  Fraser,  Dewar,  and  other  workers  in  the 
quarries  of  eastern  Montana.      Many  have  completed  their 
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tasks,  received  their  wages  of  a  well-spent  life  and  laid  down 
their  working  tools,  but  they  are  taken  up  by  willing  hands 
and  the  building  of  the  temple  progresses. 

"We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  Montana 
Chapters  are  now  anchored  on  a  firm  foundation." 

The  Grand  Secretary  said : — 

"It  is  refreshing  to  note  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Can- 
ada cordially  recommends  the  establishment  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Manitoba." 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  M.  Logan,  of  Hamilton,  Grand 
Secretary  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  represents  Montana, 
and  Canada  is  represented  by  Joseph  J.  Hindson,  of 
Helena. 

The  Correspondence  Report  is  by  Comp.  H.  S. 
Hepner,  and  is  a  satisfying  message  of  unity. 
He  finds  and  gives  us  this  under  California: — 

"On  the  records  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge  of  Pough- 
keepsie,  New  York,  1781,  stands  the  unchanged  condemna- 
tion of  a  traitor  to  the  American  people:  'It  is  ordered  that 
the  name  of  Benedict  Arnold  be  considered  obliterated  from 
the  records  of  this  Lodge  as  a  traitor.' 

"I  am  reminded  in  this  connection  of  the  direful  prophecy 
of  Lord  Macaulay,  as  he  looked  down  the  years  at  the  great 
and  young  western  Republic.    Said  he: 

"  'Your  Republic  will  be  as  fearfully  plundered  and  laid 
waste  in  the  twentieth  century  as  the  Roman  Empire  was  in 
the  fifth  century;  but  your  Huns  and  vandals  will  have  been 
engendered  within  your  own  institutions.' 

"I  cannot  go  further  now  than  to  summon  Masons  every- 
where to  their  full  duty  to  their  God,  their  country,  their 
families  and  themselves." 

He  reviews  Canada  favourably  and  quotes  the 
whole  conclusion  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  B.  Brown,  then 
the  Correspondence  Committee,  and  still  the  beloved 
Companion  and  Brother  of  all  who  know  him. 

From  his  conclusion  we  take  these  fine  sen- 
tences : — 

"Again  we  are  through  with  the  inspection  of  the  work 
from  the  quarries  of  the  several  Jurisdictions  of  the 
Capitular  world. 

"We  again  did  not  hesitate  to  appropriate  the  stones 
which  the  workmen  wrought  and  place  them  in  our  structure. 

"The  marks  of  the  craftsmen  are  on  them  and  we  did  not 
like  to  change  or  mar  their  symmetry  and  beauty. 
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"May  the  usefulness  of  the  Royal  Craft,  awakening  as  it 
is  to  the  world's  need  of  real  and  active  service  in  behalf  of 
humanity,  bear  fullest  fruition."

MONTANA,  1924. 

Donald  S.  MacLeod,  M.E.G.H.P. 
The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Great  Falls,  August  19th,  1924. 

The  following  makes  pleasant  reading : — 

"Just  before  the  opening,  a  little  girl  brought  in  a  large 
bouquet  of  roses  for  the  Grand  High  Priest.  M.E.  Companion 
MacLeod  accepted  the  flowers  with  thanks,  saying  their  loveli- 
ness and  beauty  were  typical  of  our  great  Order  and  their 
glowing  red  typical  of  the  fervency  and  zeal  which  should 
actuate  all  Royal  Arch  Masons." 

Montana  is  distinguished  for  the  loyalty  of  its 
Past  Grands,  no  less  than  fourteen  were  honoured  at 
their  altar. 

Canada's  Representative  is  not  recorded  as 
present. 

The  following  is  a  fine  conclusion  to  Comp.  Mac- 
Leod's address: — 

"When  accepting  this  gavel  a  year  ago,  it  was  my  soul's 
desire  to  everywhere  and  at  all  times  cultivate  the  most  inti- 
mate friendship  with  my  Companions,  and  always  make  them 
feel  that  I  realized  that  if  elevated  for  a  time  above  them, 
I  was  elevated  by  them. 

"I  also  learned  long  ago  that  it  was  not  by  the  strong- 
arm  or  iron  will  that  obedience  and  order,  the  chief  requisites 
to  good  government,  are  secured,  but  by  holding  the  key  to 
the  hearts  of  men. 

"To  the  officers  who  shared  the  quarter-deck  with  me  I 
give  my  heartfelt  thanks. 

"It  does  not  take  especially  brilliant  men  to  guide  as  well 
organized  ship  as  ours,  but  it  does  require  unity  of  effort. 
So  if  it  is  found  that  even  I  have  been  able  to  keep  our  gallant 
ship  within  its  chartered  course,  to  my  officers  must  much  of 
the  credit  go. 
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"So  now,  in  sailing  into  the  port  of  Great  Falls,  it  is  with 
some  youthful  pride  that  I  gaze  aloft  and  view  our  royal 
banner  proudly  waiving  from  our  main  top  without  spot  or 
blemish. 

"The  thanks  are  justly  due  to  the  Great  I  Am,  Who  has 
ruled  over  our  destinies  and  brought  us  into  port  with  our 
full  crew. 

"To  me,  as  Captain,  the  voyage  has  been  a  very,  very 
happy  one,  and  as  I  come  from  sturdy  stock,  indicating 
longevity,  and  as  only  the  good  die  young,  I  expect  long  to  re- 
member the  placid  seas  of  Fraternity,  the  azure  skies  of 
friendship  and  the  white  sails  of  brotherhood." 

Montana's  Representative,  R.  Ex.  W.  M.  Logan; 
Canada's  Representative,  Joseph  J.  Hindson. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  in  the 
able  hands  of  Comp.  Hepner. 

He  says  under  Alabama: — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  believes,  'That  their  Masonic 
Home  at  Montgomery  is  one  of  the  Grandest  Monuments  ever 
erected  to  Humanity." 

Under  British  Columbia  he  comments: — 

"The  undoubted  value  of  the  correspondence  report  as  an 
exchange  medium  of  information,  and  that  the  detailed  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  each  Jurisdiction  is  much  more 
generally  adopted  and  much  more  informative  than  the 
topical  form." 

Of  Canada  he  says : — 

"The  Grand  Z.  presented  a  fine  address;  in  opening  por- 
tions he  said: 

"  'May  we  always  then  be  ready  to  remember  the  law  of 
forgiveness  and  not  the  faults  of  a  Companion.  Do  not  let  us 
fan  the  dying  embers  of  hate  into  life  again.' 

"The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  orzanizations  such  as 
ours  will  have  to  stand  for  something  tangible  in  the  plan  of 
humanity  or  fall  by  the  wayside. 

"William  N.  Ponton  has  a  fine  correspondence  report. 
Montana  is  more  than  generously  treated;  extracts  of  Com- 
panion McAllister's  address  and  of  others  are  quoted,  and 
we  received  five  printed  pages  of  review.  His  'foreward'  is 
reproduced  herewith: 

"  'In  perhaps  a  lesser  and  more  impersonal  way  this  corre- 
spondence has  its  cohesive  use — its  contagious  touch  of  good 
will,  good  word  and  good  deed,  based  on  the  analogy  of  Burns' 
sermon  in  miniature,  "A  Correspondence  fixed  with  Heaven 
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is  sure  a  nobler  anchor."  Here  beginneth  then  our  "Little 
Journey  to  the  Homes"  of  those  who  strive  to  excel  as  Excel- 
lent Companions  in  all  that  contributes  to  make  life  worth 
living  through  generous  friendship,  practical  philanthropy 
and  real  ideals.'  " 

He  selects  this  human  gem  from  Idaho : — 

"You  judge  him   more   by  the  fight   he's  made, 

By  the  way  he  has  faced  the  strife, 
And  not  the  amount  of  the  bank  account 

He's  managed  to  get  in  life. 
You  think  of  the  friend  he's  been  to  man, 

And  the  good  that  he  has  done, 
And  you  judge  the  sort  of  a  man  he  was 

By  the  friends  that  he  has  won." 

Under  Ireland  we  find  a  characteristic  com- 
ment:— 

"We  note  in  the  pamphlet  before  us  that  the  Chapter  at 
Salisbury,  Rhodesia,  is  in  connection  with  'St.  Patrick's' 
Lodge  at  that  place;  we  wonder  if  there  are  snakes  in 
Rhodesia." 

North  Carolina  gives  him  the  following: — 

"In  my  travels  about  the  State  I  have  heard  a  few  faint 
rumblings  (very  faint),  not  from  any  body  of  men,  but  from 
one  or  two  uninformed  individuals,  who  have  said,  'We  may 
be  overdoing  this  educational  idea.'  Perish  the  thought! 
When  we  stop  and  think  of  the  ultimate  good  that  is  bound 
to  be  the  sequence  of  this  educational  programme,  those  faint 
rumblings  sink  into  utter  insignificance." 

He  thus  concludes: — 

"Our  fifth  journey  through  the  Capitular  realms  is  ended. 

"We  are  home  again  preparing  for  our  next  excursion  to 
the  Royal  Arch  quarries  of  the  world. 

"It  was  also  noted  by  the  writer  that  Grand  Chapters  are 
taking  active  interests  in  Homes,  in  Educational  Work,  and 
many  other  enterprises  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  humanity. 

"The  labours  of  the  Craft  in  the  quarries  are  utilized  in 
shaping  capstones  and  keystones  to  strengthen  and  adorn  the 
structure  of  Masonry. 

"These  activities  augur  well  for  the  future  of  the  Royal 
Arch;  the  mark  of  the  Craft  will  be  more  deeply  chiseled 
upon  the  ashlars,  and  Most  Excellent  Masters  they  will  in- 
deed be  in  aiding  so  noble  and  glorious  a  cause  as  all  of 
Masonry  is  engaged  in."

H.  S.  Hepner,  M.E.G.H.P. 

The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Missoula,  August  18th,  1925. 

The  Past  Grands  increase  in  number  with  every 
meeting,  no  less  than  sixteen  honouring  and  being- 
honoured  by  Grand  Chapter. 

Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  Joseph  J.  Hind- 
son.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  M.  Logan  represents  Montana. 

The  biography  of  Grand  High  Priest  Hepner  (also 
Fraternal  Correspondent),  is  so  unusual  and  unique 
that  we  share  with  our  Companions  the  following 
paragraphs   from  it : — 

"In  intimate  and  sincere  fellowship  we  learn  to  measure 
our  associates  by  the  scale  of  analysis  balanced  by  the  weight 
of  brotherly  affection  and  tolerance,  finding  always  that  the 
virtues  in  men  far  outweigh  their  frailties.  Through  friend- 
ship we  get  a  true  conception  of  the  sweetness  of  life.  With- 
out it  our  existence  would  be  barren  as  the  desert  and  devoid 
of  contentment. 

"As  we  write  on  one  known  widely  to  the  Masonic  world, 
of  the  many  honours  conferred  upon  him  and  his  years  of 
labours  as  Fraternal  Correspondent,  we  are  not  unmindful 
that  it  is  simply  another  tribute  offered  in  humble  thought 
to  a  Brother  and  Companion  of  intellectual  power  and  capa- 
bilities, one  of  Montana's  prominent  citizens  occupying  a  con- 
spicuous place  at  the  Helena  Bar  and  distinguished  in  the 
vineyard  of  Masonry  in  the  Treasure  State. 

"Born  at  Tzaritizin,  Russia,  1869,  he  was  accorded  good 
use  of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded  by  the  Imperial 
Pro-Gymnasium  in  his  home  city. 

"After  coming  to  the  U.S.A.  he  rapidly  established  him- 
self. 

"The  War  Department,  recognizing  his  marked  ability  for 
leadership  and  meritorious  service  rendered  to  the  Govern- 
ment during  the  great  conflict  in  organizing  the  'Military 
Training  Camp  Association  of  the  United  States,'  selected  our 
distinguished  Companion  as  'Civilian  Aide  to  the  Secretary 
of  War'  for  Montana,  a  position  of  which  he  is  justly  proud, 
having  received  many  complimentary  citations  from  his  su- 
periors in  acknowledgment  of  his  splendid  services. 

"With  faults,  as  you  and  I,  but  so -few  in  comparison  to  his 
noble  qualities.  Hater  of  injustice  and  intolerance.  Advocate 
of  progressiveness ;  a  champion  of  good  government  and  the 
public  schools,  believing  in  the  sacredness  of  our  American 
Institutions. 
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"The  acquaintances  of  Sol  Hepner  prize  his  friendship 
and  genial  disposition.  Masonry  feels  the  influence  of  his 
dynamic  personality  and  is  profited  by  his  leadership." 

From  his  wonderful  and  outstanding  address  we 
take  these  illuminating  and  rallying  words : — 

"Our  year  of  service  as  overseer  of  the  Capitular  Work- 
ings of  our  Treasure  State  has  been  in  the  transition  period 
from  frenzied  efforts  of  eleventh  hour  workmen  seeking  em- 
ployment in  our  quarries  and  vineyards  and  the  period  of 
heaving  into  rubbish,  stones  truly  unfit  for  the  builder's  use, 
and  the  culling  period  of  the  dead  limbs  from  our  fruit- 
bearing  trees;  between  the  periods  of  overflow  and  drouth; 
between  the  days  of  mushroom-growth  of  quantity  and  the 
revitalizing  growth  in  quality. 

"The  normal  strength  and  stability  of  the  Royal  Craft  is 
again  attained  and  though  the  year's  labours  may  show  a 
decrease  in  number  of  our  membership  we  feel  assured  that 
Capitular  Masonry  has  not  taken  a  step  backward  but  for- 
ward toward  its  true  goal  of  strengthening  and  adorning  the 
Royal  Arch,  and  the  removal  of  weaknesses  in  the  structure. 

"To  this  Convocation  I  bring  no  messages  of  innovations 
or  changes;  the  capstone  and  the  keystone  complete  the  Holy 
Temple,  and  no  human  hands  can  improve  upon  its  ancient 
beauty  and  glory. 

"I  have  no  special  form  of  service  to  urge  except  to  bid 
you  God  speed  in  your  labours  of  love  in  the  service  of  God 
and  your  fellowmen. 

In  your  Chapter  rooms  let  there  enter  the  true  spirit  of 
companionship  and  fraternity;  set  your  deliberations  along 
the  highest  planes  of  usefulness;  give  to  matters  of  public 
interest,  national  or  local,  your  best  consideration,  and  set 
your  mark  at  the  furthering  of  public  good. 

"Thus  you  will  become  a  living,  vital  function  in  the  body 
of  Masonry. 

"Let  the  span  and  the  grip  truly  join  you  into  an  unbreak- 
able union  and  let  those  of  the  outer  world  know  that  we  are 
real  and  not  only  ideal  Brothers  and  Companions  of  the 
sacred  rite. 

"Thus  he  bids  personal  goodbye  to  those  who  have  passed 
the  veils  celestial. 

"Among  these  Craftsmen  of  Montana  each  and  all  were 
true  and  loyal  labourers  in  the  vineyard  of  Masonry. 

"Frank  Kennedy,  the  scholarly  gentleman,  who  has  at- 
tended many  Convocations  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  seems  to 
look  at  me  with  his  benevolent  eyes  and  nod  'Amen'  to  all 
movements  furthering  the  Royal  Craft. 

"Joseph  Smith  stands  before  me  in  the  glory  of  his  six 
feet  and  over  of  stature  smiling  a  benediction  on  the  labours 
we  are  engaged  in. 
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"Charlie  Haire,  with  his  quaint  mien  and  tender  heart 
attuned  to  Masonic  ideals  seems  to  be  alive  and  not  gone; 
we  see  stately  Jim  Page,  proud  of  his  pioneer  labours  in  our 
Commonwealth  gently  stroking  his  venerable  beard;  the  sheen 
of  the  true  diamond  glitters  from  the  rough  exterior  of 
Irving  Danley;  these  and  all  the  others  will  ever  come  to  our 
mind's  eye  and  memory  as  long  as  we  sojourn  in  this  realm 
of  so-called  life." 

He  with  all  other  Companions  mourn  the  death  of 
their  beloved  Grand  Secretary,  Cornelius  Hedges,  Jr., 
of  whom  he  says : — 

11  'Toby'  went  and  had  a  glorious  time.  Dear  old  'Toby' — 
no,  not  old,  but  young  in  gentleness,  appreciative  for  the 
slightest  thing  done  for  you,  yet  ever  ready  to  give  your  all 
to  others;  I  miss  you  daily  and  will  continue  to>  miss  you 
to  the  end  of  my  days," 

Aged  Companions  were  presented  at  the  altar. 

The  Masonic  Home  Endowment  Fund  was  report- 
ed to  be  $69,000. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  turn  over 
to  the  Masonic  Home  as  Trustee,  the  funds  of  Grand 
Chapter  devoted  to  that  purpose. 

The  Educational  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter  was 
named  Cornelius  Hedges,  Jr.,  Memorial  Educational 
Fund  in  memory  of  "Toby." 

On  his  election  Grand  High  Priest  Hart  pointed 
out  that  he  was  at  the  same  time  Grand  Master  of 
the  Masons  of  the  State,  a  coincidence  that  rarely 
occurs  and  which  this  Reviewer  remembers  with  an 
experience  full  of  happy  and  crowded  memories. 

Three  pages  are  surrendered  to  the  portrait  and 
a  worthy  memorial  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  of 
whom  it  is  said : — 

"He  was  our  Brother  and  Companion.  Nature  dowered 
him  with  a  most  lovable  personality;  in  a  great  measure  it 
was  a  heritage  from  his  father, — that  wonderful  man  who 
for  thirty-seven  years  served  the  Grand  Bodies  of  Montana 
with  a  faithfulness  exceeded  by  none  in  the  story  of  Masonry 
on  our  continent. 

"Our  departed  Brother  was  devout  without  being  a  zealot. 
His  Christianity  was  that  of  his  Master  and  he  truly  obeyed 
the  injunction  of  'Love  ye  one  another.'  " 
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Membership  is  reported  at  4,857. 

From  the  Correspondence  Review  of  General 
Grand  Chapter  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hepner,  we  take  this 
modern  touch : — 

"The  doctrine  of  hearts  made  lighter  and  lives  made 
brighter  will  outlive  all  abstract  speculation,  all  official  dis- 
tinction, and  all  self  aggrandizement.  The  Freemasons  of  the 
future  will  worry,  and  write  less  over  what  may  constitute 
the  "Ancient  Landmarks,"  but  will  believe  that  the  three 
essential  landmarks  of  faith  in  God,  hope  in  immortality,  and 
the  daily  application  of  the  Golden  Rule,  are  more  important." 

Under  Canada  he  speaks  kindly  of  their  Grand 
Representative  Logan,  and  as  so  many  other  review- 
ers do,  quotes  Grand  Z.  Davis'  verses  from  Douglas 
Malloch.  He  makes  large  extracts  from  Comp. 
Gardiner's  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  with  ap- 
proval, and  is  kind  enough  to  speak  well  of  our  re- 
view, quoting  our  Foreword  in  full. 

Under  New  York  we  find : — 

"Scotland,  through  her  supreme  ruler  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry, has  made  a  commendable  and  highly  praiseworthy 
effort  to  quiet  the  differences  between  that  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion and  other  Jurisdictions,  and  the  Earl  of  Cassillis  has 
given  evidence  of  his  sincerity  by  making  a  journey  through- 
out the  entire  Capitular  world." 

He  thus  concludes  in  memorable  words : — 

"We  are  glad  to  note,  however,  a  loftier  tone  in  the  de- 
fining the  site  of  Capitular  efforts. 

"It  is  moving  away  from  the  place  of  being  but  a  stepping 
stone  to  other  bodies;  it  is  assuming  its  proper  sphere  of 
being  truly  the  field  of  the  Master  Mason's  reaping  the 
harvest  of  knowledge  sown  in  the  symbolic  degrees  of  the 
Blue  Lodge. 

"Capitular  Masonry  is  finding  a  place  in  the  Sun  of 
Truth  and  Usefulness. 

"The  era  of  frenzied  numbers  has  passed;  the  chaff  is 
blown  away  and  the  real  substance  remains. 

"May  we  use  these  to  leaven  the  Royal  Craft  into  a  Com- 
panionship of  service  to  Humanity  which  shall  truly  present 
stone  not  made  with  hands  to  the  everlasting  'I  Am  That  I 
Am.' "

The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Omaha,  December  16th,  1925,  and  Proceedings  were 
opened  by  Grand  Chaplain  Kuhns  invoking  the 
Divine  blessing  in  the  following  words: — 

"How  full  of  wonder  is  the  little  span  of  our  lives  through 
which  Thy  eternal  purpose  ever  runs  like  the  current  of  a 
placid  and  mighty  river.  From  the  throne  of  Thy  infinite 
and  matchless  grandeur,  how  sublime  Thou  art  in  Thy  holi- 
ness, and  how  infinite  is  Thy  love.  Behold  the  heavens,  and 
heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain  Thee  much  less  the  house 
of  the  temple  that  with  puny  human  hands  we  build  for  Thee. 

"Encompass  our  altars  with  the  beauty  of  holiness;  shine 
upon  our  Companions  with  the  lustre  of  faith,  and  quicken 
within  us  all  the  steadfast  hope  of  immortality." 

Distinguished  visitors  from  Kansas  and  the 
Grand  Master  and  other  dignitaries  were  present, 
including  Most  Puissant  Bert  S.  Lee,  and  were  thus 
welcomed:  — 

"How  proud  the  Companions  of  the  old  State  of  Missouri 
must  be  of  one  whose  conduct  and  service  has  won  the  enco- 
mium of  a  ruler  whose  sceptre  is  justice,  whose  kingdom  is 
in  the  heart  of  humanity,  and  whose  throne  is  builded  in  love. 
As  a  Thrice  Illustrious,  I  bid  you  thrice  welcome." 

The  Grand  Master  was  received  with  kindly 
greeting: — . 

"So  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn,  it  is  the  first  time  that  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  has  had  the  pleasure  and  honor  of  an  offi- 
cial visit  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Ancient  Craft  Masons. 
There  should  be  a  closer  and  more  friendly  feeling  between 
the  Grand  Bodies,  for  it  is  a  recognized  fact  that  it  is  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  upon  which  we  must  depend  for  the  upbuild- 
ing of  Capitular  Masonry." 

The  whole  of  Grand  Chapter  takes  part  in  a  me- 
morial service  to  deceased  Grand  High  Priests,  the 
Masonic  Quartette  rendering  at  the  beginning  ''One 
Sweetly  Solemn  Thought,"  and  at  the  end,  "Abide 
With  Me." 

The  Grand  High  Priests  present  were  addressed 
as  Most  Excellent  and  venerable  Companions,  and 
responded  as  "Grand  Old  Patriarchs." 
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The  annual  Grand  Chapter  Dinner  must  be  a 
delightful  affair.  The  speeches  are  reported  in  full, 
the  M.  Ex.  G.H.P.  saying:— 

"Whatever  the  cause  of  this  lethargy  may  be,  certain  it 
is  that  the  cure  rests  with  this  Grand  Chapter  and  its  offi- 
cers. The  Chapters  must  be  visited,  not  only  the  'once  in  two 
years,  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  his  deputies,  but  also  by 
the  Grand  High  Priest  or  his  assistants  as  often  as  possible." 

Then  Comp.  James  T.  Begley,  High  Priest  elect 
of  Nebraska  Chapter,  delivered  a  fine  report  on 
"Square  Work,"  from  which  we  make  the  following 
citations: — 

"Many  a  work  of  art  has  been  ruined  because  the  artist 
did  not  catch  the  vision  of  his  subject.  Many  a  battle  has 
been  lost  because  the  officers  neglected  to  execute  the  plans. 
The  gratest  need  in  the  world  to-day  is  not  only  to  be  able 
to  measure  square  work,  but  also  to  note  what  merits  it 
possesses  before  heaving  it  over  among  the  rubbish. 

"We  are  but  living  stones  fashioned  by  the  Supreme 
Architect  of  the  Universe,  and  upon  the  tips  of  the  fingers 
of  each  one  of  us  he  has  placed  a  private  mark,  and  in  all 
the  world,  in  all  the  myriads  of  people,  no  two  fingerprints 
are  alike. 

"So  we  shall  be  tested  and  measured  when  we  appear  to 
be  fitted  as  living  stones  into  that  spiritual  building,  that 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens,  and 
whether  we  will  be  accepted  as  square  work  or  used  in  an 
honored  place  as  a  keystone,  or  rejected,  depends  on  how 
skilfully  we  have  shaped  and  polished  our  lives  with  the 
working  tools  of  our  profession. 

"May  we  become  as  a  new  stone,  with  a  new  name  written 
in  'which  no  man  knoweth,  save  him  that  receiveth  it.'  " 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  formal  address  we 
take  these  sentences: — 

"Five  hundred  and  twenty-four  Companions  have  been 
exalted  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  a  net 
gain  of  ninety-six.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
they  have  in  truth  and  in  fact  been  exalted.  Not  only  have 
they  shown  a  pleasing  numerical  gain,  but  8,200  Companions 
have  become  more  exalted  than  ever  before  in  their  further 
and  important  discoveries  in  their  constant  search  after 
divine  truth.  With  the  sword  of  truth  in  one  hand,  and  the 
trowel  of  faith  in  the  other,  Royal  Arch  Masons  will  build 
the  temple  seen  by  Ezekiel  in  prophetic  vision  in  the  City  of 
our  God." 
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He  would  not  allow  Chapters  to  sponsor  De 
Molay  nor  did  he  think  that  any  funds  should  be 
diverted  to  that  purpose. 

Of  the  Masonic  Home  he  says: — 

"I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
Nebraska  Masonic  Home,  and  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  I  have  been  greatly  impressed  by  the  faith- 
fulness and  thorough  work  being  done  by  these  men  of 
affairs  who  give  unstintingly  of  their  time  and  talents,  with- 
out remuneration,  to  promote  the  good  being  of  a  home  for 
the  care  of  our  worthy  brethren  and  their  families." 

He  also  visited  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Home  at 
Fremont  with  1,000  Masons  as  guard  of  honour. 
Under  Foreign  Correspondence  he  says: — 
"It  has  been  one  of  my  delightful  privileges  during  the 
past  year  to  receive  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  forty-five 
of  the  forty-nine  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  and 
fifteen  Jurisdictions  of  other  countries.  These  volumes  have 
been  a  source  of  a  vast  amount  of  information  of  the  Royal 
Craft  as  it  is  in  other  Jurisdictions.  I  have  read  practically 
every  one  of  the  Proceedings,  and  have  found  in  them  much 
information  well  worth  while.  They  represent  the  study  of 
the  greater  students  of  Capitular  Masonry.  In  the  various 
reviews  of  these  Proceedings  the  student  appears  in  the  roll 
of  commentator,  and  even  as  a  critic.  The  student  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  can  get  some  wonderful  messages  from  these 
reviews,  and  I  take  it  that  every  High  Priest,  at  least,  is 
such  a  student.  But  we  should  not  limit  our  student  body  to 
the  officers  of  the  Chapter." 

And    thus  concludes: — 

"By  the  aid  of  the  priceless  though  rejected  Keystone, 
I  may  see  the  last  arch  of  life  bound  together,  and  by  the 
signet  of  Eternal  Truth,  be  enabled  to  pass  the  veils  that 
interpose  between  me  and  my  fondest  hope." 

Membership,  8,322.  Net  gain,  94. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  report: — 

''Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  until  the 
differences  between  the  Grand  Chapter  of  England  and  Scot- 
land and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland  have  been  ad- 
justed, no  action  be  taken  by  our  Grand  Chapter." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative,  Clemens  A. 
Spellman,  did  not  respond.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Richard 
H.  Spencer  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Nebraska.

The  Fifty-third  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Reno,  8th  June,  1926. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  in  this 
numerically  small  Jurisdiction  testified  the  usual 
western  allegiance  to  their  Grand  Chapter. 

California  visitors  were  welcomed. 

Sympathy  was  expressed  for  Grand  Secretary 
Vanderlieth,  unable  to  be  present  on  account  of  ill- 
ness. It  can  be  well  understood  how  much  he  was 
missed. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  was  not  included 
among  those  of  the  Diplomatic  Corps  who  were 
greeted  at  the  Altar. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  thus 
opened  and  continued  in  a  lofty  vein: — 

"That  thought  as  expressed  is  that  the  legend  of  the  third 
degree,  as  told  in  Blue  Lodge  Masonry,  is  but  a  story  half 
told.  Measured  by  act  and  word,  that  is  most  patently  the 
fact.  At  the  best,  it  is  a  story  not  completely  told.  Meas- 
ured by  the  human  thoughts  and  ambitions  that  stir  every 
man,  and  measured  by  comparison  with  the  longer  and  more 
confident  strides  of  Capitular  Masonry,  the  story  of  the  third 
degree  seems  the  more  incomplete  without  the  necessary 
complement  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

"I  have  often  wondered  at  the  pact  made  between  Solo- 
mon, whose  wisdom  has  been  a  by-word  for  all  following 
generations,  Hiram,  the  sound  and  efficient  King  of  the  great 
nation  of  Tyre,  and  Hiram  Abif,  skilled  beyond  all  men  in  the 
arts  and  sciences.  I  have  wondered  why  they  did  not  provide 
against  a  possible  contingency  that  might  prevent  their  ful- 
filling their  solemn  promise  with  an  army  of  Craftsmen.  And 
I  have  thought  that  perhaps  Solomon,  in  his  great  wisdom, 
foresaw  that  future  prophets  would  lead  the  Craft  onward, 
and  that  it  was  best  that  hope  should  not  too  soon  end  in 
fruition. 

"Need  I  say  more?  In  Royal  Arch  Masonry  we  see  more 
than  the  mere  promise  that  virtue  will  be  rewarded.  Our 
vision  is  enraptured  with  sight  of  that  to  which  we  pinned 
our  faith.  We  see  fruition  of  our  hopes.  Out  of  chaos  come 
beauty  and  order.  Out  of  ruin,  a  resurrection  of  joy  and 
accomplishment. 
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"Farewell,  Companion,  none  can  fill  thy  seat 
Within  the  sacred  circle  of  our  love — 
And  so  we'll  count  thee  present  when  we  meet 
And  greet  thee  once  again  in  Courts  above. 

"Personally  I  feel  that  uniformity  is  greatly  to  be  de- 
sired, but  not  at  the  excessive  cost  of  loss  of  interest  in 
Capitular  Masonry  by  the  members.  And  further,  I  do  not 
think  that  uniformity  can  be  accomplished  by  passing  reso- 
lutions in  this  Grand  Body,  and  I  therefore  refrain  from 
making  any  recommendation  having  as  its  object  the  adoption 
of  any  work." 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  absent,  but  his  report 
was  present  and  in  it  he  says : — 

"You  will  find  them  a  record  of  an  earnest  year's  effort, 
evidencing  a  deeper  consciousness,  among  the  Companions, 
of  the  world's  need  of  Wisdom,  Truth,  but  above  all,  Greater 
Courage  and  more  real  Love  and  Fellowship. 

"The  year's  at  the  Spring, 
And  day's  at  the  morn; 
Morning's  at  seven; 
The  hillside's  dew-pearled; 
The  lark's  on  the  wing; 
The  snail's  on  the  thorn; 
God's  in  his  heaven — 
All's  right  with  the  world!" 

Membership,  655.    Gain  10. 

The  Students  Loan  Fund  presented  a  favourable 
report. 

Many  memorial  pages  are  devoted  to  com- 
memoration of  the  immortals  who  have  passed  the 
veil,  and  the  poetic  quotations  bear  the  imprint  of 
Grand  Secretary  Vanderlieth's  descriminating 
choice.    Among  them  the  following: — 

"SACRED  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF 

THE  COMPANIONS  OF 

OUR  SISTER  GRAND  CHAPTERS 

CALLED  DURING  THE  YEAR  TO  GREATER 

SERVICE  IN 

THE  PROMISED  LAND." 

Each  page  is  headed  "Into  the  Ever  Morning  Land." 
Frank  Bell  represents  Canada,  and  Nevada  is 
represented  by  William  A.  Mowatt. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  Edward  D. 
Vanderlieth,  is  preceded  by  the  following  verse  and 
by  a  rarely  excellent  photograph  of  the  Reviewer 
himself,  who  has  made  of  this  Grand  Chapter  an 
outstanding  factor  in  progressive  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry:— 

"Love  is  not  velvet,  not  all  of  it  velvet, 
Not  all  of  its  banners,  not  gold-leaf  alone, 
Tis  stern  as  the  ages,  and  old  as  religion, 

With  patience  its  watchword,  and  Law  its  throne." 

Alabama  suggests  the  following: — 

"Among  his  decisions  we  note  one  holding  that  a  dimitted 
Mason  can  not  be  exalted  until  he  has  re-affiliated  himself 
with  a  Blue  Lodge. 

"He  very  properly  held  that  a  Chapter  could  not  offer 
life-membership  to  members  securing  a  certain  number  of 
petitions  for  the  degrees.  Making  solicitations  a  business 
proposition  cannot  be  for  the  good  of  any  branch  of  Masonry. 
When  the  Craftsman  comes  of  his  own  accord,  at  least  it  is 
proof  of  a  real  interest." 

And  under  Arizona  he  gives  us  this  typical  and 
original  sentence — one  of  many — all  of  them  like 
nuggets  expressed  here  and  there  throughout  the 
review.   We  wish  we  could  reproduce  all: — 

"Lucky  Craftsman!  From  harmony  to  harmony  swiftly 
the  months  sped  by,  and  when  zealous  Craftsmen  draw  out 
the  harmony,  which  flows  like  threads  of  gold  throughout  our 
ritual,  they  have  the  needed  love,  and  faith,  and  hope  for 
fashioning  the  hearts,  the  minds,  and  souls  of  mankind.  So 
must  the  builders  strive1 — day  by  day  Masonry  must  be  lived ; 
if  not,  our  Craft  is  adrift  upon  the  waves  of  time." 

British  Columbia  again  gives  him  inspiration: — 

Masonry's  principles  are  of  eternity.  The  Craft's  influ- 
ences must  be  felt  in  every  community  with  a  Lodge  and 
Chapter  of  Masons.  Quietly  it  moves  across  the  nation  with 
a  message  of  understanding  love  to  the  youth  of  the  land;  to 
the  fathers,  words  of  faith,  courage,  and  strength;  to  the 
mothers  the  cheer  of  care,  comfort  and  consolation,  and  to 
all,  a  grandeur  of  uplift  that  makes  for  the  betterment  and 
happiness  of  mankind." 

Under  California  this: — 

"Americans  are  freely  criticized  for  lack  of  patriotism 
and  reverence  to  the  Flag.     No  better  way  to  stimulate  it, 
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than  to  unfurl  our  Country's  Banner  in  Lodge  and  Chapter, 
and  give  it  worthy  salutation.  Remember,  too,  that  in  honor- 
ing the  flag  we  honor  the  Great  Masons  who  made  the  flag." 

Canada  is  more  than  generously  greeted,  and  we 
cannot  resist  reproducing  the  following  from  his 
friendly  resume  of  our  Proceedings: — 

"Big  and  strong,  and  handsome  too.  So  we  read  the  por- 
trait of  M.E.  Comp.  Dunstan.  They  are  all  big  men,  these 
Grand  Z.'s  of  Canada.  We  have  never  yet  seen  the  portrait 
of  a  little  fellow.  Honest  to  goodness,  are  they  all  brobding- 
nagian,  or  are  we  deceived  by  your  three-quarter  portraits? 
We  read  that  our  Companion  has  a  true  Masonic  heart  and 
that  service  is  the  watchword.  That  crowns  it,  whether  he 
is  big  or  little. 

"His  dispensation  record — well,  he  says,  he  issued  only 
such  as  were  for  the  best  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry, 
and  yet  we  note  regalia  at  a  concert  and  an  "At  Home." 
Principal  and  interest  both.    They  go  well  together. 

''There  can  be  no  earthly  use  for  a  shirker  in  connection 
with  a  Lodge  or  Chapter.  A  shirker  is  the  most  despicable 
thing  on  God's  footstool.  He  is  like  Cowper's  watch,  that 
wants  both  hands  useless,  whether  it  goes  or  stands.  Like 
barnacles  on  the  bottom  of  a  ship,  the  sooner  the  ship  is 
freed  from  them,  the  sooner  will  there  be  cargoes  fruitful  of 
golden  deeds.  Strength  of  mind  is  exercise,  not  rest,  and  a 
live,  worth-while  Craftsman  must  be  mixed  with  action,  less 
he  withers  and  decays. 

"The  reports  of  the  Superintendents  show  things  doing. 
Like  the  bees,  the  Chapters  are  improving  the  shining  hours. 
One  record,  greatly  to  their  credit,  is  the  uniform  report  that 
the  Mark  Book  is  complete  and  up  to  date. 

"The  Mark  is  an  essential  of  the  entering  degree  of  the 
Royal  Arch.  Its  selection,  as  soon  as  possible,  is  an  impera- 
tive duty.  It  is  a  tie  binding  the  candidate  to  his  brethren, 
a  sacred  token  of  the  rites  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love, 
and  its  presentation  in  the  hour  of  need  is  a  silent  appeal  of 
magical  pathos  and  power.  Without  its  recording,  Com- 
panions, no  Craftsman  is  truly  square,  and  can  make  no 
claim  for  good  work — time  work — square  work.  The  Mark 
is  indespensably  necessary  to  the  degree.  Without  it,  the 
degree  is  a  'goodly  apple  rotten  at  the  heart.'  And  yet,  how 
rare  the  record  that  the  Book  of  Marks  is  complete  and  up 
to  date. 

"The  Capitular  Correspondence  is  from  the  experienced 
pen  of  that  stalwart  Mason,  Companion  Ponton.     Its  pages 
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glow  with  wisdom,  inspiration,  and  his  gleanings  from  the 
pages  of  sister  jurisdictions  increase  the  enjoyment  of  the 
reading. 

"After  several  quotations,  with  commendation,  he  says: 

"  'His  conclusions  leaves  a  sense  of  satisfaction  in  his 
good  and  original  work  well  and  worthily  done.'  " 

Under  Georgia  we  again  find  a  gem: — 

"What  the  Royal  Craftsmen  need  to  know  is  that  the  Chapter 
must  attain  success  through  Chapter  efforts.  The  Blue  Lodge 
is  not  the  whole  cheese.  Behind  the  lessons  of  Capitular 
Masonry  there  lies  a  great  moral  and  intellectual  force.  Of 
necessity  it  needs  effort,  persistent  effort,  if  it  is  to  wield  an 
influence  in  the  interest  of  good  citizenship  with  a  fine  com- 
munity spirit  and  happy  homes.  The  work  waits  for  helpers. 
The  Craftsmen  must  be  doers,  and  let  it  be  known  that 
whenever  you  find  a  Chapter  that  is  not  teaching  and  spread- 
ing broadcast  the  great  moral  precepts  of  the  Royal  Craft, 
and  the  members  not  standing  as  a  unit  for  service  for  God 
and  Brotherman,  there  you  will  find  a  Chapter  on  the  down 
grade.  Personal  responsibility  among  the  members  is  the 
need  of  the  hour." 

The  lustre  of  youth  glows  in  the  following  under 
Wisconsin: — 

"The  glory  of  young  men  is  their  strength,  and  from  this 
strength  will  come  the  glory  or  our  Nation.  If  we  are  to 
have  a  great  and  just  government,  the  youth  of  the  land 
must  be  drilled  in  the  principles  of  eternal  justice  and  the 
unchanging  law  of  God.  They  are  the  foundations  of  all 
goverments  that  bring  the  greatest  happiness  to  the  greatest 
number." 

His  conclusion,  as  his  beginning,  is  worthy: — 

"The  work  of  the  year  is  at  an  end.  And  no  work  is 
blessed  until  the  end,  for  the  work  is  not  measured  until  the 
day's  out  and  the  labor  done.    The  end  crowns  all. 

"Be  that  as  it  may!  It's  up  to  you,  gentle  reader! 
What's  bothering  most  is  that  from  the  end  spring  new 
beginnings.  The  writer  of  the  annual  review  stands  ever 
upon  the  threshold  of  the  new. 

"And  so  endeth  the  chapter."

"Meeting  as  we  do  in  this  loyalist  City  of  Saint  John, 
the  cradle  of  Freemasonry  in  New  Brunswick,  may  we  feel 
the  touch  of  brotherhood  afresh.  May  all  the  business  done 
at  this  session  have  that  greatest  of  all  blessings, — The 
Blessing  of  God — stamped  upon  it." 

His  correspondence  and  visitations  are  set  out. 

Among  the  letters  received  was  one  from  our 
own  Grand  Scribe  E.  Henry  T.  Smith,  the  last 
sentence  of  which  is  thus  gracefully  expressed: — 

"Both  your  Grand  Body  and  our  Grand  Body  have  a 
noble  mission  before  them,  and  if  the  members  but  live  up  to 
the  principles  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  then  this  great  Do- 
minion will  be  benefitted  by  the  efforts  of  our  noble  Order. 

"Fraternally  yours, 

"Henry  T.  Smith." 

Among  his  recommendations  are  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"That  we  make  a  ruling  that  any  High  Priest  must  him- 
self be  anointed  before  he  can  himself  exalt  anyone  to  the 
sublime  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

"I  would  further  recommend  that  the  names  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  various  Chapters  should  be  printed  with  our 
yearly  Proceedings.  It  would  help  us  materially  to  know 
who  are  Royal  Arch  Masons."

"In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  sister  jurisdictions, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  reorganize  the  New  Brunswick 
Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  This  was  accord- 
ingly done  and  the  degree  of  High  Priesthood  has  been  con- 
ferred by  that  Grand  Council  on  all  applicants. 

"Your  Committee,  after  looking  into  the  matter,  con- 
sidered that  it  is  inadvisable  to  have  this  separate  body  and 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  should  take  over  the  degree  as  was 
intended  at  its  organization,  and  we  recommend  that  arrange- 
ments be  made  accordingly  and  the  degree  form  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Eoyal  Arch  Chapter." 

In  New  Brunswick  written  nominations  are 
made  for  each  office  and  then  the  ballots  are  taken. 

Canada  is  represented  by  Comp.  Edgar  W.  Mair, 
of  Woodstock,  and  New  Brunswick  is  represented  by 
Charles  T.  Wilkinson,  of  Brockville. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met  on  the  26th 
August  and  transacted  important  business.

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventh  Annual  Convoca- 
tion was  held  in  Concord,  May  18th,  1926. 

Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  answered  the 
honour  Roll  Call. 

Canada's  Representative  did  not  respond. 
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The  occasion  was  a  neighbourly  festival,  the  con- 
fluence of  many  streams.  The  following  Grand 
Jurisdictions  were  worthily  represented — New 
Jersey,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Rhode  Island,  New 
York,  and  Massachusetts. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  said  that 
one  of  the  objects  of  the  meeting  was  to  "renew  our 
allegiance  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  be- 
loved institution." 

He  introduced  his  tribute  to  the  Departed  with 
the  words  "that  silent  messenger  who  enters  unan- 
nounced, and  who  in  time  will  visit  each  of  us,  has 
called  three  of  our  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and 
ten  Past  High  Priests  during  the  year." 

As  to  Ritual  he  says: — 

"Companion  Baker  is  entitled  to  the  everlasting  appre- 
ciation and  fraternal  thanks  of  Chapter  Masons  for  the  part 
he  has  taken  in  the  welfare  or  our  institution,  and  in  assist- 
ing in  saving  Capitular  Masonry  from  complete  oblivion, 
toward  which  it  seemed  to  be  headed." 

He  recommended  the  appointment  of  Ex.  Comp. 
Arthur  M.  Dunstan,  of  Tilton,  to  represent  Canada, 
an  honoured  name  with  us. 

One  hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  salary  of 
the  Foreign  Correspondent. 

As  to  the  Masonic  Home,  in  which  Grand  Chap- 
ter takes  a  special  interest,  he  says: — 

"When  surrounded  with  the  comforts  of  life  we  are  apt 
to  forget  that  there  are  others  less  fortunate,  and  if  we 
neglect  a  Companion  when  in  need  then  we  have  failed  to 
fulfil  our  obligation.  Therefore,  I  invite  your  consideration 
of  the  necessity  of  such  financal  aid  at  all  times  that  the 
Masonic  Home  may  always  provide  the  comforts  and  neces- 
sities for  a  Companion  in  distress." 

And  closes  with  this  verse: — 

"It  is  my  joy  in  life  to  find 

At  every  turning  of  the  road, 
The  strong  arm  of  a  comrade  kind 

To  help  me  onward  with  my  load. 
And  since  I  have  no  gold  to  give, 

And  love  alone  must  make  amends, 
My  only  prayer  is  while  I  live, — 

God  make  me  worthy  of  my  friends." 
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A  feast  of  reason  and  of  soul  was  shared  with  the 
Companions,  for:  — 

"All  of  our  distinguished  visitors  named  above  were  given 
the  opportunity  of  addressing  the  Grand  Chapter,  affording  a 
season  of  rich  and  fraternal  addresses."

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Walter  H.  Davis  represents  New 
Hampshire  near  Canada. 

The  Foreign  Correspondence  Report  for  the 
seventh  time,  is  given  by  Comp.  Charles  B.  Spofford, 
who  in  his  introduction  says : — 

"The  summary  as  observed  leads  us  to  believe  the  war 
period  of  inflation  in  membership  has  passed;  a  fact  borne 
out  by  the  net  loss  in  several  where  normal  conditions  are 
again  prevailing.  Our  observation  has  been  that  more  uni- 
formity in  work  is  gaining.  The  Order  of  De  Molay  in 
several,  under  the  wing  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  has  made 
progress.  To  this  we  note  in  several,  another  innovation  in 
'The  Rainbow  Girls.'  Just  what  some  inventive  ritualist 
may  conceive  to  add,  is  an  opportunity  for  some  dreamer 
with  an  eye  to  financial  returns. 

"To  our  own  readers  we  state  the  condensing  of  twenty 
thousand  pages  from  sixty  or  more  Proceedings  is  some  job." 

The  spirit  of  Alberta's  genial  meeting  has  caught 
our  colleague's  fancy  and  he  thus  reports:— 

"The  reception  to  distinguished  visitors  was  one  of  the 
features  of  the  evening,  a  banquet  being  one  of  the  main 
ideas  in  which  toasts  to  the  King  and  Royal  Craft  were  in 
evidence.  'Pack  up  your  troubles  in  the  old  kit  bag'  was 
sung  by  request;  in  'middle  voice.'  Now  just  what  that  is, 
we  don't  know.  Possibly  a  'barber  shop  minor.'  The  speeches 
were  evidently  witty  from  the  'laughter,'  parenthesis.  The 
speeches  are  all  printed  and  interspersed  with  vocal  selec- 
tions. The  occasion  must  have  been  one  long  to  be  remem- 
bered.   The  meeting  closed  with  the  Tyler's  toast. 

Under  Canada  he  comments  npon  the  splendid 
picture  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dunstan  in  full  regalia  and 
biography,  and  thus  closes  his  review: — 

"New  Hampshire  is  given  five  pages  with  copious  ab- 
stracts from  our  1925  report.  He  agrees  with  our  sugges- 
tion that  the  many  addresses  of  the  late  Dr.  Kuhn  be  col- 
lected and  published ;  also  of  our  reference  to  the  often  quoted 
poem  of  Sam  Walter  Foss,  'The  House  by  the  Side  of  the 
Road."  We  wish  our  space  gave  us  a  more  extended  review 
of  M.E.  Ponton's  correspondence  report.      Sufficient  to  add 
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that  as  a  Capitular  Correspondent  he  leads  those  who  devote 
themselves  to  a  review  of  the  Proceedings." 

Florida  furnishes  him  with  the  following  illus- 
trative ideas: — 

"But  particularly  worth  considering  is  a  thought  in  the 
'Conclusion,'  in  which  the  sign  that  hangs  in  front  of  a  store 
in  China  called  a  'chop,'  is  used  as  a  symbol,  that  being  the 
owner's  most  cherished  possession,  and  as  it  would  be  con- 
sidered sacrilege  to  even  change  its  color  or  shape,  so,  Com- 
panion Spofford  adds: — 

"  'This  token  might  apply  to  our  Masonic  affiliation.  "Our 
Mark"  should  be  recognized  not  only  as  our  Masonic  life,  but 
in  our  business  relations  with  the  world.    Think  it  over.'  "

NEW  JERSEY.

The  Seventieth  Annual  Convocation  convened  at 
Trenton,  N.J.,  May  12th,  1926.  Prayer  was  offered 
by  Grand  Chaplain,  R.  Ex.  and  Rev.  A.  Boylan  Fitz- 
Gerald. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  testified  their 
loyal  allegiance  by  their  active  presence. 

Canada  was  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by 
Comp.  Godfrey  Pittis.  Then  followed  the  introduc- 
tion and  welcome  to  an  array  of  visitors  beginning 
with  Grand  High  Priest  Darrow,  of  Pennsylvania, 
then  Delaware,  then  Rhode  Island,  then  Connecticut, 
then  New  York,  and  then  the  Grand  Master,  and  in 
connection  with  the  presentation  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Officers  the  Grand  High  Priest  said: — 

"It  would  seem  to  me  that  our  cup  of  happiness  is,  indeed, 
full.  With  you  I  have  labored  for  years  on  behalf  of  the  great 
objectives-  and  fundamentals  of  the  institution  of  Free- 
masonry. You  know  that  in  the  Capitular  Rite  we  have  re- 
alized the  value  of  co-operative  effort  and  we  have  been 
happy,  indeed,  to  join  with  our  mother  Grand  Lodge  in  de- 
veloping those  constructive  policies  in  which  our  great  Craft 
is  engaged.     May  I  say  to  you  here,  now,  that  we  yield  to 
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none  in    allegienee  in  a  greater  degree    than  we  do  to    our 
Grand  Lodge  and  to  the  symbolic  organization." 

We  would  excerpt  many  gems  from  the  address 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest.  The  following  must  suf- 
fice:— 

"We  are  here  to  renew  our  pledge  of  fidelity  and  brotherly 
affection,  to  review  the  activities  of  the  past  year  and  to  legis- 
late for  the  future  advancement  of  the  Capitular  Rite  in  New 
Jersey.  Let  us  be  mindful  of  the  Landmarks  of  the  Institu- 
tion, to  the  end  that  we  may  build  wisely  and  well  for  those 
who  shall  succeed  us. 

Under  Foreign  Relations  he  says: — 

"Believing  in  the  value  of  fraternal  relations  between 
the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  it  coming  to  my  attention 
that  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  recognized  by  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  of  which  we  are  a  con- 
stituent part,  had  not  been  accorded  recognition  by  this  Grand 
Chapter,  I  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  enter  into  corre- 
spondence with  the  following  Grand  Bodies,  expressing 
fraternal  greetings  and  regards,  to  the  end  that  we  might 
ascertain  their  desire  relative  to  the  exchange  of  Representa- 
tives." 

Objecting  to  the  form  in  which  By-laws  were  sub- 
mitted for  approval  this  resolution  was  passed : — 

"That  Chapters  submitting  for  approval  new  by-laws,  or 
any  revision  of  same,  or  amendment  thereto,  must  present 
them  in  duplicate  form,  written  in  ink  or  typed  or  other  in- 
erasible  form,  without  change  or  alteration,  and  when 
approved  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  one  copy  shall  be  retained 
in  the  files  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  for  future  refer- 


Membership,  19,931.    Net  gain,  603f 
Grand  Master  Mackey  in  his  address,  which  is 
given  in  full,  said: — 

"Some  one  has  said,  'We  build  our  future,  thought  by 
thought,  for  good  or  bad,  we  know  not  what.  Thought  is  but 
another  name  for  fate,  choose  then  thy  destiny  and  wait,  for 
love  brings  love  and  hate  brings  hate.' 

"We  are  carrying  on  that  great  work  at  Burlington — our 
Masonic  Home — where  we  are  doing  so  much,  not  alone  for 
those  who  have  reached  the  twilight  of  their  years,  but  those 
little  ones  whose  lives  are  before  them  and  into  whose  lives 
we  are  able  to  bring  some  joy  and  happiness  and  provide  for 
them  some  of  the  opportunities,  which  otherwise  they  might 
be  denied,  to  fit  them  to  go  out  and  meet  the  requirements  of 
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life  better,  stronger  and  happier  because  of  what  Masonry- 
has  done. 

"And  then  we  are  engaged  in  carrying  out  a  programme 
of  education;  one  in  which  we  are  fortunate  in  having  the 
services  of  so  able  and  so  lovable  a  person  as  your  Right 
Excellent  Grand  Chaplain,  our  good  friend  A.  Boylan  Fitz- 
Gerald,  who,  is  going  to  carry  out,  this  present  year,  a  cam- 
paign that  will  surpass  anything  in  the  past  and  I  hope  will 
be  productive  of  the  greatest  results." 

From  the  splendid  speech  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Darrow  we  take  these  extracts : — 

"But  it  is  an  aggregation  of  builders.  Its  working  tools — 
all  its  tools  are  working  tools.  Not  one  of  them  has  the 
slightest  suggestion  about  it  of  a  purpose  to  destroy  or  tear 
down,  but  each  is  eloquent  in  its  suggestion  for  creating  and 
its  desire  to  build. 

"Character  cannot  be  built  by  acts  of  Congress  or  decrees 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Character  can  be  built  first  and 
foremost  in  the  home,  by  the  parent." 

The  remarks  of  other  distinguished  visitors  were 
received  with  enthusiastic  applause. 

Our  own  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dunstan,  Grand  Z.,  repre- 
sents New  Jersey  near  Canada. 

The  Grand  Convention  of  Anointed  High  Priests 
met  as  usual  and  their  transactions  recall  to  this  re- 
viewer a  most  impressive  ceremony. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  Report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  by  Rev.  Comp.  A.  Boylan 
FitzGerald,  who  in  his  introduction  thus  writes : — 

"As  we  have  stopped  here  and  there  new  beauties  have 
been  presented  to  our  view  and  as  we  have  with  industry  and 
zeal  tried  to  discover  additional  treasures  of  knowledge,  we 
feel  that  to  a  degree  at  least  we  have  been  rewarded  with 
success.  They  have  been  in  touch  with  humanity  and  its 
needs.     They  have  endeavoured  to  keep  first  things  first. 

"If  our  readers  receive  as  much  pleasure  in  running- 
through  our  production  as  we  have  had  in  digging  it  from 
the  Quarries  of  Capitular  Masonry,  then  shall  we  have  been 
well  repaid. 

Under  Canada  we  find  the  following : — 

"In  the  address  of  welcome  from  the  Toronto  Chapters  we 
are  glad  to  note  the  following:  'Through  this  trying  period, 
when  other  institutions  have  failed,  new  schemes  found  in- 
adequate, our  Rulers  have  safely  guided  Capitular  Masonry, 
and  we  are  even  now  nearing  the  haven  of  equilibrium.' 
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"The  Grand  Z.,  by  granting  dispensations  for  those  of 
physical  imperfection  to  be  initiated  into  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry, showed  that  he  placed  the  spirit  above  the  physical. 
With  this  we  are  in  perfect  accord  and  heartily  commend 
him  for  his  act." 

The  Reviewer  recalls  a  short  visit  he  paid  to  Can- 
ada about  ten  years  ago.  We  hope  to  see  him  again. 

We  also  find  the  following  in  his  generous  re- 
view : — 

"The  Grand  Scribe  E.  says  that  'Progress  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction,  as  to  an  increase  in  membership,  has  been  sub- 
stantial. This  sounds  healthy  indeed,  and  we  too  think  there 
is  a  better  day  ahead  for  Capitular  Masonry. 

"Owing  to  the  cost  of  printing  and  the  size  of  the  report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  reviewing  sixty  Grand  Proceed- 
ings, it  was  requested  that  the  report  hereafter  be  curtailed 
so  as  not  to  exceed  150  to  200  pages. 

"This  is  truly  unfortunate.  The  writings  of  Companion 
Ponton  are  always  scholarly,  illuminating  and  pleasing.  To 
read  is  to  do  one's  self  a  great  favour,  and  will  always  pro- 
duce a  favourable  reaction  in  him.  He  devotes  eight  and  one- 
half  pages  to  New  Jersey,  in  which  he  deals  very  thoroughly 
with  the  work  of  our  Grand  Chapter.  His  comments  are  help- 
ful and  appreciated  greatly." 

He  cites  with  great  pleasure  Comp.  Gardiner's  re- 
port on  Capitular  Masonry. 

Virginia  suggests  this  unifying  comment : — 

"Virginia  boasts  of  her  aloofness  from  any  'General 
Grands'  and  yet  we  feel  that  Masonry's  weakness  has  been 
and  still  is  in  her  lack  of  unified  central  effort,  and  we  trust 
that  there  will  be  a  getting  together  in  some  way  so  that  the 
full  force  of  Masonry  can  be  made  to  tell."

NEW  MEXICO. 

Franklin  P.  Kilburn,  M.E.G.H.P. 

The  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  Roswell,  February  18th,  1926. 

Eight  Grand  High  Priests  received  the  honours 
to  which  they  were  entitled  for  duty  done. 

The  revised  Constitution  of  Grand  Chapter  was 
submitted  by  a  special  Committee  and  was  approved 
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and  passed  by  Grand  Chapter  and  is  printed  in  full 
with  the  Proceedings.  It  appears  to  be  a  very  clear 
and  complete  document. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address,  which 
deals  with  many  other  matters,  said  with  the  poetry 
of  Western  prose:  — 

"We  are  at  the  passing  of  another  milestone  in  our 
Masonic  Fraternity;  another  lap  of  life's  pilgrimage  is  behind 
us. 

But  from  the  Giver  of  Eternity — the  All  Wise  One — 
another  year  will  drop  bright  as  an  angel  from  the  snow- 
white  throne,  unchecked,  unstained,  untarnished  and  unsoiled. 

"We  are  all  Brothers  of  a  glorious  Order.  Like  the  sun 
riding  in  the  flaming  chariot  through  the  heavens  without  a 
rival,  so  Freemasonry,  clad  in  robes  of  virgin  white,  stands 
without  a  peer  in  the  world  of  fratemalism. 

"As  the  gentle  moon  hangs  her  silver  crescent  upon  the 
sky  with  the  matchless  glory  of  her  mellow  twilight,  folding 
the  lengthening  shadows  of  departing  day  around  her,  softly 
singing  time's  eternal  lullaby  while  she  gently  rocks  the 
weary  world  to  rest,  so  the  beckoning  light  of  Freemasonry, 
with  tender  hands,  puts  the  broad  mantle  of  charity,  friend- 
ship and  brotherly  love  above  the  sons  of  noble  sires,  as  they 
go  to  and  from  labor,  refreshment  and  rest. 

"It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  following  who 
have  answered  the  summons  of  the  cold  tongue  of  time  to 
appear  before  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe." 

He  speaks  of  attending  the  Thirty-sixth  Trien- 
nial Conclave  of  Knights  Templar  at  Seattle,  an 
event  which  took  in  the  whole  Continent. 

Among  his  decisions  is  one  that  a  member  who 
demits  from  the  Blue  Lodge  does  not  lose  his  stand- 
ing in  the  higher  bodies  until  twelve  months  from 
•the  date  of  such  demit. 

He  concludes  with  these  verses  which  are  popular 
in  the  West: — 

"The  happiest  men  on  earth  are  not  the  men  of  highest  rank ; 
That  joy  belongs  to  George,  and  Jim,  to  Henry  and  to  Frank ; 
With  them  the  prejudice  of  race  and  creed  and  wealth  depart, 
And  men  are  ONE  in  fellowship  and  always  light  of  heart. 
So  I  would  live  and  laugh  and  love  until  my  sun  descends, 
And  share  the  joyous  comradeship  of  honest,  fraternal 
friends." 

The  Masonic  Home  Fund  is  indeed  a  credit  to 
this  young  Grand  Chapter  and  shows  what  a  con- 
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crete  object  offered  to  the  Companions  will  do.  It 
totals  now  $11,386,  and  more  coming. 

Membership,  2,074.    Net  gain,  111. 

The  National  Masonic  Tuberculosis  Sanitoria 
Association  of  New  Mexico  is  a  great  undertaking 
of  these  philanthropic  Brethren  and  Companions. 
Of  it  the  Committee  says: — 

We  have  a  big  task.  The  Masonic  Service  Association  has 
undertaken  to  raise  a  fund  that  will  help  us  with  the  organ- 
ization expenses  to  a  certain  extent." 

See  also  reference  to  their  breadth  of  vision  in  the 
reviews  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Four  hundred  dollars  was  given  to  the  So- 
journers' Club  and  a  per  capita  assessment  to  the 
Sanitoria  Association,  and  a  grant  was  made  to  the 
Wayfarers'  Club. 

A  form  of  By-laws  for  constituent  Chapters  is 
published. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  will  be 
held  at  Las  Cruces,  February  24th,  1927,  sitting  con- 
temporaneously with  us.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Aubrey  Halloran,  Grand  Z. 

A  Special  Convocation  was  held  at  Castlereagh 
Street,  Sydney,  N.S.W.,  9th  January,  1925,  when 
many  Grand  Representatives  were  present  and 
M.E.  Comp.  H.  Montgomerie-Hamilton  was  installed, 
proclaimed  and  saluted  as  Grand  First  Principal. 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  at  Sydney, 
11th  February,  1925. 

From  Grand  Z.  Hamilton's  address  we  take  the 
following: — 

"What  may  prove  to  be  a  most  important  event  has 
occurred  since  my  election,  viz.,  an  invitation  from  the  Lein- 
ster  Marine  Chapter,  holding  under  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  Ireland,  to  take  a  referendum  of  our  members 
on  the  question  of  the  desirability  of  the  creation  of  a  united 
grand  body  of  Eoyal  Arch  Masons  for  N.S.W.    A  similar  in- 
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vitation  was  extended  to  the  District  Grand  Chapter,  under 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland.  I  caused  a  reply- 
to  be  sent  to  the  effect  that  I  could  see  no  necessity  for  a 
referendum,  and  that  I  considered  it  would  be  better  to  hold 
an  unofficial  conference  of  a  few  members  of  each  body  to 
endeavor  to  formulate  a  basis  of  union." 

The  agreement  made  between  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Scotland  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States  is  set  out  in  full  with  the  following 
comments:  — 

"This  agreement  was  adopted  and  confirmed  at  the  Tri- 
ennial Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Port- 
land, September  10,  1924,  and  has  since  been  ratified  by  the 
S.G.C.  of  Scotland  on  Septemberl9,  1924,  and  the  fraternal 
relations  between  them  have  been  restored." 

Reference  is  made  to  certain  allegations  said  to 
have  been  made  by  members  of  the  Scottish  Con- 
stitution that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South 
Wales  is  not  in  fraternal  relationship  with  all  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  the  U.S.A.  This  is  characterized 
as  "quite  false."  Certainly  our  southern  Companions 
do  not  pause  to  choose  words. 

The  Grand  Committee  and  the  Grand  Inspector 
of  Workings  report  fully. 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  at  Sydney, 
13th  May,  1925,  when  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand 
First  Principal,  Comp.  Montagu  delivered  the  ad- 
dress. 

Much  interesting  business  was  transacted  and 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Halloran  was  presented  with  a  silver 
rose  bowl  and  neck  jewel  and  also  a  silver  tea  and 
coffee  service,  which  this  genial  Irishman  and  his 
family  will  well  know  how  to  use  and  will  be  proud 
to  treasure. 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  at  Sydney, 
12th  August,  1925. 

Grand  Second  Principal  Montagu  again  delivered 
the  address,  from  which  we  take  the  following  ex- 
tracts:— 

''On  the  27th  July,  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  Sydney,  a  cere- 
mony eventuated  which   I  venture  to  assert  was  unique  in 
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the  annals  not  only  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  New 
South  Wales,  but  of  this  Degree  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia,  and  this  was  the  exaltation  of  a  number 
of  Master  Masons  attached  to  the  American  Fleet  then  visit- 
ing our  shores  on  its  grand  tour  of  the  Pacific. 

On  receipt  by  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  an  eloquently 
worded  appeal  despatched  by  a  Brother  attached  to  the  U.S. 
Battleship  "West  Virginia,"  then  in  Honolulu,  it  was  sub- 
mitted to  me  in  due  course  for  consideration,  the  result 
bebing  that,  at  my  request,  Zetland  Chapter  agreed  to  take 
the  matter  in  hand.  The  request  was  made  for  two  reasons, 
viz.,  that  that  Chapter  happened  to  be  holding  its  regular 
Convocation  on  a  convenient  evening,  and  so  that  the  can- 
didates might  be  impressed  on  learning  that  this  Supreme 
degree  had  been  conferred  upon  them  in  the  oldest  Chapter 
on  the  Register.  All  necessary  preliminaries  being  satisfac- 
torily arranged,  the  ceremony  took  place,  as  above  stated, 
when,  in  addition  to  a  local  candidate,  seven  Master  Masons, 
all  of  the  "West  Virginia,"  were  duly  exalted." 

Quarterly  Communication  was  held  11th  Novem- 
ber, 1925. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
headed  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  Chandler,  was  appointed. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Tudhope  represents  New 
South  Wales  near  us,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  McCreadie 
represents  Canada. 

A  brief  and  concentrated  review  of  several  Juris- 
dictions concludes  the  Proceedings,  and  the  general 
high  note  of  it  may  be  taken  from  the  following 
extracts  from  the  Foreword: — 

"The  Committee  has  tried  to  bring  out  in  the  space 
allotted  to  it  the  powerful  force  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  as 
far  as  it  may  be  conceived  from  a  New  South  Wales  point 
of  view,  due  allowance  being  made  for  a  difference  in  view- 
point on  constitutional  practice  and  varying  rituals.  The 
Committee  is  convinced  that  a  high  educational  value  is 
attached  to  the  reviewing  of  the  Proceedings  and  believes 
that  its  work  will  tend  to  bind  the  bonds  of  fraternal  com- 
panionship more  firmly  than  has  existed  hitherto  with  other 
Grand  Chapters.  The  only  exception  to  the  maintenance  of 
peace  are  the  insistence  by  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  both 
England  and  Scotland — of  the  right  to  open  Chapters  at- 
tached to  the  Craft  Lodges  already  established  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  and  of  Scotland,  the  right  to  invade  any  Ma- 
sonic territory  and  to  grant  charters  to  new  Chapters  even  if

no  symbolic  Lodge  exists  in  the  locality.  England's  long 
estrangement  with  Quebec  over  this  matter  of  the  invasion 
of  foreign  territories  appears  to  have  been  happily  healed 
during  the  last  twelve  months,  while  Earl  Cassillis'  world- 
wide tour  in  interests  of  peace  has  been  exceedingly  fruitful 
of  good  results  in  most  parts  of  the  world.  Scotland  still 
remains  under  the  ban  of  New  South  Wales'  ostracism. 

"Verily,  only  the  best  is  good  enough  for  office  in  the 
Royal  Arch  system.  The  search  after  truth,  the  promotion 
of  universal  peace,  the  dissemination  of  true  and  genuine 
knowledge,  the  diffusion  of  the  light  of  wisdom,  are  the 
daily  endeavors  of  many  great  and  good  men — men  of  intel- 
lect and  educational  equipment  and  culture,  who  are  elected 
year  by  year  to  high  office  in  our  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ters.   Truly — 

"We  are  living,  we  are  dwelling 
In  a  grand  and  glorious  time ; 
In  an  age  on  ages  telling, 

To  be  living  is  to  be  sublime.'  " 

Under  Canada  we  find  this  reference: — 

"The  suggestion  that  all  rulings  of  Grand  First  Principals 
should  be  collated  for  the  information  of  succeeding  Grand 
First  Principals  is  good. 

"We  certainly  give  the  palm,  and  we  believe  that  all 
other  Grand  Chapters  will  do  the  same,  to  Madoc  Chapter  in 
having  exalted  the  oldest  candidate,  viz.,  92  years  of  age. 

"Another  coincidence  was  that  of  two  candidates  whose 
two  sons,  recommended  them  for  exaltation. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
its  flourishing  condition,  both  in  membership  and  finances." 

Michigan  occasions  the  following  comment: — 

"One  can  hardly  blame  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  Scotland 
for  his  adverse  and  erroneous  criticism  as  he  takes  his  in- 
formation from  reports  of  the  local   Scottish  bodies." 

And  under  Mississippi  we  find  this  extract  and 
note: — 

"We  note  that  South  Carolina  has  taken  legal  proceedings 
to  prevent  the  use  of  the  words  'Royal  Craft  Shoes'  as  a 
trade  mark.  Thus  we  read:  'We  don't  want  our  Royal  Craft 
to  be  advertised  by  the  pedal  extremities  of  the  profane.' 
(New  South  Wales  does  not  believe  in  advertising  the  Royal 
Craft  by  'pedal  extremities,'  or  any  other  way,  by  the  pro- 
fane, or  the  elect.)"

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  Annual 
Convocation  was  held  at  the  century  old  site  in 
Albany,  February  2,  1926. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  all  of  whose 
names  are  familiar  in  our  mouths  as  household 
words,  were  honoured  in  the  Grand  East. 

From  the  Grand  Chaplain's  invocation  we  take 
these  thoughts: — 

"We  thank  Thee  for  the  teachings  and  fellowships  and 
inspirations  of  our  Royal  Craft;  for  all  ways  that  lead  to 
Truth  and  constrain  to  Love;  for  all  experiences,  whether  of 
joy  and  sorrow,  that  introduce  us  to  'the  secret  place  of  the 
Most  High.' 

"Command  Thy  blessing,  we  beseech  Thee,  upon  those  of 
our  Companions  who  are  living  scarred  or  shadowed  lives. 
Lighten  their  darkness,  and  bring  them,  if  it  may  be,  serener 
and  securer  days." 

Numerous  visitors  were  then  received  with  that 
dignity  and  warm  hospitality  which  always  charac- 
terizes the  Empire  State. 

Grand  First  Principal  Davis  and  Grand  Second 
Principal  Dunstan  were  thus  welcomed: — 

"Companions,  let  us  set  an  example  before  the  world, 
that  in  the  American  continent  at  least  we  have  learned  how 
to  live  as  men  and  as  neighbors,  and  that  through  the  influ- 
ence of  our  Masonic  fraternity  we  have  learned  to  love  and 
enjoy  each  other's  society.  I  am  most  happy  to  greet  you. 
I  well  recollect  the  very  interesting  and  happy  hours  I  spent 
in  your  Grand  Jurisdiction,  shared  also  with  my  Grand  Offi- 
cers.   It  is  a  personal  as  well  as  an  official  pleasure." 

In  welcoming  Pennsylvania  the  G.H.P.  said : — 

"The  State  of  Pennsylvania  is  held  in  the  highest  regard 
by  the  Masons  of  New  York,  as  she  is  by  all  the  Masons,  I 
might  say,  of  the  American  continent.  We  can  not  make  it 
too  broad.  Pennsylvania  is  the  'Keystone  State.'  It  is  well 
named,  because  upon  its  early  endeavors  have  rested,  we 
might  say,  the  splendid  achievements  of  the  Craft  throughout 
our  continent/' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  opens  his  address  with 
the  following  words: — 
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"We  are  again  assembled  in  Annual  Convocation  to  de- 
liberate upon  the  condition  and  welfare  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry within  our  Jurisdiction,  and  to  consider  such  measures 
as  may  seem  prudent  to  maintain  the  high  standards  estab- 
lished by  the  fathers  of  our  Ancient  Craft. 

"Just  at  the  approach  of  the  holiday  season,  the  Angel  of 
Death  announced  to  M.E.  Arthur  Warren  that  the  door  to  the 
Eternal  Kingdom  had  been  opened  for  his  reception,  there  to 
receive  the  rewards  of  a  well  spent  life." 

His  address  was  a  comprehensive  summary  of 
duty  done. 

Referring  to  the  substantial  amount  sent  by 
Amity  and  Sylvan  Chapters  for  the  Cathedral  Fund 
to  complete  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  the 
G.H.P.  says:— 

"This  action  on  the  part  of  these  two  Chapters,  coming 
unsolicited  and  voluntarily,  is  in  keeping  with  their  record 
in  the  past  relating  to  charitable,  religious  and  public  welfare. 

"In  acknowledgement,  Bishop  Manning  wrote,  in  part, 
'Nothing  could  be  more  fitting  than  that  Royal  Arch  Masons 
should  have  a  part  in  the  erection  of  this  greatest  Cathedral 
in  the  English-speaking  world.'  " 

As  to  the  Flag  Association  in  connection  with 
which  the  G.H.P.  has  been  selected  as  a  member  of 
the  United  States  Board,  he  says : — 

"It  has  for  its  purposes  the  development  of  patriotism, 
respect  for,  and  education  in  the  proper  use  of  the  United 
States  flag. 

"Indeed,  to  New  York  State  belongs  the  credit  of  having 
laid  the  basis  for  this  big,  far-reaching,  patriotic  undertak- 
ing which  bids  fair  to  become  the  biggest  patriotic  movement 
this  country  has  ever  seen." 

Of  his  visit  to  Canada  he  gracefully  speaks: — 

"On  February  25th,  1925,  I  attended  the  Annual  Convo- 
cation of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  held  at  Windsor, 
Ontario.  Our  Canadian  Companions  were  lavish  in  their 
hospitality  and  attention.  Your  Grand  High  Priest  was  in- 
vited to  assist  in  the  installation  of  Officers  for  1925,  a 
privilege  highly  esteemed." 

Among  his  decisions  are  the  following: — 

"The  wearing  of  Chapter  aprons  should  be  restricted  to 
purely  Masonic  functions. 

"Neither  do  I  favor  the  wearing  of  gowns  with  the  words 
'Salem  Town  Chapter'  on  the  front,  for  advertising  purposes. 
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Ambition  and  enthusiasm   should  be  tempered  with  dignity 
and  due  regard  for  the  reputation  of  the  Eoyal  Craft. 

"As  to  permanently  bound  Record  Books  he  says: — 'The 
Grand  High  Priest  has  no  authority  to  set  aside  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution,  but  like  all  other  Companions  is 
duly  obligated  to  observe  and  obey  all  the  provisions,  and  in 
addition  he  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  law 
is  enforced.'  " 

As  to  visitors  from  abroad  and  laxity  in  their  re- 
ception under  Grand  Chapter  rules  of  New  York  he 

says: — 

"It  has  been  rumored  that  some  of  our  Chapters  have 
been  lax  in  enforcing  this  Section  of  the  Constitution  in  the 
case  of  visiting  members  of  a  Jurisdiction  where  the  Past 
Master's  degree  is  not  conferred. 

"Such  laxity  is  a  violation  of  the  obligation  assumed  by 
every  High  Priest  to  support  and  maintain  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

"It  is  desirable  that  every  reasonable  courtesy  be  ex- 
tended by  our  Chapters  to  sojourning  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
and  in  order  to  facilitate  visitation  by  Companions  of 
foreign  Jurisdictions,  it  is  permissible  to  confer  the  missing 
degrees  in  the  shortest  form,  by  merely  administering  the 
obligation  and  communicating  the  signs  of  recognition.  These 
essentials,  however,  are  on  no  account  to  be  omitted." 

Pennsylvania  extends  the  same  courtesy. 

He  says  that  his  official  family  have  earned  his 
gratitude  and  admiration  and  that  service  in  the 
Grand  Chapter  brings  its  own  compensation  in  the 
form  of  enthusiasm  and  loyal  support,  and  it  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  have  received  the  kindly 
manifestations  of  friendship. 

Membership,  71,576.  Net  increase,  1,670.  68 
Chapters  show  a  net  loss  in  membership,  a  sign  of 
the  times  which  appears  to  be  prevalent  in  all  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Committee  on  the  address  say  this 
worthily  of  a  worthy  man  and  Mason: — 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  proof  of  a 
year  of  loyal,  faithful  and  efficient  service  to  our  Craft.  It 
has  taken  much  of  his  time  and  energy  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties.  A  greater  number  of  visitations  to  other  Juris- 
dictions than  ever  made  by  a  Grand  High  Priest  of  this 
State  has  also  drawn  deeply  on  his  time.  He  has  promptly 
and  successfully  met  numerous  emergencies,  difficult  situ- 
ations and  unusual  problems." 
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The  Grand  Council  of  Anointed  Priests  enjoyed 
the  usual  "get  together." 

Grand  Chaplain  Buchanan  in  his  Memorials  to 
the  Dead  said: — 

"And  so,  let  us  take  a  little  time  right  now  to  think  of 
'the  gaps  in  our  files.'  Not  by  any  means  for  our  discourage- 
ment, but  that  we  may  bethink  ourselves  how  we  may  help 
to  fill  the  gaps  by  'applying  ourselves  with  double  diligence.' 

"The  longer  I  live,  while,  I  trust,  I  am  not  becoming  at 
all  less  sensitive  to  human  sorrow,  I  am  becoming  increas- 
ingly glad  that  there  are  watchers  and  Companions  in  'the 
heavenly  places,'  to  think  of  whom  and  to  commune  with 
whom  in  our  quiet  hours  is  to  keep  ourselves  living  on  the 
heights  and  doing  honor  to  our  fairest  memories  and  our 
finest  tenets  and  traditions." 

The  Finance  Committee  under  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Chevalier  presented  an  analytical  and  exhaustive 
report. 

The  Foreign  Correspondence  is  in  new  hands, 
those  of  Comp.  Walter  R.  Marden,  whom  we  wel- 
come as  a  worthy  successor  of  our  beloved  colleague 
Warren,  who  died  at  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Me- 
morial Hospital  at  Utica. 

In  his  prologue  Comp.  Marden  says: — 

"It  gives  to  him  an  opportunity  to  present  to  his  Com- 
panions the  important  doings,  sayings,  hopes  and  ambitions 
of  the  Royal  Craft  everywhere." 

That  he  is  to  the  manner  born  will  appear  from 
the  following  extracts  from  his  reviews,  that  of  Ala- 
bama, for  instance,  furnishes  him  with  this: — 

"He  breaks  loose  occasionally,  as  when  he  trained  his  guns 
upon  Companion  Egglestone,  of  Virginia,  and  we  agree  with 
him  that  'Fraternal  Correspondence'  should  be  written  not 
'Foreign  Correspondence,'  but  this  designation  is  almost  as 
old  as  Grand  Chapters  in  America,  originating  in  the  days 
when  distinguished  visitors  were  not  so  plentiful  and  trans- 
portation was  a  matter  for  leisurely  time.  In  another  cen- 
tury we  can  ran  down  to  the  198th  Annual  at  Alabama  and 
get  home  for  breakfast. 

"He  reviews  New  York  and  says  that  the  distinguished 
visitors  all  made  speeches  after  being  talked  'at.'  Distin- 
guished visitors  are  apt  to  be  that  way." 

And  Alberta  this: — 
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"All  the  nearby  Canadian  Grand  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented by  a  delegation,  and  each  visitor  was  given  an  oppor- 
tunity, and  improved  it  with  wit  and  eloquence  and  all  kinds 
of  good  wishes." 

Canada    is   touched    with    a    gentle   hand      He 
says: — 

"Twenty-five  Grand  Representatives  were  formally  wel- 
comed by  the  Grand  Z.  and  response  was  made  by  Right 
Excellent  Companion  Logan,  representing  Montana.  New 
York  was  represented  by  Most  Excellent  Harcourt,  who  also 
introduced  the  New  York  delegation  when  the  distinguished 
visitors  were  received. 

"The  Committee  on  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  made 
an  interesting  report  on  various  aspects  of  the  work  in  Can- 
ada. Evidently  joint  convocations  and  large  classes  are  not 
in  favor  there. 

"The  Grand  Scribe  E.  makes  record  of  .ninety-one  dispen- 
sations during  the  year,  and  the  Committee  in  approving  the 
acts  of  the  Grand  Z.  suggests  that  dispensations  be  granted 
as  'sparingly  as  possible.' 

"The  Capitular  Correspondence  Review  by  Companion 
Ponton,  like  everything  from  his  hand,  is  a  work  of  art,  but 
works  of  art  are  not  always  small  and  this  takes  226  pages 
to  cover  fifty-eight  Proceedings;  but  this  volume  is  attained 
by  liberality  in  quotation  rather  than  freedom  with  the  pen, 
and  the  quotations  are  strung  together  with  the  jewels  that 
give  his  work  of  art  its  sparkle.  One  end  is  held  by  a 
Foreword  and  the  other  by  a  Conclusion,  yet  he  admits  being 
an  admirer  of  the  words  of  wisdom  from  Companion 
Eggleston. 

"For  the  information  of  Reviewers  who  have  not  the 
leisure  to  count  them,  there  are  seventy-one  poems  in  this 
report,  but  New  York  contributed  three  of  them,  also  five 
pages  of  the  other  material,  both  of  which  are  more  than  our 
pro-rata  quota,  for  which  and  for  kindly  fraternal  commen- 
dation we  are  duly  grateful.  We  fain  would  return  the  com- 
pliment of  quotation,  but  do  not  venture  to  start  for  fear  the 
end  would  be  too  far  away." 

Of  reviews  generally  and  head  lights  and  tail 
lights  he  says  under  Connecticut: — 

"The  reviews  vary  from  forty  words  to  four  pages  and 
begin  without  preliminaries  and  end  without  any  tail-light, 
but  there  is  a  carefully  compiled  table  of  statistics. 

"The  longer  reviews  are  about  evenly  divided  into  quota- 
tions and  comment,  which  seems  to  be  the  ideal  condition, 
so  far  as  entertainment  of  the  Correspondents  is  concerned." 
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Of  the  history  of  the  Royal  Craft,  by  Charles 
Conover,  he  says  under  Michigan: — 

"Every  writer  of  any  note  on  Masonic  history  has  essayed 
a  biography  of  Webb,  but  no  serious  attempt  has  been  made 
to  clarify  the  conflicting  and  uncertain  statements.  What  is 
needed  is  not  another  biography  but  a  critical  analysis  of 
those  already  written,  and  Companion  Conover,  as  keeper 
of  the  archives  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  misses  an  op- 
portunity to  perform  a  real  service  in  Capitular  history.  He 
does  not  give  the  authorities  or  records  on  which  the. 'Moore 
Leaflet'  is  based." 

Under  Scotland  he  says  "they  do  not  hold  office 
in  Scotland,  they  bear  it." 
He  thus  concludes: — 

"There  may  not  be  much  of  actual  instruction  to  be 
found  in  these  records  of  our  departed  Companions,  but  life 
includes  more  than  passing  events,  and  the  immutability  of 
these  records  of  our  beloved  institution  and  the  fact  that 
these  Grand  Chapters  have  been  convening  regularly  all 
through  the  intervening  century  should  be  of  more  inspiration 
to  us  than  the  events  could  possibly  be." 

We  wish  that  space  permitted  the  reprinting  of 
the  whole  address  of  Grand  Chaplain  Buchanan  on 
Masonic  Loyalty,  but  we  are  only  permitted  to  take 
the  following: — 

"It  has  always  been  a  bit  of  a  disappointment  to  me  that 
the  word  'loyalty'  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Great  Light,  the 
Holy  Bible.  But,  though  the  word  is  not  there,  the  thing  is 
there,  a  whole  host  of  instances  of  loyalty  at  its  best.  In- 
deed, the  key-word  of  the  Great  Light  may  be  said  to  be 
'Loyalty.'  Loyalty  to  Truth.  Loyalty  to  the  Higher  Com- 
mand. Loyalty  to  Conscience.  Loyalty  to  Humanity's  Re- 
deemer and  Leader.  And  Loyalty  to  the  Community  of  the 
Faithful  and  'unto  all  men.'  No  man  who  essays  to  regulate 
his  life  by  the  Great  light  can  be  disloyal  in  any  direction 
without  his  conscience  rebuking  him  and  without  his  doing 
despite  to  some  of  his  life's  masteries. 

"Etymologically,  the  word  'loyal'  has  something  to  do  with 
the  word  'law';  it  is  derived  from  the  old  Latin  word  for 
'law.'  But  we  know,  and  rejoice  to  know,  that  a  great  many 
words  have  overlapped  their  etymological  barriers  and  taken 
on  a  wider  significance  and  a  more  winsome  power  to  move 
and  inspire.  Matthew  Arnold,  in  defining  religion,  gave  us 
his  famous  phrase,  'Morality  touched  with  emotion.'  And 
Loyalty  is  respect  for  law  and  obedience  to  law  'touched  with 
emotion';  touched  with  love,  in  fact,  love  of  truth,  or  love  of 
country,  or  love  of  'the  blessed  community'  (whatever  it  may 
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be  Church  or  Order) ,  or  love  of  father  or  mother,  brother  or 
sister,  wife  or  child,  lover  or  friend.  So  that,  far  from  having 
a  legalistic  significance,  hard  and  uncontagious,  loyalty- 
means  that  we  are  'not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace.'  Our 
fidelity  will  not  be  forced,  but  free.  Our  obedience  will  have 
wings. 

"What,  then,  are  some  of  the  features,  some  of  the  im- 
plifications,  some  of  the  demands  (welcome  demands,  to  be 
sure)  of  Masonic  Loyalty?  The  question  is  worth  while. 
For,  Companions,  just  as,  according  to  old  Dr.  Johnson  of 
Dictionary  fame,  we  require  to  'keep  our  friendships  in  re- 
pair,' even  so  we  require,  from  time  to  time,  to  renew  our 
allegiance,  to  furbish  our  loyalties. 

"There  are,  to  classify  them  briefly  and  alliteratively, — 
three  types  of  Masons,  the  Button  type  and  the  Benefit  type 
and  the  Bona-fide  type." 

New  York  is  represented  with  us  by  the  Official 
Guardian  of  Ontario,  our  well  beloved  Frederick  W. 
Harcourt,  and  Canada  is,  as  it  has  been  for  many 
years,  ably  and  faithfully  represented  by  Edward 
F.  Rolle,  of  New  York.

NEW  ZEALAND. 

G.  Russell,  M.E.G.Z. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
in  Invercargill,  24th  February,  1926. 

Five  Past  Grand  Z.'s  were  present,  including  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  J.  H.  Harkness,  Canada's  Grand  Repre- 
sentative. 

An  election  of  officers  appears  to  be  a  very  simple 
matter  and  is  thus  recorded: — 

"M.  Ex.  Comp.  G.  Russell  moved  that  the  Companions 
nominated  for  election  to  the  various  offices  as  set  out  in  the 
list  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Committee,  be 
declared  elected.  Motion  seconded  by  M.E.  Comp.  W.  Smith 
and  carried." 

The  total  assets  are  reported  at  £2,130  Sterling. 
With    regard   to   the   surplus    Comp.    Chapman 
said: — 

"He  thought  some  of  their  accumulated  funds  should  be 
spent  in  assisting  some  unfortunate  child  who  is  handicapped, 
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and,  by  giving  him  a  liberal  education,  start  him  off  in  life. 
He  would  like  to  see  Supreme  Committee  take  into  considera- 
tion the  possibility  of  making  a  grant  with  this  object.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  they  were  in  a  position  to  do  a  power 
of  good,  and  he  left  it  to  the  committee  to  arrive  at  the  best 
manner  of  carrying  out  the  suggestion.." 

From  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Committee  we 
take  the  following  extracts : — 

"The  Dominion  in  general  and  Freemasonry  in  the  terri- 
tory in  particular,  mourned  the  loss  of  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Craft,  M.W.  Bro.  William  Ferguson  Massey,  P.C.  and 
Prime  Minister,  who  passed  to  his  rest  on  the  10th  May, 
1925,  revered  and  esteemed  as  well  by  the  mass  of  citizens  of 
the  country  as  by  the  general  body  of  Craftsmen  who  had 
elected  him  to  their  head.  Bro.  Massey's  record  of  loyal  and 
devoted  service  to  his  King  and  country,  and  his  unswerving 
adherence  to  the  cause  of  Empire,  were  the  subjects  of  mani- 
fold tributes  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  members  of 
Grand  Chapter  will  ever  be  mindful  of  his  sturdy  and  zealous 
exemplification  of  the  principles  emphasized  by  the  teachings 
of  the  Craft. 

"Progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  that  the 
position  of  younger  Chapters  has  been  steadily  consolidated 
and  ensured." 

This  unique  incident  is  of  interest  to  Canada: — 

"A  unique  and  pleasing  coincidence  is  recorded  in  the  fact 
that  three  brothers — Reginald  F.  Harkness,  George  P.  Hark- 
ness,  and  William  V.  Harkness — were  on  6th  April  installed 
into  the  principal  chairs  of  Egmont  Chapter,  No.  27,  the 
ceremony  being  presided  over  by  an  uncle,  M.E.  Comp.  J. 
H.  Harkness,  P.G.Z." 

Then  follows,  set  out  at  length,  correspondence 
with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland,  couched  in 
dignified  terms  and  wholly  unlike  the  debate  which 
followed  in  that  respoct.  Scotland's  position  appears 
to  be  this: — 

"The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  cannot  assent 
to  the  expressions  of  view  that  its  Chapters  can  ever  be  a 
mere  adjunct  of  the  Craft  Lodges. 

"A  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  though  established  in  connection 
with  a  Craft  Lodge,  is  not  thereby  to  be  dwarfed  in  its 
natural  development  or  circumscribed  in  its  field,  but  it  is 
to  have  the  full  rights  and  functions  of  every  ordinary 
Chapter. 

"The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  has  a  serious 
duty  to  its  Chapters  wheresoever  situated,  and  in  respect  of 
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the  brethren  of  the  Scottish  Craft,  and  if  any  elaborate 
writing  is  to  be  regarded  as  desirable  or  necessary  in  this 
connection  between  your  Grand  Body  and  this  one,  which  I 
do  not  think  is  really  needed,  and  this  I  moreover  find  was 
the  view  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  as  expressed  to  you  in 
his  letter,  it  can  only  be  undertaken  on  a  full  recognition  by 
both  parties  of  the  plain  primary  rights  of  each  other." 

The  Supreme  Committe  thus  express  their  re- 
gret that  they  cannot  get  together: — 

"The  above  correspondence  sets  out  the  position  of  this 
protracted  and  tedious  dispute,  and  Supreme  Committee  re- 
grets that  its  efforts  to  effect  a  settlement  have  not  met  with 
success." 

Almost  the  whole  meeting  was  taken  up  by  dis- 
cussion of  their  relation  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland,  Comp.  Nielsen,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  saying 
in  the  course  of  a  long  address: — 

"After  the  erection  of  Grand  Chapter  recognition  was  in 
due  time  accorded  by  sister  Jurisdictions.  Scotland,  however, 
standing  out  and  continuing  to  grant  warrants.  For  years., 
as  many  of  those  present  knew,  efforts  were  made  to  induce 
this  particular  body  to  see  the  justice  of  the  local  claims, 
and  sheaves  of  correspondence  followed.  The  proposals  made 
by  Scotland  in  1921  would  not  be  varied.  The  position  was 
that  the  claim  of  right  to  charter  Chapters  in  New  Zealand 
in  connection  with  Scottish  Lodges  was  persisted  in,  the 
reason  and  motive  of  the  claim  being  sufficiently  manifest 
by  inference  and  from  explicit  language  in  the  correspon- 
dence to  enable  Scotch  Craftsmen  to  continue  their  Masonic 
course  under  Scotch  auspices. 

"The  speaker  has  no  hesitation  in  stating  that  the  draft 
was  framed  with  scrupulous  regard  for  fairness  to  the  other 
side.  The  Scottish  claim  of  right  to  charter  Chapters  in  con- 
nection with  existing  Scotch  Lodges  was  meaningless  unless 
it  was  inspired  by  a  desire  to  enable  Scotch  Craftsmen  to 
pass  into  Capitular  Life  under  Scotch  aegis,  and  so  para- 
graph 3  of  the  draft  agreement  was  an  inevitable  consequence 
of  the  Scottish  argument." 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  such  phrases  as 
"gross  impertinence,"  "cuckoo  egg^  "pin  pricks," 
"arrogant  arguments,"  "despicable"  and  other  ad- 
jectives far  more  befitting  a  brawl  than  a  Grand 
Chapter  were  bandied  about,  and  worst  of  all  re- 
printed  and  published  to  the  world  as  an  example  of 
unbrotherliness.    The  result  of  the  ultimatum  given 
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to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  is  thus  summed 
up:— 

"The  effect  of  the  resolution,  if  it  commended  itself  to 
the  Convocation,  would  be  to  confirm  the  position  already 
taken  by  Supreme  Committee,  and,  failing  response  by  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland,  to  bring  into  operation  a  cessa- 
tion of  relations  between  the  two  bodies." 

It  was  pointed  out  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bingham 
that  Scotland  should  not  be  asked  to  surrender  more 
than  England  was,  in  the  following  words : — 

"If  they  had  accepted  certain  terms  from  England,  then 
they  should  accept  them  from  Scotland.  As  under  the  posi- 
tion, at  the  present  time,  England  had  power  to  grant  a 
charter  in  New  Zealand,  and  they  should  not  ask  Scotland 
for  better  terms  than  had  been  accepted  from  England." 

Another  M.  Ex.  Comp.  asked  the  pertinent  ques- 
tion:— 

"It  was  as  well  to  consider  where  it  might  lead  to.  Did  he 
understand  that  if  relations  were  severed,  and  a  Scotch  Com- 
panion presented  himself  they  were  to  refuse  him? 

"Grand  Scribe  E.  replied  that  that  would  be  a  conse- 
quence." 

Another  Companion  again  asked  what  the  result 
of  the  proclamation  to  Scotland  would  be  and  was 
answered: — 

"He  wished  to  ask,  however,  in  what  position  would  a 
Companion  be  who  happens  to  be  a  member  of  both  a  New 
Zealand  and  a  Scotch  Chapter.  Would  he  have  to  withdraw 
from  one? 

"M.E.  Comp.  G.  Russell,  G.Z.,  replied  in  the  affirmative." 

The  Grand  H.  thus  commented: — 

"R.  Ex.  Comp.  Wallace,  G.H.,  considered  the  point  raised 
by  M.E.  Comp.  Bingham  to  be  material.  Scotland  might  look 
upon  it  as  an  injustice  that  they  were  asking  harder  terms 
from  her  than  they  accepted  from  England." 

The  resolution  however  was  carried. 

To  one  who  is  not  altogether  an  outsider  it  would 
seem  as  though  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland,  as 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  will  be  supported  by 
public  opinion  in  being  loyal  to  their  constituent 
Chapters  situated  in  the  various  Jurisdictions  con- 
stituting the  Australasian  Group,  the  more  especially

as  the  constituent  Chapters  refuse  to  surrender  the 
dear  old  Mother. 

The  newly  installed  First  Grand  Principal,  T.  M. 
Rankin,  delivered,  as  is  the  custom,  an  eloquent  ad- 
dress. If  he  can  do  this  impromptu  what  will  he  not 
be  able  to  do  throughout  the  year  in  spreading  and 
cementing  ideas  and  ideals.  We  take  from  his  ad- 
dress the  following: — 

"Companions,  may  I  say  that  the  wider  my  horizon  of 
Capitular  Freemasonry  becomes  the  more  do  I  realize  that 
the  R.A.  is  the  climax  of  Masonry.  It  contains  the  all  in  all 
of  Masonry;  it  supplies  a  want  and  sheds  a  bright  light  on 
the  purposes  of  Freemasonry.  It  is  satisfying;  its  ritual  is 
set  in  grandeur  of  thought  and  language  befitting  its  sublime 
message ;  and  it  would  be  well  for  mankind  to-day  were  that 
message  rightly  understood  and  delivered  to  the  world  in  the 
manner  intended. 

"Companions,  we  are  living  in  an  age  when  value  is  de- 
manded from  every  department  of  human  activity.  The 
supreme  test,  therefore,  of  the  righa  of  any  organization  of 
men  to  exist  is  its  result. 

"It  is  men  of  character  and  of  vision  that  are  required  in 
the  world  to-day. 

"Our  country,  and  more  especially  our  Empire,  is  in  need 
of  that  loyalty  and  patriotism  which  is  best  expressed  in 
these  lines: 

"  'Not  few  nor  slight  his  burdens  are 
Who  gives  himself  to  stand, 
Steadfast  and  sleepless  as  a  star, 
Watching  his  Fatherland.' 

"How  true  it  is,  'When  the  personal  equation  comes  in 
principle  gets  a  poor  hearing.'  The  poet  Burns  recognized 
that  weakness  in  man,  and  expressed  it  in  the  lines: — 

"  'But  och !  mankind  are  unco  weak, 
An'  little  to  be  trusted; 
If  self  the  wavering  balance  shake, 
It's  rarely  right  adjusted.' 

"We  should  judge  in  that  spirit  of  human  kindness  and 
toleration  so  admiringly  expressed  by  our  late  brother,  the 
poet  Robert  Burns,  in  the  lines: — 

"  'Then  gently  scan  your  brother  man, 
Still  gentler  sister  woman; 
Though  they  may  gang  a  kennin'  wrang, 
To  step  aside  is  human.' 
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"Masonry  in  our  Heaven-endowed  Dominion.  Freema- 
sonry, then,  is  pre-eminently  a  God-honoring  and  humanity- 
loving  institution,  and  that  Companions,  is  its  warrant  to 
continuity  of  existence  and  prosperity." 

New  Zealand  is  represented  by  R.  Ex  .Comp. 
John  A.  Cowan,  of  Toronto. 

The  In  Memoriam  pages  are  headed  thus: — 

"And  here  at  last  is  sleep,  the  gift  of  gifts, 
The  tender  nurse  who  lifts 
The  soul  grown  weary  of  the  waking  world."

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

James  W.  Payne,  M.  Ex.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Seventy-eighth  Annual  Conclave  convened  in 
Wilmington,  N.C.,  May  11th,  1926.  Ten  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  were  received  with  honours  and  distin- 
guished visitors  from  South  Carolina  were  wel- 
comed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appears  to  have  been  a 
capable  and  earnest  leader,  as  the  following  extracts 
from  his  address  wlil  show: — 

"I  fully  realized  the  position  of  Grand  High  Priest  of 
North  Carolina  was  a  big  and  responsible  one;  and  I  also 
felt  that  it  was  a  job  that  could  not  be  successfully 
handled  without  help,  and  knowing  that  I  could  not  accom- 
plish anything  without  a  programme,  and  an  end  in  view, 
my  first  determination  was  to  solicit  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  all  Past  Grand  Officers.  This  I  did,  and  received  help 
from  all  these  upon  whom  I  called. 

"Next  I  decided  to  put  every  Grand  Officer  to  work.  This 
I  succeeded  in  doing. 

"As  stated  above,  I  have  tried  to  put  on  an  educational 
drive  and  not  a  drive  for  new  members,  believing  the  mem- 
bership increase  will  take  care  of  itself  if  we  get  our  present 
membership  interested." 

He  comments  favourably  on  the  York  Rite  Li- 
brary and  the  work  of  the  Home  and  the  Orphanage. 

Being  asked  for  a  Dispensation  to  allow  the 
application  of  a  Brother  who  "had  been  living 
around  in  different  places,"  he  said  he  had  no  juris- 
diction and  refused. 
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Canada  was  represented  by  Camp.  Wiley  M. 
Pickens. 

Grand  Chapter  was  urged  to  draw  the  line 
tightly  about  Grand  Representatives  both  near 
and  from,  and  they  were  warned  that  if  they  missed 
two  consecutive  Annual  Convocations  their  commis- 
sions may  be  vacated. 

There  is  a  splendid  Masonic  Educational  Loan 
Fund  in  which  philanthropic  purposes  North  Caro- 
lina leads  all  Jurisdictions.    We  quote: — 

"We  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  such  a  wonder- 
ful Secretary  of  this  fund  in  the  person  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  A.  B.  Andrews,  and  unless  you  have  been  closely  asso- 
ciated with  him  in  this  work  you  would  never  realize  just 
how  much  of  his  valuable  time  he  is  giving  to  it. 

"Companions,  I  think  this  is  the  biggest  programme  that 
this  Grand  Body  has  ever  undertaken.  You  cannot  appre- 
ciate just  what  it  means  unless  you  have  been  in  close  touch 
with  it;  in  fact,  it  would  be  hard  for  anyone  to  even  guess 
how  for  reaching  this  is  and  the  good  it  will  accomplish." 

Among  his  decisions  we  find  the  following: — 

"I  ruled  that,  upon  information  received  from  the  Blue 
Lodge,  the  Companion  who  had  been  suspended  on  account 
of  non-payment  of  dues,  became  automatically  suspended 
from  the  Chapter. 

"I  wrote  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania  with 
reference  to  this  Mr.  King  and  his  collection  of  pennies,  and 
received  a  letter  from  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Upon  receipt  of  this  letter,  I  wrote  Companion  Page 
to  ignore  this  and  similar  letters  until  it  had  been  properly 
endorsed  through  regular  official  channels." 

The  books,  magazines  and  pictures  of  the  Library 
are  thus  labelled,  ''this  literature  is  presented  by 
York  Rite  Library  Fund." 

Membership,  8,279. 

Robert  W.  Brennan,  of  Toronto,  represents

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NORTH  CAROLINA  CORRESPONDENCE 
REPORT. 

This  is  a  handsome  volume  always  published 
separately  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina 
in  honour  of  the  merits  of  that  outstanding  Royal 
Craftsman,  J.  Edward  Allen,  who  edits  this  com- 
prehensive review.  It  is  well  printed  in  open  type 
by  the  boys  of  the  Masonic  Orphanage  Press, 
Oxford,  N.C. 

From  his  ''Memorandum  of  Transmittal"  we 
take  these  introductory  sentences  of  Comp.  Allen: — 

"Again  we  have  searched  the  books  sent  to  us  bearing 
the  records  of  the  Craft  throughout  the  world,  attempting 
to  eliminate  the  obvious,  the  dull  and  the  commonplace,  and 
to  place  before  our  readers  those  matters  which  will  bring 
interest,  inspiration  or  some  contribution  to  general  Masonic 
knowledge. 

"His  comments,  criticisms  and  expressions  of  agreement 
or  dissent  are  not  intended  as  invitations  to  the  reader  to 
think  as  he  does,  but  to  think  as  he  pleases,  but  think  for 
himself.  The  comments  are  solely  the  adventures  of  this 
individual  into  the  realms  of  Capitular  law,  polity  and 
practice. 

"We  are  grateful  to  our  colleagues  for  that  assistance 
which  has  made  these  tabulations  possible  in  advance." 

He  then  puts  an  issue  squarely  before  Grand 
Chapter  under  the  heading  "What  Are  We  Going  To 
Do  About  It"?  giving  the  percentage  of  Master  Ma- 
sons with  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  the  resultant  com- 
parison:— 

1.  Rhode    Island 53.2 

2.  Wisconsin   40.7 

3.  Maine  40.4 

4.  Ohio   39.9 

5.  New  Hampshire 39.0 

"The  United  States  average  is  29.2. 

"This  means,  in  few  words,  that  one  Master  Mason  in 
five,  in  North  Carolina,  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  or  twenty  in* 
a  hundred;  while  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  half  as 
many  more,  or  nearly  thirty  per  hundred  are  Royal  Arch 
Masons." 

He  adds  "it  behooves  us  to  bestir  ourselves." 
What  is  our  percentage?: — 

"Our  State  has  become  an  outstanding  commonwealth. 
We  are  not  looked  upon  as  backward,  ignorant,  paupers  or 
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even  conservative.  Our  State  has  become  a  leader,  and  must 
not  in  any  specific  piece  of  worthy  endeavor,  be  and  remain 
a  tail-ender." 

Alabama  gives  him  text  and  context  for  the  fol- 
lowing remarks: — 

"The  Correspondence  Writer's  purpose  in  writing  these 
Eeviews  is  to  make  a  contribution,  worth-while  if  possible, 
to  the  cause  of  Masonic  Education  in  North  Carolina. 
We  are  not  in  pursuit  of  bouquets  from  our  fellow  writers  of 
the  Round  Table,  nor  do  we  fear  in  the  least  such  occasion  as 
may  provoke  their  disagreement. 

"We  disapprove  balloting  at  special  convocations.  For 
a  Grand  High  Priest  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  annul  law, 
is  an  invitation  to  a  High  Priest  to  ignore  the  same  law. 
Next  time  he  will  not  feel  the  urgency  of  the  necessity  for 
seeking  such  a  dispensation  at  all,  perhaps.  And  the  Com- 
panion who  sits  in  the  rear  seat  in  the  Convocation — if  he 
sees  them  handle  Masonic  law  as  a  mere  toy  affair  and  a 
plaything,  is  it  not  quite  likely  that  he  may  regard  all  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  as  just  that  sort  of  toy  and  bauble?" 

Under  loss  in  membership  he  says: — 

"It  sounds  like  some  of  the  boys  who  were  interested  in 
the  old  'rough  stuff'  have  shown  how  little  real  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  they  have  learned,  by  dropping  away  since  this  un- 
masonic  Masonry   (?)   is  eliminated." 

Looking  for  trouble  in  Alberta  and  not  being 
able  to  find  any,  he  grimly  comments: — 

"Our  thunder  is  stolen  and  silenced. 

"Therefore,  in  our  present  dilemma,  what  shall  we  do, 
with  nothing  to  pick  to  pieces  in  Alberta?" 

But  not  finding  his  review  referred  to  in  the 
Alberta  review,  he  adds: — 

"Perhaps  by  this  fact  we  are  spared  two  good  roastings. 
But,  somehow,  we  should  prefer  to  be  soundly  'cussed,'  rather 
than  be  ignored.    Do  you  not  agree  with  this  view?" 

May  we  of  the  East  share  with  our  Western 
Sister  this  compliment  under  British  Columbia: — 

"The  Canadians  are  a  most  wholesome  likeable  people. 
We  enjoy  being  in  Canada;  and  we  have  seen  that  country 
from  ocean  to  ocean." 

Canada  is  analyzed  and  cited  in  no  less  than 
seven  pages  of  our  colleague's  report.  He  says 
under  Waivers: — 
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"The  first  of  these  we  think  goes  too  far.  We  don't  like 
dispensations  to  change  recognized  law,  in  the  first  place, 
such  as  the  law  of  jurisdiction;  and  in  the  second,  we  do  not 
like  this  business  of  'waiver  of  jurisdiction.'  " 

He  notes  a  dispensation  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Davis 
to  allow  Ancient  Frontenac  to  advance  a  Brother  as 
Serving  Companion,  and  says: — 

"As  to  the  second  of  the  above-quoted  decisions,  we  hope 
Brother  Ponton  will  tell  this  unsophisticated  Scribe  what  a 
'Serving  Companion'  is." 

Frankly  we  rarely  mid  this  dispensation  granted 
during  the  last  twenty  years.  In  the  old  "feudal" 
times  Companions  who  were  to  be  employed  by 
Chapters  as  Tylers  or  Outside  Guards  or  Caretakers 
of  Lodge  or  Chapter  effects,  were  admitted  in  this 
way  without  fee  in  order  to  secure  their  services 
and  as  part  of  their  remuneration,  just  as  Ministers 
of  the  Gospel  were,  but  both  have  gone  out  of  date, 
but  Kingston— the  aristocrat  among  Cities— can  do 
and  get  what  no  others  can,  their  virtues  are  so 
prominent. 

Under  "Masonic  Education  Needed"  he  says:— 

"Those  Canadian  Reports  on  the  Condition  of  Masonry 
always  make  good  reading  and  are  strong  documents.  We 
quote  from  this  one,  considering  our  quotations  to  be  as 
strong  a  plea  for  Masonic  Education  as  we  have  seen  any- 
where." * 

Referring  to  the  presentation  of  a  cabinet  of 
silver  at  The  St.  Patrick  Chapter  he  says:— 

"We  rather  like  the  presentation  in  open  Grand  Chapter 
better,  as  is  commonly  done." 

With  regard  to  Grand  Scribe  E.  he  well  says:— 
"The  Grand  Secretary  should  possess  many  qualifications 
beyond  that  mere  ability  to  get  votes  which  is  the  dominant 
factor  m  a  popular  election— in  fact,  should  possess  some 
qualifications  which  would  militate  somewhat  against  his 
chances  of  winning  in  a  popular  election.  Such  a  man  having 
been  found,  experience  indicates  that  for  many  years  there- 
after, his  re-election  annually  is  a  mere  perfunctory  matter 
of  form." 

To  our  own  review  he  is  kindly  generous : —

"And  we  now  come  to  a  happy  portion  of  the  book — the 
Report,  which  is  here  denominated  'Capitular  Correspon- 
dence Review/  and  which  is  the  result  of  the  labors  of  a 
distinguished  Mason. 

"He  pleasingly  and  discriminatingly  reviews  North  Caro- 
lina in  five  pages,  and  pays  us  a  compliment  which  we  prize 
most  highly  of  them  all  when  he  alludes  to  this  Scribe  as 
'well  and  happily  known  to  many  Canadians.'  We  doff  our 
chapeau  and  make  suitable  bow." 

He  commends  as  an  excellent  thought  the  fol- 
lowing under  Colorado: —  , 

"We  are  compelled  to  remark  that  Brother  Everett's 
remark  that  'We  change  not  our  Freemasonry,  but  we  have 
begun,  in  new  channels,'  as  the  summing  up  of  the  preceding 
sentence,  is  a  declaration  which  ought  to  penetrate  more 
Masonic  understandings  than  have  yet  grasped  its  signifi- 
cance." 

The  District  of  Columbia  and  Comp.  Jermane 
give  him  plenty  of  opportunity  for  comment,  as  they 
give  all  other  Jurisdictional  Reviewers.    He  says: — 

"It  is  our  best  judgement  that  the  Scottish  Rite  brethren 
should  have  seen  the  indisputable  force  of  conditions  as  Com- 
panion Jermane  thus  describes  them;  and  should  have 
dropped  the  matter  some  time  ago,  until  their  efforts  would 
accomplish  more  than  merely  give  some  fault-finding  breth- 
ren an  unusually  good  opportunity  to  accuse  Masonry  of 
dabbling  in  politics,  and  of  becoming  an  'anti-something' 
organization,  conducting  a  religious  dispute.  If  this  policy 
had  been  pursued,  the  time  would  ere  long  have  come  when 
the  goal  could  have  ben  attained.  But  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  further  agitation  of  the  question  at  this  time  is  hurtful 
rather  than  wise." 

From  Illinois  he  takes  this: — 

"Listen  to  them  as  they  sing,  and  well  they  might,  for 
they  are  bringing  back  the  furniture  for  the  holy  house, 

"Lift  up  your  heads  oh  ye  gates, 
And  be  ye  lifted  up  ye  everlasting  doors, 
And  the  King  of  Glory  shall  come  in." 

He  concludes  his  splendid  review  of  Pennsyl- 
vania with  the  following  stirring  words:  — 

"For  ourselves,  we  believe  that  the  Royal  Craft  may  'com- 
plete the  Masonic  education  of  the  Master  Mason";  and  may 
'unfold  to  him  the  beauties  of  that  which  was  dimly  hinted 
in  the  Symbolic  Lodge";  and  may  yet  not  have  pre-empted 
the  whole  field  of  usefulness  that  still  cries  for  its  occupancy. 
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We  think  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  Pennsylvania  fills 

nv^nai0gU°US  Pla,f '  and,  d0es  a  mi^hty  work  besides;  why 
proscribe  an  equally  useful  sphere  of  activity  to  the  Chap 
ters,  when  there  is  so  much  that  sorely  needs  to  be  done? 
We  are  not  propagandists;  we  are  only  meditating  as  did 
Companion  Core.  And  as  does  he,  we  leave  the  final  decision 
to  the  Companions  of  the  Chapters." 

Virginia  furnishes  him  with  this:— 

"Resolved   That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Chapter  that

He  as  usual  concludes  his  magnum  opus  with  no 
less  than  sixteen  statistical  tables,  giving  all  infor- 
mation which  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  could  possibly 
ask  with  regard  to  the  relative  membership  and 
standing  of  the  Royal  Craft  throughout  the  world 

We  close  the  volume  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction.

A  reception  of  manifest  cordiality  was  extended 
to  M  Ex.  Comp.  Bert  S.  Lee  representing  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  High  Priest,  John  Albert  Blake,  whose 
lamented  death  we  have  elsewhere  recorded 

Harry  F.  Moulden,  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  Mani- 
toba, and  Frank  M.  McCuskey,  G.H.P.  of  Minne- 
sota, were  duly  welcomed. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  presented  and 
welcomed  and  an  interesting  response  was  given  by 
the  veteran  Companion  Moultrie,  who  had  recently 
returned  from  the  Near  East.  He  speaks  of  Ma- 
sonry m  Bierut,  Syria,  saying:— 
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"There  were  English,  French  and  Scotch  Lodges  in 
Bierut,  Syria,  some  composed  mainly  of  Mohammedans  and 
others  made  up  of  mixed  races." 

We  take  the  following  from  the  address  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest: — 

"No  matter  how  carefully  he  may  go  through  all  the 
forms  and  ceremonies,  there  is  no  room  adjoining  the  Lodge, 
no  matter  how  convenient,  in  which  he  can  be  prepared  pro- 
perly if  he  has  not  previously  been  prepared  in  his  heart. 
Better  far  add  ten  who  have  been  made  Masons  than  an 
hundred  who  have  merely  joined  the  Order. 

"One  of  the  inspired  utterances  of  Masonry  is  that  which 
affirms  how  good  and  blessed  a  thing  it  is  for  Brethren  to 
dwell  together  in  unity.  The  communication  of  fraternity 
comes  to  us  from  all  sides;  there  are  no  strangers  among 
us;  we  share  a  common  knowledge;  we  speak  a  common  lan- 
guage, and  this  drawing  together  out  of  all  peoples  and 
nations  is  a  vast  power  for  good  in  these  troubled  days  con- 
cerning the  potency  of  which  we  have  but  slight  realization. 
With  this  in  mind,  we  have  renewed  faith  in  the  value  of 
exchange  of  Grand  Representatives" 

Of  his  visit  to  Manitoba  he  says: — 

"The  Companions  sang  'America'  with  such  fervency  that 
I  might  have  been  justified  in  thinking  that  it  was  a  daily 
occurrence  with  them.  The  Stars  and  Stripes  were  displayed 
not  only  in  the  Lodge  room,  but  also  in  the  banquet  room,  in 
the  evening,  which  courtesy  I  especially  appreciated. 

"Throughout  the  sessions  it  was  hard  to  realize  that  this 
was  but  their  second  meeting,  for  the  work  was  carried  out 
in  such  wise  as  to  give  the  impression  that  its  degree  of  per- 
fection might  easily  have  resulted  from  many  years  of  active 
participation  in  the  labors  of  a  Grand  Chapter.  The  harmony 
which  prevailed  was  ideal,  and  the  prospect  for  future  accom- 
plishment is  remarkable." 

And  he  also  presented  an  enthusiastic  report  of 
the  visit  to  Saskatchewan. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  who  was 
introduced  by  Comp.  Falkenstein  then  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  well  and  favorably  known  to  us  all, 
we  take  these  appreciative  remarks: — 

"He  believed  that  generally  speaking  Master  Masons  are 
sympathetic  and  deeply  interested  in  the  good,  true  and 
square  work  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  gave  assurance  that 
Royal  Arch  Masons  could  depend  upon  the  co-operation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  upbuilding  of  the  plan  of  Freemasonry.

that  in  our  Chapters  as  m  our  Lodges  there  must  be  closer 
organization,  better  planning  and  more  effort  on  the  part  of 
those  in  places  of  leadership.  All  this  is  born  out  of  the 
experiences  of  the  last  few  years.    There  is  no  use  complain-

thing  to  do  is  to  get  busy  and  create  interest." 

The  Educational  Fund  Committee  have  adopted 
as  their^  slogan  "Education  as  an  investment  for 
bervice.  They  report  receipts  amounting  to  $14  759 
ana  add: — 

"Surely  this  is  the  kind  of  work  which  will  pass  the  in 
spection  of  the  Master  Overseer." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  base  their  report 
upon  the  following  striking  verses  and  comments:— 
"I  know  a  garden  fair  to  see, 
Where  haunting  memories  there  be 
Of  treasures  lost  and  joys  of  ours, 
Forgotten,  left  among  the  flowers ; 
Like  toys  of  children  strewn  upon 
The  playground  of  the  leaf  and  lawn ; 
And  many  stand  without  the  gate 
Who  learn  with  hearts  disconsolate 
It  swings  but  out,  and  none  may  go

-But  Time,  unyielding,  held  the  way:

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And  one  by  one  they  came  to  pray 
They  might  go  back  to  Yesterday. 

But  Time  is  keeper  of  the  way — 
The  place  is  his,  'tis  Yesterday. 

"Thus  once  sang  our  own  poet,  'Jimmie'  Foley,  but  can  it 
be  that  he  sang,  or  that  we  have  not  interpreted  what  he 
sang,  alright?  Though  'Strength  of  youth'  can  never  return, 
is  Time  forever  'keeper  of  the  way?'  Has  Memory  no  power 
to  open  or  to  bridge  the  'Gate  of  Yesterday'  except  to  write 
'Forgotten,'  'Left  among  the  flowers',  'Treasures  Lost.'  " 

Comp.  Hutcheson,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Service  and  Education,  de- 
livered a  graphic  address.  Space  will  only  permit 
the  following  paragraph: — 

"In  the  Capitular  degrees  we  are  set  to  work.  We  re- 
ceive wages  for  the  work  performed.  We  preside  over  others 
as  they  engage  in  toil. 

"The  work  is  presented  to  the  G.A.O.T.U.,  and  receives 
His  blessing. 

"Then,  prepared  by  the  foregoing,  we  are  presented  to 
another  phase  of  the  work. 

"Heavy  tools  are  placed  in  our  hands.  A  harder  task  is 
ours. 

"The  working  tools  demand  all  our  energy.  The  HANDS 
are  busily  engaged. 

"The  Book  of  the  Law  appeals  to  our  MINDS. 

"The  Keystone  arouses  our  emotions.  And  immediately 
we  discover  that  good  work,  true  work,  demands  the  energy 
of  the  HAND,  MIND  and  HEART." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative,  George  H. 
Keyes,  did  not  answer  roll  call.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  George 
L.  Gardiner,  author  of  the  much  quoted  and  univer- 
sally praised  report  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry,  represents  North  Dakota. 

Membership,  4,124.    Net  loss,  44. 

It  would  indeed  give  us  a  shock  if  the  Fraternal 
Correspondence  of  this  Jurisdiction  were  in  other 
hands  than  those  of  E.  George  Guthrie,  who  is  a 
prince  of  good  fellows. 

He  believes  in  Introductions  and  Conclusions, 
saying:— 

"One  of  the  impressions  made  while  wending  my  way 
through  the  many  volumes  of  Proceedings  has  to  do  with 
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the  alarming  state  of  apathy  which  discourages  and  impedes 
progress.  Reading  between  the  lines  of  the  reports  of  the 
Grand  High  Priests  on  their  visitations  we  find  that  although 
they  report  excellent  entertainment  and  the  extension  of  cour- 
tesies, they  are  impressed  by  the  lack  of  members  in  atten- 
dance.   More  earnestness  is  desired. 

"There  seems  to  be  one  particular  point  concerning  which 
the  fraternal  correspondent  should  be  the  official  adviser  in 
the  Grand  Body  which  he  is  serving,  namely,  the  recom- 
mendation for  the  appointment  of  Grand  Representatives. 
The  commission  should  be  bestowed  upon  one  who  will  give 
it  lively  consideration  and  appreciate  the  honor,  for  we  share 
in  the  belief  that  it  is  an  honor  and  should  be  preserved  as 
such." 

We  are  delighted  to  learn  that  he  has  been  ap- 
pointed on  the  Foreign  Relations  Committee  of 
General  Grand  Chapter. 

Under  Pennsylvania  our  colleague  says: — 

"On  assuming  the  honor  of  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion 
Darrow  addressed  the  Grand  Chapter.  A  short  excerpt  from 
his  address  proves  that  affairs  are  in  capable  hands,  as  would 
the  Government  be  if  all  Congressmen  should  measure  up  to 
his  standards." 

He  follows  the  very  bad  custom  of  a  few  Grand 
Jurisdictions  in  excluding  British  Jurisdictions  from 
the  Alphabetical  schedule.  We  know  that  in  this  he 
intends  to  reserve  the  best  for  the  last. 

His  review  of  Canada  is  indeed  kindly.  He  says 
with  many  quotations: — 

"The  Grand  First  Principal  presented  a  very  lucid  report, 
well  calculated  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  Craft,  brief 
enough  to  be  good,  yet  long  enough  to  cover  his  official  duties. 

"It  was  with  much  gratification,  in  reading  the  report  of 
Grand  Superintendent  Marr,  that  Kiwanian  Brother  George 
H.  Ross  was  one  of  the  candidates,  who  expressed  himself 
as  being  much  impressed  with  the  ceremony. 

"Grand  Secretary  Henry  T.  Smith  reports  a  membership 
of  25,315,  a  net  gain  of  768  Companions.  He  commends  the 
Secretaries  for  their  promptness. 

"And  now  we  come  to  the  most  entertaining  part  of  the 
volume,  the  Capitular  Correspondence  and  Review,  compiled 
by  Comp.  Ponton,  one  who  has  exceptional  gifts  in  turning 
phrases  and  splendid  sentences.  This  learned  Companion  is 
happily  situated,  in  that  he  is  apparently  given  every  license 
to  take  all  the  space  desired,  rather  than  to  be  at  the  mercy 
of  a  Grand  Secretary  who  will  call  him  on  the  carpet  for 
overstepping  a  certain  limit,  thereby  taking  most  of  the  joy 
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out  of  writing.  He  uses  excellent  judgment  in  his  selections. 
His  free  rein  permits  him  to  take  much  or  little,  and  as 
there  is  so  much  good  published  in  the  Proceedings,  he  is 
enabled  to  give  an  exhaustive  review,  more  so  than  any 
other  that  comes  to  our  table.  He  is  not  a  believer  in  meet- 
ings governed  by  the  'inconsistent  moon.'  He  says:  'No 
Lodge  or  Chapter  should  pin  its  meetings  upon  anything  so 
movable  and  variable/  He  is  absolutely  right  in  these  days 
of  automobiles  and  gasoline  and  electricity,  for  the  moon  as 
a  lighting  power  for  meetings  is  out  of  date. 

"He  gave  much  thought  and  space  to  his  review  of  North 
Dakota,  with  excerpts  from  the  address  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Stockwell  and  the  Fraternal  Correspondent,  all  of 
which  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  One  error  crept  into  his 
report,  however,  that  should  have  its  correction  now.  The 
'new  and  jovial  bond  of  union'  that  was  formed  was  by  the 
Past  Grand  High  Priests,  Past  111.  Grand  Masters  and  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Recorders  of  those  bodies,  and  not  under 
the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  It  is  an  entirely  new  organ- 
ization, and  is  not  copyrighted,  but  it  is  available  for  use  in 
any  Grand  Jurisdiction  upon  application  to  the  writer,  who 
was  the  first  Regent,  and  still  remains  such.  We  hope  to 
adopt  a  ritual  at  our  next  concourse,  which  shall  be  dignified 
and  befitting  the  Order.  We  close  our  meeting  with  the  toast, 
in  water,  'Happy  to  meet,  sorry  to  part,  hoping  to  meet 
again.'  " 

He  gives  great  encouragement  to  Manitoba  in 
the  following  words: — 

"The  address  of  Grand  Zed  Newman  was  an  inspiring 
document,  condensed  so  that  it  was  readable  and  understand- 
able, with  details  nicely  placed  and  clear  cut  in  points  he 
desired  to  emphasize." 

And  under  Nova  Scotia  he  says: — 

"He  reluctantly  declined  many  foreign  invitations  for 
visitations,  yet  there  was  one  that  we  fail  to  understand,  as 
it  is  our  first  intimation  that  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of 
the  A.A.S.R.  ever  had  official  connection  with  the  Capitular 
Rite  in  the  exemplification  of  its  degrees,  yet  he  says : — 

"  'An  invitation,  it  would  have  given  me  much  pleasure 
to  accept,  was  from  St.  Patrick  Chapter,  No.  145,  at 
Toronto,  Ont.,  to  witness  the  exemplification  of  the  conferring 
of  degrees  where  The  Royal  Arch  degree  was  to  be  conferred 
by  the  Supreme  council  33°  of  the  A.A.S.R.'" 

Under  Quebec,  referring  to  the  settlement  of  all 
differences,  he  gives  this  happy  explanation: — 

"May  we  not  assume  that  this  is  an  echo  from  the  com- 
panionship of  the  participants  in  the  late  World  war,  where 
the  brothers  met  and  fraternized  regardless  of  any  edict  like 
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this,  which  should  never  have  existed.  The  Ene-lish-sneaVi™ 
people  of  the  world  are  more  closely  and  fi^^thftS 
ever  before.    May  it  always  continue."  ™getner  tnan

The  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  of  R.  A. 
M.,  Nova  Scotia,  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New 
foundland,  was  held  in  the  new  Masonic  Temple, 
Halifax,  8th  June,  1926. 

Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  honoured  the 
Grand  East. 

The  Proceedings  have  an  excellent  frontispiece 
design  of  the  five  elected  Grand  Officers  which 
makes  us  at-once  acquainted  with  the  personnel  of 
the  official  family. 

Of  the  Dead,  G.H.P.  Otto  said  in  his  address : 

"Whether  their  toil  began  at  daybreak  or  at  evening  twi- 
light, we  are  assured  that  wages  equal  to  their  merit  will 
be  issued  to  theml.  They  have  gained  admission  to  the  Su- 
preme Grand  Chapter  of  the  Universe  and  with  them  all  will 
be  well. 

"For  within  those  fair  celestial  regions, 
Felt  no  more  is  sorrow's  bitter  blast." 

As  to  the  loss  of  thirty-nine  during  the  year,  he 
believes  that  the  tide  has  turned  and  that  a  brighter 
future  is  in  prospect. 

One  complete  history  of  a  Chapter  has  been 
placed  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  hands,  and  other 
Chapters  are  urged  to  follow  this  good  example. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  A.  Ellis,  of  St.  John's,  was  con- 
gratulated upon  having  been  made  Past  Grand 
Deacon  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  acknowledged  from 
Grand  Scribe  E.  of  Canada  a  letter  with  regard  to 
the  125th  Anniversary  of  the  Chapter  of  St.  Andrew 
and  St.  John,  and  he  also  acknowledged  one  from 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  Moore,  Grand  Treasurer, 
giving  a  pleasing  account  of  our  Grand  Convocation. 
He  is  always  at  the  post  of  duty. 

Among  the  decisions  are  the  following: — 

"I  have  given  the  matter  of  a  Public  Installation  serious 
thought  and  I  am  not  in  favor  of  any  public  display.  I  feel 
as  if  this  would  be  an  innovation.  On  the  above  grounds  I 
will  have  to  refuse  a  Dispensation. 
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"Will  the  Grand  Chapter  require  a  suspended  member  to 
pay  a  per  capita  tax  for  the  past  twenty-five  years ? 

"Answer.— The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is 
silent  on  this  question  and  I  rule  that  the  per  capita  taxes 
accruing  during  the  interval  of  suspension  become  due  and 
are  to  be  included  in  the  regular  returns  to  Grand  Chapter." 

Of  grand  Secretary  Porter  he  well  says:— 
"Of  the  work  he  does  for  this  Grand  Chapter,  only  those 
who  are  brought  near  to  him  in  their  official  capacity  can 
form  any  idea.  Besides  the  duties  of  Grand  Secretary  he  does 
the  work  of  the  Grand  Correspondent  in  a  manner  that  has 
brought  to  him  warm  commendation  from  Capitular  writers 
of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions.  We  hope  that  he  finds  at  home 
the  appreciation  he  gets  abroad."

Under  the  list  of  Jurisdictions,  with  reference 
to  British  Columbia  and  Canada,  they  append  this 
note: — 

"A.  British  Columbia  and  Canada  require  evidence  of 
good  standing.  If  demitted  with  us  he  is  in  'bad  standing.' 
Their  law  an  anomalous  article." 

The  following  addition  was  therefore  made  to  the 
constitution  of  Grand  Chapter: — 

"34.  Any  member  of  a  Chapter  having  demitted  from  his 
Lodge  shall  after  one  year  from  the  date  thereof  ipso  facto 
stand  suspended  in  his  Chapter/' 

M.  Ex.  Companion  G.  D.  Macdougall  was  ap- 
pointed Grand  Archivist. 

George  Moore,  of  Hamilton,  represents  Nova 
Scotia,  and  Canada  is  represented  by  George  S. 
Wright,  of  Halifax. 

A  list  is  given  of  the  Anointed  High  Priests. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  in  the 
enthusiastic  hands  of  Comp.  Brenton  F.  Porter, 
Grand  Secretary,  who  succinctly  reviews  many  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

Referring  to  a  report  presented  to  Arkansas 
Grand  Chapter  he  comments: — 

"Evidently  the  Companions  assembled  did  not  care  for 
such  a  pessimistic  report  for  they  enacted  that  in  future 
the  Grand  Lecturer  report  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  prior 
to  each  Annual  Convocation." 

Under  British  Columbia  he  says: — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  ruled  that  a  Past  H.  or  Past  J. 
(King  and  Scribe),  retain  the  rank  of  Excellent.  This  is 
not  done  in  our  Jurisdiction  unless  they  proceed  to  the 
Office  of  High  Priest." 

Canada  is  courteously  and  fraternally  and 
thoughtfully  reviewed.  He  quotes  M.W.  Bro.  Row- 
land's speech  at  Windsor  and  thus  comments: — 
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"You  are  built  upon  the  foundation  on  which  we  lay,  and 
with  materials  with  which  we  are  furnishing,  and  it  is  owing 
to  that  fact  we  should  take  a  more  than  passing  interest  in 
the  work  and  your  successes,  and  it  is  essential  that  you 
should  follow  with  the  greatest  attention  and  concern  every- 
thing which  affects  the  Craft  Masonry. 

"Co-operation  among  Masonic  Bodies  as  referred  to  is 
something  necessary  if  true  Masonic  Brotherhood  is  to  be 
developed." 

With  regard  to  our  physical  qualifications  he 
says: — 

i.  A?eT^S  We/e  allowed  to  be  conferred  on  a  candidate  who 
had  lost  three  fingers  of  the  right  hand  and  on  one  who  had 
lost  a  leg.  Surely  the  poet  was  right:  'The  thoughts  of  men 
are  widen  d  with  the  process  of  the  suns.'  " 

Of  other  rulings  he  speaks  thus:— 
"Some  of  his  rulings  are  interesting,  the  first  one  noted 
showing  plainly  that  Canada  believes  in  retaining  the  age  of 
21  years  as  its  limit."  6 

Of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Representatives  he 
has  nothing  but  praise.  He  says  they  are  splendid 
records  of  interest  and  good  work  and  that  these 
officers  seem  to  be  the  backbone  of  Capitular  work 
in  Ontario. 

He  comments  on  the  fact  that  we  have  no  Ma- 
sonic Home  to  support  but  that  we  gave  benevolence 
to  45  applicants. 

He  kindly  says  of  us  that  Nova  Scotia  is  splen- 
didly reviewed.

Grand  Chapter." 

And  adds  that  of  1,277  Chapters  contributing, 
322  were  London  Chapters. 

Massachusetts  agrees  with  Nova  Scotia: — 

"Comp.  Comee  expresses  in  several  reviews  in  this  Report 
the  opinion  which  is  shared  by  many,  that  to  require  a  satis- 
factory proficiency  in  the  work  and  lectures  of  the  first  three 
degrees  before  advancing  to  the  Capitular  work  is  a  much 
wiser  method  than  to  insist  on  any  time  limit,  and  we  thor- 
oughly agree." 

Michigan's  familiar  intimacy  produces  this 
genial  commentary: — 

"Comp.  Goff,  Grand  High  Priest,  stated  that  he  had 
labored  faithfully  and  diligently,  and  his  address  confirms 
his  statement.  He  seems  to  have  got  some  of  his  education  in 
other  than  Masonic  associations,  as  he  evidenced  a  decided 
dislike  for  anything  but  the  Christian  names  of  the  visitors. 
We  wonder  how  this  appealed  to  the  stately  Pennsylvanians." 

He  quotes,  as  so  many  do,  the  address  of  the 
G.H.P.  of  Pennsylvania,  where  they  have  never 
allowed  any  roughness  in  the  conferring  of  degrees. 
As  illustrating  the  inappropriateness  of  it,  read  the 
picture  of  the  gentle  and  blushing  bride  at  the  altar, 
in  his  own  words.  We  resisted  this  story  last  year 
but  find  it  too  good  to  resist  this: — 

"At  the  altar,  as  she  passed  from  the  arm  of  her  father 
the  man  she  had  always  loved,  to  the  arm  of  the  man  to 
whom  she  was  to  devote  the  rest  of  her  life,  her  dainty 
slipper  touched  a  potted  lily  standing  on  the  floor  and  over- 
turned it.  And,  smiling  again,  she  said  to  the  dear  old  pastor, 
'That  is  a  hell  of  a  place  to  put  a  lily.'  (Laughter  and  ap- 
plause.) And  so  I  say,  the  'Rough  and  Rugged  Road'  always 
seemed  to  me  just  as  much  out  of  place  as  that  remark  by 
that  sweet  young  bride." 

An  interesting  comment  on  the  Most  Excellent 
Master  degree  is  to  be  found  under  Tennessee,  and 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Harris  refers  to  McKay's  Encyclo- 
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psedia  of  Masonry,  1915  Edition,  vol.  2,  page  495, 
which  some  of  our  readers  may  desire  to  look  up.

Robert  E.  Lee,  M.E.G.H.P. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion was  held  at  Akron,  September  30th,  1925.  No 
less  than  seventeen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  testi- 
fied their  loyalty  and  love  for  Grand  Chapter. 

Grand  Chaplain  Mitchell  offered  the  introductory 
invocation  from  which  we  take  these  thoughts:— 

"And  to  those  bereaved  we  would  by  the  way  of  the 
throne  send  our  blessing,if  we  may,  asking  that  Thou  wouldst 
graciously  sustain  those  that  are  in  sorrow,  that  Thou 
wouldst  give  them  comfort,  the  oil  of  joy,  the  garment  of 
praise,  the  spirit  of  heavenliness. 

"May  we  not  say  in  mere  formal  terms,  'Go  to  my  neigh- 
bour, but  may  we  go  ourselves  and  give  that  which  is  essen- 
tial to  the  comfort  to  others  that  are  in  sorrow. 

"May  we  therefore  be  sincere  men,  may  we  be  true  men, 
may  we  be  sympathetic  men,  in  the  highest  and  largest 
sense.  b 

The  speech  by  Comp.  Rybolt,  Mayor  of  Akron, 
was  a  lively  one: — 

"That  shows  the  characteristic  which  enabled  Bob  (the  G. 
H.P.)  to  make  the  grade.  But  we  are  proud  of  him,  as  you 
are,  and  we  are  always  glad  to  welcome  you,  who  are  his 
friends,  at  any  time. 

"You  are  coming  to  the  rubber  centre  of  the  world.  I  do 
not  need  to  tell  you  that.  We  make  everything  in  rubber 
except  consciences,  and  some  people  say  that  some  folks'  con- 
sciences stretch  a  little  in  the  city  of  Akron  so  that  there 
must  be  some  rubber  in  them,  too. 

"We  have  in  our  community  52  churches,  yet  in  spite  of 
that  they  are  not  all  in  yet,  although  I  don't  want  to  be  too 
personal  about  that  fact. 

iir  'T°U  ^en  in  this  organization  have  been  searching  the 
Word,  and  you  have  been  going  out  into  the  community  and 
raising  the  Royal  Arch,  and  any  organization  of  that  kind  is 
welcome  to  our  city." 
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The  welcome  of  the  Akron  Companions  was 
warm  and  was  delivered  by  one  who  was  large  of 
heart  and  comprehensive  of  girth.    He  said : — 

"There  is  apt  to  be  a  provincial  element  in  the  most  of  us. 
The  fellows  down  East  talk  about  us  out  here,  and  we  talk 
about  the  fellows  out  West  and  so  on.  Perhaps  Masons  are 
inclined  to  feel  that  way  also.  Therefore,  such  a  meeting  as 
this,  where  we  can  know  each  other  better,  is  the  thing  that  is 
going  to  let  us  break  down  the  barriers,  I  might  say,  of  sus- 
picion, and  let  us  meet  each  other  on  a  common  basis  for  our 
own  benefit  and  for  the  benefit  of  Masonry. 

"The  welcome  that  I  do  want  to  extend  to  you  is,  as  I 
say,  a  whole-hearted  welcome.  I  am  pleased  to  be  the  physi- 
cal embodiment  here  of  what  the  Committee  is  trying  to  do 
for  your  entertainment,  so  far  as  their  entertainment  may 
not  interfere  with  your  duties  in  this  meeting. 

"Let  us  take  these  capital-letterisms  and  this  allegory  out 
into  our  every  day  lives.  If  there  is  any  lawlessness  in  any 
community  from  which  we  come,  the  challenge  and  the  issue 
is  here  well  defined.    It  is  our  fault." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  put  matters  very  plainly 
before  the  Companions: — 

"Among  the  above  recommendations,  in  my  judgment,  the 
most  important  are: — 

"1.  To  increase  per  capita  payments  to  the  Masonic  Home 
from  twenty-five  cents  to  one  dollar  per  capita. 

"2.  Minimum  dues  to  be  charged  by  subordinate  Chapters 
to  be  four  dollars  per  year. 

"The  reasons  for  these  recommendations  are  prompted  by 
the  question:  'What  is  the  definite  object  of  Masonry  in  the 
State  of  Ohio?' 

"If  our  only  objective  is  to  build  splendid  Temples  in  the 
communities  of  this  State,  so  that  we  can  point  to  them  with 
pride,  as  the  great  accomplishment  of  our  Order — I  am 
sorry. 

"Or,  if  our  only  objective  be  to  greatly  increase  in  num- 
bers, so  when  we  turn  out  in  display,  we  can  again  point 
with  pride  and  say/Look,  we  are  the  best  people  in  the  city, 
look  at  our  strength' — again  I  am  sorry. 

Or,  if  our  only  objective  be  to  meet  and  function  as  a 
Social  Order  to  confer  degrees  and  exchange  greetings  of 
good  fellowship,  then,  again  I  am  sorry,  if  any  or  all  of  these 
be  our  only  definite  objective. 

"It  is  true  that  character  building  is  perhaps  the  prin- 
cipal aim  of  our  Order  and  it  is  indisputable  that  great  good 
has  been  accomplished  along  this  line,  but  unless  there  is  a 
practical  application  of  this  higher  development  in  a  manner 
beneficial  to  humanity,  it  is  difficult  to  justify  the  claim  that 
we  have  accomplished  this  objective. 
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"Speaking  collectively,  the  only  other  definite  object  our 
Order  seems  to  have  in  Ohio,  is  the  Masonic  Home.  A  won- 
derful home,  with  great  possibilities  for  good,  but  to-day  it 
is  not  functioning  to  the  extent  it  should,  because  of  its  finan- 
cial limitations. 

"Acting  collectively  we  can  and  should  raise  sufficient 
iunds  to  enable  the  Home  to  expand  its  usefulness  and  fully 
accomplish  its  intended  purpose.  The  statement  has  been 
made,  that  if  we  increase  the  per  capita  payments  to  the 
Home,  that  large  numbers  of  our  members  will  demit.  The 
°n ly  P?ssible  answer  to  this  statement  is  that  our  Order 
would  be  stronger  with  one  hundred  thousand  MASONS  as 
against  two  hundred  thousand  MEMBERS. 

"It  is  true  that  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Council  and  Grand  Commandery,  that  they  do  make  contri- 
butions in  accordance  with  the  condition  of  their  finances— 
the  bcottish  Rite,  however,  has  contributed  nothing,  so  I  am 
informed,  for  the  past  fifteen  years. 

"It  must  be  evident  that  Chapters  charging  only  $2.00  per 
year  dues  and  especially  where  the  great  majority  of  them 
are  small  Chapters  are  unable  to  do  things  to  arouse  and 
maintain  the  interest  of  their  members." 

As  to  the  establishment  of  new  Chapters  he 
takes  a  very  prudent  attitude:— 

"Summed  up,  it  is  my  conviction  that  the  days  of  pioneer- 
ing in  reference  to  the  establishing  of  new  Chapters  are  past. 
Distance  is  no  longer  a  factor,  with  the  event  of  the  trolley 
cars  and  especially  the  automobile  and  improved  highways 
and  while  numbers  should  not  be  the  controlling  factor  in 
determining  whether  or  not  dispensation  should  be  granted 
for  new  Chapters,  the  experience  of  this  Grand  Chapter  has 
been  and  is  to-day  that  after  the  first  flush  of  enthusiasm  in 
the  starting  of  small  new  Chapters  great  difficulty  is  encoun- 
tered m  the  maintenance  of  proper  interest  relative  to  the 
Chapter  functioning  successfully. 

"Furthermore,  dispensations  for  new  Chapters  should  not 
be  granted  where  they  propose  to  use  a  lot  of  junk  robes

noted  that  Grand  Chapters  in  the  United  States  are 
actively  interested  in  the  Masonic  Homes— the 
shrine  of  their  devotion : — 
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"It  was  indeed  a  day  of  great  happiness  to  me  to  see  the 
splendid  manner  in  which  the  Home  was  being  conducted 
with  apparently  one  aim,  namely:  to  lighten  the  burden  and 
bring  happiness  to  those  who  are  guests  of  the  Home.  I 
refer  to  them  as  guests,  because  nothing  about  the  environ- 
ment of  the  Home  would  indicate  that  they  were  looked 
upon  as  inmates.     This  is  as  it  should  be. 

"A  close  inspection  was  made  of  the  Hillman  Memorial 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  has  every  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the 
part  it  is  playing  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  Hillman  unit." 

Membership,  78,825.  Net  gain,  1,601.  Largest 
Chapter, Cleveland,  2,281  members.  Total  expendi- 
tures for  year,  $48,498. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative,  Comp.  Wilden 
E.  Joseph,  was  called  and  responded. 

Each  day's  session  opens  with  an  invocation  by 
Comp.  Mitchell,  and  we  give  this  thought  from  his 
utterance  on  the  second  day: — 

"We  are  not  here  to  act  for  the  present  alone,  but  the 
future  as  well.  So  while  we  are  here  and  while  we  desire  to 
please  our  Companions  and  to  have  the  good  will  of  others, 
we  are  not  here  so  much  to  please  them  as  to  serve  them. 
We  are  here  to  act,  not  in  the  light  that  they  have,  but  in 
our  light." 

He  also  prepares  an  outstanding  report  on  Ne- 
crology, which  is  much  quoted  in  many  Grand  Juris- 
dictions.  Among  other  things  he  says  and  quotes: — 

"Most  Excellent  Companion  Thomas  Riley  Marshall  occu- 
pied all  of  these  exalted  positions,  and,  in  the  language  of 
the  memorial,  'brought  distinction  to  the  State  in  every  posi- 
tion of  trust  that  he  filled.' 

"His  memory  is  respected,  not  only  for  what  he  did,  but 
for  what  he  was,  an  unassuming,  sincere  and  loyal  friend, 
who  could  be  depended  upon  in  an  emergency. 

"Last  night  he  talked  with  us  of  far-off  things 
Around  our  friendly  fire; 
Of  ships,  great  seas,  and  wide  adventurings, 
To-night  he  hath  his  heart's  desire." 

He  says  that  Masonry  requires  both  courtesy  and 
courage  nowadays.  "How  sublime  a  thing  it  is  to 
suffer  and  be  strong!" 

From  the  excellent  address  of  Comp.  Birming- 
ham, of  New  York,  we  take  the  following: — 

"I  think  possibly  the  field  which  you  are  cultivating  here 
is  a  rich  and  fertile  one.

Under  Kansas,  which  authorized  a  photographic 
copy  of  a  charter  to  be  hung  in  the  Chapter  room, 
he  says  the  original  charter  must  be  in  evidence  in 
Ohio;  so  also  with  us.

King.'  We  hope  he  will  have  a  speedy  recovery  from  his  ill- 
ness, a  pleasant  tour  abroad,  and  a  safe  return  to  his 
country.  The  existing  spirit  of  patriotism  so  noticeable  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  resulted  in  the  toast  being  loyolly 
honored." 

Oklahoma  receives  his  longest  review  and  from  it 
he  quotes: — 

"The  Radicals  and  the  Reds  make  war  upon  all  religions, 
as  they  have  in  Germany  and  Russia,  and  as  religion  and 
Masonry  are  one  in  purpose  and  viewpoint,  an  attack  upon 
one  is  an  attack  upon  the  other. 

"Shall  we  not  confess  with  the  great  'Franklin.' 
"  'God  governs  in  the  affairs  of  men,'  therefore  give  us 
real  men  to  govern  in  the  affairs  of  men,  never  forgetting 
that  to  our  hands  has  been  committed  the  Ark  of  the  peo- 
ple's Covenant,  and  that  it  is  our  duty  to  shield  it  from 
destruction.' 

"I'm  sick  of  words,  they  are  so  lightly  spoken, 
And,  spoken,  are  but  air; 
I'd  rather  feel  thy  trust  in  me  unbroken, 
Than  list  to  words  so  fair."

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OKLAHOMA. 

Charles  E.  Creager,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest 

The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  was 
held  at  Tusla,  April  21,  1926. 

From  an  appreciative  biography  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Creager  we  take  this  worthy  tribute: — 

"If  a  Brother  deserves  praise,  let  us  praise  him.  You 
know,  'Flowers  upon  the  coffin  cast  no  fragrance  back  along 
the  weary  way,'  and  words  of  praise  above  the  dead  fall 
upon  dull,  unheeding  ears. 

''There  are  only  a  few  leaders  of  men.  Charles  E. 
Creager  is  a  leader  and  in  the  right  direction.  His  words  of 
counsel  have  always  been  wise  and  good,  and  many  have 
been  lifted  to  higher  levels  by  his  help." 

Texas  and  other  distinguished  visitors  were  wel- 
comed. 

Canada  was  represented  by  William  Noble,  as  in 
the  past. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  take 
the  following  passages  of  interest: — 

"The  time  worn — and  sometimes  I  think  unwise — scheme 
or  advancing  officers  until  they  shall  have  'passed  through 
the  chairs'  had  ordained  that  since  I  had  served  the  Grand 
Chapter  as  Grand  King,  I  should  advance  once  more. 

"The  station  of  Grand  High  Priest  is  not  a  poor  man's 
job.  It  is  not  a  busy  man's  place.  To  function  properly, 
the  head  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  this  or  any  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion should  be  in  a  position  to  give  all  his  time,  his  energy, 
his  influence  to  his  official  duties. 

"You  will*  note  from  the  formal  reports  that  our  los» 
in  membership  during  the  year  is  large.  We  are  in  that 
respect  a  smaller  Grand  Chapter  than  we  were  a  year  ago, 
but  in  my  honest  opinion  we  are  stronger  and  better.  Our 
problem  now  is  to  hold  that  which  is  worth  while.  Several 
phases  of  the  problem  will  be  presented  in  the  reports. 

"There  is  a  disposition  in  other  quarters  to  attribute  the 
cause  for  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  many  Companions 
to  a  less  interesting  Ritual;  that  the  work  recommended  by 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  adopted  by  us  several  years 
ago  is  not  sufficiently  attractive  to  hold  members,  and  that 
if  we  should  return  to  'the  old  Ritual'  there  would  be  fewer 
suspension.  Examination  of  the  annual  reports  fails  to  dis- 
close that  the  suspended  members  are  'old  timers." 

"There  is  little  disposition  to  use  the  Rite  as  a  mere 
stepping-stone  to  some  other  Masonic  membership  or  to 
regard  it  merely  as  an  'honor';  it  is  an  opportunity.    It  is  a 
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part  of  a  system.  It  easily  co-ordinates  with  Cryptic  and 
Chivalric  Masonry  in  the  accomplishment  of  Masonic  pur- 
poses. 

"The  stringent  financial  condition  of  our  country  and 
State  has  of  course  served'  as  one  of  the  causes  for  so  many 
suspensions.  Without  doubt  many  Companions,  already  em- 
barrassed financially  feel  humiliated  in  their  separation  from 
Masonic  communication.  No  doubt,  many  loyal  and  sincere 
Royal  Arch  Masons  regard  their  suspension  as  a  misfortune 
which  they  regret.  The  suspension  in  such  cases  is  not  only 
a  calamity  to  the  Companion  but  to  the  Craft  as  a  whole. 

"It  is  possible,  and  I  think  practicable,  to  relieve  Com- 
panions from  the  danger  of  suspension  from  non-payment 
of  dues  by  providing  a  way  for  him  to  pay  all  his  dues  at 
the  time  of  his  exaltation.  Brethren  do  not  apply  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Chapter  when  they  are  financially  embarassed. 
These  conditions  come  later.  I  propose  therefore  that  a  way 
be  made  for  the  collection  of  dues  while  the  candidate's  en- 
thusiasm is  at  its  heighest  pitch  and  when  the  burden  of 
expense  is  of  small  consideration." 

Membership,  14,269.   Decrease,  151. 
The   Committee    on   Necrology  thus   commence 
their  touching  report: — 

"  'A  little  more  sleep,  a  little  more  slumber,  a  little  more 
folding  of  the  hands  in  sleep.'  So  wrote  the  patriarch  of 
old  as  he  mused  on  life  in  its  brief  and  tortuous  course,  its 
trials,  triumphs,  its  tangled  skeins,  its  many  hued  web 
brought  forth  from  its  everchanging  warp  and  woof." 

The  Committee  on  Education  conclude  their 
review  of  the  year's  work  as  follows: — 

"In  conclusion  we  wish  to  say  that  we  are  more  than 
ever  convinced  that  the  student  loan  plan  to  assist  worthy 
young  men  and  women  to  complete  their  education  is  a 
greater  success  than  anticipated  by  those  instrumental  in 
putting  it  into  execution.  Repayments  have  been  satisfac- 
tory and  have  proven  the  soundness  of  the  plan,  so  that  a 
while  ago  it  may  have  been  a  conviction,  it  is  now  a  fact." 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  presented 
at  the  Altar. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  donated  to  the  So- 
journers Club  of  New  Mexico  to  aid  in  their  work 
of  caring  for  transient  tubercular  Masons. 

The  new  Grand  Correspondent  succeeding  the 
veteran  William  Noble,  is  Companion  Eugene  Ham- 
ilton, who  thus  introduces  his  work: — 
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"I  have  gone  through  the  Proceedings  of  58  Grand  Chap- 
ters. Believing  that  oratory  has  its  place,  and  that  the  duty 
of  a  correspondent  is  to  collate  the  facts,  and  in  so  far  as  he 
can,  indicate  the  conditions  in  the  various  Grand  Chapters 
under  review,  I  have  quoted  but  very  few  of  the  many  beau- 
tiful thoughts  that  are  set  forth." 

Canada   is   favoured   by  the   following  among 
other  paragraphs: — 

"It  seems  strange  to  Oklahomans  that  a  dispensation 
should  be  required  to  confer  all  the  Capitular  degrees  in  one 
day,  but  such  is  the  Canadian  Law. 

"It  takes  114  pages  to  enumerate  the  activities  of  the 
Grand  Superintendents.  Canada  has  a  Chapter  at  Dawson 
City,  in  Yukon  Territory1. 

"Three  thousand  and  forty  dollars  were  appropriated 
for  benevolence.  The  Constituent  Chapters,  in  addition  to 
the  grants  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  disbursed  during  the  year 
the  sum  of  $6,150.00  for  relief.    A  magnificent  showing. 

"The  Capitular  Correspondence  and  Review  is  by  William 
N.  Ponton.  He  quotes  copiously  from  the  various  addresses 
and  covers  the  entire  field  in  an  able  manner. 

"Oklahoma  has  six  pages  replete  of  the  oratorical  gems 
emanating  from  our  State." 

Very  little  escapes  our  colleague  in  other  Juris- 
dictions.   Take  Colorado,  for  instance: — 

"The  Correspondent  is  a  facile  and  felicitous  writer,  and 
I  enjoy  everything  in  his  review.  Even  his  excuses  for  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  in  good  taste. 

"Under  Wisconsin,  he  gravely  informs  us  that:  'Fifty- 
six  Grand  Chapters  owe  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand 
Chapter. 

"This  is  news  indeed,  and  of  course  the  statement  entirely 
depends  on  what  is  meant  by  'allegiance.'  " 

Under  England  he  explains: — 

"Lord  Ampthill  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
to  the  first  article  of  the  Book  of  Constitutions,  which 
explains  their  system: — 

"  'By  the  solemn  act  of  Union  between  the  two  Grand 
Lodges  of  Freemasons  of  England  in  December,  1813,  it  was 
"declared  and  pronounced  that  pure  Ancient  Masonry  con- 
sists of  three  degrees  and  no  more,  viz :  'Those  of  the  Entered 
Apprentice,  the  Fellow  Craft  and  the  Master  Mason,  includ- 
ing the  Supreme  Order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.' " 

Unfortunately  what  he  writes  under  Indiana  is 
sometimes  too  true  in  other  Jurisdictions  also: — 
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"It  may  be  that,  in  Indiana,  personal  prejudices  are 
never  in  evidence  when  a  ballot  for  the  degrees  or  for  affi- 
liation is  being  taken.  I  have  been  present  when  Masons  of 
the  highest  standing  in  the  community  were  barred  by 
reason  of  being  either  for  or  against  union  labor.  I  cer- 
tainly do  not  share  in  his  opinion  that  one  afraid  to  chance 
an  election  is  an  undesirable  subject." 

He  quotes  under  Wisconsin  this  challenge  of  the 
problem  facing  so  many  Jurisdictions: — 

"We  are  not  ready  to  accept  his  theory,  that  'elimination 
after  banner  years'  is  the  reason  for  the  trouble  complained 
of,  that  his  Jurisdiction  should  lose  four  to  five  per  cent, 
annually  while  others  with  equally  as  many  'banner  years' 
lose  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  one  per  cent.  Wisconsin,  for 
instance,  convinces  us  that  they  have  not  yet  discovered  the 
cause  of  this  disastrous  'dry  rot.'  "

The  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  was  opened 
in  Astoria,  April  12th,  1926. 

Washington's  Representatives  were  welcomed 
in  the  East. 

Canada's  Representative  did  not  respond  to  Roll 
Call. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gives  a  comprehensive 
report.  From  the  commencement  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs: — 

"This  indicates  a  healthy  condition  of  the  Craft,  but  it 
is  of  much  more  importance  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  that  officers  and  Com- 
panions are  showing  an  increased  enthusiasm  in  the  work  of 
the  Order. 

"The  veil  of  the  Holy  of  Holies  has  been  lifted  but  once 
during  the  year  for  the  admission  of  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

"In  my  visitations  to  the  Chapters,  I  have  found  the  offi- 
cers and  Companions  most  receptive  to  constructive  criti- 
cism and  eager  to  receive  detailed  instruction  in  the  work  of 
the  several  degrees." 
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He  offers  the  following  opinion  which  is  worthy 
of  consideration: — 

"In  my  opinion,  absolute  secrecy  of  the  personnel  of  com- 
mittees of  investigation  is  at  least  as  essential  as  the  secrecy 
of  the  ballot." 

And  thus  concludes: — 

"Whatever  success  has  attended  my  administration  is 
due  to  this  co-operation — whatever  has  been  of  failure,  is 
my  own." 

Membership,  7,209.    Net  gain,  161. 
On    presentation    of    Apron    to    M.E.     Comp. 
Stanard,  Comp.  Kelly  elequently  said: — 

"It  is  a  beautiful  symbol  of  gold  and  scarlet  and  white. 
The  gold,  the  good  deeds  of  your  life,  are  reflected  in  the 
borders  of  that  apron.  The  scarlet,  the  true  American  red- 
blooded  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  every  trust  and  to  every 
duty  is  reflected,  and  the  white  the  purity  of  purpose  which' 
you,  my  Companion,  known  to  me  for  years,  have  so  faith- 
fully and  so  truly  exemplified  in  your  private,  in  your  per- 
sonal, and  in  your  fraternal  relations. 

"Masonic  tradition  has  taught  that  you  should  wear  your 
apron  unspotted  from  the  world.  Thus  far,  your  Companions 
will  say,  you  have  so  worn  it  and  may  that  be  your  course 
until  the  time  you  shall  hear  those  wonderful  words,  'Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant/  " 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  a  brilliant  address 
on  "The  Building  of  a  Man,"  in  which  among  other 
good  things  he  said: — 

"We  read  in  the  Holy  writings  that  after  God  had  com- 
pleted the  creation  of  the  world,  he  created  man  and,  after 
he  had  blessed  him,  he  gave  him  dominion  over  every  living 
thing,  and  over  all  the  earth.  In  fact,  the  responsibility  of 
the  whole  world  was  thrust  upon  man  in  a  single  stroke. 

"The  sixth  day  was  devoted  to  the  creation  of  man,  but 
we  can  only  conjecture  how  many  years  rolled  by  during 
that  eventful  sixth  day.  It  is  no  small  job  to  build  a  man, 
and  God  does  not  do  any  of  His  work  haphazardly.  All 
nature  gives  testimony  to  the  painstaking  care  necessary 
to  co-ordinate  the  intricate  parts  of  His  great  system. 

"We  to-day  expend  a  great  deal  of  time  and  attention  to 
the  things  man  uses,  but  very  little  to  the  perfecting  of  man 
himself 

"I  once  visited  the  home  of  a  noted  breeder  of  pure  dairy 
cows.  Above  the  head  of  each  heifer  and  cow  was  a  number 
indexing  her  pedigree.  A  very  careful  record  was  kept  as 
well  as  a  blue-print  of  each  animal,  and  the  owner's  know- 
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ledge  of  his  herd  was  complete.  A  little  later  on  in  the 
evening  a  young  fellow  drove  up  in  a  large  automobile, 
came  in  and  asked  for  this  man's  daughter  to  take  her  to  a 
party.  After  they  had  gone,  I  asked,  'Who  is  this  young 
chap?'  The  father  replied,  "I  don't  know — some  friend  of 
Mary's,'  This  father  had  every  one  of  his  cattle  blue- 
printed, but  he  didn't  know  even  the  name  of  the  young 
man  who  came  to  get  his  daughter,  and  who  didn't  deliver 
her  until  two  o'clock  next  morning — and  this  is  not  an  iso- 
lated illustration,  either." 

To  the  presentation  of  jewel  to  M.E.  Kollock  the 
following  words  were  added: — 

"There  is,  my  dear  friend,  a  custom  in  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  presenting  to  its  retiring  Most  Excellent  a  badge; 
you  might  call  it  a  badge  of  mourning.  Now,  I  think  it  is 
a  badge  of  service,  and  while  we  all  regret  giving  up  this 
power  and  authority,  one  passes  out  of  it  with  pleasure  at 
times,  when  we  know  that  our  year  of  service  has  been  one 
of  success." 

Canada  is  represented  by  Donald  McKay  and 
Oregon  is  represented  by  David  A.  Clark,  of  Ottawa. 

Walter  0.  Haines  is  the  able  Grand  Correspon- 
dent, and  from  his  introduction  we  take  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"There  is  still  some  discussion  of  the  question  of  rapid 
advancement,  but  it  is  fast  quieting  down  and  some  Grand 
Chapters  and  Grand  Lodges  are  relaxing  their  stringent 
rulings. 

"We  still  feel  that  the  proper  place  to  withhold  rapid 
advancement  is  in  the  Blue  Lodge  by  lengthening  the  time 
between  degrees  and  making  the  matter  of  membership  in 
Masonic  bodies  somewhat  harder  of  attainment." 

Alberta  gives  this  gem: — 

"I  have  to  live  with  myself,  and  so 
I  want  to  be  fit  for  myself  to  know. 
I  want  to  be  able,  as  days  go  by, 
Always  to  look  myself  straight  in  the  eye." 

Under  Canada  he  compliments  Grand  Z.  Davis 
on  his  year  of  busy  work  and  quotes  from  his 
address. 

He  reprints  in  full  the  interesting  address  to  our 
Grand  Chapter  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  A.  Evans,  of 
Quebec,  and  refers  to  our  decision  on  De  Molay.

He  generously  appreciates  this  Reviewer's  en- 
deavour to  link  up  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  to- 
gether:— 

"When  we  turn  to  the  Capitular  Correspondence  and 
Review,  we  are  sure  of  finding  many  sentiments  worth  bring- 
ing to  our  Companions,  for  he  always  presents  a  plethora  of 
good  things  for  the  edification  of  his  Companions. 

"We  wish  we  might  quote  more  of  the  record.  Oregon 
for  1924  is  very  fully  reviewed.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

George  P.  Darrow,  M.E.G.H.P. 

A  Quarterly  Communication  of  the  Grand  Holy 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  and  Masonic 
Jurisdictions  Thereunto  Belonging  was  held  March 
5th,  1925.  With  other  Grand  Representatives,  Comp. 
Samuel  Shaw  at  this  and  all  other  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  faithfully  represented  Canada.  Vis- 
iting representatives  are  indebted  to  him,  as  to  all 
the  Pennsylvania  Companions  for  continuing  and 
satisfying  courtesy. 

The  various  degrees  were  exemplified  by  selected 
Chapters. 
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Quarterly  Communication  was  held  on  June  4th, 
1925,  and  another  on  September  3rd,  1925,  at  which 
routine  business  was  transacted  with  a  celerity  that 
experience  gives. 

An  extra  Communication  was  held  December  2, 
1925,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  all  the  degrees 
upon  Brother  (Senator)  David  A.  Reed,  who  was 
introduced  and  exalted  by  G.H.P.  Darrow,  assisted 
by  Grand  Officers. 

A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  December 
3rd,  1925,  when  many  distinguished  Companions, 
including  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Davis,  of  Canada,  were 
duly  honoured  and  acclaimed  and  made  to  feel  at 
home. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  B.  Wells  writes  the  In 
memoriam  tributes  and  he  is  a  Master  Craftsman. 
Of  the  late  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Carl  Sundstrom  he  says: — 

"I  profoundly  attest  that  he  was  a  man's  man  with  red 
corpuscles,  a  loyal  friend,  a  fair  fighting  foe  and  faithful 
servant  of  Grand  Chapter;  strong  in  his  prejudices?  Aye, 
but  quick  in  his  perception  of  the  principles  of  Truth,  Jus- 
tice and  Charity.  Ever  ready  to  condemn  what  was  wrong, 
he  was  never  tardy  in  applauding  what  was  right." 

All  the  visiting  Companions  from  north,  south, 
east  and  west  addressed  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Annual  Grand  Communication  was  held  at 
Priladelphia,  December  28th,  1925. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we 
take  these  words: — 

"It  will  be  my  endeavor,  in  relating  the  history  of  Grand 
Chapter  for  the  year  1925,  to  trace  the  lines  which  have 
contributed  so  materially  in  bringing  increased  interest  and 
progress  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  task 
I  have  undertaken  would  be  imperfectly  executed  did  I  not 
show  the  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  subor- 
dinate Chapters  and  the  officers  of  Grand  Chapter.  The 
seeds  planted  by  previous  administrations  in  this  fertile 
field  have  yielded  an  abundant  harvest  in  many  ways. 

"Meetings  were  held  in  each  of  the  twenty-six  Districts 
during  the  year.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  present  on  all 
occasions,  when  I  took  the  opportunity  to  address  the  Com- 
panions on  Capitular  Masonry. 

"Companion  Quinby,  Grand  Secretary,  accompanied  me 
on  all  visitations  to  District  meetings." 
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Of  the  visit  to  Canada  of  the  Representatives  of 
Pennsylvania  he  graciously  says: — 

"The  M.E.  Grand  King  reports  that  the  Pennsylvania 
representatives  were  most  graciously  received  and  introduced 
by  R.E.  Companion  Kenneth  J.  Dunstan,  Grand  Second  Prin- 
cipal, who  spoke  feelingly  of  the  very  cordial  relations  exist- 
ing between  our  two  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  expressed  his 
earnest  desire  that  these  very  happy  relations  should  ever 
continue  to  exist,  and  he  (the  Grand  King)  in  making  his 
response  assured  the  Companions  of  Canada  that  Pennsyl- 
vania sincerely  appreciates  the  very  pleasant  relations  that 
have  always  existed  between  Canada  and  Pennsylvania,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  this  close  fraternal  fellowship  and 
intercourse  would  never  be  broken." 

He  pays  this  tribute  to  Grand  Secretary 
Quinby: — 

"It  is  through  the  Grand  Secretary  that  officers  and 
Companions  form  their  contact  with  Grand  Chapter,  and  too 
much  credit  cannot  be  accorded  Companion  Quinby  for  the 
great  spirit  of  co-operation  and  harmony  existing  in  our 
Jurisdiction" 

And  thus  concludes  his  unifying  and  satisfying 
address: — 

"It  is  this  unity  of  purpose  which  gives  us  power  and 
influence  in  the  field  of  human  endeavor.  With  every  Com. 
panion  working  to  a  common  purpose  there  is  no  limit  to 
accomplishment.    I  would,  therefore,  leave  you  this  thought: 

"Unity  means  strength  and  success  is  the  result  of  com- 
mon purpose." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  allocate  the 
different  Jurisdictions  to  the  five  members  of  the 
Committee  and  Canada  falls  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John 
M.  Core,  an  old  friend.  He  says  in  his  introduc- 
tion:— 

"This  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  different  Grand 
Chapters  is  written  by  a  committee  of  five.  Membership  on 
this  Committee  is  not  a  prefunctory  honor,  but  involves  real 
honest  work. 

"In  writing  these  reviews  there  is  no  concerted  action, 
but  each  member  reviews  the  Jurisdictions  assigned  to  him 
as  to  him  seems  best.  Where  opinions  are  expressed  they 
are  the  individual  opinion  of  the  reviewer.  We  have  no  cen- 
sorship. Each  works  in  his  own  individual  way.  The  in- 
itials following  the  review  indicate  the  author." 
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Of  Alberta's  topical  report  he  says: — 
"It  is  not  a  report,  it's  a  scrap  book." 

As  to  education  and  Alabama's  attitude  he 
says: — 

"Well,  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  on  these  questions. 
However,  it  is  the  present  writer's  opinion  that  these  differ- 
ences in  most  cases  arise  from  a  lack  of  intimate  knowledge 
of  local  conditions  and  needs.  What  suits  one  Jurisdiction 
would  often  prove  a  failure  in  another.  We  have  read  many 
criticisms  of  certain  things  .done  in  Pennsylvania,  written  by 
honest  and  sincere  Masons,  that  work  well  here.  We  have 
had  the  privilege  on  more  than  one  occasion  of  explaining 
personally  to  Companions  of  other  Jurisdictions  the  reasons 
for  our  actions  in  Pennsylvania,  which,  when  properly 
understood,  were  heartily  approved.  This  is  one  of  the  great 
benefits  arising  from  the  inter- State  visits  by  Grand  Officers 
so  common  in  the  New  England  and  Middle  States." 

British  Columbia  produces  this  outspoken  com- 
ment:— 

"He  does  not  seem  to  be  one  of  those  bashful  Grand  High 
Priests  (may  their  tribe  decrease)  who  only  visit  their  Chap- 
ters on  special  invitation.  If  there  is  anything  more  pathetic 
than  a  Grand  High  Priest  who,  after  being  honored  by  his 
Companions,  and  entrusted  with  the  leadership  in  Capitular 
Masonry  in  his  State,  stands  up  at  the  end  of  his  term  and 
gives  an  excuse  for  non-performance  of  his  solemn  obliga- 
tion, 'that  nobody  invited  him,'  or  that  other  old  one,  'I  in- 
tended to  visit  my  Chapters,  but  I  did  not  have  time.'  " 

As  to  California's  topical  report  he  says :  — 

"To  the  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  is  limited  to  the  Proceed- 
ings of  California  it  does  not  give  him  a  single  bit  of  in- 
formation of  what  is  going  on  in  the  Capitular  world.  He 
had  better  buy  a  copy  of  the  'Builder'  if  he  wishes  essays  on 
different  Masonic  topics.  A  correspondence  report  was  never 
intended  to  be  a  lot  of  essays,  or  a  scrap  book  of  more  or 
less  bromidic  sayings." 

Canada  is  fairly  and  fully  reviewed  by  our  col- 
league who  incidentally  writes  of  us  and  of  Eng- 
land:— 

"It  rather  appears  to  us  that  England  would  be  more 
benefited  by  getting  out  of  her  splendid  isolation  than  would 
wide-awake  progressive  Canada. 
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"A  number  of  dispensations  were  granted  to  Chapters  to 
confer  degrees  at  places  other  than  their  regular  meeting 
places.  This  seems  to  us  to  be  a  very  questionable  procedure, 
and  smacks  very  much  of  the  itinerant  circus  that  used  to 
be  so  common  in  the  States. 

"The  idea  of  suspending  first  and  trying  afterwards  has 
not  taken  root  on  this  side  of  the  line 

"We  think  this  very  wise.  There  is  a  strong  temptation 
to  attach  many  worthy  objects  to  Freemasonry  which  are  not 
Masonic.  When  the  door  is  once  open,  a  flood  of  mushroons 
organizations,  some  of  them  more  or  less  worthy,  will  en- 
deavor to  enter. 

"This  can  only  result  in  confusion  and  disaster.  Freema- 
sonry will  be  despoiled,  and  its  fair  name  for  teaching  the 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  be  lost. 
Freemasonry  has  more  to  fear  from  those  within  it  who 
would  attach  this  or  that  'good  cause'  to  it  than  it  does  from 
all  its  enemies  outside.  No  papal  Bull  against  the  Fraternity 
is  half  so  dangerous  as  endorsement  of  some  half-baked 
scheme,  and  placing  it  under  'Masonic  patronage.'  Every 
Mason  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  should  support  the  worthy 
causes  in  his  community,  but  it  should  not  be  necessary  for 
him  to  lug  them  to  his  Lodge  and  Chapter." 

With  regard  to  our  own  Henry  T.  Smith,  hear 
him  truly  speak: — 

"Good  Grand  Secretaries  are  the  greatest  asset  of  Grand 
Chapters.    I  know  whereof  I  speak." 

Of  our  own  review  he  is  graciously  generous: — 

"Now  to  those  who  personally  know  the  beloved  Com- 
panion, his  erudition,  facility  of  expression,  enthusiasm, 
vision,  and  all  that  goes  with  such  an  equipment,  it  will  be 
unnecessary  to  say  that  to  even  touch  the  high  points  of  the 
review  would  be  impossible  for  an  ordinary  mortal  in  the 
space  allotted. 

"Pennsylvania  for  1923  is  accorded  a  very  liberal  review 
of  four  pages.  We  would  like  to  quote  his  whole  introduc- 
tion and  conclusion,  but  must  content  ourselves  with  a  sen- 
tence : 

"  'Let  us  not  merely  talk  about  the  cement  of  amity  and 
unity,  let  us  mix  the  mortar.  Let  us  be  a  league  of  Masons — 
league  of  good  cheer — a  far-flung  brother-line,  noble,  not 
ignoble,  and  joining  together  responsively  in  the  gracious 
universal  grace,  "for  good  fare — good  faith — good  fellowship, 
thank  God.'  " 

Under  General  Grand  Chapter  he  quotes  and 
says: — 
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"The  Freemasonry  of  to-day  cares  less,  far  less,  for  the 
non-essentials,  but  more  for  the  essentials.  The  martinet  of 
steps,  grips,  and  words  is  gradually  disappearing,  but  the 
student  of  the  life  and  spirit  of  Freemasonry  is  increasing. 

"The  total  membership  of  the  Chapters  under  General 
Grand  Chapter  Jurisdiction  is  831,747,  a  net  increase  of 
154,813  since  the  last  Triennial  Convocation." 

Under  Nevada  Comp.  Rushton  contributes  this 
nugget  regarding  Comp.  Vanderlieth : — 

"This  good  Companion  places  the  entire  Capitular  world 
in  his  debt.  The  work  has  the  touch  of  a  master.  His  esti- 
mate of  Pennsylvania  is  without  flaw.  Of  our  Grand  Secre- 
tary, Quinby,  he  notes  'pep'  and  the  faculty  of  getting  to 
the  spring  of  things.  Of  M.E.  Companion  Core  he  reports 
a  'scholarly  looking  Companion,  who  evidenced  that  he  knew 
how/  " 

Comp.  Rushton  furnishes  us  with  some  food  for 
thought  under  Saskatchewan  when  he  says: — 

"We,  however,  differ  with  him  when  he  says  that  in  the 
Royal  Arch  '  We  are  rewarded  by  a  fulfillment  of  all  the 
promises  of  Masonry — the  revelation  of  the  lost  Word.' 

"The  Royal  Arch  is  'the  summit  and  perfection  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry,'  but  it  is  not  the  revelation  of  the  lost  Word. 
The  lost  word  is  only  traditionally  discovered;  it  is  not  re- 
vealed. The  Word  was  not  historically  revealed  until  a  much 
later  period  of  time  and  in  a  very  much  different  way. 
Capitular  Masonry  needs  many  more  such  skillful  and  stu- 
dious Craftsmen  as  Grand  Z.  McCauley  to  bring  its  practical 
lessons  of  character  building  to  the  attention  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  everywhere." 

Under  Virginia  Comp.  Eli  Edmundson  quotes: — 

"Such  a  visit  would  have  been  a  peculiar  pleasure,  as 
Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  are  the  only  two  Grand  Chapters 
in  the  United  States  who  were  never  members  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter." 

And  thus  the  review  concludes: — 

"Whether  the  time  is  approaching  when  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry may  find  it  wise  to  take  more  aggressive  steps  than  it 
has  done  in  the  past,  we  leave  the  Companions  to  decide.  It 
is  worth  noting,  however,  that  there  is  an  undercurrent  of 
unrest  in  the  land. 

"Will  the  demand  for  'mass  action'  along  some  one  or 
more  definite  uplift  lines  replace  the  old  work  of  Masonry? 
Must  we  resort  to ,  the  spectacular  to  attract  the  crowd, 
thereby  gaining  numbers  whom  the  Grand  Bodies  can  assess 
a  dollar  or  more  apiece  per  year  in  order  to  raise  funds  to 
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carry  out  this  or  that  humanitarian  programme?  Or  shall 
we  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  be  content  to  complete  the  Ma- 
sonic education  of  the  Master  Mason.  To  unfold  to  him  the 
beauties  of  that  which  was  dimly  hinted  in  the  Symbolic 
Lodge?" 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J.  Reade  honourably  represents 
Pennsylvania  near  Canada. 

George  P.  Darrow,  Grand  High  Priest.

QUEBEC. 

W.  M.  Couper,  M.E.  Grand  Z. 

The  Forty-ninth  Annual  Grand  Convocation  was 
held  in  Montreal  24th  March,  1926.  Preparations  are 
being  made  to  celebrate  the  Fiftieth  Annual  on  the 
23rd  of  March,  1927,  to  signalize  a  half  century  of 
work  well  done. 

Canada  was  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by  J. 
Alex.  Cameron. 

M.  Ex.  Comps.  Chambers  and  Evans  were  regret- 
fully absent. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  Couper 
was  in  every  way  satisfying,  as  will  be  shown  by  the 
following  quotations: — 

"I  note  the  presence  of  many  attending  Grand  Chapter  for 
the  first  time.  They  come  with  all  the  energy  and  fulness 
of  youth ;  eager  and  enthusiastic  in  the  work  and  upon  whom 
we  may  look  as  the  hope  of  the  future. 

"Masonry  is  a  science.  It  seeks  to  instruct,  educate  and 
develop  the  mind ;  it  provides  rules  of  Life ;  it  opens  the  dooi; 
to  the  proper  application  of  the  Golden  Rule;  it  raises  men's 
thoughts  to  an  Eternal  Home;  and  it  provides  only  the  high- 
est ideals  as  the  guide  of  man's  conduct. 

"Craft  Masonry  lays  the  foundation,  and  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  raises  the  super-structure  till  its  completion  by  the 
placing  of  the  Cope  Stone.  Craft  Masonry  teaches  us  our 
duties  to  God,  our  neighbour  and  ourselves,  and  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  not  only  emphasizes  those  duties  but  reminds  us 
that  the  completion  of  the  Arch  by  the  placing  of  the  Key 
stone  and  the  finishing  of  the  Building  by  the  placing  of  its 
Cope  stone  direct  us  to  apply  these  lessons  to  our  lives  so 
that  the  Key  stone  will  represent  solidity  and  honesty  of 
action  and  the  Cope  stone  the  crowning  wreath  of  glory  upon 
lives  applied  to  the  application  of  these  principles. 
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"It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our  membership  in  the 
Royal  Arch,  proportionate  to  Craft  Masons,  is  slightly  over 
twenty-two  per  cent.  The  principles  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
are  so  grand  and  the  work  so  beautiful  that  they  will  always 
attract  the  attention  of  Master  Masons  to  seek  the  light 
which  they  have  not  yet  attained. 

"In  England,  Lodges  of  Mark  Master  Masons  operate 
under  and  are  governed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master 
Masons  of  England,  and  Royal  Arch  Chapters  operate  under 
and  are  governed  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Eng- 
land. 

"Here,  Lodges  of  Mark  Master  Masons  operate  under  and 
are  governed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
itself,  and  it  was  owing  to  endeavours  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  to  issue  a  warrant  and  re- 
vive a  Charter  of  Mark  Master  Masons  Lodge  within  the 
Province  of  Quebec  that  brought  on  the  discussion  and  con- 
troversy which  terminated  in  the  issue  of  the  Edict. 

"Thus  we  have  reached  the  final  and  happy  termination 
of  this  long  outstanding  controversy  and  now  we  all  join 
hands  as  true  Fellows,  Brethren  and  Companions  in  peace, 
harmony  and  love." 

He  thus  describes  their  visit  to  Toronto: — 

"We  were  there  cordially  received  and  heartily  welcomed 
and  during  our  sojourn  enjoyed  the  hospitality  and  attention 
of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  his  officers. 

"In  succession  to  Most  Excellent  Companion  Davis, 
Kenneth  J.  Dunstan  has  been  elected  to  that  office,  and  it  will 
be  our  extreme  pleasure  at  this  Convocation  to  receive  and 
welcome  him  as  one  of  our  guests." 

And  he  concludes  with  a  reference  to  installation 
and  duty  done: — 

"I  have  ever  kept  in  mind  the  injunction  given  to  Prin- 
cipals upon  their  installation  that  "The  public  reputation  of 
the  institution  will  be  generally  said  to  rise  or  fall  as  the 
character  and  conduct  of  its  principal  officers  are  estimable 
or  censurable. 

"I  have,  I  hope,  maintained  the  dignity  and  honour  which 
is  properly  due  to  this  exalted  office,  and  which  is  justly  de- 
mandable  by  the  Companions  of  the  Order." 

Membership,  3,417.    Net  increase,  66. 

Grand  Scribe  E.  Williamson  says  in  his  report: — 

"I  have  again  been  able  to  accompany  our  Grand  First 
Principal  on  all  his  official  visitations  as  well  as  those  visits 
of  an  international  character,  all  of  which  I  believe  have  been 
of  substantial  reciprocal   benefit." 
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The  Grand  Lecturer,  Comp.  Phillips  shows  that 
he  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  say : — 

"We  note  with  pleasure  the  deep  interest  taken  in  the 
Montreal  District  Church  Service,  as  evidenced  by  the  large 
attendance  and  which  has  now  become  an  annual  event,  the 
District  being  profoundly  indebted  to  Ex.  Comp.  Canon  Shat- 
ford  for  his  many  inspiring  addresses. 

"In  conclusion,  may  we  say  that  we  are  impressed  with 
the  continued  abiding  confidence  and  affection  evinced  by  all 
the  Companions,  and  we  look  with  a  coherent  and  steadfast 
faith  to  the  future,  placing  our  renewed  hope  and  trust  in  the 
Great  Jehovah  who  safely  holds  our  feeble  destinies  in  the 
hollow  of  his  hand." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  add  the 
finishing  touch : — 

"To  mark  that  noteworthy  achievement,  the  complete 
restoration  of  amity  between  this  Grand  Chapter  and  our 
Brethren  and  Companions  in  England  and  as  an  expression 
of  our  appreciation  of  his  co-operation  to  that  end,  your 
Committee  beg  to  recommend  that  Lord  Ampthill  be  elected 
to  honorary  membership  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec 
with  the  rank  of  a  Past  Grand  First  Principal." 

Canada  claims  Edward  B.  Brown,  a  much  beloved 
Companion,  as  the  Representative  of  Quebec. 

Again  the  Foreign  Correspondence  responds  to 
the  practised  touch  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  T.  D.  Cham- 
bers, who  says  in  his  opening  pages : — 

"Once  more  and  for  the  thirty-ninth  successive  year  the 
undersigned  finds  himself  face  to  face  with  the  now  somewhat 
familiar  and  always  pleasing  task  of  reviewing  such  as  have 
reached  him  since  the  issue  of  his  last  report. 

"A  careful  study  warrants  the  belief  that  there  are  now 
enrolled  under  the  banners  of  Freemasonry  over  four  and  a 
half  million  Master  Masons,  of  whom  fully  four  millions  are 
to  be  found  in  English-speaking  countries,  and  over  three 
millions  of  these  in  the  United  States.  Statistics  reveal  the 
fact  that  as  a  rule  at  least  one  out  of  every  four  Master 
Masons  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

"The  lessons  of  the  Ritual  and  Monitor  are  being  made 
more  impressive,  officers  are  becoming  keen  and  sincere  in 
teaching  the  candidates,  not  alone  the  printed  lessons  of 
Capitularism,  but  the  true  methods  of  fraternalism.  The 
writer  has  been  an  observant  and  an  analyst  along  these  lines 
for  many  years,  and  hails  with  delight  the  opportunity  of 
being  able  to  frankly  so  express  his  feelings  in  this  manner. 
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upon  a  subject  that  is  the  foundation  and  superstructure  of 
the  Order,  and  a  higher  education  in  the  school  of  experi- 


Under  California  he  says : — 

"He  also  reported  the  great  success  which  had  attended 
the  numerous  well-tyled  District  Meetings  of  the  Craft  held 
out-of-doors  in  secluded  spots  on  the  ranches  of  different 
Companions. 

"The  following  unique  report  of  the  Committee  on  Griev- 
ances was  submitted  to  and  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter: — 

"  'Your  Grievance  Committee  the  whole  year  through 
Have  really  and  truly  had  nothing  to  do. 
That  you  may  understand   the   situation, 
Just  listen  to  the  following  narration.'  " 

Canada,  1925,  receives  his  kind  and  fraternal  at- 
tention. He  speaks  of  Grand  Z.  Davis'  address  as 
"illustrative  of  the  substantial  progress  made  by 
Grand  Chapter"  and  the  splendid  increase  recorded. 
He  refers  to  the  lamented  death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Freed  and  writes  appreciatively  of  our  well  merited 
tribute  of  esteem  to  Quebec's  late  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Walter  J.  Francis. 

He  thus  kindly  refers  to  our  review : — 

"The  Correspondence  Report  is  again  the  work  of  our 
gifted  Companion.  It  contains  so  much  good  quotable  matter 
that  if  we  were  to  reprint  all  the  passages  we  had  marked  for 
the  purpose  while  reading  it  for  the  first  time  there  would 
be  room  for  nothing  else.  He  has  our  hearty  thanks  for  ex- 
tremely kind  references  to  the  Quebec  Report." 

Canada,  1926,  is  also  in  full  and  friendly  fashion 
reviewed  by  our  colleagues.

daughters  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  and  'of  all  of 
which  we  were  extremely  proud.' 

"He  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec 
for  waiving  Jurisdiction  to  allow  Brethren  from  Temiskaming;, 
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P.Q.,  to  receive  Capitular  degrees  at  Cobalt,  and  reported,  in 
this  connection  that  he  had  declined  to  request  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec  to  waive  Jurisdiction  to  allow  a  Brother, 
whose  residence  is  in  Montreal,  but  whose  vocation  brings 
him  for  considerable  periods  to  Ontario,  to  present  an  applica- 
tion in  Ontario." 

We  deeply  appreciate  his  kind  and  frank  words 
regarding  Fraternal  Correspondence,  which  we  re- 
produce and  modestly  blush : — 

"That  a  prophet  is  now  without  honour  save  in  his  own 
country  finds  an  apt  illustration  in  the  action  of  Grand 
Chapter  in  approving  a  report  of  the  Board  of  Audit  and 
Finance,  recommending  that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence be  requested  so  to  curtail  its  report  that  in  future 
it  shall  not  exceed  from  150  to  200  pages.  Thus  for  the  saving 
of  a  very  few  dollars  Grand  Chapter  sacrifices,  or  at  least 
seriously  mars  by  curtailment,  by  far  the  most  interesting 
and  most  instructive  portion  of  its  volume  of  Proceedings. 
Unfortunately  the  loss  is  not  Canada's  alone,  but  that  of  all 
to  whom  its  volumes  of  Proceedings  go!" 

Missouri  gives  the  opportunity  of  another  well 
merited  tribute  to  the  late  Dr.  Kuhn: — 

"Craftsmen  every  where  will  rejoice  to  know  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Grand  Chapter  in  the  matter  of  a  suitable  me- 
morial of  the  late  regretted  Dr.  Wm.  F.  Kuhn." 

Under  New  York  he  quotes : — 

"There  are  a  few  Chapters  in  our  Jurisdiction,  I  am  sorry 
to  say,  where  'nobody  seems  to  care'  except  the  officers  and  a 
few  of  the  old  faithfuls.  It's  all  wrong;  and  it  will  not  be 
right  until  some  Companions  learn  what  it  is  to  be  loyal — 
Masonically  loyal.  Mr.  Eudyard  Kipling  is  a  good  Mason, 
and  he  has  given  us  this: 

"  'It  ain't  the  guns  nor  armaments, 
Nor  the  funds  that  we  can  pay. 
But  the  close  co-operation  that  makes  us  win  the  day. 
It  ain't  the  individual,  nor  the  army  as  a  whole, 
But  the  everlastin'  team-work  of  every  bloomin'  soul.' 

"And,  once  more,  something  moves  me  to  remind  you  that 
our  Masonic  Loyalty  will  include  loyalty  to  our  traditions, 
onr  memories." 

And  under  Texas  the  following  recognition  of 
what  in  the  near  future  this  reviewer  and  many  who 
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think  with  him,  believe  should  be  an  accomplished 
fact  in  Canada: — 

"We  should  have,  at  this  Grand  Convocation,  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  make  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Aged  Masons  Home 
reach  the  half-million  mark,  and  also  a  remainder  which 
would  erect  the  last  building,  provided  for  in  the  original 
plans. 

"After  a  Companion  visits  the  Home,  he  feels  proud  that 
he  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason.  It  seems  that  this  Grand  Chapter 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  one  which  maintains  a 
Home  that  is  open. 

"Our  Texas  Companions  may  well  feel  proud  of  the  success 
of  their  efforts  upon  which  they  have  our  most  hearty  con- 
gratulations." 

We  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  mellow  Irish 
eloquence  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Moore  at  Philadelphia 
recently. 

We  always  lay  down  the  volume  of  Proceedings  of 
Quebec  with  a  feeling  of  both  satisfaction  and  pride 
in  the  splendid  spirit  which  animates  this  living 
organism  of  real  men.

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  at  Brisbane, 
30th  April,  1925. 

Consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mittee of  General  Purposes  formed  the  main  feature 
of  the  meeting. 

Debenture  Bonds  issued  at  the  formation  of  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  were  redeemed. 

Recognition  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of 
the  United  States  was  recorded. 

The  following  motion  was  unanimously  car- 
ried:— 

"In  token  of  our  appreciation  of  the  good  work  and  ser- 
vices rendered  to  this  Grand  Chapter  by  our  Grand  Scribe 
Ezra,  I  move  that  the  rank  of  Past  Deputy  Grand  First 
Principal  be  conferred  upon  him." 
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Then  followed  many  pages  of  the  correspondence 
between  the  Grand  Chapter  headed  by  First  Prin- 
cipal, R.M.F.  Quinn,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  headed 
by  Grand  Z.  John  A.  Miles,  endeavouring  to  get 
together  on  a  basis  of  settlement. 

The  committees  met  and  a  resolution  was  passed 
in  the  following  words: — 

"That  a  condition  which  requires  to  be  affirmed  is  that 
Principals  cannot  be  elected  unless  they  are  Installed 
Masters." 

and  further  consideration  postponed. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Inspector  of  Work- 
ings spoke  of  a  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  and 
enthusiasm. 

The  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Florida  is  set  out  in  full. 

On  the  29th  of  October,  1925,  the  Annual  Con- 
vocation was  held  at  Brisbane,  when  some  progress 
appears  to  have  been  made  towards  a  proposed 
union  of  the  two  bodies  claiming  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Neville  W.  Montague  representing 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales,  with  his 
escort,  was  received  with  grand  honours  and  after- 
wards formally  installed  the  officers  of  Queensland 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  of  Grand  Scribe  E.  shows  a  full  work 
well  done. 

From  the  Grand  First  Principal's  address  we 
take  the  following  informing  paragraphs: 

"Freemasonry  is  in  a  very  sorry  plight  in  Queensland, 
as  it  seems  to  be  the  privilege  of  any  and  everyone  to  inter- 
pret and  alter  either  the  Constitution  or  Ritual  if  it  does  not 
suit  nim. 

"This  is  not  altogether  an  evil  as  it  may  lead  to  a  com- 
petent committee  being  formed  to  restore  vital  portions  that 
have  been  cut  out  of  the  Ritual  and  explaining  those  that  are 
being  substituted.  In  our  own  Chapters  there  has  been  a 
desire  for  some  time  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  other  degrees 

t  a  ^rp/.^f  T  agreed  to  °Pen  R°yal  A^k  Mariner 
Lodges.  This  has  been  a  great  success,  and  within  six  months 
we  opened  ten  Lodges  and  elevated  over  two  hundred  candi- 
dates.     The   Brethren   were   so   delighted  with   the  broader 
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view  that  they  obtained  that  they  are  already  asking  about 
other  degrees.  This  is  going  to  compel  us  to  fill  this  want. 
What  drastic  measures  we  will  have  to  take  to  do  this 
depends  on  the  attitude  of  those  ruling  these  degrees  at 
present  in  Queensland. 

"We  hope  by  upholding  the  principles  or  our  Order  to 
show  that  we  are  not  out  for  any  personal  aggrandizement 
or  position  but  to  make  Freemasonry  such  a  power  in  this 
State,  that  if  a  person  wants  the  assistance  of  a  Freemason 
either  in  politics,  religion  or  commerce  that  his  qualifications 
will  have  to  be  honesty,  uprightness  and  fair  play."

SASKATCHEWAN. 

Charles  Pelhem  Moore,  Grand  Z. 

The  Third  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Wey- 
burn,  17th  February,  1926. 

Dr.  McNeill,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Shaw,  of 
North  Dakota,  were  received  and  honoured. 

Canada's  Representative  did  not  answer  roll  call. 

A  letter  was  read  from  M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  H. 
Spencer. 

The  following  extract  is  made  from  the  address 
of  the  Grand  Z. 

"The  Constituent  Chapters,  with  few  exceptions,  are  in  a 
healthy  condition.  Peace  and  Harmony  prevail,  and  our  re- 
lations with  other  Grand  Chapters  are  most  cordial.  You 
will  note  a  decrease  in  membership  since  our  last  Convocation, 
occasioned  by  many  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  It 
is  well  that  we  keep  our  Masonic  garden  free  of  weeds. 

"During  the  past  year  twelve  Companions,  members  of 
Chapters  in  this  Jurisdiction  have  crossed  the  Great  Divide." 

The  Grand  Z.  was  unable  to  go  to  North  Dakota 
on  account  of  pressure  of  business  and  lack  of  pass- 
port. Our  personal  experience  is  that  our  Apron  and 
Regalia  are  the  very  best  passport  one  can  carry,  and 
that  the  formality  of  other  credentials  is  always  dis- 
pensed with. 

Of  his  visitations  he  says: — 
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"I  was  received  with  every  courtesy  and  consideration 
and  cannot  find  words  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  splen- 
did Masonic  spirit  permeating  the  Chapters  throughout  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction." 

He  pays  this  tribute  to  Grand  Scribe  E.  Reilly: — 

"Possessed  of  abundant  knowledge,  conversant  with  the 
Constitution  and  never  in  bad  humour,  he  is  eminently  fitted 
for  the  office  he  holds." 

Members,  2,557.    Net  loss  of  80. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Saskatchewan  is  going 
through  trying  times,  but  they  are  fighting  bravely 
and  not  without  hope. 

Seven  reports  from  the  Grand  Superintendents 
are  encouraging. 

The  Grand  Z.  visited  every  Chapter  in  his  Juris- 
diction, a  worthy  record. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  is  full  of  suggestive  interest  and 
forms  a  complete  analysis  of  the  work  of  the  various 
Chapters  and  Districts. 

They  make  the  following  suggestion: — 
"May  your  Committee  repeat  its  request  that  in  line  with 
the  recommendations  made  in  previous  reports,  some  standard 
report  form  or  guide  be  furnished  Grand  Superintendents 
with  a  view  to  securing  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty 
that  information  concerning  districts  and  constituent  Chapters 
so  essential  for  the  purposes  of  the  Committee." 

With  regard  to  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents, they  emphatically  urge  that  the  secretarial 
and  financial  condition  of  the  various  Chapters  be 
reported  on  as  well  as  other  work. 

The  following  is  an  encouraging  and  courageous 
clause  of  the  report : — 

"Any  unfavourable  features  such  as  the  inactivity  of  a 
few  Chapters,  the  large  arrearages  of  dues  and  the  number 
of  those  to  whom  our  doors  have  been  temporarily  closed,  we 
believe  will  be  very  largely  removed  at  an  early  date  through 
the  prosperity  which  your  Committee  believes  has  now 
rounded  the  corner." 

A  notice  of  motion  was  given  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  De 
Roche  to  change  the  date  of  meeting  from  February 
to  June.  We  sometimes  are  tempted  to  wish  that  we 
could  do  the  same  in  the  parent  Chapter  of  Canada. 
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M.  Ex.  Comp.  Arthur  S.  Gorrell,  of  Regina,  repre- 
sents Canada  in  Saskatchewan,  and  Saskatchewan 
was  until  December  represented  by  the  late  William 
Croft  of  The  St.  Patrick  Chapter,  who  lived  respected 
and  died  universally  regretted. 

We  take  the  following  from  the  report  of  R.  Ex, 
Comp.  F.  B.  Reilly,  Grand  Correspondent: — 

"If  I  could  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters 
under  review  picture  to  you  accurately  what  they  look  like 
and  what  they  are  doing  I  would  be  content. 

"Statistics  give  no  indication  of  the  quality  of  work  done 
nor  does  the  perusal  of  eloquent  and  inspiring  addresses  show 
how  far  the  lead  given  is  followed. 

"As  good  families  have  very  little  history  so  in  the  Royal 
Craft  the  most  modest  and  meagre  proceedings  may  come 
from  the  best  Jurisdictions." 

Referring  to  a  meeting  in  Alberta  he  says,  "wit 
mixed  with  eloquence  and  song  made  the  evening 
very  pleasant." 

From  his  review  of  Canada  we  glean  this  grace- 
ful tribute: — 

"How  can  one  dissect  a  letter  from  home?  The  Proceed- 
ings of  the  mother  Grand  Chapter  recall  those  names  which 
for  long  have  been  so  prominent  in  the  Royal  Craft  and  whose 
labours  have  brought  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  to  an 
exalted  position  among  Grand  Chapters.  Nor  does  it  appear 
that  their  successors  are  in  any  way  lesser  lights." 

Of  our  own  review  he  courteously  says : — 

"Our  old  friend,  Comp.  Ponton,  writes  the  review,  which 
is  in  his  usual  entertaining  and  scholarly  style.  Saskatchewan 
received  generous  notice." 

He  extracts  this  nugget  on  practical  work  from 
Georgia : — 

"The  time  has  arrived  in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter, when  upon  its  own  initiative,  with  a  thought  born  in  its 
own  great  heart,  it  should  conceive  some  worthy  and  glorious 
enterprise  upon  which  it  may  launch  its  efforts  and  demon- 
strate to  the  world  that  its  workmen  are  industrious,  earnest, 
determined  and  wise.  That  it  is  large  and  strong  enough 
to  do  some  real  thing  for  the  good  of  humanity  upon  its  own 
motion  and  by  its  own  efforts." 

Under  Pennsylvania  he  says : — 
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"The  Companion  not  having  got  the  work  as  promised, 
G.H.P.  promptly  removed  him  from  his  office.  Evidently  in 
this  Grand  Chapter  an  officer's  obligation  to  his  duty  means 
something."

When  will  our  British 
Brethren  publish  yearly  Proceedings  as  is  done  in 
all  other  Jurisdictions  so  that  we  may  have  an  op- 
portunity of  reviewing  their  annual  work  and  not 
be  obliged  to  piece  it  out  in  segments  and  sectors? 
The  matter  is  really  worth  while. 

A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  in  Edin- 
burgh, 19th  June,  1925. 

Grand  Representatives  of  Tasmania  and  of 
Shanghai  were  cordially  welcomed. 

Like  West  Virginia  and  a  few  other  Jurisdic- 
tions, the  Cryptic  Degrees  are  attached  to  the 
Chapters  and  are  referred  to  in  the  following: — 

"A  Petition  for  a  Lodge  and  Council  to  be  attached  to 
Chapter  281,  also  petitions  for  Cryptic  Councils  to  be 
attached  to  Chapters  305  and  558,  were  sustained,  and  Chap- 
ters ordered  to  expede  accordingly." 

Lord  Muskerry,  Grand  King  of  Ireland,  sent 
hearty  and  fraternal  greetings,  which  were  recip- 
rocated. 

A  Pro  Re  Nata  Convocation  was  held,  June  26th, 
1925,  in  Thurso,  to  consecrate  St.  Peter's  Chapter 
there. 
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The  Supreme  Grand  Committee  met  in  Edin- 
burgh. 

The  transference  of  allegiance  of  the  Townsville 
Chapter  to  the  Queensland  Constitution  was  peti- 
tioned against  by  John  Burns  and  others,  and  after 
full  consideration  the  Grand  Committee  declined  to 
accede  to  the  severance  in  view  of  the  By-laws  and 
protest  received. 

A  special  deputation  of  Office-Bearers  to  Nor- 
thern Chapters  proceeded  on  a  most  interesting 
official  and  personal  pilgrimage  to  the  far  North, 
from  which  report  the  following,  with  their  mingled 
touch  of  Masonic  and  of  personal  experiences,  will 
prove  interesting  at  least  to  all  of  Scottish  descent 
"who  in  their  dreams  behold  the  Hebrides.' : — 

"Aberdeen  was  reached  about  midnight,  where  the 
steamer  docked.  Sleep  was  not  possible,  owing  to  the  load- 
ing of  cargo  and  the  embarking  of  some  200  fisher  girls. 
Berwick  was  not  reached  until  9.15  p.m. 

The  books  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  order. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  at  this  time  of  the  year  there  is 
little  difference  between  night  and  day  in  that  part  of  the 
country,  the  Deputation  had  the  unique  experience  of  retir- 
ing to  rest  by  daylight  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning. 

"The  Earl's  Palace  at  Birsay  was  visited.  At  one  time  it 
was  the  residence  of  Earl  Robert  Stewart,  the  father  of  Earl 
Patrick,  who  had  a  record  of  tyrannic  oppression  almost 
equalling  that  of  his  son.  The  Palace  was  built,  or  at  any 
rate  extended,  by  Robert,  and  in  his  time  must  have  been  a 
great  building.  Marwick  Head,  next  visited,  will  long  be 
regarded  a  historical  place!.  It  is  the  nearest  land  to  the 
spot  where  the  Hampshire,  with  Lord  Kitchener  on  board, 
struck  a  mine  and  sank  on  5th  June,  1916.  Later  on  the 
Standing  Stones  of  Stenness  were  visited,  also  Maeshowe. 
The  latter  stands  not  far  from  the  roadside.  It  is  a  green 
mound  on  ground  level,  and  access  to  the  central  chamber 
is  gained  by  a  low  passage.  In  the  chamber  many  runic  char- 
acters and  other  devices  are  incised  on  the  masonry,  pro- 
bably made  by  Norsemen.  As  they  sailed  through  Scapa 
Flow  they  had  a  magnificent  view  of  the  South  Islands,  and 
also  of  the  blockships  which  were  sunk  during  the  war  as  a 
protection  to  the  Fleet.  After  lunch  they  motored  to  John  o' 
Groat's  in  glorious  weather.  According  to  tradition,  John 
o'  Groat  hailed  from  Holland  about  1509,  and  settled  on  the 
spot  now  marked  by  the  commodious  hotel.  His  sons  or 
kinsmen  quarrelled  over  a  question  of  precedence  at  table, 
and  in  order  to  settle  the  dispute  he  constructed  an  octagonal 
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room  with  a  door  in  each  of  the  sides,  with  a  table  reserved 
to  each  door.  The  arrangement  was  a  notable  success.  This 
simple  tradition  has  made  the  place  famous,  and  attracts 
visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  world." 

The  visit  of  this  Reviewer  to  Inverness,  the  home 
of  his  forebears,  last  year,  is  recalled  by  the  des- 
cription of  their  fine  experience  in  that  flourishing 
district. 

The  Report  proceeds,  mentioning  many  places 
familiar  to  the  writer: — 

"On  their  return,  M.E.  Companion  Lang,  Grand  Super- 
intendent of  Argyll  and  the  Isles,  joined  the  party. 

"Companions  from  Campbelltown  motored  fifty-six  miles 
to  attend  the  meeting.  The  Working  was  witnessed,  and 
the  Companions  complimented  by  the  First  Grand  Principal. 
Afterwards  a  cake  and  wine  banquet  was  purveyed  in  the 
Hotel  at  Ardrishaig,  and  there  was  a  large  and  enthusiastic 
company. 

"This  concluded  a  very  successful  tour,  during  which 
two  Provincial  Grand  Chapters  and  eleven  Chapters  were 
visited.  The  tour  occupied  thirteen  full  days,  and  the  dis- 
tance covered  was  approximately  1,000  miles. 

Lord  Cassillis'  world  tour  is  still  the  subject  of 
interesting  comment. 

From  the  report  of  Grand  Superintenednt  Ellery 
of  New  Zealand,  we  take  the  following  interesting 
material : — 

"As  no  doubt  the  First  Grand  Principal,  on  his  return, 
gave  you  a  good  insight  into  our  workings,  and  also  of  the 
range  of  country  over  which  the  Provincial  Grand  Chapter 
holds  sway,  you  will  readily  realize  the  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  communication  by  sea,  road,  and  rail,  and  also  the  time 
which  is  required  for  the  necessary  visitations." 

A  quarterly  Communication  was  held  18th  June, 
1926,  the  Earl  of  Cassillis,  Grand  Z.,  presiding. 

M.E.  Grafton  M.  Acklin,  P.G.H.P.  of  Ohio,  was 
welcomed  with  all  the  honours,  and  the  fact  he  was 
the  first  to  be  present  since  the  restoration  of 
friendly  relationship  between  the  United  States  and 
Scotland  was  emphasised. 

Of  the  loyal  Companions  of  the  District  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  Zealand,  the  Grand  Z.  says:— 
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"They  have  several  difficulties  to  face,  but  they  surmount 
them  frankly  and  firmly,  and  with  the  spirit  of  true  brotherly 
love." 

A  Pro  Re  Nata  Convocation  was  held  in  the 
North  at  Stromness,  to  consecrate  a  Chapter. 

The  sad  news  of  the  death  of  M.E.  Comp.  Colonel 
Peter  Spence,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  many  years,  was  communicated. 

At  the  consecration  of  Hamnavoe  Chapter  in  the 
far  North,  overy  forty  Companions  were  present, 
and  a  meeting  of  John  o'  Groat  Cryptic  Council  was 
attended  by  the  distinguished  official  visitors. 

The  close  is  thus  recorded: — 

"After  the  harmony  the  party  left  direct  for  the  steamer, 
accompanied  by  a  number  of  the  Brethren  of  the  Lodge, 
The  steamer  left  at  4.30  'a.m.  for  Loch  Alsh,  which  was 
reached  at  10  a.m.  There  the  party  entrained  for  Edin- 
burgh.    The  tour  occupied  eleven  days." 

Under  Tasmania,  we  find  the  following : — 

"It  is  satisfactory  to  record  the  high  standard  of  working, 
and  it  is  also  pleasing  to  record  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm 
evinced  by  many  of  the  older  P.Zs.  and  Companions." 

The  consecration  of  Thistle  Chapter,  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  is  reported. 

On  the  19th  of  March,  1926,  the  annual  Banquet 
to  celebrate  the  festival  of  the  Vernal  Equinox  was 
held.    Masonic  Jewels  were  worn,  but  not  regalia. 

From  the  proposal  of  the  first  toast  following 
the  Royal  Toasts,  we  take  the  following  extracts: — 

"M.E.  Companions,  and  Companions  all,  notwithstanding 
the  optimistic  assertions  of  well-intentioned  pacifists,  I  per- 
ceive with  pleasure  that  the  time-honored  toast  'The  Im- 
perial Forces'  still  finds  its  place  on  our  list. 

"Our  fleet  no  longer  represents  the  numerical  superiority 
of  a  two-power  standard,  and  our  army  is  once  more  a  little 
army  so  far  as  mere  numbers  count,  though  I  am  convinced 
that  the  word  'contemptible'  in  contrast  to  the  splendid  train- 
ing and  esprit  de  corps  of  both  officers  and  men,  is  as  far 
from  the  truth  to-day  as  it  was  in  1914." 

This  was  eloquently  responded  to  by  General 
Stavert. 
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M.E.  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Elgin, 
C.M.G.,  proposed  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland,  saying: — 

"The  ancient  people  gave  us  a  lesson  which  we  can  do 
well  to  follow.  Don't  let  us  try  to  set  up  new-fangled  ideas, 
and  entirely  break  off  with  all  the  traditions  of  the  past. 
The  traditions  of  the  past— courage,  courtesy,  friendship, 
and  brotherhood— will  always  remain  as  anchors  for  us  in 
the  time  to  come.  It  is  through  the  Order  of  Masonry, 
through  the  Craft  Degrees,  that  a  man  is  set  on  the  proper 
lines  of  building  up  character,  through  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree  which  allows  him  further  time  to  consider  the  link  of 
good  deeds  in  the  past,  and  at  the  same  time  aspirations 
which  encouraged  those  people  who  came  back  to  rebuild  the 
Temple. 

"There  is  a  very  much  smaller  number  of  candidates 
coming  forward,  but  let  us  take  courage." 

From  the  replies  we  judge  that  Scotland  had 
made  great  progress  of  their  own  generous  initia- 
tive in  several  difficulties  in  Western  Australia  and 
Queensland,  and  they  report  that  in  New  South 
Wales  their  District  Grand  Chapter  has  increased 
by  leaps  and  bounds— something  like  the  native 
kangaroo. 

They  have  there  124  Chapters  with  a  member- 
ship of  6,000  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Texas  surely  does 
not  understand  this  or  that  great  State  would  not 
"butt  in.,,

SOUTH   CAROLINA 

Charles  K.  Chreitzberg,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  Annual  Grand 
Convocation  was  held  at  Greenville,  South  Carolina 
April  28th,  1926. 

Canada  was  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  William 
W.  Wannamaker. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  the 
Exalted  East. 

In  his  able  address  the  Grand  High  Priest  said 
with  other  good  matter: — 
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"No  human  endeavour  can  be  successful  unless  it  has  God's 
blessing  and  has  embodied  in  it  a  large  measure  of  service. 
It  is  our  duty,  as  leaders  of  the  Craft,  to  so  conduct  ourselves 
in  private,  as  well  as  in  our  public  life,  that  others  may  safely 
follow  us  without  fear  of  stumbling.  As  free  moral  agents 
it  is  wholly  within  our  own  discretion  to  make  of  our  lives 
either  "stepping  stones,  or  stumbling  blocks."  Let  each  of  us 
so  live  that  our  lives  may  be  shining  lights,  leading  those 
who  come  after  to  higher  and  better  things.' 

"In  two  or  three  instances  special  work  has  been  done  in 
an  effort  to  inject  new  life.  It  is  only  where  the  officers  have 
not  prepared  themselves  that  the  Chapters  are  sluggish  and 
fast  becoming  dormant.  If  we  will  fill  ourselves  with  en- 
thusiasm and  spend  the  time  necessary  to  equip  ourselves, 
and  then  give  the  Companions  something  on  Chapter  nights, 
there  would  be  no  complaint  of  lack  of  interest.  This  inter- 
change of  representatives  can  be  made  to  wield  an  immense 
power  in  bringing  all  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  into  closer 
touch  with  each  other.  Through  it  we  can  gain  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  their  problems  and  the  aspirations  of  our  Com- 
panions in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

"It  should  not  be  considered  merely  an  empty  honour,  but 
should  be  considered  a  position  of  trust,  that  entailed  the 
discharge  of  a  specific  duty.  That  duty  is  to  ask  for  instruc- 
tions before  the  annual  convocation,  carry  out  those  instruc- 
tions and  make  a  report.  Not  an  arduous  nor  disagreeable 
task,  nevertheless  it  is  a  duty  that  is  sadly  neglected.  My 
Companions,  let's  resolve  to  make  a  report  of  this  Convoca- 
tion to  the  Grand  Chapter  to  which  we  are  accredited.  If 
you  will  carry  out  that  resolution,  I  promise  you  that  you 
will  receive  a  most  courteous  and  charming  letter  from  your 
principal,  and  who  knows  but  that  acquaintances  thus  made 
will  ripen  into  friendships  that  will  last  a  lifetime? 

This  Reviewer  occupied  the  dual  office  of  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Z.  for  a  year,  but  his  record  is 
eclipsed  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chreitzberg,  who  thus  de- 
scribed his  aes  triplex: — 

"I  was  Grand  Master  of  Masons,  beginning  my  second 
year,  and  had  just  been  elected  and  installed  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Council,  when  you  elected  me  Grand  High 
Priest  in  my  absence. 

"On  more  than  one  occasion  has  one  of  our  illus- 
trious Past  Grand  Officers  been  the  head  of  two  of  our  Grand 
Bodies  for  the  short  time  elapsing  between  his  election  in  one 
and  his  retirement  in  another,  but  rarely,  if  ever  before, 
has  the  same  man  been  the  head  of  three  of  our  Grand  Bodies 
through  an  entire  term.    It  was  through  no  merit  of  mine." 

Membership,  6,459. 
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The  Committee  on  Necrology  said  with  feeling : — . 

"It  was  their  privilege,  with  us,  to  communicate  those 
truths  for  the  inspiration  and  guidance  of  others.  Together, 
we  passed  with  them  through  the  veils  preparatory  to  the 
final  revelation.  They  have  preceded  us  beyond  the  last  veil. 
We  wait  upon  its  parting  that  we,  too,  may  enter." 

Comp.  James  B.  Little,  of  Trenton,  represents 
South  Carolina. 

The  review  of  Proceedings  of  Sister  Jurisdictions 
by  our  veteran  friend  and  Companion,  J.  L.  Michie,  is 
preceded  by  these  two  sunny  verses : — 

"For  if  we  do  the  best  we  know, 
And  do  it  every  day, 
Our  efforts  and  our  works  will  show 
We're  started  on  the  way. 

The  way  that  leads  to  brighter  days, 

That  laggards  never  know, 
The  way  that's  marked  by  guiding  rays 

Of  sunshine's  brightest  glow." 

Under  Alabama  he  says  what  is  applicable  to 
some  other  Jurisdictions: — 

"He  issued  eleven  railroading  Dispensations;  circularized 
his  Chapters  on  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Home,  and  says  there- 
anent  that  there  is  nothing  so  clearly  and  unmistakably  shows 
the  'outward  visible  sign  of  the  inward  spiritual  grace'  of 
the  Masons  of  Alabama  as  the  Masonic  Home." 

British  Columbia  gives  him  this  opportunity  for 
a  graceful  compliment : — 

"The  Grand  Superintendents'  Reports  are  fully  up  to  the 
usual  Canadian  standard." 

Under  Canada  this  breezy  Reviewer,  who  is  full 
of  pep,  says  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Davis'  address : — 

"Among  his  Dispensations  granted  we  note  'a  number'  to 
hippodrome,  one  to  railroad  a  Candidate,  one  to  confer  the 
Degrees  on  a  Brother  who  had  lost  a  leg  (how  can  such  a 
Companion  take  part  in  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies?), 
'a  number'  to  attend  Divine  Service  in  regalia  (in  South 
Carolina  we  can  attend  Divine  Service  in  regalia  whenever 
we  like  without  a  Dispensation),  with  the  restriction  that  the 
regalia  must  only  be  worn  in  the  Church,  not  in  the  street."' 
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He  has  a  word  of  praise  for  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents and  for  this  Reviewer : — 

"These  officers  are  fully  alive  to  their  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities. 

"The  Capitular  Correspondence  and  Review  is  again  from 
the  pen  of  William  N.  Ponton.  He  notes  everything  of  in- 
terest in  the  Proceedings  reviewed,  his  comments  being  always 
fraternal  and  courteous.  We  appreciate  his  commendation 
of  our  work." 

Under  England  we  read: — 

"Petitions  for  the  formation  of  six  new  Chapters  were 
granted,  four  of  them  to  meet  in  hotels,  one  to  meet  in 
Mark  Masons'  Hall,  the  sixth  in  Comedy  Masonic  Temple, 
London.    Strange  name  for  a  Masonic  Temple.    What!" 

Michigan  says,  but  our  colleague  does  not 
agree : — 

"Last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  but  three 
Chapters  were  meeting  'by  the  moon.'  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  we  now  have  a  single,  solitary  example  of  moon  Chap- 
ters." 

Under  Pennsylvania  with  regard  to  renewing 
fraternal  relations  with  Scotland,  our  colleague  thus 
writes : — 

"Referring  to  Grand  High  Priest  Wannamaker's  recom- 
mendation that  South  Carolina  take  independent  action  in 
renewing  Fraternal  Relations  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland,  Companion  Bell  says: 

"  'We  are  a  Constituent  of  the  General  Grand,  not  a  sub- 
ordinate, and  the  General  Grand  has  no  right  to  go  outside 
the  powers  delegated  to  it  by  its  constituent  members.  It 
can  only  act  in  an  advisory  capacity.  South  Carolina  acted 
independently  both  in  severing,  and  in  re-establishing,  Fra- 
ternal Relations  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland." 

Under  Texas  we  find : — 

"Why  keep  a  Law  on  the  books  that  cannot  be  enforced? 
It  would  be  far  better  to  repeal  it  than  to  let  it  exist  as  a  dead 
letter." 

What  about  our  O.T.A.? 

A  fine  distinction  is  drawn  between  Masons  and 
Masonry  in  the  following  interesting  comments : — 

"We  corrected  him  as  to  the  Shrine  being  the  playground 
of  Masons,  but  not  of  Masonry,  and  he  replies: 
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"  'Now  we  propose  to  show  our  love  for  that  grand  man 
by  admitting  that  he  has  us  once  more  on  the  hip.  The  Shrine 
is  the  playground  of  Masons,  and  not,  as  we  had  it,  of 
Masonry,  for  there  is  no  Masonry  in  it  whatever.' 

"While  we  may  admit  that  there  is  no  Masonry  in  the 
Shrine,  yet  one  of  the  best  lessons  to  be  found  anywhere  is 
found  in  the  Shrine,  and  found  in  a  way  that  is  not  easily 
forgotten." 

This  statistical  summing  up  is  interesting: — 

"When  it  comes  to  membership,  Illinois  still  leads  with 
88,997.  Then  comes  Ohio,  78,825;  New  York,  69,996;  Michi- 
gan, 45,810;  and  Texas,  43,286."

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

Charles  Lewis  Brockway,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
at  Yankton,  and  owing  to  the  recent  lamented  death 
of  M.  Ex.  Companion  Brockway,  the  Right  Excellent 
the  Grand  King,  John  0.  Kammerman  presided  and 
delivered  the  address. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present 
in  the  Grand  East  as  pillars  of  support  to  him. 

From  October,  1925,  the  Grand  King  had  taken 
charge  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  had  lived  up  fully  to 
the  emergency. 

His  address  was  most  interesting. 

"Many  of  you  have  attended  numerous  Grand  Chapter 
Convocations.  You  are  veterans  in  this  worthy  cause  and  it 
is  to  you  that  the  younger  Companions  must  look  for  strength 
and  guidance. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  was  constituted  over  thirty-six  years 
ago.  Since  then  many  changes  have  taken  place  in  political, 
economic,  scientific,  religious  and  financial  ways,  but  our  Ma- 
sonic ideals  have  not  changed.  The  hardy  pioneers  who  were 
present  at  the  First  Convocation  came  on  horseback,  by  horse- 
drawn  vehicles,  and  some  few  by  railroad.  In  some  cases  it 
took  a  week  to  reach  the  meeting  place.  To-day  we  gather 
from  all  parts  of  the  state  but  our  means  of  transportation 
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is  the  Pullman  equipped  railroad  car,  the  swift  automobile  or 
the  swan-like  aeroplane. 

"Capitular  Masonry  has  been  founded  on  a  permanent 
foundation,  as  permanent  as  the  fertile  plains  or  the  ever- 
lasting mountains  of  our  state. 

"While  everything  around  us  may  be  changing  or  ad- 
vancing with  the  times  and  styles,  we  should  never  let  any 
new  fads  or  fancies  to  so  alter  our  minds  that  we  would 
allow  the  ideals  of  Masonry  to  be  disturbed." 

He    spoke    highly    of    the    Past    Grand    High 
Priests,  speaking  of — 

"The  wonderful  influence  these  veterans,  in  Masonic  ser- 
vice, have  upon  each  faithful  Companion  and  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter as  a  body. 

"Companions,  I  have  only  one  recommendation  to  make 
regarding  inactive  Chapters.  Let  us  not  be  too  exacting  with 
them  and  too  hard  on  them." 

And  generally  he  concludes    with  the   following 
good  advice: — 

"He  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  spoken  word  would 
stimulate  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  and  the  problem  then 
would  be  to  secure  suitable  Companions  who  had  the  time  and 
inclination  to  carry  the  message  to  the  Chapter  meetings. 
The  more  intense  study  must  be  left  to  a  few.  We  all  like  to 
hear  some  one  explain  Capitular  Masonry  in  simple,  sound 
phrases,  while  the  advanced  student  with  his  fluent  command 
of  our  language  and  advanced  knowledge  of  his  subject  often 
over-reaches  his  audience.  One  or  two  Companions  in  each 
Chapter  could  accomplish  much  along  this  line. 

"We  often  hear  the  complaint  that  a  Chapter  is  impeded 
in  its  work  by  the  activities  of  Scottish  Rite  Bodies.  I  do  not 
believe  that  a  spirit  of  rivalry  should  be  fostered." 

Membership,  6,370.    Net  loss,  10. 
The  Committee  on  Necrology  make  these  verses 
their  texts : — 

"Weep  not  that  his  tasks  are  over, 
Weep  not  that  his  race  is  run, 
And  pray  that  we  may  rest  as  calmly 
When  our  work,  like  his,  is  done." 

"Long-hoped  for  and  long  waited  for. 
To  no  strange  country  shall  we  come, 
But  to  our  own  delightful  land, 
With  love  to  bid  us  welcome  home 
And  love  to  lead  us  by  the  hand." 
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Queensland  was  recognized. 

Albert  E.  Cooper,  of  London,  represents  South 
Dakota,  and  Canada  is  represented  by  L.  M.  Simons. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Brockway, 
the  Fraternal  Review  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Robert  S.  Hart,  who  did  his  emergent  duty  well. 

From  his  introduction  we  gather: — 

"Among  the  many  services  which  our  departed  Companion 
has  rendered  us  in  the  past  was  the  preparation  of  the  Re- 
views of  the  various  Grand  Bodies  of  other  Jurisdictions. 

"I  have  endeavoured  to  be  guided  by  the  dictum  that  'only 
the  new  is  news,'  but  have  counted  as  new  to  us,  however  old 
to  the  Companions  of  other  Jurisdictions,  those  customs,  laws, 
and  ceremonies  differing  from  ours." 

Under  Arizona  he  says : — 

"The  doctrine  of  'line-officers'  is  carried  to  the  logical 
limit;  if  one  should  be  advanced,  by  virtue  of  previous 
appointment,  without  regard  to  fitness,  why  not  all?  The 
result  is  the  absurdity  of  making  the  Grand  Organist  a  line- 
office!  He  is  ranked  between  the  Third  Veil  and  the  Royal 
Arch  Captain." 

From  his  review  of  Arkansas  we  take  this  :— • 

"In  the  effort  to  enliven  some  of  the  moribund  Chapters, 
dispensation  was  granted  to  receive  and  ballot  on  applications 
at  a  Called  Convocation,  on  two  occasions.  The  Grand  High 
Priest  speaks  of  this  as  "heroic  measures"  in  case  of  dire 
need;  it  surely  is." 

The  much  discussed  review  of  California  again  re- 
ceives this  touch : — 

"Comp.  Plumb  commends  or  condemns  with  equal  readi- 
ness, and  while  he  reveals  a  pious  complacency  at  the  im- 
peccability of  California  Capitular  Law,  his  criticism  of  de- 
cisions and  enactments  elsewhere  is  generally  sound  and  well- 
grounded." 

Georgia  gives  us  this : — 

"The  Committee  on  General  Welfare  of  the  Order  begs  for 
a  definite  object,  a  "mark  to  shoot  at,"  but  does  not  supply 
one." 

New  York  is  placed  on  the  pinnacle  of  merit,  our 
colleague  saying : — 
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"All  unwittingly,  we  saved  the  best  for  the  last!  It  so 
fell  out  that  this  volume  was  the  last  reviewed  for  this  report. 
After  grinding  through  the  rest  of  the  list  (and  it  can  be  a 
grind,  for  the  novice  at  the  work),  we  picked  up  this  book, 
and  the  sense  of  surfeit  disappeared,  and  there  was  felt  a 
renewed  conviction  of  the  power  and  worth  of  Capitular 
Masonry." 

Alberta  receives  commendatory  attention: — 

"As  in  most  other  British  Grand  Chapters,  this  one  does 
not,  as  a  matter  of  course,  advance  officers  in  line,  nor  feel 
bound  in  any  way  by  any  previous  appointment.  A  study  of 
the  elections  at  this  Annual  shows  that  past  service  and 
ability  alone  govern  the  choice. 

Under  Canada  he  commends  the  address  of  Grand 
First  Principal  Davis,  recounting  his  activities  and 
he  gives  us  all  a  gentle  dig  in  connection  with  Re- 
galia in  the  following  words : — 

"Past  Grand  First  Principals  present  were  presented  with 
gorgeous  new  chain  collars;  from  the  pictures  in  the  volume, 
we  would  judge  they  previously  had  to  be  satisfied  with  less 
than  a  half  dozen  evidences  of  their  rank.  Now,  when  they 
get  'em  all  on,  they  certainly  look  'ready  to  go.'  It  was 
Comp.  Kenneth  J.  Dunstan  (whose  portrait,  as  the  new  Grand 
Z.,  adorned  with  all  this  finery,  opens  the  volume) ,  who  moved 
the  acceptance  of  the  Report  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry;  this  report  quotes  Kipling's  lines: 

"  'We  hadn't  good  regalia,  and  our  Lodge  was  old  and  bare, 
But  we  knew  the  ancient  landmarks,  and  kept  them  to  a 
hair.' " 

"Comp  Ponton  presents  a  Report  on  Correspondence  that 
is  some  report.  We  feel  sure  he  has  seen  practically  every- 
thing in  the  Proceedings,  for  he  quotes  a  large  share  of  it, 
with  comments  and  counter-suggestions. 

"South  Dakota  is  accorded  the  generous  space  of  four 
and  a  half  pages,  comment  and  quotation  intermingled,  with 
a  careful  report  of  opinions  regarding  other  Grand  Chapters." 

He  closes  his  review  with  an  excellent  article  on 
the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.

The  Ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation  was 
held  in  Nashville,  January  25th,  1926. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  honoured 
Grand  Chapter  and  were  honoured. 

Canada  was  represented  by  J.  Leonard  Wood. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  and  verses  will  be  found  inte- 
resting : 

"I  am  sure  that  Masons,  and  especially  those  of  the  Royal 
Craft,  have  contributed  their  full  share  toward  cementing 
the  ties  of  friendship  among  the  peoples  of  the  world  and 
in  bringing  about  a  permanent  peace,  which  seems  to  be 
claiming  the  attention  of  the  wisest  and  greatest  men  of 
our  day. 

"Let  not  this  weak,  unknowing  hand 
Presume  Thy  bolts  to  throw, 
And  deal  damnation  round  the  land 
On  each  I  judge  Thy  foe. 

If  I  am  right,  Thy  Grace  impart 

Still  in  the  right  to  stay; 
If  I  am  wrong,  oh  teach  my  heart 

To  find  that  better  way. 

Teach  me  to  feel  another's  woe, 

To  hide  the  fault  I  see; 
That  mercy  I  to  others  show, 

That  mercy  show  to  me." 

Describing  a  great  Masonic  picnic  he  says: — 

"The  welcome  was  royal,  the  fellowship  was  fine,  and  I 
never  saw  so  much  fried  chicken  in  my  life. 

"On  Saturday,  December  25,  it  was  my  privilege  to  spend 
several  hours  at  our  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Homa 

"Companions,  it  is  truly  a  great  institution." 

He  closes  with  this  fine  verse: — 

"Now,  the  long  and  toilsome  duty, 

Stone  by  stone  to  carve  and  bring; 
Afterwards,  the  perfect  beauty 
Of  the  palace  of  the  King." 

Membership,  11,237.    Net  gain,  198. 
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The  Committee  on  Instruction  of  Chapters  re- 
ported as  follows,  but  action  was  postponed 
thereon: — 

"Liberal  time  is  allowed  everyone  in  which  to  perfect 
himself  in  the  ritual.  He  can  do  it  if  he  starts  at  once,  but 
if  he  puts  it  off  until  the  last  moment  he  can  never  learn  it — 
or,  rather,  he  will  never  learn  it.  It  is  up  to  the  High  Priest 
of  each  subordinate  Chapter  to  make  his  Chapter  one  of  the 
best  in  the  State.    Will  he  do  it? 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee  has  inaugurated  a 
great  system  for  the  education  of  the  illiterate  of  the  State. 
Is  it  not  just  as  important  that  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  subordinate  Chapters  of  Tennessee  should  educate  them- 
selves in  the  ritual  of  the  degres?" 

The  Committee  on  Education  well  say: — 

"Now  championship  of  education  is  the  keynote  of  prac- 
tically everyone  in  public  life,  and  the  needs  of  our  once 
neglected  educational  system  have  become  the  principal  plank 
in  every  political  platformi. 

"The  picture,  however,  has  its  shadows.  Barriers  have 
been  reached  which  seem  to  resist  every  assault.-  Many  of 
our  counties  have  made  practically  no  progress.  They  have 
the  same  scattered,  dilapidated  one-room  huts,  impossible 
of  access  in  bad  weather  over  neglected  roads.  Our  prob- 
lem is  to  stimulate  a  sense  of  pride  and  perhaps  sacrifice 
among  the  taxpayers  of  our  backward  counties. 

"Our  duty  as  Masons  calls  for  a  militant  sponsorship  of 
the  public  and  particularly  the  rural  school." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alex.  B.  Andrews,  of  North  Caro- 
lina, eloquently  addressed  Grand  Chapter  as  to  the 
Home  and  Education. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  G.  Price,  Grand  Third  Prin- 
cipal, represents  Tennessee  with  us. 

If  anyone  desires  a  tonic  or  to  drink  a  libation 
out  of  the  stirrup  cup,  let  him  read  the  Report  on 
Correspondence  by  C.  H.  Smart,  P.G.H.P.,  a  vet- 
eran with  a  dynamo.  We  wish  we  could  report 
every  scintillating  sentence,  whether  we  agree  with 
it  or  not. 

In  his  introduction  he  says: — 

"In  the  Capitular  world  the  white-winged  dove  has 
spread  its  pinions  over  the  whole  earth,  peace  and  harmony 
prevail,  the  web-footed  domestic  water  fowl  has  been  sus- 
pended in  an  altitudinous  position,  and  all  are  now  pre- 
pared to  move  forward  with  one  end  in  view — the  betterment 
of  mankind." 
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Under  Alabama  he  thrusts  and   parries  with 
Comp.  Wright  as  follows:— 

"Of  our  review  he  says: — 

"  'Alabama  has  a  short,  but  careful  review.  He  concludes 
most  of  his  paragraphs  with,  "and  that  is  about  all."  True 
so  far  as  the  printed  page  is  concerned.' 

"What  yer  so  'techy'  about?  Did  the  use  of  that  expres- 
sion one  time  m  six  paragraphs  in  our  review  of  your  1822 
Proceedings  act  as  a  piece  of  dilapidated  crimson  calico 
shaken  in  the  face  of  an  exasperated  bovine?  We  didn't  sav 
anything  about  you,  nohow!." 

Arkansas  gives  him  this  opportunity:— 

"He  also  uses  the  following  words  as  a  palliation  of  his 
offense : — 

v  «1?  re|used  several  requests  for  dispensations  to  receive, 
ballot  and  confer  degrees,  as  I  did  not  think  the  circum- 
stances warranted  the  waiver  of  the  regular  period  of  time.'  " 
Then  why,  m  the  name  of  the  Caliph  of  Bagdad,  did  he 
not  have  a  spinal  column  of  sufficient  rigidity  to  refuse  them 

Under  British  Columbia  he  says  with  expletive 
emphasis: — 

"He  is  right  in  his  lambasting.  Grand  High  Priests  are 
not  greater  than  the  law,  though  some  of  them  imagine 
they  are  and  think  like  the  Italian  says  in  the  play:  'Damme 
de  law,  damme  the  Dutch  policeman,  damme  everybud.'  " 

California  produces  another  frank  expres- 
sion:—  * 

"A  large  number  of  dispensations  were  granted  to  Chap- 
ters to  confer  the  Royal  Arch  degree  upon  more  than  one 
twfr,  a  convo^on'  The  squiring  of  a  dispensation  for 
this  purpose  we  believe  to  be  the  quintescence  of  tommyrot." 

Then  comes  the  review  of  Canada  which  he  in- 
troduces in  these  words: — 

th»"rhe  ?rrJd  f  ™pped  for  order  at  10  M»f  and  opened 
the  Grand  Chapter  m  ample  form,  but  before  doing  so  he 

awTTV^1  °nLy  twenty-°ne  of  his  Grand  Officefs  were 
froiSZU, r  th^ireabsei?ee  was  compensated  by  the  face  that 
fourteen  Grand  Superintendents  were  on  hand.  The  places 
rJ^S  ^enty-one  were  quickly  filled  and  the  wheels  of  the 
ijrand  Chapter  began  turning  without  friction  and  without 
the  necessity  of  applying  any  oleaginous  compound." 

He  summarizes  and  quotes  from  Grand  Z.  Davis* 
address  which  he  characterizes  as  very  able  and 
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interesting.  Quoting  Comp.  Gardiner's  Condition 
of  Capitular  Masonry,  he  says  with  regard  to  his 
outstanding  report  and  other  matters: — 

"More  truth  than  poetry  in  this: — 

"  'There  is  no  mention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 
As  Canada  is  next  door  to  the  United  States,  she  ought  to 
have  this  beautiful  and  impressive  degree.' 

"The  Correspondence  Report  is  written  by  William  N. 
Ponton,  who  reviews  Tennessee  in  nearly  four  pages,  quoting 
liberally  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  the 
review  of  this  scribe." 

District  of  Columbia  suggests  these  sentences: — 

"Oh,  well,  we  will  agree  with  him  in  what  he  says,  but 
not  what  he  thinks.  He  is  'soften  in  his  ways,'  like  an  old 
woman,  and  refuses  to  agree  with  us  just  to  be  real  can- 
tankerous. Just  to  show  him  that  we  can  be  good  to  him, 
we  are  going  to  publish  his  'Foreword,'  which,  though  long, 
is  very  interesting  to  all  Masons  who  favor  improved  educa- 
tional conditions,  even  if  we  have  a  set-to  with  our  Grand 
Secretary." 

Florida,  with  regard  to  their  celerity  of  the 
Eagle  in  business  and  Degrees,  produces  this  com- 
ment : — 

"How  did  they  do  it?  Florida  must  be  swifter  than 
Tennnessee.  We  see  how  a  Chapter  away  off  in  the  Styx 
could  run  the  thing  on  flat  tires,  but  before  the  Grand 
Chapter!  Great  Caesar's  ghost!  They  must  have  trotted  'em 
'round  like  a  quarter  horse  and  made  as  much  noise  as  a 
scuttle  of  coal  falling  through  a  greenhouse. 

"It  was  recommended  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee 
that  a  High  Priest  should  wear  a  hat  while  presiding,  but 
Grand  Chapter  said  'nixie.'    Grand  Chapter  was  right." 

He  really  suffers  from  even  the  suggestion  of 
smoking  found  under  North  Dakota  and  thus  shud- 
ders:— 

Oowah!  as  Mutt  and  Jeff  say.  We  don't  allow  smoking 
in  the  Lodge  room  at  all.  Try  that  a  few  times,  and  see  if 
the  destroyers  of  coffin  nails  will  not  wait  a  convenient  time 
to  seek  the  ante-room  to  indulge  in  their  bad  habit." 

Texas  receives  his  cordial  approval: — 

"Then  he  turns  out  the  following  aphorism,  every  word 
of  which  is  true  as  Holy  Writ: 

"  'A  button  no  more  makes  a  Mason  than  a  medicine- 
chest  makes  a  physician,  nor  than  binoculars  make  an  ad- 
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miral  and  a  Masonic  body  which  makes  the  greatest  failure 
of  educating  its  members  in  Masonry  is  the  one  which  faces 
the  earliest  disaster.' 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  did  the  proper  thing  when 
they  put  Sam  J.  Helm  at  the  helm.  He  is  a  man  who  talks 
right  back  at  'em  in  what  he  denominates  'The  Question 
Box,'  " 

Of  the  Grand  Chapter  Ritual  he  says  under  his 
review  on  "various  topics" : — 

"We  say,  let  those  Chapters  use  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  ritual  that  want  to,  but  Tennessee  does  not  care  to 
fool  with  it." 

Of  the  Scotland  mix-up  he  says: — 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  muddle  has  been  settled, 
though  of  longer  duration,  and  we  say  let  that  go  with  the 
other,  together  with  that  of  England  and  the  Canadians.  All 
is  peace !    Let  the  white-winged  dove  crow  aloud." 

As  to  the  "upper-tendom,"  hear  him: — 

"A  survey  of  the  field  has  convinced  us,  and  will  convince 
anyone,  that  the  bulk  of  the  candidates  care  nothing  for  the 
'higher'  degrees.  Once  they  get  the  Shrine,  they  imagine  they 
are  'it,'  when  it  would  be  impossible  for  many,  very  many,  of 
them  to  work  their  way  into  a  Blue  Lodge  in  another  juris- 
diction. We  are  a  Shriner  and  a  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  but  we 
are,  in  the  interest  of  both,  a  firm  believer  in  the  time  limit." 
limit  for  eligibility  to  the  degree. 

Under  broadcasted  Dispensations  he  has  this 
comment  on  backbone: — 

"It  would  be  far  better  for  all  concerned  for  the  Grand 
Chapters  to  'set  their  hoofs  down'  on  the  practice,  and  thus 
make  it  as  hard  as  possible  to  get  the  degrees.  A  water- 
melon bought  at  a  store  never  did  taste  half  as  good  as  one 
the  boys  had  to  go  four  or  five  miles  after  to  steal.  When 
we  took  the  Symbolic  degree  a  candidate  had  to  be  Johnny- 
on-the-Spot,  but  now  he  wants  the  Lodge  to  confer  them 
when  he  is  ready.  We  say,  make  them  costly  and  hard  to 
g»t." 

And  he  thus  concludes: — 

"We  dropped  anchor — no,  we  reached  terra  firma — at 
midnight,  having  completed  our  sixth  annual  flight  through 
the  ether  to  the  galaxy  of  stars  studding  the  foreign  corres- 
pondence heavens."

The  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Convocation  convened 
at  Waco,  November  30,  1925. 

Canada  was  represented  by  B.  K.  Hawkins. 

From  the  able  report  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
we  take  the  following  paragraphs: — 

"Our  net  gain  in  membership  is  not  a  net  gain  such  as  will 
appeal  to  those  who  may  be  interested  only  in  numerical 
strength,  but  the  fall  off  in  the  amount  of  degree  work  has 
afforded  us  all  the  better  opportunity  for  learning  for  our- 
selves and  for  communicating  to  others  something  of  the 
meaning  of  our  symbols  and  thus  obtaining  a  greater  appre- 
ciation of  the  priceless  heritage  which  is  ours. 

"Practically  every  Chapter  had  an  opportunity  to  hear 
most  sublime  interpretations  of  our  symbols  and  the  privilege 
of  being  made  to  think  on  Masonry  and  to  learn  that  just  as 
we  make  use  of  our  knowledge  and  help  some  other  Com- 
panion to  understand  more  Masonry  than  he  formerly  under- 
stood, so  do  we  advance  nearer  to  the  goal  of  that  purpose 
for  which  we  are  organized — service  to  God  and  to  man. 

"You  and  I  should  not  rely  on  the  work  of  a  few,  but  all 
should  join  in  the  work. 

"The  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas  is  truly  proud 
of  its  Home  for  Aged  Masons. 

"The  beauty  of  this  glorious  Home  is  in  the  fact  that 
those  who  as  residents  there  receive  benefits  from  its  loving 
ministrations  are  not  required  to  be  or  to  have  ever  been 
members  of  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Nor  are 
Chapters  consulted  or  even  asked  to  advise  on  the  eligibility 
of  applicants  to  this  Home. 

"The  worthy  Master  Mason  applies  for  admission  and  the 
Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member  certifies  to  his  eligibility. 

"This  noble  and  glorious  work  of  the  Companions  of  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  from  the  time  the  idea  was  conceived  to 
build  such  a  home  to  the  present,  is  such  as  should  bring  a 
thrill  of  pride  and  joy  to  the  heart  of  every  man  worthy 
of  the  title  of  Master  Mason. 

"This  Home  continues  to  serve  Masonry  in  Texas.  God 
bless  its  founders,  prosper  its  supporters  and  its  Board  of 
Directors  and  make  happy  and  joyful  its  residents." 

With  regard  to  Scotland,  Texas  still  appears  to 
be  in  an  obdurate  mood,  and  to  the  outsider  we  must 
say  it  looks  as  though  it  were  rather  a  gesture 
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against  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States  than  against  the  Scottish  Jurisdiction,  which 
in  our  opinion  has  been  conciliatory  throughout. 
The  present  grievance  of  Texas  with  Scotland 
appears  to  be  that  Scotland  does  not  recognize  New 
South  Wales,  New  Zealand  and  Western  Australia. 
Having  regard  to  the  language  used  by  New  South 
Wales,  we  do  not  wonder  that  the  Grand  Old  Mother 
Jurisdiction  declines  to  be  brow-beaten.  They 
have  gone  beyond  the  bounds  of  reason,  and 
we  regret  very  much  that  Texas  appears  to  have 
at  least  negatively  taken  up  their  cause,  though  for 
what  good  reason  we  are  unable  to  understand.  The 
Scottish  Grand  Chapter  is  simply  loyal  to  those 
Chapters  who  are  loyal  to  her  and  desire  to  retain 
their  intimate  allegiance.  She  would  be  a  recreant 
if  she  deserted  them. 

A  special  dispensation  was  refused  to  a  sailor 
who  was  on  furlough,  a  Chapter  desiring  to  receive 
and  ballot  on  his  petition  and  confer  the  degrees  at 
a  Convocation  called  for  that  purpose. 

No  less  than  nine  charters  were  arrested  during 
the  year  for  good  cause. 

Among  the  many  decisions  reported  are  the  fol- 
lowing:— 

"Chapter  fees  cannot  be  remitted  for  a  minister. 

"In  the  Chapter  a  Companion  does  not  become  non-amli- 
ated  by  reason  of  arrest  of  the  Charter.  He  is  affiliated  with 
a  Chapter  whose  labours  have  been  suspended. 

"If  a  Masonic  offense  is  committed,  it  is  a  Masonic 
offiense  no  matter  what  particular  Mason,  or  body  of  Masons, 
discovers  that  the  offense  has  been  committed.  If  a  Com- 
panion is  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct,  the  offense  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  Chapter,  where  it  is  alleged  in  this  case  to  have 
occurred,  but  it  is  an  offense  against  the  body  of  Masonry. 

"The  H.  P.-elect  may  be  installed  regardless  of  his  re- 
moval from  the  Chapter's  jurisdiction,  and  that  the  former 
H.P.  would  not  hold  over  unless  the  H. P.-elect  failed  or 
refused  to  be  installed. 

"A  Brother  from  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  held  a  demit 
from  that  Chapter,  and  desired  to  affiliate  with  a  Chapter  in 
Texas.     He  asked  me  whether  he  should  attempt  to  affiliate 
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or  apply  for  the  Chapter  degrees  as  if  he  had  never  received 
them. 

"I  answered  that  he  should  apply  for  the  degrees. 

"This  answer  was  based  on  what  the  Law  is  rather  than 
my  opinion  of  what  it  should  be." 

In  the  last  expression  of  opinion  we  heartily  agree. 

The  membership  of  this  spacious  and  expansive 
State  still  increases  with  giant  strides.  Net  increase, 
1,068.    Present  membership,  43,289. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Bartley,  Grand  Secretary,  is  a 
busy  man  and,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Helm,  an  out- 
standing figure  in  Texas  Masonry,  took  up  the  work 
of  Masonic  education  during  the  year,  as  a  joint  labor 
of  love. 

"We  regard  the  addresses  as  being  both  educational  and 
inspirational  and  resulted  in  the  awakening  of  an  increased 
interest  in  our  Chapter." 

From  the  Report  on  Fraternal  Dead  we  glean 
this  verse: — 

"We  who  knew  them  here,  and  with  them  wept  and  smiled, 

Our  life  was  one ; 
We  met  and  parted,  still  of  each  beguiled; 

Their  work  was  done; 
And  they  are  resting  in  the  morning  land, 
And  we  are  toiling  yet  with  heart  and  hand." 

The  Grand  Orator's  address  on  'Masonry,  a 
spiritual  force"  is  both  eloquent  and  thoughtful  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  following  brief  extracts,  the 
whole  address  terminating  with  the  immortal 
verse : — 

"For  tho'  from  out  the  bourne  of  time  and  space 
The  tide  may  bear  me  far, 
I  hope  to  meet  my  pilot  face  to  face, 
When  I  have  crossed  the  Bar. 

"Unable  to  fathom  the  mystery  he  worshipped  the  forces 
of  Nature,  giving  to  them  personality  and  power,  and  made 
for  himself  idols  to  propitiate  their  wrath  and  to  win  favor. 

"But  great  souls  lived  then  as  now.  They  went  apart  and 
pondered  long  the  mysteries  transpiring  before  them.  They 
discovered  that  all  nature  was  the  subject  of  law;  that  order 
and  harmony  prevailed  throughout  its  minutest  forms;  that 
they  could  determine  the  courses  of  the  stars  and  measure 
their  speed  and  distances.  They  then  no  longer  bowed  them 
down  to  stone  and  brass  but  lifted  their  faces,  agleam  with 
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new  knowledge,  to  Him  in  whom  all  things  are  created — The 
God  of  Truth. 

"The  Temple  cannot  be  completed  till  every  stone  and 
timber  is  in  its  place;  that  is,  until  every  thought  and  deed 
are  according  to  the  plans  laid  out  on  the  trestle  board  by 
the  Supreme  Grand  Master." 

The  Students'  Loan  Committee  were  granted 
$10,000  more  for  their  wonderful  creative  fund. 

Again  referring  to  Scotland,  we  take  the  follow- 
ing from  the  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence: 

"The  lack  of  unanimity  among  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
themselves  in  West  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  New  South 
Wales  is  the  cause  of  most  of  the  trouble,  there  is  hardly  a 
doubt. 

"If  anything  can  be  done  to  establish  harmony  in  the 
Capitular  world,  we  should  do  it,  but  it  would  be  inconsistent 
to  recognize  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  in  the 
face  of  its  repeated  invasion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  other 
Grand  Chapters  with  which  we  are  in  fraternal  relations." 

British  Columbia  is  now  recognized  by  Texas 
and  Representatives  will  be  exchanged. 

The  new  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Weekly,  addressed  the  Grand  Chapter  at  length, 
praying  like  Solomon  for  "an  understanding  heart 
to  judge  Thy  people  that  I  may  discern  between 
good  and  bad."  He  advocates  strongly  a  100  per 
cent,  attendance  next  year  at  Grand  Chapter  and 
points  out  vigorously  the  duty  of  the  constituent 
Chapters  in  this  regard. 

Texas  is  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  T 
Malone,  K.C.,  of  Toronto. 

The  largest  of  all  the  volumes  of  Proceedings  in 
the  world,  Texas  uses  such  light  paper  that  its 
weight  is  relatively  normal. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  in  the  able 
hands  for  the  first  time  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Helm,  who 
thus  introduces  his  review: — 

"A  Review  should  present  to  the  reader,  not  only  the  pro- 
cedure but  the  thought  of  the  various  jurisdictions,  and  both 
should  be  compared  with  his  own  jurisdiction. 

"Sometimes  a  sentence  or  even  a  phrase  may  be  very 
important,  especially  if  it  betrays  a  lowering  of  Masonic 
standards  or  if  it  drops  a  hint  which  will  lead  the  mind  of 
the  young  Mason  to  the  quarries  or  mines    where  the  nuggets 
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are  to  be  found.  When  such  a  phrase  is  found,  it  is  most 
difficult  to  confine  comment  to  the  small  space  permitted  in  a 
Review." 

Alberta  receives  much  commendation: — 

"All  of  this  indicates  that  Alberta  knows  the  difference 
between  Masons  and  members,  and  that  instruction  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  if  we  are  to  make  Masons  out  of  mere 
members." 

The  Grand  Superintendents  of  British  Columbia 
will  be  cheered  as  they  read: — 

"The  real  flavor  of  Masonry  there  is  not  gotten  until  tht 
Grand  Superintendents  begin  to  broadcast,  then  a  message 
goes  out  to  all  who  are  tuned  in — a  message  which  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  populous  districts  should  heed,  and  which 
they  should  compare  to  their  own  activities  if,  indeed,  their 
own  works  will  stand  the  comparison." 

Canada  gives  ample  opportunity  for  comment: — 

**The  Grand  Z.  endeavoured  to  get  an  exchange  of  Grand 
Representatives  between  Canada  and  England,  but  it  was 
like  trying  to  get  courtesy  work  in  Pennsylvania — they  don't 
do  it;  it  is  not  their  custom;  they  have  never  acquired  the 
habit.  Eight  peripatetic  dispensations  were  issued,  allowing 
Chapters  to  stroll  about  and  confer  degrees  at  other  places." 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  of  Grand  Z.  Davis 
as  to  the  collation  of  dispensations  and  rulings  of 
Past  Grand  First  Principals,  he  draws  attention  to 
the  fact  that  in  Texas  a  Canadian,  Comp.  A.  W. 
Campbell,  was  the  first  to  recognize  that  advantage 
and  prepared  a  work  upon  the  subject  which  was 
brought  down  to  1917  with  great  benefit  to  the 
Royal  Craft. 

Our  colleague  strikes  a  note  with  which  some 
among  ourselves  may  agree,  with  regard  to  the 
Grand  Superintendents'  reports  of  visitations: — 

"A  hundred  and  fifteen  pages  are  given  to  the  reports 
of  Grand  Superintendents;  by  requiring  these  reports  sub- 
mitted to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  or  a  Committee,  they  could  be 
tabulated  and  one  page  would  be  ample  for  a  complete 
presentation." 

All  will  agree  that  he  has  found  a  treasure  house 
in  Comp.  Gardiner's  report  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry,  with  regard  to  which  he  says: — 
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"Only  lack  of  space  prevents  using  the  entire  report,  this 
quotation  from  it  should  be  used  in  forty-nine  jurisdictions 
in  this  country:  'Your  committee  feels  that  in  this  ultra- 
progressive  age,  care  should  be  taken  to  discourage  inno- 
vations, alterations  and  deviations  from  our  ritualistic  work, 
and  to  provide  the  ancient  landmarks,  traditions,  usages  and 
customs  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  with  ample  protection 
against  the  ravages  of  those  who,  with  a  mistaken  zeal,  are 
ever  ready  to  suggest  changes  to  modernize  our  work." 

With  regard  to  our  own  review  he  grasps  what 
the  object  was  in  preparing  it  last  year: — 

"The  Grand  Historian  again  writes  the  report  on  Fra- 
ternal Correspondence,  and  writes  it  as  he  alone  can.  Texas 
is  given  a  most  excellent  review,  and  all  jurisdictions  are 
handled  in  a  manner  which  permits  the  reader  to  feel  that 
he  was  there  and  participated  in  the  transactions." 

His  conclusion  is  too  good  not  to  share  it  with 
our  Canadian  Companions: — 

"Membership  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  the  United  States  is 
now,  in  round  numbers,  800,000.  As  to  what  proportion  of 
these  are  well-grounded  in  the  fundamentals  of  Masonry  is  a 
matter  of  conjecture,  but  the  strength  of  the  Fraternity  rests 
upon  those  who  are.  The  member,  who  is  not  familiar  with 
the  fundamentals,  should  be  either  educated  or  ejected 
because  he  is  useless  to  the  Royal  Craft.  Many  Grand  Chap- 
ters are  working  diligently  to  educate  their  members  and  upon 
this  work  depends  not  only  the  usefulness  but  the  reputation 
of  Masonry. 

"We  are  now  paying  the  penalty  for  having  thrown  the 
doors  almost  wide  open  during  the  war;  there  was  more 
grist  than  the  mill  could  grind,  and  some  of  it  was  not  up  to 
standard;  'barren  corn  makes  bitter  bread.'  Companions, 
who  are  not  desirous  of  instruction  in  the  fundamentals, 
are  unworthy  of  our  privileges;  those,  who  do  desire  instruc- 
tion, should  receive  it;  they  are  entitled  to  it,  and  their 
Chapters  owe  it  to  them." 

UTAH. 

M.  Ex.  Grand  High  Priest,  John  C.  Brown. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  May  10th,  1926. 

In  the  reception  of  visitors  the  Grand  High 
Priest  said: — 

"We  have  here,  in  Utah,  the  smallest  jurisdiction  of  any 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  one ; 
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this  one  is  located  to  the  west  of  us,  in  Nevada.  While  small 
in  number  in  Utah,  I  feel  that  we  are  large  in  the  character 
of  our  membership. " 

From  the  address  of  welcome  of  Utah  Chapter, 
we  take  the  following: — 

"In  Eoyal  Arch  Masonry  the  laborer  goes  to  his  task 
without  hope  of  fee  or  reward.  On  the  trestle  board  this 
morning  are  two  designs,  one  for  the  building  of  that  city 
of  brotherhood  of  man,  the  other  of  that  temple  that  shall 
stand  when  time  shall  be  no  more." 

Canada  has  the  honour  to  be  represented  by  G. 
H.P.  Brown  himself. 

He  opens  his  address  with  this  earnest  invoca- 
tion:— 

"May  our  proceedings  here  to-day  be  blessed  by  the 
omnipotent  Jehovah,  the  great  and  everlasting  I  am.  May 
His  omnipresence  so  fill  our  hearts  with  love,  kindness  and 
charity  towards  all  mankind  that  by  our  conduct  the  world 
will  be  better  able  to  judge  and  appreciate  the  teachings  of 
Freemasonry." 

He  makes  some  eminently  good  remarks,  the  key- 
note of  which  is  found  in  the  following: — 

"An  express  agent  once  told  me  that  his  company's  motto 
was  "Secrecy  is  our  main  guard  and  protector."  All  Masonic 
Brethren  and  Companions  cannot  too  strongly  stress  the  need 
of  secrecy  towards  the  uninitiated.  You  cannot  go  too  far  in 
this  matter.    The  above  should  be  a  good  motto  to  adopt." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  S.  Gorrell  represents  Utah  near 
us. 

Both  Grand  Secretary  Daniels  and  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary  Emerson  died  during  the  year,  and 
beautifully  toned  pictures  of  these  fine  men  adorn 
the  Proceedings  and  commemorate  faithful  officers, 
of  whom  it  was  said: — 

"His  entire  life  was  unstintingly  devoted  to  the  service 
of  his  fellowmen,  promoting  friendship  and  universal 
brotherhood. 

"Not  for  them,  but  for  us,  should  our  tears  be  shed, 
Mourn,  mourn  for  the  living,  but  not  for  the  dead, 
Let  the  dirge  be  unsung  and  awaken  the  psalm, 
No  cypress  for  these  who  lie  crowned  with  the  palm." 
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From  the  introduction  to  the  Correspondence  of 
Comp.  W.  H.  Wilkins'  Review,  which  is  concentrated 
in  form,  we  take  the  following: — 

"The  horologe  of  time,  the  pendulum  of  the  clock  of 
eternity,  has  measured  the  hours  since  our  last  Annual  Con- 
cation,  at  which  I  was  appointed  to  perform  the  important 
duties  devolving  upon  this  Committee.  'The  moving  finger 
writes,  and  having  writ,  moves  on'  regardless  of  the  imper- 
fections of  the  blocks  which  we  have  fashioned  for  the  Grand 
Overseer's  unerring  square." 

Under  Queensland  we  find: — 

''Your  Committee  therefore  feels,  as  did  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Michigan,  that  there  should  be  'no  recognition 
of  either  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Queensland  until  the 
Capitular  skies  over  that  State  are  cleared  up,'  there  being 
at  present  two  Grand  Chapters  both  claiming  jurisdiction 
over  the  State  of  Queensland  in  Australia,  and  each  claiming 
recognition  as  regular  Grand  Chapters. 

"Where  there  is  no  specific  legislation  upon  any  particular 
subject  or  question,  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  Sym- 
bolic Masonry  as  taught  and  practised  in  our  Symbolic 
Lodges,  upon  which  the  system  of  Capitular  Masonry  is 
based,  should  govern." 

Canada  1924  is  favourably  reviewed  as  the  fol- 
lowing sentences  will  show: — 

"Again  the  high  note  is  heard  when  he  says,  'The  Keynote 
of  Masonry  is  service,  service  to  our  fellows,  our  Lodges,  our 
Chapters,  our  God.' 

"In  reviewing  Alabama's  Proceedings,  his  reference  to 
the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  enthuses  one.  His  apparent 
approval  of  the  various  recommendations  to  Congress  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Towner-Sterling  Bill  indicates  that  he  fails  to 
take  into  account  the  growing  feeling  in  this  country  that 
the  Federal  Government  is  becoming  too  paternal  and  is 
usurping  the  rights  of  the  several  States  in  many  matters, 
among  which  is  the  Education  of  its  own  citizens,  and  the 
sop  of  Federal  aid  for  such  purposes  fails  to  convince. 

"Utah  is  given  a  very  exhaustive  and  kindly  review.  In 
the  Grand  Historian's  report  the  writer  thereof  recognizes 
the  'striking  thought'  from  our  'In  Memoriam'  report,  and 
agrees  with  its  beauty  and  sublimity." 

Under  Canada  for  1925  he  commends  the  ruling 
of  the  Grand  Z.  as  to  suspending  or  rescinding  By- 
laws, and  says  it  should  be  universal. 
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He  says  that  many  of  the  Grand  Z.'s  dispensa- 
tions appear  to  be  very  elastic  and  strange  to  his 
Companions. 

With  regard  to  an  officer  refusing  to  attend 
Convocation  or  to  resign,  he  commends  a  direction 
to  the  Chapter  to  fill  his  place  as  proper,  as  a  neces- 
sary measure  to  self-protection.  As  to  type-written 
minutes  he  says: — 

"He  also  ruled  that  minutes  might  be  type-written  by 
the  Secretary,  provided  each  sheet  was  numbered,  signed 
and  afterwards  secured  in  a  binder.  This  is  in  accord  with 
Utah's  practice,  hence  must  be  correct." 

Of  our  review  he  is  kind  enough  to  say: — 

"It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  read  the  Reviews  of  so  able  a 
Craftsman  as  Companion  Ponton,  one  with  so  keen  a  con- 
ception of  the  fundamentals,  and  so  sure  a  touch  in  concen- 
trating and  presenting  them.  The  pleasure  would  be  still 
greater  did  he  not  succeed  so  completely  in  dwarfing  the 
puny  efforts  of  a  'prentice  hand.'  " 

Under  Victoria  we  find  this  wise  comment: — 

"In  all  cases  not  specifically  provided  for  in  these  Laws 
and  Regulations,  the  Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
of  Victoria  shall  govern,  in  so  far  as  may  be  applicable. 

"The  latter  should  be  the  substantive  law  in  every  Royal 
Arch  Jurisdiction,  the  general  custom  being  rightly  so  in 
most  Jurisdictions,  but  until  it  is  added  to  the  substantive 
law,  personal  considerations  may  induce  a  departure  there- 
from, in  some  instances."

Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  graced  the  East. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  brief 
and  pithy. 

Membership,  5,987.    Net  gain,  5. 

Vermont  is  represented  near  Canada  by  the  vet- 
eran Companion  James  B.  Nixon. 

The  Capitular  Review  is  in  the  able  hands  of 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Archie  S.  Harriman,  a  name  to  con- 
jure with. 

In  his  introduction  he  says: — 

"Not  that  our  own  contributions  will  be  found  of  much 
value ;  but  we  have  carefully  culled  from  the  various  volumes 
reviewed  many  a  thought  and  lesson,  much  practical  know- 
ledge and  advice,  which  being  the  product  of  leaders  among 
the  Royal  Craft,  will  be  bound  to  be  of  essential  service  to 
the  Companions.  And  this  not  being  our  own  production  we 
can  recommend  to  our  Companions  without  mental  reser- 
vation." 

He  speaks  under  Canada  of  the  brilliant  perora- 
tion of  Grand  Z.  Davis  and  quotes  it  in  full. 

He  gives  commendingly  a  large  extract  from 
Comp.  Gardiner's  report  on  the  Condition  of  Capi- 
tular Masonry. 

Having  special  regard  to  the  benevolence  of 
Grand  Chapter  as  to  which  he  says  (and  for  further 
comment  see  review  of  Manitoba)  : — 

"One  is  attempted  to  say,  'Go  thou  and  do  likewise,'  yet 
despite  our  admiration  for  the  charity  of  our  Canadian 
Companions,  we  still  believe  our  position,  as  stated  under 
Manitoba  in  this  review,  is  the  natural  and  correct  one. 

"We  make  no  apology  for  giving  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  De  Molay  in  full,  merely  stating  that  it 
seems  to  us  the  sanest  exposition  of  the  Order  we  have 
found." 

The  full  report  reprinted  on  De  Molay  by  Com- 
panions Dunstan,  Brown  and  Hills  has  thus  become 
a  classic. 

As  to  our  Correspondence  Review  he  generously 
says: — 
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"The  section  entitled  Capitular  Correspondence  and 
Review  is  from  the  experienced  hand  of  Companion  Ponton. 
When  we  say  his  reports  are  among  the  best  we  are  privi- 
leged to  read,  we  have  said  it  all.  No  use  to  try  to  'gild 
refined  gold.' 

"Vermont  is  granted  generous  space  with  extended  quota- 
tions from  Grand  High  Priest  Ball's  address  and  from  our 
review.  We  wish  we  deserved  his  generous  characterization 
of  us.    'Comp.  Harriman  is  a  master  of  good  English.' " 

Under  Manitoba  he  says  in  commenting  on  the 
Grand  Z.'s  recommendation  as  to  charities  men- 
tioned above: — 

"The  Grand  Z.  thought  that  benevolent  funds  should 
be  raised  and  managed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  not 
by  Grand  Chapters.  All  Royal  Arch  Masons  are,  or  ought 
to  be,  active  members  of  some  Lodge  in  the  Jurdsiiction  and 
as  such  help  support  its  benevolences.  Why  subject  them  to 
a  double  tax  for  a  single  purpose? 

"He  aptly  suggests  that  such  donations  to  benevolences 
as  the  Grand  Chapter  wishes  to  make  should  be  made  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  fund." 

Wisconsin  has  the  last  word  in  a  great  contro- 
versy:— 

"Wisconsin  having  proved  the  weakness  of  the  General 
Grand  and  its  Officers  in  jurisdictional  power,  may  see  that 
the  sentimental  bond  which  unites  her  to  her  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions  is  mainly  the  cause  of  the  continued  existence  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  is,  perhaps,  worth  what  it 
costs."

VICTORIA. 

M.  Em.  Comp.  Thomas  Mackenzie  Kirkwood, 
Grand  Z. 

The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in 
"Ample,  Antient  and  Solemn  Form"  at  Melbourne, 
July  15th,  1925. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  at  the 
various  Communications  was  read  by  Grand  Scribe 
E.,  and  from  it  we  take  the  following: — 
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"It  so  happens  that  the  first  quarter  of  the  Chapter  year 
puts  to  a  severe  test  the  endurance,  the  loyalty,  and  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  newly-invested  officers.  This  quarter  the 
work  has  been  heavier." 

We  note  that  R.  Em.  Comp.  Kennedy,  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  undertook  the  installation  of  the  Princi- 
pals-elect of  Moira  Chapter,  No.  12,  showing-  how 
widespread  is  the  name  of  Moira  in  Craft  and  Royal 
Craft  circles. 

The  Grand  Z.  refers  to  having  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  B.  Moore,  of  McGill 
University,  now  First  Grand  Principal  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec. 

As  to  inefficiency  in  officers,  the  Grand  Z.  says: — 

"This  will  mean  no  reflection  on  the  Chapters — and  they 
are  in  a  majority — where  only  capable  Companions  are  en- 
trusted with  the  responsibilities  of  office,  though  it  will  be  an 
annual  reminder  to  them  never  to  lower  their  standard; 
but  in  a  few  cases  it  will  forcibly  remind  Chapters  of  the 
attitude  of  Grand  Chapter  on  this  subject  and  prevent  the 
election  and  appointment  of  Companions  unqualified  for 
office.  In  the  very  nature  of  things,  only  a  small  percentage 
of  the  membership  of  a  Chapter  ever  could  attain  office. 
This  being  so,  the  general  body  of  the  members  should  see 
to  it  that  only  the  very  cream  of  their  number  shall  be  placed 
in  office." 

A  wonderful  lecture  was  given  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Hansford,  M.A.,  LL.B.,  on  The  Two  Names,  from 
which  we  share  with  our  Companions  the  following 
extracts: — 

"The  Lecturer  showed  the  comparatively  recent  origin 
of  surnames,  giving  numbers  of  examples  to  illusrate  their 
formation  and  thus  proving  the  complete  difference  between 
Western  and  Eastern  views  and  beliefs  concerning  names; 
for  the  Eastern  races  always  acted  upon  the  principle  that 
the  name  of  an  individual  is  in  itself  an  actual  living  spirit, 
that  to  know  that  name  was  to  obtain  over  the  individual 
an  actual  power  which  might  be  used  to  his  spiritual  detri- 
ment, and  that,  therefore,  this  real  name  was  to  be  kept 
secret  whilst  he  would  be  referred  to  by  some  substitute 
name,  usually  of  a  descriptive  character. 

"Ancient  literature  was  full  of  examples  of  this  belief 
in  the  power  derived  from  a  knowledge  of  names.  Accord- 
ing to  the  old  Jewish  legend,  Lilith,  the  first  wife  of  Adam, 
refused  to  obey  him,  and,  having  uttered  the  Ineffable  Name 
of  Jehovah,  acquired  such  power  that  even  Jehovah  himself 
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could  not  coerce  her.  Much  of  our  knowledge  of  Egyptian 
religious  beliefs  was  derived  from  the  'Book  of  the  Dead" 
— that  interesting  description  of  the  journeyings  of  the  Soul 
of  Ani,  the  Scribe — and  therein  it  stresses  the  point  that 
the  soul,  in  its  journey  to  Osiris,  must  know  the  name  of 
every  object  and  god  encountered;  without  that  knowledge 
there  could  be  no  progress.  And  so  these  two  names  have 
shown  me  the  universal  belief  in  a  Universal  Father  by 
Whose  Name  and  with  Whose  Spirit,  if  I  walk  aright,  I  may 
live  and  move  and  have  my  being." 

Another  Convocation  was  held  21st  October, 
1925,  with  another  full  communication  from  the 
Grand  Z. 

Three  new  Chapters  are  to  be  formed  within 
the  metropolitan  area. 

At  this  meeting  also  the  Companions  enjoyed  a 
treat  full  of  literary  research  on  "Our  Ensigns  and 
Banners,"  delivered  by  Comp.  Rev.  Jacob  Danglow, 
M.A.,  in  which  he  describes  the  Talmud  as  fol- 
lows:— 

"The  Talmud  is  a  voluminous  compendium  of  Jewish 
legal  codes,  ethics,  ritual,  customs,  poetical  passages,  prayers, 
histories,  scientific  facts,  and  theories  and  fancies  of  folk 
lore,  extending  from  the  second  to  the  fifth  century,  C.E.; 
the  Midrash  is  another  form  of  Rabbinical  literature." 

He  makes  the  following  reference  to  the  Old 
Testament: — 

Practically  all  that  the  Scriptures  tell  us  regarding  the 
ensigns  and  banners  is  contained  in  the  second  chapter  of 
the  Book  of  Numbers,  where  we  read  that  'the  Children  of 
Israel  shall  pitch  by  their  fathers'  houses;  every  man  with 
his  own  standard,  according  to  the  ensigns/  Much  depends 
upon  the  correct  interpretation  of  this  passage." 

Under  the  four  principal  Banners  this  legend  is 
reproduced  in  full: — 

"There  is  a  quaint  Jewish  legend  that,  when  God  ap- 
peared to  the  Israelites  on  Sinai,  He  was  seen  to  be  sur- 
rounded by  thousands  of  angels  divided  into  four  groups, 
led  by  the  four  archangels,  Michael,  Gabriel,  Uriel  and 
Raphael,  Raphael,  meaning  'the  Healer,'  being  placed  in 
the  West  'because  he  was  to  heal  the  breach  wrought  by 
Ephraim's  descendant,  King  Jeroboam,'  and  each  group 
being  ranged  under  its  own  standard ;  and  that  the  Israelites, 
moved   to    admiration   by   this   wonderful   spectacle,   begged 
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that  God  might  group  them  similarly  under  four  standards, 
and  that  God  granted  their  petition." 

We  trust  that  this  wonderful  composition  will 
be  reprinted  in  pamphlet  form  so  as  to  be  available 
for  the  Companions  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

A  Convocation  was  held  on  the  20th  January, 
1926,  and  this  Companion  greets  a  kinsman  in  the 
person  of  J.  W.  Douglas  Nisbet  in  the  office  of  the 
Grand  Scribe  E. 

Comp.  Kirkwood  was  re-nominated  as  Grand  Z., 
and  the  esteem  his  Brethren  have  for  him  is  thus 
expressed: — 

"Dignity,  efficiency,  and  decorum  had  marked  all  his 
work,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  in  the  coming  year  his 
splendid   record   would   be   fully  maintained." 

Another  Convocation  was  held  21st  April,  1926, 
when  the  Grand  Z.  delivered  a  most  interesting  ad- 
dress:— 

"The  Harmonists'  Quartette  then  rendered  the  Anthem, 
'The  God  of  Abraham  Praise.' " 

Then  followed  In  Memoriam  pages  in  dark  pur- 
ple, the  Proceedings  being  printed  in  scarlet.

Samuel  S.  Endslow,  Grand  High  Priest. 
The  Forty-first  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Olympia,  August  24th,  1925. 
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The  address  of  welcome  is  a  gem,  worthy  of 
Olympia.  'The  House  by  the  Side  of  the  Road"  has 
been  so  widely  quoted  at  Craft  meetings  that  this 
explanation  will  be  of  interest: — 

"The  story  is  that  Foss  was  one  day  a  weary  pilgrim 
tramping  in  New  England.  He  was  tired  and  thirsty.  He 
could  find  no  place  of  rest  and  refreshment  along  the  road 
and  was  discouraged.  When  about  to  damn  his  luck,  he 
noticed  a  wayside  shrine  which  had  a  sign  over  it  saying: 
'Come  in,  Sit  Down  and  Rest.'  He  did  as  invited.  When 
seated  he  noticed  opposite  him  a  jug  and  a  basket  and  a  sign 
reading:  'Have  an  apple  and  a  drink  of  pure  water.'  He 
partook  of  this  fare  and  as  it  was  so  much  out  of  the 
ordinary,  decided  to  meet  his  benefactors.  Looking  around 
he  saw  a  small  cottage  in  a  setting  of  large  fruit  trees. 
There  he  met  the  lady  of  the  house,  who  in  answer  to  his 
query  about  the  hospitality  to  the  passerby  said:  'We  have 
our  little  farm  which  produces  poorly,  but  here  in  this  draw 
God  gave  us  a  wonderful  spring  which  supplies  pure  water 
for  us  and  our  trees.  What  we  have,  we  like  to  share  as  He 
intended  we  should.' 

"Foss  went  on  and  later  wrote: — 

"Let  me  live  in  the  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 
As  the  race  of  men  go  by; 

The  men  who  are  good  and  the  men  who  are  bad, 
As  good  and  as  bad  as  I. 

"So  we  want  you  to  know  that  what  we  have  we  will 
share  with  you  as  He  would  have  us  do." 

Nineteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  loyal 
line  in  the  Grand  East. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gives  a  detailed  account 
of  an  immense  amount  of  work  done  during  the 
year. 

He  had  commissioned  Comp.  Frank  Hills,  of 
Hamilton,  to  represent  Washington  in  Canada. 

He  thus  illustrates  the  intimate — indeed  insepar- 
able— connection  between  the  Lodges  and  the 
Chapters : — 

"All  members  of  Chapters  who  hold  their  Lodge  member- 
ship in  other  cities  or  towns  shall  present  their  receipt  for 
Lodge  dues  when  paying  their  Chapter  dues.  And  if  more 
than  two  years  in  arrears  in  the  Lodge  they  will  be  auto- 
matically dropped  in  the  Chapter." 
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He  concludes  with  these  verses: — 

"I'd  like  to  think  when  life  is  done 

That  I  had  filled  a  needed  post, 
That  here  and  there  I'd  paid  my  fare 

With  more  than  idle  talk  or  boast; 
That  some  one's  cheery  voice  and  smile 

Shall  prove  that  I  had  been  worth  while; 
That  I  had  paid  with  something  fine 

My  debt  to  God  for  life  divine." 

The  address  of  Grand  Orator  Sommer  is  both 
historical  and  in  advance  of  the  times.    He  says: — 

"Their  bondage  in  Egypt  was  not  without  benefit  to  the 
world.  At  the  end  of  four  hundred  years  Moses,  the  great 
lawgiver,  prophet  and  deliverer,  was  inspired  by  the  scene 
of  the  burning  bush,  which  was  a  symbol  of  light  and 
deliverance  to  the  Hebrew  people,  so  is  the  Bible,  which  was 
inspired  by  the  light  which  Moses  saw,  a  call  to  us  to  deliver 
our  less  informed  brethren  from  moral  and  spiritual  slavery. 

"From  these  people,  once  in  bondage,  do  we  get  our  great 
light  of  Masonry;  from  these  people,  now  scattered  to  the 
ends   of  the   earth 

"We,  as  Masons,  advocate  neither  toleration  of  crime  nor 
laxness  in  dealing  with  criminals.  We  believe  in  every  form 
of  law  which  will  stamp  out  evil  and  give  good  a  chance 
to  grow." 

Robert  L.  McCroskey,  of  Colfax,  represents  Can- 
ada near  Washington. 

In  his  review  of  Canada  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Henry  L.  Kennan,  who  is  also  Grand  Correspondent, 
quotes  .with  interest  and  approval  from  Grand  Z. 
Spencer's  address  and  comments  on  the  formation 
of  the  two  new  Western  Grand  Chapters. 

Of  our  own  report  he  is  kind  enough  to  say  that 
it  is  one  of  the  outstanding  reviews  of  the  year. 

Among  the  decisions  and  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  is  the  following: — 

"In  case  a  Mark  Master  fails  to  select  a  Mark  within 
ninety  days  after  his  having  received  the  degree  of  Mark 
Mason,  it  shall  become  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  insert 
in  the  proper  place  in  the  Book  of  Marks  the  initials  of  the 
Brother,  which  shall  then  become  that  member's  official 
Mark."

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WASHINGTON.— 1926. 

Charles  H.  Steffen,  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Forty-second  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
at  Yakima,  May  3rd,  1926. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  North  Dakota, 
Oregon  and  Idaho  were  accorded  Grand  Honors. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  appear 
at  the  Altar. 

Our  United  States  Companions  love  music,  and 
this  is  recorded  as  in  many  other  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions:— 

"Companion  Magnus  Peterson  favored  the  Grand  Chapter 
with  several  selections  of  vocal  music  which  were  received 
with  great  applause." 

Sixteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  honored 
for  their  faithful  presence. 

From  the  address  of  the  presiding  officer  we 
take  the  following: — 

"I  have  visited  a  majority  of  the  Chapters  personally, 
and  met  most  of  the  other  Chapter  officers  in  collective  or 
union  convocations." 

"(At  this  time  the  Grand  Chapter  was  called  up  and  the 
Roll  of  Honor  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary.)" 

Among  his  decisions  we  find: — 

"I  have  no  authority  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  your 
Chapter  to  hold  a  stated  Convocation  in  any  other  place  than 
the  city  named  in  your  charter." 

The  interchange  of  visitations  with  Oregon  have 
been  frequent  and  fruitful,  and  this  comment  is 
made: — 

"Companions,  this  was  a  memorable  meeting  for  both  the 
Grand  Chapters  participating.  While  the  relations  between 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  and  Washington  are,  and  were 
most  cordial,  still  this  meeting  developed  such  a  fine  spirit 
of  companionship  that  the  memory  thereof  will  remain  with 
those  who  attended  so  long  as  they  live." 

With  regard  to  instruction  of  the  Companions 
he  well  says: — 

"I  am  astounded  with  the  lack  of  knowledge  displayed  by 
the  Companions  generally,  in  reference  to  the  ritualistic 
work,  the  pass  words,  grips  and  signs. 
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"This  Grand  Chapter  should  enact  a  by-law,  requiring 
each  Chapter  to  have  a  posting  committee  of  not  less  than 
three  members;  that  such  a  committee  be  required  to  post 
each  candidate  on  the  obligation,  steps,  grips,  signs  and  pass 
words  of  each  degree  prior  to  the  candidate  receiving  the 
next  degree." 

And  thus  concludes: — 

"As  I  step  down  again  into  the  ranks,  I  do  so  with  the 
consciousness  that  I  am  much  better  qualified  to  assist  you 
Companions  in  promoting  and  carrying  on  the  work  of 
Capitular  Masonry.  Let  us  all  strive  to  live  up  to  the  tenets 
of  the  Craft,  and  so  govern  our  public  deportment  as  to 
merit  the  applause  and  commendation  of  all  good  men." 

Membership,  9,397.    Net  gain,  477. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Lewis  A.  Bender,  said: — 

"At  the  time  the  writer  was  installed  into  office  as  the 
Grand  Orator,  he  was  instructed  that  among  other  duties  it 
would  be  incumbent  upon  him  to  give  instruction;  to  teach; 
to  spread  light  and  knowledge  to  less  informed  Companions. 
'Say  something  to  make  us  think.'  In  this  connection  it  has 
been  said  that  of  all  the  people  in  our  great  country  it  can 
be  demonstrated  that  those  who  do  the  thinking  are  less  than 
five  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

"We  find  that  'at  the  time  of  the  division  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  in  1751  into  two  Grand  Bodies  known  as 
the  "Ancients"  and  "Moderns,"  the  Ancients  organized  a 
Grand  Lodge  and  adopted  a  Ritual  of  four  degrees,  the  fourth 
being  the  Royal  Arch.' 

"The  Royal  Arch  is  part  of  the  Master's  degree,  the  sum- 
mit of  its  excellency.  It  is  the  privilege  and  should  be  the 
duty  of  every  Master  Mason  to  complete  the  Masonic  story, 
told  in  allegory  and  revealed  in  symbolism,  by  receiving  the 
Royal  Arch  degree." 

Robert  L.  McCroskey  represents  Canada  and 
Frank  Hills,  of  Hamilton,  represents  Washington. 

William  T.  Drips,  Montesano,  Grand  High  Priest. 
Henry  L.  Kennan,  Spokane,  Grand  Secretary. 

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

M.  Ex.  Grand  High  Priest,  James  A.  Bryan. 

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convention  was  held  at 
the  City  of  Parkersburg,  9th  November,  1925. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  received 
at  the  Altar. 
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Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  F.  C.  Stein- 
becker. 

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  was  out  of  the  ordin- 
ary, as  witness  the  following: — 

"As  we  think  on  these  things  we  sometimes  wonder  if  we 
are  not  forgetful  of  the  source  from  which  these  blessings 
come.  Do  we  not  sometimes  forget  God  and  His  place  in  the 
affairs  of  men?  I  question  if  this  is  not  the  cause  of  the 
unrest  prevailing  to-day,  the  disregard  of  law  and  the  laxity 
in  enforcing  the  law,  the  crime  waves  which  seem  so  preva- 
lent, the  contentions  of  capital  and  labor,  the  confusion  exist- 
ing among  us  with  the  Fundamentalists,  Modernists,  Mate- 
rialists, and  Socialists,  striving  for  the  mastery,  until  we 
are  constrained  to  cry  out  with  the  patriarch  of  old,  'Oh  that 
I  knew  where  I  might  find  Him.'  " 

The  G.H.P.  addressed  the  subordinate  Chapters 
thus: — 

"On  December  1,  I  addressed  a  communication  to  each 
High  Priest  of  the  several  subordinate  Chapters,  calling 
attention  to  the  number  of  Master  Masons  reported  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia;  also 
the  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  reported  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  suggested  a  field  for 
activity  among  the  brethren." 

He  gives  unstinted  praise  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Lecturer. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  paid  a  worthy  tri- 
bute to  the  Dead,  their  concluding  words  being: — 

"They  have  done  their  duty,  they  have  kept  faith. 
"  'Sharing  dreams  and  gladness 
Passing  on  the  roads  of  life; 
Sharing  the  common  sadness 

Mid  the  happiness  and   strife.' " 

The  names  of  all  the  members  of  all  the  Chapters 
are  given  in  full  so  that  they  may  know  one  another. 

The  Correspondence  Report  is  by  Comp.  George 
M.  Ford,  his  fourth  annual,  and  he  does  ample  jus- 
tice to  the  Jurisdictions  reviewed. 

Under  Alberta  we  find  the  following: — 

"To  help  me  onward  with  my  load ; 
And  since  I  have  no  gold  to  give, 

And  love  alone  must  make  amends, 
My  only  prayer  is,  while  I  live, 

God  make  me  worthy  of  my  friends.' 
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"He  comments:  'Why  supply  the  regalia  houses  with  Pro- 
ceedings? If  regalia  houses  had  to  sell  through  the  Grand 
Secretary,  possibly  there  would  be  fewer  rough  roads,  etc., 


From  his  comments  on  Canada  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing:— 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  was  short  but  to  the  point, 
and  gave  the  activities  of  his  administration. 

"We  sometimes  think  that  many  of  the  Grand  High 
Priests  utilize  too  much  time  and  space  giving  details  and 
incidents  of  a  trifling  nature  that  are  of  no  importance  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  of  little  interest." 

Of  the  Grand  Representatives  he  says: — 

"We  venture  that  ten  per  cent,  of  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives seldom  or  ever  communicate  with  the  Grand  Chapter 
they  represent.     How  about  it,  Companion  Cowan?" 

To  our  own  review  he  is  most  generous: — 

Foreign  Correspondent  Comp.  Ponton  in  the  over  250 
pages  of  his  reviews  gives  us  the  most  interesting  and  full 
reviews  we  have  so  far  read — not  many  are  gifted  to  enable 
them  to  write  as  he  does/' 

Oregon  gives  him  this  understanding  verse: — 

wOh,  God!  that  men  would  see  a  little  clearer, 
Or  judge  less  harshly  where  they  cannot  see; 
Oh,  God !  that  men  would  draw  a  little  nearer 
To  one  another;  they'd  be  nearer  Thee, 
And  understood." 

He  does  not  approve  of  dual  membership,  and 
says  under  Quebec: — 

"There  is  no  law  preventing  a  Companion  assisting  a 
Chapter  other  than  his  Home  Chapter,  and  being  a  member  of 
two  or  more  Chapters  swells  the  number  of  R.A.  Masons  in 
the  Grand  Chapter  and  is  misleading."

Harry  P.  De  Baufer,  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Convocation  was 
opened  in  Milwaukee,  February  16th,  1926. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  brief 
and  practical  document,  and  from  its  opening  sen- 
tences we  take  the  following  excerpts: — 

"The  Craft  in  this  State  has  prospered  in  the  past  year, 
and  there  have  been  no  conflicts  nor  disturbances  to  mar  the 
serenity  of  its  labors,  nor  to  retard  its  progress. 

"To  retain  our  strength  we  must  progress. 

"I  believe  it  is  highly  desirable  to  in  some  manner  sup- 
plement the  conferring  of  degrees  by  subsequent  contacts 
with  members  along  educational  lines." 

He  pays  a  well  deserved  tribute  to  the  veteran 
Grand  Secretary,  W.  W.  Perry,  and  his  colleagues 

Canada  was  represented  by  Comp.  David  Har- 
lowe,  of  Milwaukee. 

Membership,  24,427,  with  a  very  creditable  gain 
of  983. 

The  Committe  on  Obituaries  present  an  unusual 
and  able  report,  from  which  the  following  extracts 
will  be  illustrative: — 

"We  have  only  to  look  at  the  sky  to  read  the  sublime 
evidence  that  we  are  citizens  not  only  of  this  little  world, 
but  of  the  immeasurable  universe  as  well. 

"The  prospective  of  time  is  exchanged  for  the  perspective 
of  eternity  and  a  man  sees  events  in  their  real  relations  and 
order. 

"Life  is  full  of  crises.    All  things  are  in  motion. 

"But  dimmed  and  blinded  earthly  eyes 
Washed  clear  by  contrite  tears, 
-     Sometimes  catch  glimpses  of  the  light 
From  the  eternal  years." 

The  report  on  the  Order  of  De  Molay  presents 
for  our  consideration  the  favorable  aspect  of  the 
Order  in  connection  with  Grand  Chapter,  and  as  we 
like  to  give  both  sides,  we  make  the  following  ex- 
tracts from  the  enthusiastic  presentation  of  the  case 
by  Comp.  Willard  D.  Isham,  State  Deputy: — 

"  'Now  the  days  of  David  drew  nigh  that  he  should  die: 
and  he  charged  Solomon,  his  son,  saying,  "I  am  going  the 
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way  of  all  the  earth :  be  thou  strong,  therefore,  and  show  thy- 
self a  MAN,     .     .     ." ' 

"I  can  say  with  all  due  modesty  that  we  have  one  of  the 
best  State  De  Molay  organizations  in  the  United  States. 

"Through  the  help  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  Annual  De  Molay  Ball  in  Milwaukee,  we  have  main- 
tained a  headquarters  office  and  carried  on  the  proposed  pro- 
gramme in  the  State. 

"It  may  be  interesting  to  you  to  know  that  our  records 
show  that  during  the  four  years  of  our  existence,  six  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  former  De  Molays  are  now  Masons.  There 
may  be  many  more,  as  our  records  in  this  respect  are  not 
accurate,  but  we  do  know  that  the  number  above  mentioned 
have  joined  our  Order,  several  having  already  become  Royal 
Arch  Masons. 

"With  all  due  respect  to  the  real  charitable  work  done  by 
the  Masonic  Order,  I  feel  I  can  safely  say  that  on  January 
3rd  the  members  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay  in  observing  'De 
Molay  Day  of  Comfort'  brought  more  cheer  to  those  who 
were  shut  in  by  reason  of  age,  sickness  and  other  ills  than 
the  entire  Masonic  Order  did  in  a  whole  year. 

"We  are  asking  the  Grand  Chapter  to  contribute  to  the 
De  Molay  the  small  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  this  year, 
and  do  not  feel  that  it  should  be  considered  as  an  expense, 
but  rather  as  a  very  profitable  investment.' 

The  members  of  the  General  Committee  were 
not  enthusiastic  about  the  educational  work  so 
earnestly  pleaded  for  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  giv- 
ing as  their  excuse  the  following: — 

"The  language  of  the  ritualistic  work  of  the  several 
degrees  is  a  clear  statement  of  the  principles  of  Capitular 
Masonry  clothed  in  as  concise  and  expressive  language  as  is 
possible  to  use,  and  we  believe  that  a  faithful  adherence  to  the 
ritual  in  the  conferring  of  degrees  without  bringing  in 
extraneous  matter  is  the  most  efficient  way  to  properly  teach 
the  principles  of  Capitular  Masonry." 

Wisconsin  is  represented  by  William  J.  Wads- 
worth,  of  Toronto. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  a 
veteran  of  the  Royal  Craft  and  the  Round  Table, 
Samuel  Wright,  who  gives  a  short  epitome  of  the 
different  Jurisdictions,  commenting  briefly  on 
Canada. 

Under  South  Carolina  he  says  but  does  not 
approve: — 
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"The  Grand  High  Priest  recommended  the  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland,  following  the  example  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  many  of  the  individual 
Grand  Chapters.  But  on  the  advice  of  the  'Committee  on 
Fraternal  relations,'  action  was  deferred." 

He  seems  to  be  a  bit  prejudiced  against  Scotland 
and  must  have  read  Texas  Proceedings. 
His  conclusion  is  very  interesting: — 

"We  prune  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  other  Grand 
Bodies  that  pass  before  us  only  such  matter  as  in  our  judg- 
ment is  of  sufficient  moment  as  may  interest  our  Companions 
either  with  their  approval  or  the  reverse,  as  the  case  may  be. 

"The  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Wisconsin  can- 
not be  better  expressed  than  by  merely  referring  to  the  facts 
as  shown  by  the  statistics  wherein  our  Jurisdiction  is  shown 
to  have  forty-two  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  Master 
Masons  of  our  State  enrolled  as  its  members,  the  highest  per- 
centage in  the  world,  excepting  one,  and  that  one  is  a  small 
Jurisdiction. 

"The  Ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  perhaps  the 
nearest  perfect  historically  and  geographically,  impels  Dig- 
nity and  Solemnity,  and  though  but  partially  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  country,  yet  its  principles  have  per- 
meated all,  and  brought  about  the  change  mentioned,  which 
has  materially  raised  the  Chapter  from  a  burlesque  show 
house  and  as  well  has  stricken  the  Royal  Arch  degree  from 
the  list  of  standard  jokes."

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at 
Cheyenne,  July  15th,  1926. 

From  the  biography  of  the  G.H.P.  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  we  get  the  following  pleasing  informa- 
tion:— 

"He  is  an  Electrical  Engineer  by  profession  and  is  Presi- 
dent and  General  Manager  of  the  Wyoming  Hydro-Electric 
Company. 

"Companion  Edwards  is  a  man  of  pleasing  personality 
and  high  character,  active  in  the  social  and  business  affairs 
of  his  community,  and  retires  from  his  high  office  with  the 
friendship  and  esteem  of  all  members  of  the  Order." 
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Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  of  this  young 
Grand  Chapter  honoured  the  East. 

Canada  was  represented  faithfully,  as  usual,  by 
Comp.  Richard  H.  Repath. 

From  the  annual  address  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  we  take  the  following  citations: — 

"The  future  is  unknown.  To-morrow  is  a  mystery.  To- 
day is  all  we  claim  to  own. 

1  'The  chance  that  fortune  lends  to  us  may  vanish  while  we 
wait, 
So  spend  these  rich  treasures  of  life  before  it  is  too  late. 
The  tender  word  unspoken,  the  letter  we  have  never  sent, 
The  message  long  forgotten  and  the  wealth  of  love  unspent  ; 
For  them  some  hearts  are  breaking  and  some  loved  ones 

wait — 
So  show  them  that  you  care  for  them,  before  it  is  too  late/ 
"If  I  have  been  able  to  bring  into  your  hearts  a  greater 
love  for  each  other,  and  to  your  minds  a  truer  conception  of 
the  mission  of  Masonry  and  a  better  understanding  of  man's 
relation  to  his  fellow  men,  then  I  shall  be  more  than 
satisfied."

One  of  the  addresses  of  the  G.H.P.,  which  he  had 
been  making  throughout  the  year  to  constituent 
Chapters,  was  of  such  merit  that  it  was  printed  in 
pamphlet  form  and  distributed. 

Wyoming  is  represented  in  Canada  by  Comp. 
David  H.  McCracken,  of  Port  Colborne. 

The  President  of  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood at  their  meeting  delivered  an  inspiring  address, 
the  character  of  which  may  be  judged  from  these 
extracts:  — 

"No  man  has,  as  yet,  reached  perfection,  and  no  man  has 
ever  gone  so  high  that  he  cannot  fall.  Then  it  behooves  us 
to  be  ever  alert,  watching  every  step  taken,  for  there  are  pit- 
falls along  the  way  we  must  travel. 

"No  true  Mason  will  countenance  disloyalty  to  the  flag  of 
his  country. 

"Masonry  reads  the  shifting  winds  of  misery  and  woe  of 
those  to  whom  we  are  obligated;  it  forecasts  the  lives  of  our 
orphans  and  wraps  them  in  the  folds  of  safety.  Masonry 
marks  the  ocean  lines  of  friendship;  it  makes  safe  the  way. 
It  is  the  teacher,  lawyer  and  judge  of  all  those  who  need  its 
help.  It  is  the  great  record-keeper  and  the  world's  master- 
builder.  It  is  a  warrior ;  it  has  battled  for  worlds,  honor,  and 
the  right  of  all  men  to  be  free — hence  the  name  Freemason. 
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It  does  a  thousand  things  in  a  thousand  ways  and  all  for 
the  good  of  man  and  the  glory  of  God." 

Richard  H.  Repath,  brother  of  our  own  well 
known  and  esteemed  Edward  J.  Repath,  is  both 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Correspondent  and  he 
writes  with  experienced  touch  an  excellent  review. 

From  his  introduction  we  take  the  following  sen- 
tences:— 

"Companions  desiring  to  keep  informed  of  current 
Capitular  history  should  not  neglect  to  read  the  reviews. 

"While  exacting  work,  in  that  it  is  our  privilege  to  review 
for  both  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery,  as  also 
to  'record'  for  both,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  and  intensely  inte- 
resting to  have  the  Capitular  and  Templar  history  of  the 
year  pass  before  one's  eyes  as  in  a  panorama,  and  our  sincere 
hope  is  that  the  impress  of  some  may  be  found  upon  the  fol- 
lowing pages.  If  the  impress  falls  short  of  expectations,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  work  is  necessarily  performed 
under  high  pressure  and  from  an  informatory  rather  than  a 
literary  standpoint. 

"It  is  pleasing  to  record  as  outstanding  features  in  the 
various  Jurisdictions,  both  foreign  and  domestic,  a  growing 
desire  to  elevate  the  work,  especially  the  Royal  Arch,  to  com- 
port with  the  dignity  and  beauty  inherent  therein,  and  to 
inspire  a  higher  standard." 

As  to  suspensions  he  says: — 

"They  present  a  serious  problem,  the  solving  of  which  is 
probably  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  local  secretary,  for  if 
handled  in  a  tactful  manner  the  number  would  probably  be 
reduced  by  at  least  two-thirds." 

Of  California's  review  of  subjects  he  says: — 

"Apparently  the  style  is  satisfactory  to  the  California 
Companions  but  most  vexatious  to  one  who  wants  to  know 
if  his  own  Jurisdiction  is  included." 

The  District  of  Columbia  suggests  memories  of 
theO.T.A.:— 

"His  Foreword  is  most  interesting,  discussing  at  length 
the  failure  of  the  proposed  Educational  Law,  which  he  lays 
largely  to  religious  antagonism  and  unwillingness  of  the 
people  to  go  further  in  centralizing  authority  in  the  Federal 
Government,  citing  as  to  the  latter  the  Volstead  law,  which 
regardless  of  the  good  it  was  intended  to  accomplish  and  may, 
has  by  its  method  of  enforcement,  he  says,  'left  a  bad  taste  in 
the  mouths  of  millions.'  " 

His  review  of  Canada  is  friendly  and  generous. 
We  make  the  follow  citations : — 
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"Interesting  and  informative  are  the  contents  of  the  five- 
hundred  page  volume  of  the  printed  Proceedings  of  the 
Parent  Grand  Chapter,  equally  divided  in  space  to  recording 
the  proceedings  of  the  Convocation  and  the  splendid  series  of 
reviews  by  its  talented  reviewer. 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  is  an  excellent  one,  com- 
mendably  brief  and  gives  in  a  business-like  manner  the  main 
Capitular  events  of  his  Jurisdiction  over  which  he  so  ably 
presided  during  the  year. 

u  'Sound  of  mind  and  body'  is  given  a  more  liberal  inter- 
pretation by  the  distinguished  Companion  than  in  most  Juris- 
dictions. 

"R.  Ex.  Companion  Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E., 
submitted  his  usual  informative  report,  in  which  is  expressed 
his  pleasure  because  of  increased  co-operation  and  efficiency 
among  the  Scribes  E.,  due  undoubtedly  to  observation  of  the 
standard  set  by  their  distinguished  Chief. 

"The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  is  most  thorough,  reviewing  as  it  does  the  whole 
state  of  the  Craft  in  its  Jurisdiction,  with  constructive  com- 
ments and  recommendations.  As  before  noted,  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  has  an  admirable  system  of  supervision 
and  may  well  serve  as  a  model  to  many  Jurisdictions  south  of 
the  Boundary  line.

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AFTERWORD. 

In  our  Capitular  Circumambulation— which 
after  all  is  only  our  passing  from  station  to  station 
in  the  journey  of  life,  we  have  found  and  we  trust 
those  who  read  these  Transactions,  will  find  much 
to  cheer  and  something  to  chasten.  A  numerical 
loss  reported  in  14  Grand  Jurisdictions  is  of  course 
unprecedented,  and  we  must  face  facts  and  be  the 
factors  in  re-establishing  stable  equilibrium  and 
purposeful  progress.  Quantity  and  quality  can  well 
coexist.  The  general  decline  in  the  ratio  of  increase 
cannot  be  wholly  attributed  to  money  stringency — 
nor  wholly  to  the  multiplication  of  those  semi-de- 
tached side-orders  (male  or  female)  which  disin- 
tegrate and  dissipate  the  concentration  and  Unity 
of  purpose  of  the  individual  Mason  and  distract  him 
from  the  real  work  and  vital  essential  of  his  Lodge 
and  Chapter.  These  may  be  partial  influences.  But 
let  us  also  look  within.  Are  our  Chapters  manned 
with  real  Leaders — who  can  make  the  members  feel 
both  the  grip  and  the  charm  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry?  Is  the  old  line  promotion  system  produc- 
ing the  very  best  results?  Are  we  a  bit  over  loading 
in  Degree  work?  Are  truth  and  knowledge  ever 
keeping  pace?  Is  each  Chapter  a  reservoir  of  light 
and  delight,  of  power  and  pleasure — magnetic  and 
radio-active?  To  make  members  and  not  to  make 
real  Masons  is  no  higher  function  than  that  of 
animals  propagating  their  species.  Are  we  getting 
in  the  men  who  will  employ  and  enjoy  their  faculties 
as  educated  Royal  Craftsmen?  Is  the  machinery 
well  oiled  ?   Are  we  responsive  ? 

"To  each  his  needs — from  each  his  capacities." 

Man  enjoys  his  work  when  he  puts  himself  into 
it.  Dignity  and  rhythm  are  not  enough,  nor  is  loyal 
allegiance.  There  must  be  valiant  endeavour.  We 
must  be  splendidly  aggressive — inspired  by  love, 
guided  by  knowledge;  to  memory  wisdom  and  power 
adding  enthusiasm  and  idealism,  and  in  our  quest 
for   the  best — the  value  of   values, — greeting   the 
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great  Adventure  with  a  song.  Not  alone  the  chaste 
mosaic  of  rite  and  ritual  archaic  but  the  grace  with- 
in. So  much  for  the  chastening,  now  for  the  cheer- 
ing challenge  to  go  forward  from  strength  to 
strength — with  reconstructive  courage,  looking  the 
future  in  the  face — our  windows  open  to  the  City  of 
Light,  Our  Masonic  life  will  be  deepened  and 
strengthened — our  cable-tow  on  the  lines  of  commu- 
nication, lengthened  as  we  read  in  the  preceding 
pages  the  words  and  interpret  the  work  of  the  out- 
standing and  upstanding — downright  and  upright, 
men  and  Masons  in  whom  is  little  insipidity,  effemi- 
nacy or  mediocrity,  who  encourage  and  help  us  by 
their  living  example  and  good  comradeship  to  stake 
a  claim  in  the  Eternal — and  to  use  the  Master  key. 
We  are  cheered,  too,  by  our  ever  living  remembr- 
ance of  those  wise  and  worthy  ones  of  our  great  con- 
fraternity who  have  passed  the  Veils — and  form 
our  authoritative  background,  and  inspirational 
tradition. 

"So  love  divine  must  link  the  line  of  old  and  new, 
Revealing  good  to  those  who  stand  thro'  those  who  stood." 

Respice,  aspice,  prospice. 

Fellow  mariners  who  have  ''toiled  and  wrought  and 
thought  with  me" — we  have  during  these  co-oper- 
ative years  made  many  friends  in  our  ever  enlarging 
circle  and  cycle. 

"Make  new  friends,  but  keep  the  old, 
The  new  are  silver — the  old  are  gold." 

And  Companions  all,  of  the  Craft  universal,  let  it 
be  said  of  us  as  of  those  of  the  old  time — "they 
helped  every  one  his  neighbor  and  everyone  said  to 

his  Brother  'be  of  good  courage/ 

and  they  fastened  it  with  nails  that  it  should  not  be 
moved it  is  ready  for  the  solder- 
ing." Companions  of  the  two  great  branches  of  the 
English-speaking  race,  we  must  stand  together  four 
square,  for  constructive  citizenship,  for  home  ties, 
for  ordered  freedom,  for  law  enforcement,  for  peace 
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with  honour,  and  for  all  the  ideals  of  the  Royal 
Craft.    This  is  the  "Challenge  of  Challenges." 

"Then  we  shall  be 
From  sea  to  sea 
In  amity, 
Sincerity, 
In  unity, 
In  verity, 

Companions  all."
